SESSION OF 1889-90. 


The Fifty-seventh Session of the University, being the Thirty-sixth under the 
amended Charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1589. 


By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation 
of the University ; and, under the Statutes framed by the Board of Governors, 
with approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts 
and Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 


The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training. 
In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational ; and 
while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of students, 
no interference with their peculiar views will be sanctioned. 


The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, 
Montreal, and in the Affiliated Colleges and Schools. 


I. McGILL COLLEGE. 


THE FACULTY OF ARTS.—The complete course of study extends over four 
Sessions, of eight months each; and includes Classics and Mathematics, 
Experimental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, 
Natural Science, and one Modern Language or Hebrew. ‘The course of study 
is, with few exceptions, the same for all students in the first two years ; but in 
the third and fourth years extensive options are allowed, more especially 
‘n favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathematics, Mental and Moral 
Science, Natural Science, English Literature and Modern Languages. 
Certain exemptions are also allowed to professional Students, The course 
of study leads to the Degrees of B.A., M.A., and LL.D. 

THE DONALDA SPECIAL CouRSE IN ARTs provides for the education of women, 
in separate classes, with course of study, exemptions and honours similar to 
those for men 

Tue FACULTY OF APPLIED SCIENCE provides a thorough professional training, 
extending over three or four years, in Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engi- 
neering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading 
to the Degrees of Bachelor of Applied Science, Master of Engineering, and 
Master of Applied Science. 

Tur FACULTY OF MEDICINE.—The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and one Summer Session of three 
months in the third Academic Year, and leads to the Degree of M.D., C.M. 


THe Facutty or LAw.— The complete course in Law extends over three Sessions, 
of six months each, and leads to the Degrees of B.C.L. and D,C.L,

SI. MATRICULATION AND ADMISSION. 


In this University those only who attend Lectures are denomi- 
nated Students. 

Students in the Faculty of Arts are classified as Matriculated or 
Occasional. Matriculated Students are those who have their names 
entered in the Matriculation Book; they are subdivided into Under- 
graduates and Partial Students; Non-matriculated are denominated 
Occasional Students. The conditions of admission for each, and for 
students of other Universities are given below. 
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1. UNDERGRADUATES. 


Undergraduates alone can proceed to the degree of B.A. Candi- 
dates for admission into the First Year as Undergraduates are 
required to pass the First Year Entrance Examination. The suc 
cessful candidates are arranged as First Class, Second Class, and 
Passed. To the most deserving in the First Class the First Year 
Exhibitions are awarded. For those who aim at passing only, 4 
minimum course is appointed, and there are two examinations in 
the year :— 

(1) That held im the first week of June, at the same time as the 
examinations for Associate in Arts. Schools desirous to take advan- 
tage of this may send their pupils for examination to McGill 
College ; or, if at a distance, by sending in names of Deputy Exam- 
jners for approval, with a list of candidates on or before May 1st, 
may have papers sent to them. (2) That held at the opening of 
the session, on September 16th and following days, in McGill Col- 
lege alone. 


As the examination is intended as a test of qualification for admission to the 
classes of the University, certificates of passing are not granted except to those 
who subsequently attend lectures.

[ Vote.—Candidates unable to pass in French or German are not excluded, but 
they are required to begin German, and to continue the study of it for two years. 
Candidates unable to passin Chemistry are required to attend such of the lectures 
in the subject as are open to them, and to pass an examination at the end of the 
Second Year.] 





2, PARTIAL AND OCCASIONAL STUDENTS.—STUDENTS OF 
OTHER UNIVERSITIES. 


PARTIAL STUDENTS.—Candidates for Matriculation as Partial 
Students, taking three or more courses of Lectures,will be examined 
in the subjects necessary thereto, as may from time to time be deter- 
mined by the Faculty. 

The subjects in which an examination is necessary are: Latin, 
Greek, Mathematics, Haglish, French.—Candidates are required to 
appear at the ordinary entrance examinations announced above ; but, 
on application to the Faculty, may, for sufficient cause, have a later 
day appointed. 

OccasIONAL STUDENTS.—Persons desirous of taking one or 
two courses of Lectures as Occasional Students may apply to the 
Dean for entry in his Register, and to the professor or the professors 
of the subjects of the lectures that they may be satisfied of their fit- 
ness, and may subsequently procure from the Seeretary tickets for 
the Lectures. 

SPUDENTS OF OTHER UNIVERSITIES may be admitted, on the 
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production of Certificates, to a like standing in this University, after 
examination by the Faculty. 


3. GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


Candidates for entrance into the First Year of the Faculties of Medicine 
or Applied Science in McGill University may pass in the above examinations. 

Every Student is expected to present, on his entrance, a written intimation 
from his parent or guardian of th: name of the minister of religion under whose 
care and instruction it is desired that the Student should be placed, who will 
thereupon be invited to put himself in communication with the Faculty on the 
subject. Failing such intimation from his parent or guardian, the Faculty will 
endeavor to establish befitting relations. 


Every matriculated student is required to sign in the Matriculation Book 
the following :—

‘*T hereby declare that I will faithfully observe the statutes, rules and ordi- 
**nances of this University of McGill College to the best of my ability.” 





4. DIRECTIONS TO CANDIDATES FOR ADMISSION.

(e) To provide themselves with the Academic dress. ($VIII.) 


§ II. SCHOLARSHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS. 
GENERAL REGULATIONS, 
1. A Scholarship is tenable for ¢wo years. An Exhibition for ove year. 


2. Scholarships are open for competition to Students who have passed the 
University Intermediate Examination, provided that not more than three sessions 
have elapsed since their Matriculation ; and also to candidates who have obtained 
what the Faculty may deem equivalent standing in some other University, pro- 
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vided that application be made before the end of the Session preceding the Exam- 
ination. 

3. Scholarships are divided into two classes :—(1) Sezence Scholarships; (2) 
Classical and Modern Language Scholarships. The subjects of Examination for 
each are as follows :— 

Science Scholarships. —Differential and Integral Calculus ; Analytic Geome- 
try ; Plane and Spherical Trigonometry 5 Higher Algebra and Theory of Equa- 
tions ; Botany ; Chemistry ; Logic. (For subdivision see below.) 

Classical and Modern Language Scholarships —Greek ; Latin; English 
Composition ; English Language, Literature, and History ; French. 

4. Exhibitions are assigned to the First and Second Years. 

First Year Exhibitions are open for competition to candidates for entrance 
into the First Year. 

Second Year Exhibitions are open for competition to Students who have 
passed the First Year Sessional Examinations, provided that not more than two 
Sessions have elapsed since their Matriculation ; and also to candidates for en- 
trance into the Second Year. 

The subjects of Examination are as follows :— 

First Year Exhibitions —Classics, Mathematics, English. 

second Year Exhibitions —Classics, Mathematics, English Language and 
Literature, Chemistry and French. 

5. The First and Second Year Exhibition Examinations will, for Candidates 
who have not previously entered the University, be regarded as Matriculation 
Examinations. 

6. No student can hold more than one Exhibition or Scholarship at the same 
time; but four of the First Year Exhibitioners will be granted exemption from the 
Sessional fees throughout their College Course, under Presentation Scholarships 
from the Governor General, (See below). 

7. Exhibitions and Scholarships will not necessarily be awarded to the best 
answerers at the Examinations. Absolute merit will be required. 

8. Ifin any one College Year there be not a sufficient number of Candidates 
showing absolute merit, any one or more of the Exhibitions or Scholarships offered 
for competition may be transferred to more deserving Candidates in another year, 

g. A successful Candidate must, in order to retain his Scholarship or Exhibi- 
tion, proceed regularly with his College Course to the satisfaction of the Faculty. 

10. The annual income of the Scholarships or Exhibitions will be paid in 
four instalments, viz. :—In October, December, February and April, about the 
2oth day of each month,

EXEMPTIONS FROM FEES UNDER PRESENTATION SCHOLAR- 
SHIPS, &c. 


A number of these are in the gift of Benefactors, and entitle the Students 
holding them to exemption from the Sessional Fees in the Faculty of Arts. Six- 
teen have been placed by the Governors at the disposal of His Excellency the 
Governor General. Candidates must pass the usual Matriculation Examination. 


[By command of His Excellency, four of these Exemptions will be offered for 
competition in the First Year Exhibition Examinations of the ensuing session. ] 


Eight exemptions from fees may be granted by the Board of Governors, from 
time to time, to the most successful students who may present themselves as can- 
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didates. By order of the Board one of these is given annually to the Dux of the 
High School of Montreal, and one to the Dux of any other Academy or High 
School sending up in one year for entrance, three or more candidates competent to 
pass creditably the Matriculation Examination. 


In the event of any Academy or High School in the Province of Quebec offer- 
ing for competition among its pupils an Annual Bursary in the Faculty of Arts 
of not less than $80, the Governors will add the amount of the fees of tuition 
thereto. 


Exemptions from fees, not exceeding three in number, may be given to hold- 
ers of the Academy Diploma of the McGill Normal School, who, on fulfilling 
the required conditions, enter in the Second Year, if at the Diploma Examination 
they have taken 75 per cent. of the total marks, with not less than two-thirds of 
the marks in Latin and in Greek. 


By a resolution of the Board of Governors exemptions are granted to students 
of any affiliated Theological College, recommended by its Principal, and entering 
the Faculty of Arts either as Undergraduates or as Partial Students. 


One exemption is given annually to the pupil (boy or girl) of the Montreal 
High School holding a Commissioner’s exemption from the Schools of the Protes- 
tant Commissioners’ Montreal, who has taken the highest marks at the A. A. 
Examination, and is recommended by the Commissioners. 


§ Il. COURSE OF STUDY.

NOTES ON THE ORDINARY COURSE FOR B.A. 


Instead of two distinct subjects in one of the abovedivisionsin either Third or 
Fourth Year, the Student may select one subject only, together with an Additional 
Course in the same or any other of his subjects in which such Additional Course 
may have been provided by the Faculty, underthe above rules, provided he has 
been placed in the first class in the corresponding subject at the preceding Sessional 
Examination (viz., Intermediate or Third Yeai, according to standing). 

The Additional course is intended to te more thanan equivalent, in the 
amount of work involved, for any of the other subjects in the division.

(c) Every Candidate in Literature is required to select two sub-

date in Science is required to select two out of the three groups in the 
Scjentific section; and in one of the groups so chosen to select two 
subjects, and in the other group one subject for Examination. 

(d) One of the subjects selected as above will be considered the 
principal subject (being so denoted by the candidate at the time of 


application), and the other two as subordinate subjects. 


For further details of the Examination application must be made 
to the Faculty before the above date. For fees see § XI. 


lll. FOR THE DEGREE OF LL. D. 


Candidates must be Masters of Arts of at least twelve years stand- 
ing. Every Candidate forthe Degree of LL.D. in course is required to 
prepare and submit to the Faculty of Arts, not less than three months 
before proceeding to the degree, twenty-five printed copies of a 
Thesis on some Literary or Scientific subject previously approved by 
the Faculty, and possessing such a degree of Literary or Scientific 
merit, and evidencing such originality ot thought or extent of research 
as shall, in the opinion of the Faculty, justify it in recommending him 
for that degree. 

J.B.—The subject should be submitted before the Thesis is 
written. 

Every Candidate for the degree of LL.D in Course is required 
to submit to the Faculty of Arts, with his Thesis, a list’ of books, 
treating of some one branch of Literature or of Science, satisfactory 
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to the Faculty, in which he is prepared to submit to examination, and 
on which he shall be examined, unless otherwise ordered by vote of 
the Faculty. For fees see § XI. 


§ V. SPECIAL PROVISIONS FOR CANDIDATES FOR 
HONOURS AND FOR PROFESSIONAL STUDENTS. 


The Honour lectures are open to Undergraduates only, and no Undergradu- 
ate is permitted to attend unless (2) He has been placed in the First Class in the 
subject at the preceding Sessional Examination, if there be one, and has (4) satis- 
fied the Professor that he is otherwise qualified. 

(c) While attending lectures his progress must be satisfactory to the Profes- 
sor. IPfnot satisfactory, he may be notified by the Faculty to discontinue atten- 
dance. 

1, Candidates for Honours in the Second Year. 

Candidates for Honours in the second year who have obtained Honoursin the 
First Year may omit the lectures and examinations either in Modern Languages 
(or Hebrew) or Botany, giving notice of the subject at the beginning of the 
session, 

Ll. Candidates for Honours in thegThird Year. 

Every Candidate for Honours in the Third Year,must, in order to obtain 
exemptions, have passed the Intermediate Examination, and must in the Examin- 
ations of the Second Year have taken First Rank Honours if Honours be offered in 
the subject, or, if not, First Class at the Ordinary Sessional Examinations in the 
subject in which he proposes to compete for Honours, and be higher than Third 
Class in the majority of the remaining subjects ; such Candidates shall be entitled 
n the Third Year to exemption from lectures and examinations inany one of the 
subjects required by the general rule (see § III.), except that in which he is a 
Candidate for Honours. A Candidate for Honours inthe Third Year who has faileg 
to obtain Honours shall be required to take the same examinations for B.A, as 
the ordinary undergraduates. 

lll. Candidates for B.A, Honours. 


A Student who has taken Honours of the first rank in the Third Year, and 
desires to be a Candidate for B.A. Honours, shall be required to attend two only 
of the courses of lectures given in the ordinary departments, and to pass the two 
corresponding examinations only at the ordinary B.A. Examination, Candidates, 
however, who at the B.A. Examinations obtain Third Rank Honours, will not be 
allowed credit for these exemptions at the end of the Session, unless the Examiners 
certify that the knowledge shown of the whole Honour Course (Part II. as well 
as PartlI.),is sufficient to justify it. A Student who has taken Second Rank Honoars 
in the Third Year, andcesires to be a*Candidate for B.A. Honours in the same 


subject, shall be allowed to continue in the Fourth Year the study of the same 
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departments that he has taken in the Third Year, but shall be required to take 
the same number of subjects as inthe Ordinary Course. 
Nore.—For subjects of Ordinary Course see §III. 


TV. Professional Students. 


Students of the Third and Fourth Years,matriculated in the Faculties of Law, 
Medicine or Applied Science of the University, or in any affiliated Theological 
College, are entitled to exemption from any one of the Ordinary subjects required 
in the Third and Fourth Years. (For rule concerning ‘*Special Certificates’’ see 
§ VI.) 

To be allowed these privileges in either year they must give notice at the 
commencement of the Session to the Dean of the Faculty of their intention to claim 
exemptions as Professional Students, and must produce at the end of the Session 
certificates of attendance on a“full course of Professional Lectures during the year 


for which the exemption is claimed. 


V. Students of the University attending Affiliated Theological 
Colleges. 

1. Such Students, whether entered as Matriculated or Occasional, are subject 
to the regulations of the Faculty of Arts in the same mannet as other students. 

2. The Faculty will make formal reports to the Governing body of the Theo- 
logical College which any such Students may attend, as to:—(I) their conduct 
and attendance on the classes of the Faculty ; and (2) their standing in the severa] 
examinations ; such reports to be furnished after the Christmas and Sessional 
Examinations severally, if called for. 

3. Undergraduates are allowed no exemptions in the course for the 
degree of B.A. until they have passed the Intermediate Examination; but they 
may take Hebrew ‘n the First or Second Years, instead of French and German. 

4, In the Third and Fourth Years they are allowed exemptions, as stated 
above. 

* Any Student who, under any of the above rules, desires to take Experi- 
mental Physics, is required to take Mechanics and Hydrostatics also, in the Third 
Year. 








§ VI. MEDALS, HONOURS, PRIZES, AND CLASSING. 


1. Gold Medals will be awarded in the B.A. Honour Examina- 
tions to Students who take the highest Honours of the First Rank in 
the subjects stated below, and who shall have passed creditably the 
Ordinary Examinations for the Degree of B.A., provided they have 
been recommended therefor to the Corporation by the Faculty on the 
report of the Examiners : 
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The Henry Chapman Gold Medal, for the Classical Languages and Literature. 

The Prince of Wales Gold Medal, for Mental and Moral Philosophy. 

The Anne Molson Gold Medal, for Mathematics and Natural Philosophy. 

The Shakespeare Gold Medal, for the English Language, Literature and 

History. 

The Logan Gold Medal, for Geology and other Natural Sciences. 

Major iTiram Mills Gold Medal,*for a subject to be chosen by the Faculty 

from year to year. 

If there be no Candidate for any Medal, or if none of the Candidates fulfils 
the required conditions, the Medal will be withheld, and the proceeds of its endow- 
ment for the year may be devoted to prizes on the subject for which the Medal 
wasintended. For details, see announcements of the several subjects below. 

2. Honours, of First, Second or Third Rank will be awarded 
to those Undergraduates who have successfully passed the Examinas 
tions in any Honour Course established by the Faculty, and have also 
passed creditably the ordinary Examinations in all the subjects 
proper to their year. 

In and after April, 1889, the Honour Examinations will each be 
divided into two parts, separated by an interval of a few days, under 
the following regulations :— 

a. No candidate will be admitted to Part II. unless he has shown 
a thorough and accurate knowledge of the course appointed for 
Part I. 

b. The names of the successful candidates in Part I. will be 
announced before Part II. begins. 

¢. First or Second Rank Honours will be awarded to those can- 
didates only who are successful in Part IT. 

d. Third Rank Honours will be awarded to those who are suc- 
cessful in Part I, alone. 

By an Order of the Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario in Council, Honours 
in this University confer the same privileges in Ontario as Honours in the Univer- 
sities of that Province, as regards certificates of eligibility for the duties of Public 
School Inspectors, and as regards exemption from the non-professional Examina 
tion of Teachers for First Class Certificates for Grades “A. and B.” 

3. SPECIAL CERTIFICATES will be given to those candidates for 
B.A. who shall have been placed in the First Class at the ordinary 
B.A. Examination. The candidates must have obtained three-fourths 
of the maximum marks in the aggregate of the studies proper to their 
year, be in the First Class in not less than half the subjects, and 
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have no Third Class. At this examination no candidate who ha3 
taken exemptions (see § V.) can be placed in the First Class, unless 


he has obtained First Class in each of the departments In which he 
has been examined. 

4. CERTIFICATES of High General Standing will be granted to 
those Undergraduates of the first two years who have obtained 
three-fourths of the maximum marks in the aggregate of the Studies 
proper to their year, are in the First Class in not less than half the 
subjects, and have not more than one Third Class. In the Third 
Year the conditions are the same as for the Special Certificate for 
B.A. 

5, PRIZES OR CERTIFICATES to those Undergraduates who may 
have distinguished themselves in the studies of a particular class, and 
have attended all the other classes proper to their year. 

6. His Excellency Lord Stanley has been pleased to offer a 
Gop MEDAL for the study of Modern Languages and Literature, 
with History, or for First Rank General Standing, as may be announ- 
ced. 

(a). The Regulations for the former are as follows :— 

(1). The subjects for competition shall be French and German, together with 
the History part of the present Honour Course for the Shakespeare Medal. 

(2). The course of study shall extend over two years, viz., the Third and 
Fourth Years, + 

(3). The successful Candidate must be capable of speaking and writing both 
languages correctly. 

(4). There shall be examinations in the subjects of the course in both the Third 
and Fourth Years, at which Honours may be awarded to deserving Candidates. 

(5). The general conditions of competition, and the privileges as regards ex- 
emptions, shall be the same as for the other Gold Medals in the Faculty of Arts. 

(6). Students from other Faculties shall be allowed to compete, provided they 
pass the examinations of the Third and Fourth Years in the above subjects, 

(7). Candidates desiring to enter on the Third Year of the Course, who have 
not obtained First Class standing at the Intermediate or Sessional Examinations 
of the Second Year in Arts, are required to pass an examination in the work of 
the first two years of the course in Modern Languages, if called on to do so by the 
Professors. 

(8). The subjects of Examination shall be those of the Honour Course in 
Modern Languages. 


(6) ‘The Regulations for the Gold Medal, if awarded for First 
Rank General Standing, are as follows :— 
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(2). He shall be examined in the following subjects :— 
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(a) Classics (both languages); (6) Alix ed Mathematics :—Mechantices, 
fydrostatics, Optics, Astronomy ; (c) Mental and Moral Philosophy ; 
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7. THE NEIL STEWART PRIZE of $20 is open to all Undergra- 
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duates of this, and also to Graduates of this or any other University, 
studying Theology in any College affiliated to this University, under 
the following rules :— 

(1). The prize will not be given for ess than a thorough examination in 
Hebrew Grammar passed in the First Class, in reading and translating the Penta- 


teuch and such poetic portions of the Scriptures as may be determined. 


(2). In case competitors should fail to attain the above standard the prize 
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will be withheld, and a prize of Forty Dollars will be offered in the following 
year for the same, 
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(3). There will be two Examinations of three hours each ; onesin Grammar 
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and the other in Translation and Analysis. 
The Prize, founded by the late Rev. C. C. Stewart, M.A., and 


terminated by his death, was re-established by the liberality of the 
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late Neil Stewart, Esq., of Vankleek Hill, and will be offered for 
competition next session. 
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8. EARLY ENGLISH TEXT Society's PrizE.—The prize, the 
annual gift of the Early English Text Society, will be awarded for 
proficiency in (1) Anglo-Saxon, (2) Early English before Chaucer. 

The subjects of Examination will be :— 

(1). The Lectures of the Third and Fourth Years on Anglo-Saxon, 

(2) Specimens of Early English, Clarendon Press Series, ed. Morris and 
Skeat,) Part II., A.D:, 1295—A.D., 1393. The Lay of Havelok the Dane 
(Early Erglish Text Society, ed. Skeat). 

g. NEW SHAKSPERE SociETy’s Prize. This Prize, the annual 
gift of the New Shakspere Society open to graduates and under- 
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graduates, will be awarded for a critical knowledge of the following 
plays of Shakspere :— 
Hamlet ; Macbeth ; Othello; King Lear. 

to. “CHarLes G. CosteR MEMORIAL Prizk.” This Prize, 
intended as a tribute to the memory of the late Rev. Charles G. 
Coster, M.A., Ph. D.,Principal of the Grammar School, St. John. N.B:. 
is offered by Colin H. Livingstone, Esq., B.A., to the Undergraduates, 
(men or women) from the Maritime Provinces, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward Island. In April, 1889, it has not been 
restricted to any Academic year, but in April, 18go, it will be awar- 
ded to that undergraduate of the First Year, from the above Provin- 
ces, who in the opinion of the Faculty has passed the most satisfactory 
Sessional Examinations. 

11. The names of those who have taken Honours, Certificates or 
Prizes will be published in order of merit ; with mention, in the case 
of Students of the First and Second Years, of the schools in which 
their preliminary education has been received. 


§ VII. LICENSED BOARDING HOUSES. 
Regulations for Students in Arts passed by the Corporation, April, 
1875. 

1, All Students under 21 years of age, not residing with parents 
or guardians, nor belonging to a Theological College, shall reside in 
licensed boarding-houses, unless they produce written authority from 
parents or guardians to reside elsewhere. 

2, Persons applying for a license to keep boarding-houses shall 
produce evidence satisfactory to the Principal as to their character 
and fitness, and the suitability of the house for the health and comfort 
of the Students. They shall also supply him with a statement of char- 
ges. 

3. The keeper of the boarding-house shall report immediately to 
the Principal the entrance or departure of any Student, and any 
instance of immorality or disorderly conduct. 


§ VIII. ATTENDANCE AND CONDUCT. 


All Students shall be subject to the following regulations for 
attendance and conduct :— 
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1. A Class-book shall be kept by each Professor or Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted; ard the said Class- 
book shall be submitted to the Faculty at all their ordinary mectiigs during the 
Session. 

2, Each Professor shall call the roll immediately at the beginning of a lecture. 
Credit for attendance on any lecture may be refused on the grounds of lateness, 
inattention or neglect of study, or disorderly conduct in the class-room. In the 
case last mentioned the student may, at the discretion of the Professor, be required 
to leave the class-room, Persistence in any of the above offences against dis- 
cipline, after admonition by the Professor, skall be reported to the Dean of Faculty. 
The Dean may, at his discretion, reprimand the student, or refer the matter to the 
Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend from Classes. 

3, Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by necessity or 
duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to the Faculty. The 
number of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that shall disqualify for 
the keeping of a Session, shall in each case be determined by the Faculty. 

4. While in the College, or going to or from it, students are expected to 
conduct themselves in the same orderly manner as in the Class-rooms. Any Pro- 
fessor observing improper conduct in the College buildings or grounds may 
admonish the student, and, if necessary, report him to the Dean. 

5. Every student is required to attend regularly the religious services of the 
denomination to which he belongs, and to maintain, without as well as within the 
walls of the College, a good moral character. 

6. When students are brought before the Faculty under the above rules, the 
Faculty may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, impose fines, disqualify 
from competing for prizes or honours, suspend from Classes, or report to the 
Corporation for expulsion. 

7. Any student who does not report his residence on or before November Ist 
in each year is liable to a fine of one dollar, 

8. Any student injuring the furniture or buildings will be required to repair 
the same at his own expense, and will, in addition, be subject to such other penalty 
as the Faculty may see fit to inflict. 

g. All cases of discipline involving the interest of more than one Faculty, or 
of the University-in general, shall be immediately reported to the Principal, or, in 
his absence, to the Vice-Principal. 

[NoTE.—All students are required to appear in Academic dress while in or 
about the College building. Students are requested to take notice that petitions 
to the Faculty on any subject cannot, in general, be taken into consideration, 


except at the regular meetings, appointed in the Calendar. ] 





s IX. LIBRARY. 
Extract from the Regulations. 


1. The books in the Library are classed in two divisions :—Ist, Those which 
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may be lent ; and 2nd, those which may not, under any circumstances, be removed 
from the Library. The classification shall be determined by the Librarian. | 

2, Students in the Faculty of Arts or of Applied Science, who have paid the 
Library fee, may borrow books on depositing the sum of $5 with the Bursar, which 
deposit, after the deduction of any fines due, will be repaid at the end of the 
Session on the certificate of the Librarian or his assistant that the books have been 
returned uninjured. 

3. Students may borrow not more than three volumes at one time, except on 
the recommendation in writing of a Professor for specified books, and must return 
them within two weeks, on penalty of a fine of 5 cents a volume for each day of 
detention. An additional deposit of $4 entitles a student to borrow two extra 
volumes. 

4. A student incurring fines beyond the sum-total of $1 shal: b2 debarred the 
use of the Library until they have been paid. 

5. Any volume, or volumes, lost or damaged by any person, shall be replaced 
or paid for at such rates as the Library Committee may direct ; and such rate of 
payment shall be determined by the value of the bvokitself, or of the set to which 
the volume belongs. 

6. Graduates in any of the Faculties, on making a deposit of $5, are entitled 
to the use of the Library, subject to the same rules and conditions as students ; but 
they are not required to pay the annual Library fee. 

7. Graduates residing beyond the City limits, and applying for the loan of 
books from the Library, shall not receive such books without the sanction of the 
Honorary Librarian, and depositing the value of the books with the Bursar of the 
College. 

8. Members of the McGill College Book Club, on presenting annually a 
certificate of their membership, are by a special regulation of Corporation entitled 
to the use of the Library on the same conditions as Graduates, but they are not 
required to make a deposit. 

g. Students in the Faculties of Law and Medicine, who have paid the Library 
fee to the Bursar, may read in the Library, and, on depositing the sum of $5 with 
the Bursar, may borrow books on the same conditions as students in Arts. They 
are required to present their Matriculation Tickets to the Bursar and to the Libra- 
rian or his assistant. 

Io. Persons not connected with the College may consuit Books in the Library 
on obtaining an order from any of the Governors, or from the Principal, or the 
Dean ofthe Faculty of Arts or of Applied Science, or from any of the Professors 
in the said Faculties. Donors of books or money tothe amount of Fifty dollars 
may at any time consult books on application to the Librarian. 

11. The Library is kept open from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. daily, and no person 
shall be allowed in the Library except during these hours. 

12. No person, other than the Librarian and the assistants, is allowed to enter 


the alcoves, or to take down books from the shelves, except members of 
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Corporation, and Professors, or those whom any of the above may accompany 
personally. 

13. A person desiring to read or to borrow a book, which he has ascertained 
from the Catalogue to be in the Library, will fill up one of the blank forms pro- 
vided for Readers and Borrowers respectively, and hand it to the Library Assis- 
tant who will thereupon procure him the book. 

14. Readers must return the books they have obtained to the Library 
Assistant before leaving the Library. 


15. No conversation is permitted in the Library. 


§ X. PETER REDPATH MUSEUM. 


1. The Museum will be open every lawful day from 9 a.m. till 5 p.m., ex 
cept when closed for any special reason by order of the Principal or Committee. 

2. Students will obtain tickets of admission from the Principal on applica- 
tion. 

3. Students will enter by the front door only, except when going to lectures, 

4. Any Student wilfully. defacing or injuring specimens, or removing the 
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§ XI. FEES. 
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All fees and fines are payable to the Bursar of the College. 


Matriculation Fee for the First Year (to be paid in the Year 
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For the Second Year (exigible from Students who enter in the 
Second Year, and also from those who have failed in the

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Undergraduates are required to pay all the above fees, 

Fee for a certificate of standing, if granted to a Student on

ment of classification in the several subjects of examina- 
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Partial Students, viz., those taking three or more Courses of Lectures, are 
required to pay the Matriculation, Library and Gymnasium Fees, and $5 for each 
Course which they attend, or $20 for all the courses. 

Occasional students taking one course of Lectures only are required to pay 
$5 per Session for that course. 

Occasional students taking two courses of Lectures are required to pay the 
Library Fee and $5 for each course. 

N.B.-—The lectures in one subject in any one of the four College Years 
constitute a ‘‘Course.” 

The Matriculation, Library and Gymnasium Fees are exigible from Students 
holding exemptions from Sessional Fees. 

Graduates in Arts are allowed to attend, without payment of fees, all lectures 
except those noted 2s requiring a special fee. 

The fees must be paid to the Secretary, and the tickets shown to the Dean 
within a fortnight after the commencement of attendance in each session, In case 
of default, the Student’s name will be removed from the College books, and can 
be replaced thereon only by permission of the Faculty and on payment of a fine 
of $2. 

[All fines are applied to the purchase of books for the Library. ]

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If the Degree of M.A. be granted, with permission to the Candidate, on spe- 
cial grounds, to be absent from Convocation, the fee is....+. $25.00. 

The B.A. fee must be paid before the Examination. 

The M.A. or LL.D. fee must be sent with the Thesis to the Secretary of the 
University. ‘This is a condition essential to the reception of the application, The 
Secretary will then forward the Thesis to the Dean of the Faculty. 

* A Bachelor of Arts or Master of Arts, intending to proceed to a higher 
Degree, is required, 27 addition to the above, to keep his name on the books of 
the University, by the annual payment of a fee of $2 to the Registrar of the Uni- 
versity (which payment suffices also for Registration under Chap. III. of the Sta- 
tutes of the University). He may, if he prefer it, compound for the above annual 
fees, by the payment of $6 in one sum for the Master’s Degree, or $30 for the 
Doctor’s Degree, on or before the of date of application for the Degree.

In the work of the Classthe attention of the Student is directed to the colla- 
teral subjects of History, Antiquities and Geography; also to the grammatical 
structure and affinities of the Greek and Latin Languages; and to Prosody and 
Accentuation. 

An examination in Greek and Roman Histury will be required at the close 
of the First Year. 

The Latin pronunciation adopted in the lectures is based on the scheme issued 
by the Cambridge Philological Society (london: Trubner & Co). 

In Greek, the system of pronunciation, outlined in the preface of Goodwin’s 
Greek Grammar, is recommended to the attention of Students. 

Text-Books—First Year.—Goodwin’s Greek Grammar, Arnold’s Latin Prose 
by Bradley, Cox’s General History of Greece, Merivale’s General History of Rome, 
Bender’s Roman Literature.

Christmas the work of the class will partly consist of exercises in Analysis. 
Two lectures a week will be givento thestudy of English classics. Miul- 
ton’s Comus and a portion of Bacon’s Essays have been selected for the 
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Session of 1889-90. After Christmas there will be a course of about thirty 
lectures on English Literature previous to the Elizabethan Period. 
Students are recommended to use Prof. Henry Morley’s Charts of English 
Literature, and to read the first chapter of Henry Morley’s English writers 
(Cassell, 1887).* 

Second Year.—A period of English Literature, and one play of Shakespeare. One 
Lecture a week before Christmas; two Lectures a week after Christmas. 
During the Session of 1889-90, the leading poets of the Nineteenth Century 
will form the subject of the Lectures. Shakespeare—A Midsummer Night’s 








Dream.

First Year.—A course of Lectures preparatory to the course in Natural jScience. 
The Lectures are illustrated by experiments, and treat of the Hlementary 
Constitution of matter, the laws of Chemical Combination by weight and 
volume, the Atomic Theory, Quantivalence, Chemical Formulae and Equa- 
tions, Chemical Attraction, characteristics of Acids, Bases and Salts, 
Compound Radicals, the preparation and properties of the non-metallic and 
metallic Elements and many of their compounds, &c. A few Lectures are 
also devoted to the consideration of some of the more important Organic 
Substances, including Starch, Sugars, the Vegetable Acids and Alkaloids, 
Alcohol, &c. During the course attention is called, as far as possible, to 
the relations of Chemistry to various manufacturing industries. 

Students in Arts may attend the course in Practical Chemistry with the First 
Year in Applied Science on payment ofa fee of five dollars.

Third Year.—AvDDITIONAL DEPARTMENT. (Theoretical or Organic Chemistry).— 
One its a week. (Practical Chemistry).—Qualitative Analysis, as 
in THorpe and Muir’s Qualitative Chemical Analysis, two afternoons a 
week.

The Instruction in this Faculty is designed to afford a complete 
preliminary training, of a technical as well as theoretical nature, to 
such Students as are preparing to enter any of the various branches 
of the professions of Engineering and Surveying, or are destined to 
be engaged in Assaying, Practical Chemistry, and the higher forms 
of Manufacturing Art. 

Four distinct Departments of study are established, viz. : 

(1).—Civil Engineering and Surveying. (2).—Mectanical Engi- 
neering. (3).—Mining Engineering. (4).—Practical Chemistry. 

Each of these extends over four, or, under certain coniditions, three 
years, and is specially adapted to the prospective pursuits of the 
Student. 

The Degrees conferred by the University upon such undergra- 
duates of this Faculty, as shall fulfil the conditions and pass the 
Examinations hereinafter stated, will be in the first instance 
*‘ Bachelor of Applied Science,” mention being made in the 
Diploma of the particular Department of study pursued; and, 
Subsequently, the degrees of “Master of Engineering” or of 
“Master of Applied Science.” (§ V.) 

Examinations for Land Surveyors :—Any gradaiate in the 
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Faculty of Applied Science, in the Department of Civil Engineer- 
ing and Land Surveying, may have his term of apprenticeship 
shortened to one year for the profession of Land Surveyor in 
Quebec or Ontario, or for the profession of Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor. He must, however, pass the preliminary and final exami- 
nations before one of the Boards of Examiners. ‘The former exam- 
ination should be passed before entering the University, or in the 
First or Second Year of attendance. 

Students in the Civil Engineering Department, who at the 
beginning of their Fourth Year give notice to the Faculty of their 
intention to prepare for the examination for Dominion Topogra- 
phical Surveyors, will receive preparation for that examination, 
more especially in Spherical and Practical Astromomy and Geodesy, 
and may be exempted from the Heat and Hydraulics, or from the 
Designing of the Fourth Year. 

Partial Students may be admitted to the lectures and examinations 
in the above special work.

§ III. SPECIAL PROVISIONS. 


1. Partial Students may be admitted to the professional classes 
upon payment ot : pecial fees (§ VII.) 
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2. Undergraduates in Arts may, if allowed by the Faculty of Arts, 
be admitted to tne Professional Classes in Practical Science on pay- 
ment of the fees for these classes, 

3. Students in Applied Science may, by permission of the Faculty, 
take the Honour Classes in the Faculty of Arts. 

4. Students who have passed the Intermediate in Arts, with 
standing not lower than Second Class in Mathematics, have the 
privilege of entering the Second Year in Applied Science, and wil 
be exempted from one of the Departments in the Third and Fourth 
Years in Arts. 

5. Undergraduates in Arts of the Second and Third Years, or 
Graduates of any University,entering the Faculty of Applied Science, 
may, atthe discretion of the Professors, be exempted from such 
lectures in that Faculty as they may have previously attended as 
Students in Arts, but must pass all the examinations. — 

6. Students who have failed in a subject in the Christmas or Ses- 
sional Examinations, and who desire to regain theirstanding, are 
required to make a written application to the Dean of the Faculty 
for a supplemental examination. Unless such supplemental exami- 
nation is passed, students will not be allowed to proceed to any 
subsequent examination in that subject. 

7. Students of the Second, Third and Fourth Years will be re- 
quired to answer satisfactorily a weekly paper on such subjects of 
the course as shall be determined by the Faculty.

9. A Student may obtain a certificate of standing on payment 
of a fee of $2.00. 

10. The headquarters of the Canadian Society of Civil Engineers 
is at present located in Montreal. The Society holds fortnightly 
meetings, at which papers upon practical current engineering sub- 
jects are read and discussed. Undergraduates joining the Society as 
Students may take part in these meetings and acquire knowledge of 
the utmost importance in relation to the practical part of the pro- 
fession.

1, CrviL ENGINEERING.—The higher Mathematics and Mathe- 
matical Physics, and the higher branches of Applied Mechanics 
(Strength of Materials, Theory of Structures, Heat and Heat 
Engines, Hydraulics). 

2, MECHANICAL ENGINEERING.—The higher Mathematics and 
Mathematical Physics, and the higher branches of Applied 
Mechanics. (Strength of Materials, Dynamics of Machines, Heat 
and Heat Engines ). 

3. MinING ENGINEERING,—Study of Ore-Deposits (as in Phillips). 
Metallurgy. Theory and practice of Metal-Mining and Ore- 
dressing.

4. CHEMISTRY.—Organic Chemistry, Industrial Chemistry, Mine- 
ralogy and special laboratory work with an Essay.

The Advanced Courses in the Departments of Civil and Mechanical Engineering extend over 
two years. Students who have passed a creditable examination in the Mathematics of the 
Second Year, may take these Courses, and will be exempted from the Modern Languages of the 
the Third Year. 


§V. EXAMINATIONS. 

I. FOR THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF APPLIED SCIENCE, 

I, CHRISTMAS AND SESSIONAL EXAMINATIONS. 

There will be a Christmas Examination for Students of the First 
Year in all the subjects, and for Students of the Second, Third and 
Fourth Years in Mathematics, and in those subjects which they 
take in the Faculty of Arts. A Sessional Examination in all the sub- 
jects will be held at the end of the First and Second Years. 

2. DEGREE EXAMINATIONS, 

(a) There will be a Primary Examination at the end of the 
Third Year in all the subjects of that year. Candidates must pass 
this Examination before entering the Final Year. 

(6) There will be a Final Examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Applied Science at the end of the Fourth Year in all the 
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subjects of that year. 
The General Classification for the Degree Examination will be 
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Secondly, those who have satisfied the Examiners in the Ordinary 
Courses in order of merit. 

Special Certificates may be given for proficiency in particular sub- 
jects. 

Certificates may be given to Students who have passed the Special 
Courses added to the curriculum. 

Students who take their Degree in one of the Courses provided 
by the Faculty of Applied Science may obtain credit in either of the 
remaining Courses, by attending one or more subsequent Sessions, 
the necessary provisions for which will be made. 

Il. FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF ENGINEERING. 

Candidates must be Bachelors of Applied Science of at least 
three years standing, and must produce satisfactory certificates of 
having been engaged during that time upon dona fide work in either 
the Civil, Mechanical, or Mining Branch of Engineering. 

They must pass with credit an Examination extending over the 
general Theory and Practice of Engineering, 1n which papers will be 
set having special reference to that particular branch upon which 
they have been engaged during the three preceding years. 

Candidates must present applications for Examination, together 
with the necessary certificates and fees. The Faculty will notify the 
candidates whether their certificates are satisfactory, and also of the 
date of the Examination. 

Ill. FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF APVLIED SCIENCE. 

Candidates must be Bachelors of Applied Science of at least three 
years standing, must present certificates of having been employed 
during that time in some branch of scientific work, and must pass 
with credit an Examination on the Theory and Practice of those 
branches of scientific work in which they may have been engaged. 
The other conditions as under the last heading. 


§ VI. ATTENDANCE AND CONDUCT. 


The regulations under this head are in all respects the same as 
those in force for Undergraduates in Arts.

I. CIVIL ENGINEERING AND APPLIED MECHANICS. 


Professor :—HrENry T. Bovey, M.A., M.INsT.C.E. 





| Ciwil Engineering. 

The course of instruction in Civil Engineering will include the following :— 

Mechanism, Earthwork, Masonry, Carpentry, Structures of Timber, Stone and 

Iron, the Construction of Common Roads, Rail Roads, Bridges, Viaducts, Tun- 

nels, Canals, River, Harbour and Sea Works, Drainage Works, Lighthouses, 
Works connected with Irrigation and Water Supply, etc. 


Applied Mechanics. 


The subject of Applied Mechanics will be treated under two heads :— 

(a) The Strength of Materials, embracing a study of Work, Inertia, Energy and 
Entropy, Strength, the Stiffness, and Resilience of Materials, Beams or Girders, 
Pillars, Shafts, Structures (stmle and complex), Earthwork, Retaining Walls and 
Arches. 

(4) Hydraulics, comprising the Theory of Hydrostatics and Hydrodynamics, 
the Flow of Liquids through Orifices, Pipes and Canals, the Action of a 
Stream on inclined or curved Vanes (fixed or revolving), Hydraulic Machines 
(Pressure Engines, Vertical Water Wheels, Turbines, Centrifugal Pumps), Pneu- 
matics, 

Heat and Heat-Engines, 


The course of instruction in this Department wil! embrace:—The General 
Description of the Steam Engine, the Theory of Heat, the Application of Heat to 
Thermal Machines, the production of Heat and Steam, and also :— 

(a) The movement and distribution of Steam, including the action of Steam 
ina Cylinder,the methods and regulations of the distribution of Steam, Systems of 
Cut-off, the general disposition of Cylinders, Condensers, &c. 

(46) The modes of transmission and a consideration of certain special ma- 
chines. 

(c) The construction of an Engine, under which head will be considered 
Rivets, Bolts, Screws, Sockets, Keys, Cylinders, Pistons, Organs of Distribution, 
Organs of Transmission. 

(d) The construction of Special Machines. 


Designs, Estimates, &c. 


Engineering Students will also prepare designs, specifications, and estimates 
of such works as are usually undertaken by the Engineer.

Mechanical Work, 


A course of lectures will be given on the following specific Departments of 
Mechanical Engineering, and will treat entirely of the principles and results of 
actual practice :—The different classes of machinery, Belts, Gearing, Forging, 
Hammers, the Tempering of Steel, Tools, Vice-work, Fitting and Finishing, 
Lathes and Lathe-work, Planing, Slotting and Shaping Machines, Boring and 
Drilling, Milling and Milling tools, Screw-cutting, the Slide-valve, Standard 
Measures, Gauging Implements, Rivetted Joints, Fastenings, Pipes and Cylinders, 
Journals, Bearing, Shafting, Linkwork, Pistons and Stuffing Boxes, Lubricators, 
Moulding and Founding. 

Students before obtaining their degree in this course must present certificates 
of having been employed for at least eight months in Mechanical work-shops. 


LOCOMOTIVE DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION. 


SECOND, THIRD AND FouRTH YEARs :—Session 1889-90, 

Mr. R. Atkinson, M. Can. Soc. C. E.,of the Canadian Pacific Railway Mechan- 
ical Engineering staff, will give a course of lectures at the Canadian Pacific Works 
on the design and construction of Locomotives, comprising Boilers, Cylinders, 
Motion and Tenders, and on Machinery and Shop Appliances. 
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Ill. MINING ENGINEERING. 
Professor :—B. J. Harrincron, B.A., PH.D. 


The object of this course is to give Students a knowledge of the characters and 
modes of occurrence of various economic minerals, together with the methods em- 
ployed for their extraction and subsequent treatment. 

The lectures on Mining are given during the Third Year, and among the sub- 
ects taken up the following may be mentioned :—Blasting and the nature and use 
of different Explosives, Quarrying, Hydraulic Mining, Boring ; the Sinking, Tim- 
bering and Tubbing of Shafts; Driving and Timbering of Levels, Underground 
Conveyance and Hoisting, Drainage and Pumping, Lighting and Ventilation of 
Mines, special methods of Exploitation employed inthe working of Matalliferous 
Deposits or of Coal Seams, Gc, During this year, also, instruction is given in 
Blowpipe Analysis, the object of which isto enable Students by means of the 
blowpipe and a few simple re-agents to detect the nature of different Minerals or 
Ores. On account of the small quantity of apparatus required, and the rapidity 
with which accurate results may be arrived at, a knowledge of his subject will be 
found most useful to those engaged in geological or other field- work. 

In the Fourth Year a short course of lectures on Metallurgy is given, and assays 
are made of various Ores, Fuels, &c. 

Novre.—The lectures on Mining and Metallurgy are illustrated by a series of 
Models. 

IV. DESCRIPTIVE GEOMETRY AND SURVEYING. 
Professor :—C. H. McLEop, Ma.E. 
Descriptive Geometry. 

SECOND YEAR,—(1),—Linear Drawing. (2),—Orthographic projection, in- 
cluding penetrations, developments, sections, etc. 

THIRD YEAR,—(1) Orthographic projection (continued), Tangent planes 
and normals. Curved surfaces. Graphical determination of spherical triangles. 
(2).—Spherical projections, including the construction of maps. (3).—Axometric 
projection. Isometric projection. (4).—Shades and shadows. (5).—Mathema- 
tical perspective. Perspective of shades and shadows, 

Surveyivg, . 

This course is designed to qualify the Student for admission to the practice of 
Provincial and Dominion Land Surveying. It also affords a practical and theoret- 
ical training in field engineering,

ment of the Transit, Theodolite, Level (Dumpy, Y. and other forms) 
Aneroid Barometer, Plane-table and other field instruments.

THIRD YEAR.—Topography, Review of Instruments, Methods of Setting out

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graphic Surveying, Geodetic Surveying, The Astronomical Transit and Deter- 
mination of time. Practical operations in the field, class-room and observatory. 

Note.—The field work is carried out under the personal supervision of the 
Professor, and is as follows:—(@)a chain survey, (4) an angular survey, (¢) a 
contour survey, (@) the location ofa line of road, including preliminary surveys, 
ranging curves, levelling and setting out the work, (¢) a hydrographic survey. 
Each student is required to make field notes, and from these to plot all plans and 
sections required in connection withthe above. 

At the close of the sessional examinations there is alsoan optional course for 
the 3rd year in astronomical observations and triangulations. The former includes 
latitude, longitude (by lunar culminations), azimuth and time.

A course of Lectures, illustrated by experiments, is given to all Students of 
the First Yearin Applied Science on the Laws of Chemical Combination, Chemical 
Formulg and Equations, the preparation and properties of the more important 
non-metallic and metallic Elements and many of their Compounds, and on the 
elementary principles of Organic Chemistry, Students taking these lectures must 
also devote one afternoon a week during the first term, and two afternoons a week 
during the second term, to practical work in the laboratory. 

In the Second and Third Years of the Mining Course, instruction will be 
given in Qualitative and Quantitave Analysis, and Chemistry Students of these 
years will attend a Course of lectures on either Theoretical or Organic Chemistry. 
In the Fourth Year Mining Students will devote themselves chiefly to Mineral 
Analysis and Assaying, while Practical Chemistry Students may substitute 
Organic Analysis and the preparation of Organic Compounds for these subjects, 

The laboratory is open daily (Saturdays excepted) from 9 a.m.to I p.m., 
and from 2 to 5 p.m. 

VI. GEOLOGY,

COURSE OF LECTURES ON SANITATION. T 


Through the liberality of Mr. J. H. Burland, B. A. Sc., the Faculty is enabled 
to announce the introduction into the curriculum of study of a course of lectures 


on Sanitation. 


A series of at least fifteen lectures will be delivered on this sub- 


ject during the Session of 1889-90, by Mr. R. P. Fleming, M.Can. Soc. C.E. 
The lectures will be given on Tuesday evenings, at $3 o’clock, commencing 
with the first Tuesday in October, and will treat of the following subjects; — 


Sewer Gas (composition. and effects), House Drainage (outside and inside drains, 
their size, grade, material, laying, jointing and flushing), Ventilation of Drains 
(fresh air inlet, &c.), Soil and Water Pipes (material, joints, ventilation, &c.), 
Fixtures, Traps, Tests (different kinds, their merits and demerits, &c.). 

The lectures will also be illustrated by practical tests on actual drains.

The Fifty-Seventh Session of the Faculty will be opened on Tues- 
day, October rst, 1889, by an introductory lecture at 3 p.m. The 
regular lectures will begin on October 2nd, at the hours specified 
in the time-table, and will be continued for six months. 

The Medical School of McGill University was founded in 1824, as 
the “Medical Institution,” by Drs. John Stephenson, Andrew F. 
Holmes, William Robertson and William Caldwell. In 1829 the 
Medical Institution became the Medical Faculty of McGill College. 
There were no Sessions during the political troubles, from 1836 to 
1839, and it is owing to this gap that the present is the 57th Session 
of the Faculty. In reality this is the 61st Session of the School, 
which is the direct continuation of the Medical Institution. 

The new building of the Medical Faculty, which was opened 
in the year 1885, is one of the most complete structures of its 
kind on this continent or elsewhere. It has been found admirably 
adapted for the fulfilment of the great aim of the Faculty—-to make 
the teaching of the primary branches as practical and as thorough as 
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possible. The facilities now possessed by the Faculty for the above 
purpose are equal to those of the most advanced European 
medical schools. 

Through the great liberality of Sir Donald A. Smith in founding 
the “ Leanchoil Endowment,” and of the citizens of Montreal and 
Medical Graduates in subscribing to the ‘Campbell Memorial Fund,” 
the Faculty are enabled to conduct and maintain the teaching of the 
different branches in a high state of efficiency. 


LABORATORIES, &c. 


In addition to the laboratories and dissecting room, there are two 
large lecture rooms, each capable of comfortably seating 300 stu- 
dents, and one small demonstration room for classes of 50 and 
under. The space allotted to the library and museum has been 
largely increased. A large reading room, waiting room and cloak 
room, have been provided for students. 


DISSECTING ROOM. 


The Dissecting Room, which is situated on the second floor, is 76 
feet in length and 31 feet in breadth. It is furnished with twenty 
tables, and is well lighted for work during the day and night. In 
procuring appliances for the comfort and convenience of the stu 
dents, no reasonable expense has been spared. 

In connection with the dissecting room, there is a ** Bone room,” 
where students have an excellent opportunity of studying osteology. 
There are also two distinct rooms for the demonstrators of anatomy. 


PHYSIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The Physiological Laboratory, which is situated on the ground 
floor, is supplied with the most modern apparatus for the practical 
teaching of this most important branch of the medical curriculum. It 
contains amongst other valuable instruments,—kymographs, various 
manometers, &c., for demonstrating blood pressure; myographs, 
rheocords, moist chambers, &c., and various electrical appliances for 
demonstrating experiments in connection with nerve and muscle ; 
special apparatus for illustrating various points in respiration ; appa- 
ratus specially suitable for demonstrating the processes of digestion, 
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as well as the chemical composition and nature of the secretions, 
and the chief constituents of the tissues and nutritive fluids. The 
laboratory is arranged in such a way as to permit of students 
assisting at, and taking part in these demonstrations. During the 
past session important additions have been made to the physiologi- 
cal laboratory. 


HISTOLOGICAL LABORATORY, 


The Histological Laboratory is a large, well-lighted room on the 
second floor. It is so arranged that over eighty “students can be 
present at the microscopical demonstrations. For this purpose it 
is supplied with thirty-five microscopes, all from the well-known 
makers,—Zeiss, Hartnack and Leitz. From the large number of 
microscopes employed, students will have special facilities in study- 
ing and making themselves thoroughly acquainted with the speci- 
mens that are the subjects of demonstration. 





PHARMACOLOGICAL LABORATORY, 


The Pharmacological Laboratory is a large room situated on the 
ground floor, and is now furnished with the necessary appliances for 
the practical teaching of pharmacy. It is hoped that before another 
session passes away, the apparatus necessary for the demonstration 
of the more important actions of many drugs will be in possession 
of the Faculty. 


CHEMICAL LABORATORY, 


The Chemical Laboratory is large, lofty, and well lighted, and 
can accommodate comfortably 76 men at one time, Each student, 
when entering on this course, has a numbered table in the laboratory 
assigned to him for his use during the session. Each table has its 
own gas and water fixtures, and is provided with shelves for its cor- 
responding set of reagent-bottles, as well as a drawer and locker 
containing a moder set of chemical apparatus especially adapted 
for the work. This apparatus is provided by the Professor of 
Chemistry, and supplied to each student without extra charge. 
The student is only required to pay for apparatus broken or des- 
troyed. 
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The laboratory is furnished with a large draught closet for ventila- 
tion, sulphuretted hydrogen apparatus, gas and combustion furnaces, 
&c., giving to the student unsurpassed advantages for acquiring a 
sound and practical. knowledge of medical chemistry. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY, 


In the Pathological Laboratory accommodation will be provided 
for students or practitioners who desire to carry on private patholo- 
gical research, 

The recent additions made to the laboratory include a suite of 
rooms exclusively devoted to the study and culture of Bacteria, fur- 
nished with a complete outfit of the best modern apparatus for this 
purpose, including sterilizer, thermostat, &c., &c. 

The demonstrations in Morbid Anatomy will be given in a small 
laboratory specially arranged for the work. 

The classes in Pathological Histology will be held in the Histo- 
logical Laboratory. 


The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualifying candidates 
for examination before the various Colleges and Licensing bodies of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. The degree 
in Medicine of this University carries with it at the J.icensing Boards of Great 
Britain the same exemptions in certain subjects as are granted to all colunial 
degrees. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British North Amet- 
ica, where there is no division of the profession into Physicians and Surgeons 
exclusively, the degree awarded upon graduation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery,” in accordance with the general nature and character of 
the curriculum, as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec, 


I. MATRICULATION, 


It is very important that intending Students should bear in mind 
the following :— 


(1.) If residents of Ontario, and desirous of obtaining the license 
of that Province, they must conform to the regulations regarding the 
Preliminary Examination, and register before beginning their medi- 
cal studies. 
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(2.) If residents of the Province of Quebec, and desirous of obtain- 
ing the license of that Province, they must pass the Matriculation 
Examination of the Quebec Medical Board before beginning their 
medical studies. 

In the event of a resident in the Province of Quebec producing a 
Certificate of Matriculation from any of the other Provinces of the 
Dominion, he will be required to make a declaration that he had not 
obtained it with the object of avoiding the examination of the Quebec 
Medical Board. 


(3.) Residents of the Maritime Provinces, Manitoba, or British 
Columbia may either pass the Preliminary Examination of their 
respective Medical Boards or the Matriculation Examination of this 
University. 


(A).—UNIVERSITY MATRICULATION EXAMINATION. 


The Preliminary Examination in General Education of the follow- 
ing Bodies is accepted by the University in lieu of its own Matricu- 
lation Examination: 

1. The College of Physicians and Surgeons, Ontario. 

2. The College of Physicians and Surgeons, Quebec. 

3. The New Brunswick Medical Board. 

4. The Nova Scotia Medical Board. 

5. The Manitoba Medical College. 

Graduates and Matriculates in Arts ofall recognized Universities 
are exempt from matriculation. Any student who is unable to pre- 
sent proof of having passed any one of the above, or other equally 
satisfactory examination, will be required to undergo the matricu- 
lation examination either in Arts or Medicine of this University. 

(1) Zhe matriculatiou in Arts is held twice yearly: on the 1st of 
June and following days, and oa the 17th of September and following 
days. 

The subjects for examination are Classics, Mathematics and 
English.

(2) The Medical Matriculation Examination is the same as that 
required by the Medical Council of Great Britain. 


Examinations in conformity therewith will be held on the last Friday and 
Saturday in March, and the third Friday and Saturday in September of each year. 
Applications may he made to Dr. Howe, the Examiner, till the evening of the 
previous day.

Registrar, Dr. Pyne, Toronto, the official certificate of having passed the 2nd 
class Teachers’ examination, with Latin option ; whereupon he shall be entitled to 
be so registered, upon the payment of twenty dollars and giving proof of his 
identity. 
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Graduates in Arts, or Students having matriculated in Arts in any University 
in Her Majesty’s Dominions, are not required to pass the Matriculation Examina- 
tion, but may register their names with the Kegistrar of the College, upon giving 
satisfactory evidence of their qualifications and upon paying the fee of twenty 
dollars. 


§ II—ENREGISTRATION. 


Lhe following are the University Regulations :-— 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, at 
the commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences 
in the Register of the Medical Faculty. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day of October in 
each year. Fees are payable to the Registrar, and must be paid in 
advance (except under special circumstances) at the time of enregis- 
tration. 


§III.—COURSES OF LECTURES. 
ANATOMY. 
PROFESSOR, FRANCIS J. SHEPHERD. 


Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible, and its relation to 
Medicine and Surgery fully considered. The lectures are illustrated by the fresh 
subject, moist and dry preparations, sections, models and plates, and drawings on 
the blackboard. 

Special attention is devoted to Practical Anatomy, the teaching being similar to 
that of the best European schools. The Dissecting Room is open from § a.m. to 
Io p.m., the work being conducted under the constant supervision of the Pro- 
fessor and his staff of Demonstrators. Special Demonstrations on the Brain, 
Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, &°c., are frequently given, Every Student must be 
examined a¢ /eas¢t three times on each part dissected, and if the examinations are 
satisfactory a certificate is given, Prizes are awarded at the end of the Session fo 
the best examination on the fresh subject. Abundance of material provided. 


CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR, GILBERT P. GIRDWOOD. 
LECTURER, R. F. RUTTAN, 


Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated; a large portion of the course is devoted 
to Organic Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention of the Class. 
For experimental illustration abundant apparatus is possessed by the College. 
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The Chemical Laboratory will be open to members of the class to repeat ex- 
periments performed during the course, under the superintendence of the Professor 
or Lecturer. 

PRACTICAL CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR, GILBERT P. GIRDWOOD. 
LECTURER, R. F, RUTTAN. 

The course in practical chemistry includes two hours’ laboratory work three 
times a week for three months. The Students are instructed individually in che- 
mical manipulations, blow-pipe analysis, and qualitative determination of the 
salts, acids, S-c., they will require to use in practice. They are required before 
finishing their course to be familiar with the principles of practical Forensic and 
Sanitary Chemistry. Special attention is directed to instructing the Student in 


making accurate notes of his experiments and his conclusions. These notes are 
examined daily and criticised, 


PHYSIOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, T. WESLEY MILLS, 


The purpose of this Course is to make Students thoroughly acquainted, as far 
as time permits, with modern Physiology: its methods, its deductions, and the 
basis on which the latter rest. Accordingly a full course of lectures is given, in 
which both the Experimental and Chemical departments of the subject receive 
attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, plates, models, &c., every department of 
the subject is experimentally illustrated. The experiments are free from elaborate 
technique, and many of them are of a kind susceptible of ready imitation by the 
Student. 


Laboratory work for Senior Students :— 


(1) During the first part of the Session there will be a course on Physiological 
Chemistry, in which the Student will, under direction, investigate foed stuffs, 
digestive action, blood, and the more important secretions and excretions, includ- 
ing urine. All the apparatus and material for this course will be provided. 


(2) The remainder of the Session will be devoted to the performance of such 
experiments as are unsuitable for demonstration to a large class in the lecture 
room, and such as require the use of elaborate methods, apparatus, G°c. There 
will be no extra fee for this part of the course, 


HISTOLOGY. 


PROFESSOR, GEO. WILKINS, 


This will consist of a course of ten lectures and twenty-five weekly demonstra- 
tions with the Microscope, As the demonstrations will be chiefly relied upon for 
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teaching the Microscopic Anatomy of the various structures, the specimens under 
observation will then be minutely described. Plates and diagrams specially pre- 


pared for these lectures will be freely made use of. 


PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS. 
PROFESSOR, JAMES STEWART. 

The course on this subject comprises : 

I. A description of the Pharmacology and Therapeutics of the more important 
medicinal agents. 

II. The delivery of a weekly lecture (‘* Clinical Therapeutics ’*) in the theatre 
of the General Hospital on some case or groups of cases well adapted for illus- 
trating important points in both general and special Therapeutics, The material 
for these lectures is abundant, being obtained from both the wards and the out- 
door clinics, Electro Therapeutics will also be dealt with in this part of the 
course. 


III, The attendance during the summer session of a course on Practical Materia 
Medica. 


MEDICINE, 
PROFESSOR, GEORGE ROSS, 


While the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology and 
Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the general laws 
of disease. With the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed in 
this country, all the important internal diseases of the body, except those peculiar 
to Women and Children, are discussed, and their Pathological Anatomy illustra- 
ted by the large collection of morbid preparations in the University Museum, and 
by fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates, illustrative of the 
Histological and Anatomical appearances of disease, and the wards of the General 
Hospital afford the lecturer ample opportunities to refer to living examples of very 
many of the maladies he describes, and to give the results of treatment, 


CLINICAL MEDICINE, 
PROFESSOR, R. L. MACDONNELL. 


Attendance is given in the Medical Wards of the Montreal General Hospital 
on three days ofevery week with the 3rd year students, and three days with those 
of the 4th year. Accurate reports of all cases are kept by duly appointed clinical 
clerks, and are systematically read before the class. Instruction is given at the 


bedside, and special inducements are offered to every pupil to take part in the 


physical examination of patients. The mode of conducting investigations, the 
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use of the microscope, the value of the thermometer and ophthalmoscope, &c., 
in medical diagnosis, are all explained and illustrated. Senior Students are 
called upon in rotation to examine new cases before the class, and to be examined 
thereon as to their general knowledge. In addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture 
is delivered, bearing upon some case or cases of importance which may happen 
to be under observation at the time. Special attention is directed to Medical 
Anatomy, and candidates for the degree will be examined thereon, 


SURGERY, 
PROFESSOR, GEO, E, FENWICK, 


The first part of this course consists of Surgical Pathology, illustrated by a 
large collection of preparations from the College Museum, also specimens as they 
are obtained from cases under observation at the Hospital, and contributed to that 
collection by the Hospital pathologist, and from private sources. The second part 
_ of the course is devoted to the practice of Surgery, in which attention is drawn 
to cases which have been observed by the class during the previous summer 
session, ‘The various surgical appliances are exhibited, and their uses and appli- 
cation explained. Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery form a special de- 
partment of this course, and Quain’s and Maclise’s plates are used in illustration, 


CLINICAL SURGERY. 
PROFESSOR, THOMAS G. RODDICK. 


This course is eminently practical, consisting of bedside instruction and lectures 
delivered weekly, illustrative of surgical cases actually present in the wards of the 
General Hospital. The class is separated into junior and senior divisions, which 
are taken charge of by the Professor on alternate days, when the reports of the 
Clinical clerks are read and criticised, and fresh cases are examined by the senior 
students. ‘Ihe surgical dressings are, as much as possible, reserved for these occa- 
sions, so as to give all present an opportunity of participating in the application 
of splints to fractures, dressing of wounds, minor operations, Gc. Major operations 
are performed in the theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so constructed that 
the most distant can obtain a fair view of the operations. All the recently invented 
appliances for the treatment of surgical disease have been introduced into the Hos- 
pital. 


MIDWIFERY. 
PROFESSOR, J. C. CAMERON, 


This course will embrace: 1, Lectures on the principles and practice of the 
obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and preserved specimens, the artificial 
pelvis, complete set of models, illustrating deformities of the pelvis, wax prepara- 
tions, bronze mechanical pelvis, Gc. 2. Bedside instruction in the Montreal 
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Maternity, including the management and after-treatment of cases. 3. A com- 


plete course on obstetric operations with the phantom and preserved foetuses. 4. 
The Diseases of Infancy. 5. A course of individual clinical instruction at the 


Montreal Maternity. 
GYNACOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, WM. GARDNER. 


The course on this subject will comprise two lectures a week throughout the 
session. The anatomy and physiology of the parts concerned will be first discus- 
sed. Then the various methods of examination will be fully described, the neces- 
sary instruments exhibited, and their uses explained, After this, the diseases 
peculiar to the sex will be considered as fully as time will permit, in the follow _ 
ing order :—Disorders of Menstruation; Leucorrhoea, its causes and treatment , 
Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis ; Lacerations of the Cervix Uteri and Perineum ' 
Urinary and Fecal Fistulze; Inflammations of the Uterus; Displacements of the, 
Uterus; Tumors of the Uterus ; Diseases of the Ovaries. 

The lectures will be illustrated as fully as possible by drawings and morbid 
specimens. The Gynzecological Clinic of the General Hospital furnishes the Pro- 
fessor with ample material to illustrate the subjects considered in the didactic 


lectures. 
MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE. 
PROFESSOR, GEO. WILKINS. 


This course includes Insanity, the subject being treated of in its Medical as well 
as Medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood 
stains, the Clinical, Microscopic and Spectroscopic tests for which are fully de- 
scribed and shown to the class. The various spectra of blood in its different con- 
ditions are shewn by Zeiss’ Microspectroscope, so well adapted for shewing the 
reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected material. Recent re- 
searches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood are alluded to. In addition 
to the other subjects usually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of poisoning and classifica- 
tion of poisons are first treated of, after which the more common poisons are de- 
scribed, with reference to Symptoms, post-mortem appearances, and chemical 
tests. The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the tests are 
shown to the class. 


OPHTHALMOLOGY AND OTOLOGY. 


PROFESSOR, FRANK BULLER, 


Will include a course of lectures on disease of the Eye and the Ear, both Didac- 
tic and Clinical, In the former, the general principles of diagnosis and treatment 
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will be dealt with; in the latter, cases illustrative of the typical forms of ordinary 
diseases of these organs will be exhibited and explained to the class, and afterwards 
placed under the special care of gentlemen who may show themselves competent 
to take charge of them. A course of Operations on the cadaver will be open to 


such students as may wish to avail themselves of the same. 
HYGIENE. 
PROFESSOR, ROBERT CRAIK. 


Comprises lectures on Drinking Water and Public Water Supplies ; conditions of 
Soil and Water as affecting health, including Drainage and the various methods 
for the removal of Excreta: the Atmosphere, including Heating and Ventilation ; 
Individual Hygiene, comprising the subjects of Food and Drink ; Physical Exer- 
cise and Bathing ; discussion of the respective merits of the various forms of each, 
precautions, contra-indications, &c., Village Sanitary Associations ; Mutual Pro- 


tective Sanitary Associations for cities.* 
BOTANY. 
PROFESSOR, D. P, PENHALLOW. 


The course in Botany includes General Morphology, Histology, Physiology and 
Classification. It is designed to give special prominence to Physiology, which 
will be made comparative whenever practicable. The course isillustrated by the 
microscope and gas microscope, and by the collection, models and apparatus in 
the Peter Redpath Museum. 

ZOOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, SIR WILLIAM DAWSON, 

This course includes a systematic study of the classification of animals, illustra- 
ted by Canadian examples, and by the collections in the Peter Redpath Museum. 
It forms a suitable preparation for collecting in any department of Canadian Zoo- 
logy and Paleontology, and an introduction to Comparative Physiology. It may 
be taken instead of Botany, or along with it, without any additional fee. 

Students in Botany or Zoology will receive tickets to the Peter Redpath Mu- 


seum, and to the Museum of the Natural History Society of Montreal. 


PATHOLOGY. 


DEMONSTRATOR, W. G. JOHNSTON, 





This Course comprises 3 


I. Twenty-five lectures on General Pathology to Students of the 3rd year.

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2. Weekly Pathological Demonstrations to Students of the third year. The 
gross and microscopic appearances of specimens collected during the week are 
demonstrated to the final classes. In addition, special demonstrations in Patho- 
logical Histology are given throughout the session. 


3- Instruction in Post-Mortems. The Autopsy Room of the General Hospital 
is in charge of the Demonstrator, The post-mortems are performed by the 
students in rotation under his direction, and systematic demonstrations of post- 
mortem methods, including those to be followed in Medico-Legal cases, will also 
be given. 


PRACTICAL MICROSCOPY, 


This is an entirely Optional Course, and will be conducted by Prof. Wilkins, 
who will have Dr, Johnston, the Lecturer on Pathology, associated with him. It 
is intended especially for teachi1 g the ‘technique of Microscopy. Students will 
be shown how to examine blood, etc., fresh specimens and morbid products, also 
to cut, stain and mount specimens. For this purpose they will have furnished 


them both normal and diseased structures with which they will be able to secure 


a cabinet of at least 100 specimens. Everything except over-glasses and cabinet 
cases provided, Fee $12.00.

§ IX.—MUSEUM. 
CURATOR, W. R. SUTHERLAND, M. D. 
For the past fifty years, the rich Pathological Materia] furnished by 


the Montreal General Hospital has been collected here. The Faculty 
are also greatly indebted to many medical men throughout different 
parts of the world for important contributions to the Museum. 

During the past few years, numerous and extremely important 
additions have been made to the Medical Museum. 

It is particularly rich in specimens of Aneurisms. In addition to 
containing a large number of the more commor varieties of these 
formations,there are specimens of such rare condition as Aneurism 
of the Hepatic and Superior Mesenteric A rteries, Traumatic Aneu- 
rism of the Vertebral, together with several of the Cerebral and 
Pulmonary Arteries. The most important collection probably in 
existence, of hearts affected with “ Malignant Endocarditis,” is also 
found. ‘The Faculty are indebted to Prof. Osler, late of this Univer- 
sity, for this collection, 
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Obstetrical Department of the Museum. 


Besides the ordinary pathological preparations, dry and moist, 
usually found in Museums, this department contains a complete 
set of models of deformed pelves, a series of preparations in wax, 
illustrating the normal relations of the pelvic organs, the development 
of the Uterus and its contents during pregnancy, various abnormali- 
ties, twin pregnancy, foetal circulation, &c., a series of colored casts 
of frozen sections, Tarnier’s artificial pelvis, Budin’s bronze mechan- 
ical pelvis, models of obstetrical instruments, &c. 

Additions are being constantly made, and ere long the department 
will possess a complete collection of models, casts, preparations and 
apparatus for the practieal teaching and illustration of Obstetrics. 


Anatomical Museum. 


In addition of the already large collection of normal and abnor- 
mal osteology, comparative and human skeletons of various classes 
of animals, moist préparations and frozen sections, the following 
preparations have been obtained during the last session :— 

(1) A series of articulated skeletons of fore and hind limbs of the 
various domestic animals prepared by the articulator, Mr. Bailly. 

(2) Numerous moist preparations presented by the Professor and 
Demonstrator of Anatomy. 

(3) A complete set of Steger’s beautiful colored casts taken from 
the celebrated frozen sections of Professors His and Braune of Leip- 
sig. These preparations have been placed in the Museum, so that 
they can be constantly consulted by the Students. 

(4) (@) A complete set of Steger’s brain sections. 

(2) Set of hardened brains with the various lobes, convolutions, 
ganglia, &c., in different colors. 

(¢) Models of the cerebro-spinal and sympathetic nervous systems. 





§ X.—LIBRARY. 


The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards of 
ten thousand volumes, the largest special library connected with any 
medical school on this continent. 
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The standard text-books and works of reference, together with 
complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. —stu- 
dents may obtain books on making a deposit of $5, which 1s re- 
funded on returning the volumes. 


§ XI —M’GILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


This Society, composed of enregistered Students of the Faculty, 
meets once a week during the Summer Session, and fortnightly dur- 
ing the Winter, for the reading of papers and the discussion of 
medical subjects. It is presided over by a physician chosen by the 
members. 

A reading room has been established in connection with the 


Society, in which the leading English and American Medical Jour- 


nals are on file. 
The leading daily and weekly newspapers of the Dominion are 
also kept on file. 


§ XII.—COST OF LIVING, &c. 


This will, of course, vary with the taste and habits of the Student, 


but the necessary expenses need not exceed those in smaller towns. 
Good board may be obtained from $15 to $20 per month. A list of 
boarding houses is prepared annually by the Secretary of the Univer- 
sity, and may be procured from the Janitor at the Medical College. 


§ XIIl.—HOSPITALS. 
Montreal General Hospital. 


The Montreal General Hospital is the most extensive clinical field 
in the Dominion. A much larger number of in-door and out-door 
patients receive treatment there than in any other Canadian Hos- 
pital. Last year’s report shows that 2,565 Medical and Surgical 
cases were treated in the wards, and the great proportion of these 
were acute cases, as may be gathered from the fact that the average 
duration of residence was only 23.6 days. 
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The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the Hos- 


pital—upwards of 30,000 annually—supply illustrations of most of 


the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye and 
skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined aiiments, which, as they 
do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students 
ample opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections 
of those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye by the Ophthalmic 
Surgeon after the out-door patients have been seen, and Students are 
snvited to attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to keep such 
cases under observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

There are now special departments in the Hospital for Gyne- 
cology and Laryngology, presided over by Specialists in these 

Students are thus enabled to acquire special technical 


branches.

knowledge under skilled direction. 
gynzecology for the past five years with marked success has been the 
limitation of the number of Students to two or three, who, 1n rota- 
tion, assist at the examinations, and receive instruction in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gynzcological 
instruments. 

Recently two additional special clinics have been instituted in 
connection with the Out-door Department: one for diseases of child- 
ren and the other for the diseases of the nervous system. 

Ciinicat CLERKS in both medical and surgical wards are appoin- 
ted every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical Professors, 
the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. The holding of 
one of these offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage 
to Students, as affording a true practica/ training for his future pro- 
fessional life. They will be awarded on application at the end of 
each Session to final Students of that year, in order of their standing

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The Faculty have great pleasure in announcing that the Corpora- 
tion of the Montreal Maternity have recently made very important 
additions to their building, and have still further improvements in 
contemplation. Students will therefore have ereatly increased facili- 
ties for obtaining a practical knowledge of obstetrics. The institu- 
tion is under the direct supervision of the Professor of Midwifery, 
who devotes much time and attention to individual instruction 
Students who have attended one course of lectures are furnished 
with cases in rotation, which they are required to report and attend 
till convalescence. They are advised to take their clinical midwifery 
as much as possible during the summer session. Though only SIX 
cases are required to qualify for the license of the Ontario and Quebec 
Medical Boards, twenty cases are demanded by the licensing bodies 
of Great Britain. A sufficient number of cases will be assigned to 
students who contemplate presenting themselves for British qualifica- 
tions. Two resident Accoucheurs are appointed yearly from the 
graduating class to hold office for a period of six months each. By

§ XV.—RULES FOR STUDENTS. 


I. In the case of disorderly conduct, any Student may, at the discretion of the 
Professor, be required to leave the Class-room. Persistence in any Offence against 
discipline after admonition by the Professor shall be reported to the Dean of the 
Faculty. The Dean may, at his discretion, reprimand the Student, or refer the 
matter to the Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend from 
classes. 

2. Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by necessity or 
duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to the Faculty. The num- 
ber of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that shall disqualify.for the 
keeping of a Session, shall in each case be determined by the Faculty. 

3. While in the College, Students are expected to conduct themselves in the 
same orderly manner as in the Class-room. 

4. When Students are brought before the Faculty under the above rules, the 
Faculty may reprimand, impose fines, disqualify from competing from prizes and 
honors, suspend from Classes, or report to the Corporation for expulsion,

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FACULTY REGULATIONS. 


r, Any person desirous of becoming a Matriculated Student may apply to 
the Dean of the Faculty Prof. Trenholme, Temple Building, St James St., or the 
Registrar Prof. McGoun, 181 St James St., for examination and entry in the 
Register of Matriculation, and shall procure a ticket of Matriculation and tickets 
of admission to the Lectures for each Session of the Course. 


2. Candidates for Matriculation shall pass an examination, satisfactory to the 
Faculty of Law, in Latin, French, English, Mathematics, and Ancient and 
Modern History, and the books upon which such examination shall be had shall 
be from time to time fixed by the Faculty. 


The books at present prescribed are the following : 

Latin,—Virgil, AEneid, Book I.; Cicero, Orations I, and II. against Catiline 
Latin Grammar. 

French.—De Fivas’ ‘*Grammaire des Grammaires ;”” *Moliére, ‘* Le Bourgeois 
Gentilhomme ; ” Translation into French of Macaulay’s Essay on 
Frederick the Great. 

Exercises in Composition and Grammatical Analysis, in English and Frencn.

6. Students who have attended Collegiate courses of study in other Univer- 
sities, for a number of terms or sessions, may be admitted, on the production of 
certificates, to a like standing in this University, after examination by the 
Faculty. 


7. All Students shall be subject to the following regulations for attendance 
and conduct :— 


(1) A class-bock shal] be kept by each Professor and Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted ; and the said class-book

After the examinations at the close of the second term, the Faculty shall 
decide the general standing of the students, taking into consideration the examina- 
tions of both terms, both of which examinations shall be considered the Sessional 
or Final Examinations for the college year, as the case may be. 


10. No Student shall be considered as having kept a Session unless he 
shall have attended regularly all the courses of Lectures, and shall have passed 
the Sessional Examinations to the satisfaction of the Faculty in all the classes of 
his year. 


11. The Faculty shall have the power, upon special and sufficient cause shown 
to grant a dispensation to any Student from attendance on any particular Course 
or Courses of Lectures, but no distinction shall in consequence be made between 
the Examinations of such students and those of the Students regularly attending 
Lectures. No student shall pass for the degree of B.C.L. unless he has prepared 
a Thesis, either in French or English, which shall have been improved by the 
Faculty. 


12. The subject of such Thesis shall be left to the choice of the Student, but 
it must fall within the range of study of the Faculty, and shall not exceed twenty 
pages of thirty lines each, Each Student shall, on or before the first day of 
March, forward such Thesis to the Registrar of the Faculty, marked with the zom 
de plume which he shall adopt, and accompanied with a sealed envelope, bearing 
the same om de plume on it, and containing inside his name and the subject of 
his Thesis, and the envelope shall be opened in presence of the Faculty after the 
final decision shall be given on the respective merits of the several Theses, 
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13. The Elizabeth Torrance Gold Medal, in the Faculty of Law, shall be 
awarded to the Student who, being of the Graduating Class, having passed the 
Final Examinations, and having prepared a Thesis of sufficient merit in the estima- 
tion of the Faculty to entitle him compete, shall take the highest marks in a 
special Examination for the medal, which examination shall include the subject of 
Roman Law. 


14. Every Candidate, before receiving the Degree of B.C.L., shall make the 
following declaration :

a Thesis or Treatise upon a subject 
selected or approved by the Faculty ; suc 


h Thesis to contain not less than twenty- 
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five octavo pages of printed matter, and possessing such degree of literary and 
scientific merit as shall, inthe opinion of the Faculty, justify them in recommend- 
ing him for that Degree. And in addition to the foregoing qualifications, the 
Candidate shall pay to the Secretary of the Faculty annually during term, for the 
retention of his name on the Books of the Faculty, during the said period of twelve 
years, a fee of two dollars, to be added to the Library Fund of the Faculty.

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GENERAL REGULATIONS 


1. For the Certificate of ASSOCIATE IN ARTS, Candidates must pass in all 
the seven Preliminary Subjects, and also in the Optional Subjects contained in one 
of the three following groups : 

First.—(a) Two Subjects of Section 1, one of them being Latin or Greek. (4) 
Geometry or Algebra of Section 2. (c) Two of the nine Subjects of 
Sections 3 and 4. 

Second.—(a) F ei and German of Section 1. (4) Geometry or Algebra of Sec- 
tion 2, (c) Two Subjects of, Section 3. (2) One Subject of Section4. 

Third.—(a) One Subject of Section 1. (4) Two Subjects of Section 2. (c) Three 
of the nine Subjects of Sections 3 and 4. 

2, For the JUNIOR CERTIFICATE, Candidates must pass in all the seven Pre- 
liminary Subjects and also in the following Optional Subjects : 

(2) One Subject of Section 1. (4) One Subject of Section 2. (c) One of 
the nine Subjects of Sections 3 and 4. 

3. Candidates will not be considered as having passed in any subject, unless 
they have obtained at least one-third (and, in the case of Reading, and Dictation, 
two-thirds) of the total number of marks obtainable in that subject. 

4. The total number of Marks gained by every Candidate, in both the pre- 
liminary Subjects (except Reading and the Gospels) and Optional Subjects, shall 
be added up, and the Candidates arranged in order of merit in a printed list, at 
the close of the Examination ; those who are over 18 years of age on the first day 
of the examination being ina separate list. No marks in any subject shall be 
counted, unless the Candidate has gained at least the minimum number of marks 
required for passing in that subject. The marks in not more than three subjects 
of section 1, three subjects of section 2, and three subjects selected from sections 
3, and 4, will be counted, Candidates taking one classical and one modern lan- 
guage may, instead of a third language, take an additional subject of section 4, 
with Geometrical or Freehand Drawing (150 marks in the aggregate). Candi- 
dates who take two modern languages may take an additional subject of section 
4, with drawing as above, to be reckoned at 180 marks. Candidates taking one 
subject only of section 1 may take four subjects selected from sections 3 and 4. 

5. Candidates who obtain at least two-thirds of the marks in any Optional 
Subject will be entitled to a Certificate of creditable answering in that Subject, 
provided they satisfy the conditions for either Associate in Acts or Junior Certi- 
ficate. 

6. Candidates who pass in the subjects of the University Matriculation 
Examinations may, without further examination, enter the Faculties of Arts and 
Applied Science. 

7, Candidates who fail, or who may be prevented by illness from completing 
their examinations, may come up at the next examination without extra fee. 

8. The Head Master or Mistress of each school must certify to the character 
and ages of the pupils sent up for examination. 

9. The examinations will begin on Monday, June 2nd, at 9. a.m. 
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Io. Listsof the names, ages, and Optional Subjects to be taken by the candi- 
dates, together with the fee of $4 for each Candidate, must be transmitted to the 
secretary of McGill University on or before May Ist. (Blank forms and copies 
of the Regulations will be furnished on application.)

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ANNOUNCEMENT FOR THE SESSION 1889-90. 


This Institution is intended to give a thorough training to teach- 
ers, by instruction and training in the Normal School itself, and by 
practice in the Model Schools ; and the arrangements are of such a 
character as to afford the greatest possible facilities to Students from 
all parts of the Province. 

The thirty-fourth Session of this school will commence on the 
second of September, 1889, and close on the thirtieth of May, 1890, 
The complete course of study extends over four years, and the 
Students are graded as follows :— 

1.—Lilementary School Ulass.—Studying for the Elementary 
School Diploma. 

2.—Model School Class.—Studying for the Model School 
Diploma. 


3.—Academy Class.—Studying for the Academy Diploma. 


All the following regulations and privileges apply to male and 
female students alike. 


I. TERMS OF ADMISSION. 
(Extracted from the Regulations of the Protestant Committee of 
the Council of Public Instruction.) 


Any British subject who produces a certificate of good moral 
character from the minister of the congregation to which he be- 
longs, and evidence to show that he has completed the sixteenth 
year of his age, may be admitted to examination for entrance into 
the Elementary School Class, or, if he has completed his seven- 
teenth year, to the entrance examinations of the Model School 
Class. (See Vote a.) 

Previous to admission to the Elementary School Class, every 
pupil-teacher shall undergo an examination as to his sufficient know- 
ledge of reading, writing, the rudiments of grammar in’ his own 
language, geography, and arithmetic; before admission to the 
Model School Class he must give proof of his knowledge of the 
subjects of the previous year. Except as stated below, the exam- 
ination shall take place before the Principal, or before such other- 
person as he may specially appoint for the purpose. (See /Vote 0.) 
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All candidates who present certificates of having passed in Grade 
Ill. Model School Course, and all holders of Elementary School 
diplomas, shall be exempt from examination for admission to the 
Elementary School Class. All candidates who have passed at the 
A. A. examinations, taking two-thirds of the aggregate marks, and 
who have passed in French, and all holders of Model School diplo- 
mas, shall be exempt from examination for admission to the Model 
School Class. Holders of Elementary School diplomas, desiring 
admission to the Model School Class, shall be examined in Algebra, 
Geometry and French only. 

Candidates shall be admitted to examination for entrance only at 
the times regularly appointed by the Principal of the school at the 
beginning of the session. Candidates exempt from examination can 
only be admitted during the first week of the session, except that 
teachers who may be actually engaged in teaching at the commence- 
ment of the session may, at the discretion of the Principal, be 
admitted up to but not later than the close of the Christmas vaca- 
tion. No teacher-in-training so admitted later than the first of Octo- 
ber shall share in that part of the bursary fund which is distributed 
at Christmas. 

In exceptional cases the Principal of the Normal School may admit 
on trial to the classes persons whose qualifications may be insuffi- 
cient for entrance. Such persons may be excluded from the school 
by the Principal whenever he may judge it best so to do; but none 
shall be permitted to enter or to remain on trial after the semi-ses- 
sional examinations. 

No candidate is admitted to the Normal School until the provi- 
sions of the school laws respecting admission have been fulfilled. (See 
Note ¢.) 


Il, PRIVILEGES OF TEACHERS-IN-TRAINING. 


All teachers-in-training are entitled to free tuition. 

At the close of the semi-sessional examination, the sum of $400 
from the bursary fund will be divided among the forty most success- 
ful pupiis who do not reside at home with parents or guardians 
during their attendance at the school. Similarly the sum of $800 
will be divided at the close of the sessional examinations. The 
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remainder of the bursary fund will be divided as an allowance for 
travelling expenses among Teachers-in- -training residing in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, ata distance of more than ninety miles from Mont. 
real, in a proportion determined by the excess of distance above 
ninety miles, it being provided that no allowance for travelling ex- 
penses shall exceed ten dollars. 

All teachers-in-training who pass the semi-sessional examinations 
in the Normal School with 60 per cent, of the total marks, and who 
have not fallen below 50 percent. in any one of the groups of sub- 
jects, English, Mathematics, French and Miscellaneous, nor in any 
one of the subjects required by the Syllabus of Examination pres- 
cribed for diplomas of the grade to which they aspire, shall be en- 
titled to continue in their classes after Christmas. Except by the 
special permission of the Principal, none others shall be entitled to 
this privilege, nor to a share in the Christmas bursary. 

All teachers-in-training, who attain we standards defined above at 
the final examinatiens in the Normal Schools, shall be entitled to 
diplomas of the grade of the class to which they belong, and except 
with the concurrence of the Principal of the school and the professor 
of each subject in which there has been failure, none others shall 
receive diplomas or share in the bursary fund. 

All holders of Elementary School diplemas obtained by reaching 
the standards defined abeve shall be entitled to admission to the 
Model School Class; none others, without the special permission ot 
the Principal. Such holders of Elementary School diplomas, as have 
taken not less than 75 per cent. of the total marks, nor less than 60 
per cent. of those in any subject essential to the diploma, according 
to the Syllabus of Examination of the Protestant Committee of the 
Council of Public Instruction, shall be entitled to admission among 
the “ selected students” mentioned in the following paragraph, but 
ethers may be so admitted by the Principal. (See ote a.) 


fil. STUDENTS FOR THE ACADEMY DIPLOMA. 


1. The Normal School shall bring up selected students at the end of 
the Model School year to the examinations for the entrance into the 
first year of the Faculty of Arts of the Universities. They may be ex- 


amined either at the examinations for the Associate in Arts in June, 
I 
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or at those for the matriculation in autumn, and shall take the full 
course of study in the first and second years. 

2. Such students shall be enrolled in the Normal School as stu- 
| dents of the Academy Class, and shall be under the usual pledge to 
; i teach for three years. ‘They shall engage in the practice of teaching 
a at such times and in such schools as may be from time to time 
arranged by the Principal in consistence with their college work, 
and shall be under the Principal and the regulations of the Normal 
School. 

3. On report of the colleges which such students may be attend- 
ing, that they have passed creditably in the Christmas and sessional 
examinations respectively, they shall be entitled to bursaries, not 
exceeding thirty dollars per session, in aid of fees and board. Such 
bursaries may be paid by the Normal School Committee out of any 
fund available for the purpose. 

4. On passing the intermediate, or equivalent, examination of the 
Universities, such students will be entitled to receive Academy 
diplomas, in accordance with the regulations of the Protestant 
Committee of the Council of Public Instruction for such diplomas. 

5. Such students may, with the advice of the Principal, attend 
classes at McGill or its affiliated colleges, or at Bishop’s College, 
and the Normal School Committee shall make such arrangements 
as may be possible for free tuition at such colleges. 

6. It shall be competent to the Principal of the Normal School 
to provide any tutorial assistance that may in his judgment be 
necessary for Academy students. Also, it shall be his duty in the 
case of optional studies to select for the students those required 
for the curriculum of the Normal School. 

7. It shall be competent to students who have taken Academy 
diplomas as above to continue for two years longer at the University, 
or to return thereto after teaching for a time, in order to take the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts ; but they shall be held bound to fulfil 
their engagements to teach, and they shall not be entitled to bur- 
saries. (See Vote e.) 

Holders of Model School Diplomas of the McGill Norma] School, 
who are certified by the Principal of the Normal School to have 
taken 75 per cent. of the total marks at their fin 





al examinations, 
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with not less than 60 per cent. of the marks in Mathematics, French, 
Latin and Greek respectively, shall be admitted without further 
examination to the first year in Arts of the McGill University ; 
but all such Students must make good their standing in the Uni- 
versity at the Christmas examinations. 

Teachers-in-training who do not attain the standard defined 
above must, in order to enter the University, pass the usual exam- 
ination for Matriculation. 

Exemption from the payment of fees in McGill College for the 
first year will be granted to the three holders of Model School 
Diplomas, not being resident in Montreal, who, ofall those entering 
the University on the conditions stated above, have gained the 
highest aggregate ofmarks at their final examinations in the Normal 
School, as certified by the Principal of the Normal School. 

Exemptions from fees in the second year will be granted to the 
three students entering from the Normal School who, with credit- 
able standing in all their examinations at the close of the first year 
in Arts, have taken the highest aggregate of marks of any Normal 
School Students of their year. 

IV. CONDITIONS OF CONTINUANCE IN THE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

Teachers-in-training guilty of drunkenness, of frequenting taverns, 
ofentering disorderly houses or gambling houses, or keeping company 
with disorderly persons, or committing any act of immorality or insub- 
ordination, shall be expelled. (See Vote c.) 

Each professor shall have the power of excluding from his lectures 
any student who may be inattentive to his studies, or guilty of any 
minor infraction of the regulations, until the matter can be reported 
to the Principal. 


V. ATTENDANCE ON RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION, 


Teachers-in-training will be required to state with what religious 
denomination they are connected ; and a list of the students con- 
nected with each denomination shall be furnished to one of the 
ministers of such denomination resident in Montreal, with the request 
that he will meet weekly with that portion of the teachers-in-training, 
or otherwise provide for their religious instruction. Every Thursday 
after four o’clock will be assigned for-this purpose. 
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In addition to punctual attendance at weekly religious instruction, 
each student will be required to attend public worship at his own 
church at least once every Sunday. 


VI, BOARDING HOUSES. 


1. The teachers-in-training shall state the place of their residence ; 
; and those who cannot reside with their parents will be permitted to 
live in boarding houses, but in such only as shall be specially approved 
of. No boarding houses having permission to board male teachers- 
in-training will be permitted to receive female teachers-in-training as 
boarders, and wice versa. (See Vote g.) 

2. [hey are on no account to be absent from their lodgings after 
half-past nine o’clock in the evening. 

3. They will be allowed to attend such lectures and public meet- 
ings only as may be considered by the Principal conducive to their 
moral and mental improvement. 

4. A copy of the regulations shall be sent to all keepers of lodging- 
houses at the beginning of the session. 

5. In case of lodgings being chosen by parents or guardians, a 
written statement of the parent or guardian shall be presented to the 
Principal. 

6. All intended changes of lodgings shall be made known before- 
hand to the Principal or to one of the professors. 

7- Boarding-houses shall be visited monthly by a committee of 
professors. 

8. Special visitations shall be made in case of sickness being re- 
ported, either by professors or by ladies connected With the school ; 
and, if necessary, medical attendance shall be procured, 

g. Students and lodging-house keepers are required to report, as 
soon as possible, all cases of serious illness, and all infractions of rules 
touching boarding-houses. 





VII. ACADEMY DIPLOMAS. 


Granted under the regulations of the Protestant Committee of the 
Council of Public Instruction. 


Graduates in Arts from any British or Canadian University, who 


have passed in Latin and Greek in the Degree Examinations, or 
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who have taken at least second class standing in Latin and Greek 
at their Intermediate Examination, shall be entitled to receive first 
class Academy diplomas, provided that they have also taken either 
(a) the regular course in the Art of Teaching at the McGill Nor- 
mal School (or other public training institution outside the Pro- 
vince approved by the Protestant Committee), or (4) a first class 
standing in the special professional examination provided for such 
graduates by the McGill Normal School. Such aforesaid gra- 
duates as take only second class standing in the special professional 
examination of the foregoing sub-section (4) shall be entitled to 
second class Academy diplomas only. 

Teachers taking Academy diplomas in course from the McGill 
Normal School, who take at least second class standing in Latin 
and Greek in the Intermediate Examination of the Universities, 
shall be entitled to receive first class Academy diplomas, other- 
wise their diplomas shall be second class. 

Teachers who hold (a2) Academy diplomas granted before the first 
July, 1886, or (6) second class Academy diploma granted under 
these regulations, and who produce satisfacto.y proof to the Pro- 
testant Committee that they have taught successfully for at least 
ten years, shall, when recommended by the committee, be entitled 
to receive first class Academy diplomas. 

Any candidate who presents to the Principal of the McGill Nor- 
mal School, (a) the requisite certificates of age and of good moral 
character according to Form No. 1, and (0) satisfactory certificates 
that he has complied with either of the foregoing regulations, shall 
be recommended by him to the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, for an Academy diploma of the class to which he is entitled 
under these regulations. 

The examination of Bachelors of Arts and of members of gradu- 
ating classes, who are candidates for Academy diplomas, shall be 
held in the McGill Normal School, on or after the 15th of May each 
year, and the results shall be declared at the close of the Normal 
School Session in May. (See Vote /.) 

The Principal of the school is authorized to send examination 
papers, based on the syllabus given in Reg. 59, to the University of 
Bishop’s College for the use of students in the graduating class, and 

such students shall receive their diplomas on their graduating. 
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The period of study in the Model School for such candidates 
shall be fixed from time to time by the Principal, and shall extend 
over at least four weeks. * Candidates who produce certificates that 
they have taught successfully for at least one year may be exempted 
from attendance at the Model School. 

The results of the examination must show that the candidate has 
a competent knowledge : 

1. Of the School Laws of the Province and of the regulations 
made by the Protestant Committee of the Council of Public Instruc- 
tion, in so far as these refer to the duties of teachers. 

2. Of the aim and possible attainment of school life, of the annual 
progress to be expected, of the best classification and the best 
atrangement of school duties tending to this end, and of the mode 
of recording all facts representing the attendance and progress of 
pupils that may be necessary. 

3. Of discipline, and, in relation to it, the teacher, the parents, 
the pupils, rewards, punishments, and the formation of the habit 
of instinctive obedience. 

4. Of the best methods of imparting knowledge ; how to fix it in 
the memory, how rightly to govern a class in receiving knowledge, 
and how to conduct a successful class recitation, together with 
the methods of instruction in each important branch of school 
work. 

5. Of methods of using books aright, and of investigating truth by 
weighing evidence and by using the senses as instruments of 
research, 

6. Of the physical, mental and moral constitution of the child, 
and the demands that society will hereafter make upon him, 

To prepare for such an examination,the candidate should care- 
fully weigh his own experiences as a learner, should closely examine 
the methods in vogue in a good school, and should add to the 
impressions received from his general reading the results of study- 
ing the text-books on School Management and School Methods, 
prescribed for the Academy diploma, a thorough knowledge of which 
will be required, 


* Bachelors of Arts will observe that the Principal of the Norm 


: al School has no power to 
dispense with this condition. Students in Arts about to gr 


aduate, and desirous of securing the 
Academy diploma of the Normal School, are recommended to arrange with the Principal for 


fulfilling this condition during the earlier part of the Session, 
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These books are Baldwin’s Art of School Management and Glad- 
man’s School Methods.

VIII. NOTES ON THE PRECEDING REGULATIONS. 
Chiefly extracted from the By-Laws of the McGill Normal School. 


(a) On application to the '’rincipal of the School, candidates for admission will 
be furnished with forms of application, containing the required forms of certifi- 
cate of good character and of agreement to teach for three years in some public 
School in the Province of Quebec, 

(6) Teachers-in-training admitted tothe Elementary Shool class at the beginning 
of a session must be able to parse correctly a simple English sentence ; to write 
a neat dictation from any school reader, with no more than five per cent. of mis- 
takes in spelling, in the use of capitals and in the division of words into syllables, 
to give the names and state the position of the continents, of the oceans, of the 
greater islands, peninsulas, capes, mountains, gulfs, bays, straits, lakes, and rivers, 
and of the chief political divisions and most important cities of the world; and 
to work correctly examples in the simple rules of arithmetic and in fractions. 

(c) Teachers-in-training are expected to give their whole time and attention 
to the work of the school, and are not permitted to engage in any other course of 
study or business during the session of the school. 

There shall be no intercourse between male and female teachers-in-training 
while in school, or when going to or returning from it, Teachers of one sex are 
strictly prohibited from visiting those of the other. 

Teachers-in-training who leave the Normal School in the middle ofa session 
are expected to assign to the Principal satisfactory reasons, accompanied in case 
of failure of health by medical certificates. 

(d) The J. C. Wilson prize of forty dollars and a book, annually chosen by the 
donor, shall be given to that teacher-in-training of the Elementary School class 
who passes for a diploma, and takes the highest aggregate of marks atthe final 
examination of the year. 

The Prince of Wales’ medal and prize shall be given to that teacher-in-training 
of the Model School class who passes for the diploma, and takes the highest 
aggregate of marks at the final examination of the year. 
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The Lord Stanley silver medal shall be given to that teacher-in-training of 
the Academy class, who at the University Intermediate Examinations has passed 
for a diploma with the highest aggregate of marks. If in any year there are teach- 
ers-in-training in two Universities, the Principal of the Normal School, in 
view of the examinations set, and of the number of marks reported for cach exam. 
ination, shall determine to whom this medal shall be awarded. 

(¢) In order to be recognized as teachers-in-training for the Academy diploma, 
students who have fulfilled the conditions stated in the regulations of the Protes- 
tant Committee of the Council of Public Instruction must apply at the beginning 
of each collegiate year to the Principal of the Normal School for enrolment, and 
for certificates of enrolment to be presented to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts. 
Having entered college, they must report to the Principal of the Normal School 
from time to time as he may require; and must furnish him with certificates of 
having successfully passed their several examinations, without which certificates, 
signed by the Dean of the Faculty or his representative, no bursaries shall be paid, 

(/) The date of the examination of graduatesin Arts for Academy diplomas shall 
be the 20th day of May, or the school day next succeeding that date; the hours 
shall be from Io a.m. to 12 noon, 

(g) No boarding house is attached to the institution, but every care will be 
taken to ensure the comfort and good conduct of the Students in private boarding 
houses approved by the Principal, who will furnish lists to applicants for admis- 
sion, Board can be obtained at from $12 to $16 per month,

Meteorological Observations are made every fourth hour, beginning at 3n o™ 
Eastern standard time; also at 8h o™ and 20h om, Independent bi-hourly tem- 
perature observations are also made, ‘The principal instruments employed are 
the following :—Two standard mercurial barometers ; one Kew standard thermo- 
meter ; two Pastorelli thermometers ; one maximum thermometer ; one minimum 
thermometer ; one set of six self-recording thermometers, with controlling clock , 
battery, etc. ; two anemometers ; one wind vane (wind-mill pattern) ; one anemo- 
graph, with battery, etc. ; one sunshine recorder; one rain-band spectroscope ; 
one rain gauge ; and several spare thermometers. 


The Anemometer and Vane are on the summit of Mount Royal, at a point 
about three-quarters of a mile north-west of the Observatory. They are 57 feet 
above the surface of the ground and 81Io feet above sea level, 


The Astronomical Equipment consists of :—The Blackman Telescope (6% in.) ; 
a photoheliograph (4% in.); a 3% in. transit, with striding level ; two 2 in. tran- 
sits, arranged as collimating telescopes; one sidereal clock; one mean-time 
clock ; one sidereal chronometer ; one mean-time chronometer ; one chronograph ; 
batteries, telegraph lines and sundry minor instruments. 

Observations for clock errors are made on nearly every clear night. Time 
exchanges are regularly made with the Toronto Observatory. Time signals are 
distributed throughout the city by means of the noon time-ball, continuous clock 
signals, and the fire alarm bells ; and to the country, through the telegraph lines 


Observations of sun spots, for pusition and area, are made with the Blackman 
telescope and the photoheliograph. 


The Blackman telescope is also employed in occasional work and for educa- 


tional purposes.

Regulations of the Board of Governors Jor Election of Fellows, 
under Chap. V. of the Statutes of the University, 

1. “ The Secretary shall receive all Statutory fees, whether annual 
or for commutation, either personally or by letter, from the gradu- 
ates desiring to vote, and not from any third party, except as bearer 
of a written authorization,” 

z. The voting paper sent in by graduates shall be regarded as 
confidential, and no communication respecting them shall be made 
by the Secretary or Scrutineers, except when authorized by vote of 
the Governors or Corporation. 

3. From and after the Election of 1888, no annual fees will be 
accepted, but each graduate desiring to vote will be required to 
transmit to the Secretary, on or before the first day of March in 
the year in which he desires to vote, the full amount of $5.00 as 
payment of his Registration fee in perpetuity. Provided always 
that in the event of any graduate having paid for one or more 
years previous, the amounts so paid shall be- deducted from his 
payment of $5.00, but not to a greater aggregate amount than 
$2.50. 

4. From any after the graduation of 1888, all new graduates shall 
pay a Registration Fee of $2.50 at the time of their graduation: 
in addition to the Graduation Fee, and shall be entered in the Uni- 


versity list as privileged to vote, and shall have voting papers mailed 
to them by the Secretary, 


Amended Regulations of the Corporation for Licenced Boarding 
ftouses. Applicable to all the Faculties. 


tr. All Students under 21 years of age, not residing with parents 
or guardians, nor belonging to a Theological College, shall reside in 
licensed boarding-houses, unless they produce written authority from 
parents or guardians to reside elsewhere. 

2. Persons applying for a licence to keep boarding houses shall 
produce evidence satisfactory to the Principal as to their character 
and fitness, and the suitability of the house for the health and com- 


fort of the Students. They shall also supply him with a statement 
of charges. 
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3. The keeper of the boarding-house shall report immediately 
to the Principal the entrance or departure of any Student, and any 
instance of immorality or desorderly conduct. 

4. The keeper of every lodging house shall deposit with the 
Secretary of the University, on or before September toth in every 
year, a certificate as to the sanitary condition of the house from 
some competent officer or Sanitary Engineer recognised by the 
Principal. 

s. A list of boarding houses licensed under the above regula- 
tions shall be kept in the office of the Secretary and shall be acces- 
sible to all members of the University and intending students.

I. ORIGINAL ENDOWMENT, 1811. 


THE HONORABLE JAMES McGILL, who was born at Glasgow, 6th Oct., 1744, 
and died at Montreal, 19th Dec., 1813, by bis last will and testament, under 
date 8th January, 1811, devised the Estate of Burnside, situated near the City 
of Montreal, and containing forty-seven acres of land, with the Manor House 
and Buildings thereon erected, and also bequeathed the sum of ten thousand 
pounds in money unto the “ Royal Institution for the advancement of Learn- 
ing,” a Corporation constituted in virtue of an Act of Parliament pa-sed in the 
Forty-first Year of the Reign of His Majesty, King George the Third, to erect 
and establish a University or College, for the purpose of Education and the 
advancement of learning, in the Province of Lower Canada, with a competent 
number of Professors and Teachers to render such Establishment effectual and 
beneficial for the purposes intended ; requiring that one of the Colleges to be 
comprised in the said University should be named and perpetually be known 


and distinguished by the appellation of “ McGill College.’

Tae Peter RepPpatH Museum, the gift of the donor whose name it bears, was 


announced by him as a donation to the University in 1880, and was formally 
opened to the public, August, 1882. 


Ili. THE DONALDA ENDOWMENT FOR THE HIGHER EDUCATION 
OF WOMEN. 


This endowment, given by the Honorable Sir Donald A. Smith of Montreal, is for 
the education of women in the subjects of the Faculty of Arts,up te the standard 
of the examination for B.A., in classes wholly Separate, to constitute a separate 
Special Course or College for women,—$120 000,

VI. ENDOWMENTS OF MEDALS AND PRIZES. 


In 1856 Henry Chapman, Esq., founded a gold medal, to be named the “ Henry 
Chapman Gold Medal,’ to be given annually in the graduating class in Arts. 
This Medal was endowed by Mr. Chapman in 1874, with the sum of $700. 

In 1860 the sum of £200, presented to the College by H. R.H the Prince of Wales, 
was applied to the foundation of a Gold Medal, to be called the “ Prince of 
Wales Gold Medal,” which is given in the graduating class for Honour 
Studies in Mental and Moral Philosophy. 

In 1864 the “ Anne Molson Gold Medal’’ was founded andendowed by Mrs. John 
Molson, of Belmont Hall, Montreal, for an Honour Course in Mathematics and 
Pbysical Science. 

In the same year the “Shakespeare Gold Medal,’’ for an Honour Course, to com- 
prise and include the works of Shakespeare and the Literature of England, 
from his time to the time of Addison, both inclusive, and such other accessory 
subjects as the Corporation may from time to time appoint—was founded and 
endowed by citizens of Montreal, on occasion of the three hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of Shakespeare. 


In the same year the ‘“ Logan Gold Medal,’’ for an Honour Course in Geology 
and Natural Science, was founded and endowed by Sir William Logan, LL.D., 
F.RS., F.GS., &e. 

Tn 1865 the “ Elizabeth Torrance Gold Medal ’ was founded and endowed by John 
Torrance, Esq., of St. Artoine Hall, Montreal, in memory of the late Mrs. John 
Torrance, for the best student in the graduating class in Law, and more espe- 
cially for the highest proficiency in Roman Law. 

In the same year the ‘‘ Holmes Gold Medal” was founded by the Medical Faculty. 
as a memorial of the late Andrew Holmes, Esq., M D., LL.D., late Dean of the 
Faculty of Medicine, to be given to the best student in the graduating class 


in Medicine, who shall undergo a special examination in all the branches, 
whether Primary or Final. 
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In 1874 a Gold and Silver Medal were given by his Excellency the larl of Dufferin, 
Governor General of Vanada, for competition in the Faculty. of Arts, and con- 
tinued till 1878. 


In 1878 the “Sutherland Gold Medal” was founded by Mrs. Sutherland of Mont- 
real, in memory of her late husband, Prof. William Sutherland, M.D., for 
competition in the classes of Theoretical and Practical Chemistry in the Faculty 
of Medicine, together with creditable Standing in the Primary Examinations. 


In 1875 the “ Neil Stewart prize of $20 in Hebrew ’”’ was endowed by Neil Stewart, 
Esq., of Vankleek Hill, in the sum of $340. 


In 1880 a Gold and Silver Medal were given by His Excellency the Marquis of 
Lorne, Governor General of Canada, the former for competition in the Faculty 
of Arts, the latter for competition in the Faculty of Applied Science; continued 
till 1883. 

In 1883 a Gold, Silver and Bronze Medal were given by R. J. Wicksteed, Esq., 
M.A., LL.D., for competition in ‘Physical Culture” by Students in the 


Graduating Class and 2nd and 3rd years, who have attended the University 
Gymnusium, 


In 1884 a Gold and a Silver Medal were given by His Excellency the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, Governor General of Canada, the former for competition in the 
Faculty of Arts, the latter for competition in the Faculty of Applied Science, 
Continued till 1888. 


In 1885 the British Association Gold Medal, for com petition in the Graduating class 
in the Faculty of Applied Science, was founded by subscription of members of 
the British Associatini tor the Advancement of S ‘ience, and by gift of the 


council of the Association, in commemoration of its meeting in Montreal in 
the year 1884. 


In fess a Gold and a Silver Medal were given by His Excellency Lord Stanley, 
Governor General of Canada, the former for competition in the Faculty of 
Arts, the latter for competition in the Faculty of Applied Science.

| SESSION OF 1890-91. 


The Fifty-eighth Session of the University, being the Thirty-seventh under tiie 

amended Charter, will commence in the Autumn of 18go. 
By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation 
of the University ; and, under the Statutes framed by the Board of Governors, 
with approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts 
and Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training. 
In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational ; and 
while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of students, 
no interference with their peculiar views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, 
Montreal, and in the Affiliated Colleges and Schools.

| I. McGILL COLLEGE,

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THE FACULTY OF ARTS.—The complete course of study extends over four 
Sessions, of eight months each; and includes Classics and Mathematics, 
Experimental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, 
Natural Science, and one Modern Language or Hebrew.

§ I. MATRICULATION AND ADMISSION. 


In this University those only who attend Lectures are denomi- 
nated Students. 

Students in the Faculty of Arts are classified as Matriculated or 
Occasional. Matriculated Students are those who have their names 
entered in the Matriculation Book ; they are subdivided into Under- 
graduates and Partial Students ; Non-matriculated are denominated 
Occasional Students. Theconditions of admission for each, and for 
Students of other Universities are given below. 

I, UNDERGRADUATES. 

Undergraduates alone can proceed to the degree of B. A. Can- 
didates for admissionin to the First Year as Undergraduates are 
required to pass the First Year Entrance Examination. The suc- 


cessful Candidates are arranged as First Class, Second Class, and 
G 
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Passed. To the most deserving in the First Class the First Year 
Exhibitions are awarded. For those who aim at passing only, a 
minimum course is appointed, and there are two examinations in 
the year as follows :— 

(1) That held in the first week’ of June, at the same time as the 
examinations for Associatein Arts. Schools desirous to take advan- 
tage of this may send their pupils for examination to McGill 
College ; or, if at a distance, by sending in names of Deputy Exam- 
iners for approval, with a list of Candidates on or before May Ist, 
may have papers sent to them. (2) That held at the opening of 
the session, on September 15th and following days, in McGill Col- 
lege alone. 

As the examination is intended as a test of qualification for admission to the 
classes’ of the University, certificates of passing are not granted except to those 
who subsequently attend lectures.

equivalent amount from the books prescribed for the Junior Matriculation 
Examination of the University of Toronto. 


Candidates who at the Examination for Associate in Arts have passed 
in the above subjects are admitted as Undergraduates.

The subjects in which an examination is necessary are: Latin, 
Greek, Mathematics, English, French.—Candidates are required to 
appear at the ordinary entrance examinations announced above ; but, 
on application to the Faculty, may, for sufhcient cause, have a later 
day appointed. 

OcCASIONAL STUDENTS.—Persons desirous of taking one oF 
two courses of Lectures as Occasional Siudents may apply to the 
Dean for entry in his Register, and to the professor or the professors 
of the subjects of the lectures, that they may be satisfied of their fit- 
ness, and may subsequently procure from the Secretary tickets for 
the Lectures.

STUDENTS OF OTHER UNIVERSITIES may be admitted, on the 
production of Certificates, to a like standing in this University, after 
examination by the Faculty. 





3. GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


Candidates for entrance into the First Year of the Faculties of Medicine 
or Applied Science in McGill University may pass in the above examinations. 

Every Student is expected to present, on his entrance, a written intimation 
from his parent or guardian of the name of the minister of religion under whose 
care and instruction it is desired that the Student should be placed, who will 
thereupon be invited to put himself in communication with the Faculty on the 
subject. Failing such intimation from his parent or guardian, the Faculty will 
endeavour to establish befitting relations. 

Every matriculated Student is required:to sign in the Matriculation Book

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SII. SCHOLARSHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS.

Second Year Exhibitions are open for competition to Students who have 
passed the First Year Sessional Examinations, provided that not more than two 
Sessions have elapsed since their Matriculation ; and also to Candidates for en- 
trance into the Second Year.

5. The First and Second Year Exhibition Examinations will, for Candidates 
who have not previously entered the ‘University, be regarded as Matriculation 
Examinations, 

6. No student can hold more than one Exhibition or Scholarship at the same 
time ; but four of the First Year Exhibitioners will be granted exemption from the 
Sessional fees throughout their College Course, under Presentation Scholarships 
from the Governor General. (See below.) 

7. Exhibitions and Scholarships will not necessarily be awarded to the best 
answerers at the Examinations. Absolute merit will be required. 

8. Ifin any one College Year there be not a sufficient number of Candidates 
showing absolute merit, any one or more of the Exhibitions or Scholarships offered 
for competition may be transferred to more deserving Candidates in another year. 

9. A successful Candidate must, in order to retain his Scholarship or Exhi- 
bition, proceed regularly with his College Course to the satisfaction of the Faculty. 

1o. The annual income of the Scholarships or Exhibitions will be paid in 
four instalments, viz. :—In October, December, February, and April, about the 
20th day of each month. 


11. The Examinations will be held at the beginning of every session.

Eight exemptions from fees may be grantel by the Board of Governors, from 
time to time, to the most successful Students who may present themselves as Can- 
didates. By order ofthe Board one of these is given annually to the Dux of the 
High School of Montreal, and one to the Dux of any other Academy or High 
School sending up in one year for entrance, three or more Candidates competent to 
pass creditably the Matriculation Examination, 


In the event of any Academy or High School in the Province of Quebec offer- 
ing for competition among its pupils an Annual Bursary in the Faculty of Arts 
of not less than $80, the Governors will add the amount of the fees of tuition 
hereto. 


Exemptions from fees, not exceeding.three in number, may be given to hold- 
ers of the Academy Diploma of the McGill Normal School, who, on fulfilling 
the required conditions, enter in the Second Year, if at the Diploma Examination 
they have taken 75 per cent. of the total marks, with not less than two-thirds of 
the marks in Latin and in Greek. 


By a resolution of the Board of Governors exemptions are granted to students 
of any affiliated Theological College, recommended by its Principal, and entering 
the Faculty of Arts either as Undergraduates or as Partial Students. 


One exemption is given annually to the pupil (boy or girl) of the Montreal 
High School holding a Commiissioner’s exemption from the Schools of the Protes- 
tant Commissioners, Montreal, who has taken the highest marks at the A. A, 
Examination, and is recommended by the Commissioners, 


§ III. COURSE OF STUDY. 


An Undergraduate. in order to attain the Degree of B.A., is 
required, after passing the First Year Matriculation Examination

years, and to pass two Examinations in each year, viz., at Christ- 
mas andin April.

Undergraduates and of those regularly attending Lectures.

§ VI. MEDALS, HONOURS, PRIZES, AND CLASSING. 


1. Gold Medals will be awarded in the B.A. Honour Examina- 
tions to Students who take the highest Honours of the First Rank in 
the subjects stated below, and who shall have passed creditably the 
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Ordinary Examinations for the Degree of B.A., provided they have 
been recommended therefor to the Corporation by the Faculty on the 
report of the Examiners: 


The Henry Chapman Gold Medal, for the Classical Languages and Literature. 

The Prince of Wales Gold Medal, for Mental and Moral Philosophy. 

The Anne Molson Gold Medal, for Mathematics and Natural Philosophy. 

The Shakespeare Gold Medal, for the English Language, Literature and 

History. 

The Logan Gold Medal, for Geology and other Natural Sciences. 

Major Hiram Mills Gold Medal, for a subject to be chosen by the Faculty 

from year to year. 

If there be no Candidate for any Medal, or if none of the Candidates fulfils 
the required conditions, the Medal will be withheld, and the proceeds of its endow- 
ment for the year may be devoted to prizes on the subject for which the Medal 
was intended. For details, see announcements of the several subjects below, 

2. Honours of First, Second or Third Rank will be awarded 
to those Undergraduates who have successfully passed the Examina- 
tions in any Honour Course established by the Faculty, and have also 
passed creditably the ordinary Examinations in all the subjects 
proper to their year, 


The Honour Examinations are each divided into two 
parts, separated by an interval of a few days, under the following 
regulations :— 

a. No Candidate will be admitted to Part II. unless he has shown 
a thorough and accurate knowledge of the course appointed for 
Part I. 

6. The names of the successful Candidates in Part I. will be 
announced before Part II. begins. 

¢. First or Second Rank Honours will be awarded to those Can- 
didates only who are successful in Part II. 

d. Third Rank Honours will be awarded to those who are 
successful in Part I, alone. 

By an Order of the Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario in Council, Honours 
in this University confer the same privileges in Ontario as Honours in the Uniwver- 
sities of that Province, as regards certificates of eligibility for the duties of Public 
School Inspectors, and as regards exemption from the non-professional Examina- 
tion of Teachers for First Class Certificates for Grades “ A. and B.” 
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3, SPECIAL CERTIFICATES will be given to those Candidates for 
B.A. who shall have been placed in the First Cliss at the ordinary 
B.A. Examination. The Candidates must have obtained three-fourths 
of the maximum marks in the aggregate of the studies proper to their 
year, be in the First Class in not less than half the subjects, and 
have no Third Class. At this examination no Candidate who has 
taken exemptions (see § V.) can be placed in the First Class, unless 
he has obtained First Class in each of the departments in which he 
has been examined. 

4. CERTIFICATES of High General Standing will be granted to 
those Undergraduates of the first two years who have obtained 
three-fourths of the maximum marks in the aggregate of the Studies

proper to their year, are in the First Class in not less than half the 
subjects, and have not more than one Third Class. In the Third 
Year the conditions are the same as for the Special Certificate for 
Bee. 

5, PRIZES OR CERTIFICATES to those Undergraduates who may 
have distinguished themselves in the studies of a particular class, 
and have attended all the other classes proper to their year. 

6. His Excellency Lord Stanley has been pleased to offer a 
Gotp Mepat for the study of Modern Languages and Literature, 
with History, or for First Rank General Standing, as may be 
announced. 

(a) The Regulations for the former are as follows :— 

(1) The subjects for competition shall be French and German, together with 
the History p:rt of the present Honour Course for the Shakespeare Medal. 

(2) The course of study shall extend over two years, viz., the Third and 
Fourth Years. . 

(3) The successful Candidate must be capable of speaking and writing both 
languages correctly. 

(4) There shall be examinations in the subjects of the course in both the Third 
and Fourth Years, at which Honours may be awarded to deserving Candidates. 

(5) The general conditions of competition, and the privileges as regards 
exemptions, shall be the same as for the other Gold Medals in the Faculty of Arts. 

(6) Students from other Faculties shall be allowed to compete, provided they 
pass the examinations of the Third and Fourth Years in the above subjects. 

(7) Candidates desiring to enter on the Third Year of the Course, who have 
not obtained First Class standing. at the Intermediate or Sessional Examinations 
of the Second Year in Arts, are required to pass an examination in the work of 
the first two years of the course in Modern Languages, if called on to do so by the 
Professors. 
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(8) The subjects of Examination shall be those of the.Honour Course in 
Modern Languages. 

(4) The Regulations for the Gold Medal, if awarded for First 
Rank General Standing, are as follows :— 

(1). The successful Candidate must take no exemptions or substitutions of 
any kind, whether Professional or Honour, in the Ordinary B. A, Examinations. 

(2). He shall be examined in the following subjects :— 

(2) Classics (both languages); (6) Adlixved Mathematics :—Mechanics, 
fydrostatics, Optics, Astronomy ; (c) Moral Philosophy ; and any 
two of the following subjects, or any ove of them with its Additional 
Course; (d) Natural Science; (¢) Experimental Physics; (/) 
English and History ; (g) French; (4) German. 

(3). His answering must satisfy special conditions laid down by the Faculty. 

(4). The same Candidate cannot obtain the Gold Medal for First Rank Gen- 

eral Standing, and also a Gold Medal for first Rank Honours. 

7. Tue Net Srewarr Prize of $20 is open to all Undergra- 
duates of this, and also to Graduates of this or any other University, 
studying Theology in any College affiliated to this University, under 
the following rules :— 

(1). The prize will not be given for less than a thorough examination in 
Hebrew Grammar passed in the First Class, in reading and translating the Penta- 
teuch, and such poetic portions of the Scriptures as may be determined. 

(2). In case competitors should fail to attain the above standard the prize 
will be withheld, and a prize of Forty Dollars will be offered in the following 
year for the same, 

[Course for the present year :—Hebrew Grammar (Gesenius) ; Translation 
and analysis of Ruth; Ecclesiastes; Malachi. 

(3). There will be two Examinations of three hours each ; one in Grammar 
and the other in Translation and Analysis. 

The Prize, founded by the late Rev. C. C. Stewart, M.A., and 
terminated by his death, was re-established by the liberality of the 
late Neil Stewart, Esq., of Vankleek Hill, and will be offered for 
competition next session. 

8 Earty ENGLisH Text Socrety’s Prize.—The prize, the 
annual gift of the Early English Text Society, will be awarded for 
proficiency in (1) Anglo-Saxon, (2) Early English before Chaucer.

2 VII. LICENSED BOARDING HOUSES. 


1. All Students under 21 years of age, not residing with parents 
or guardians, nor belonging to a Theological College, shall reside in 
licensed boarding-houses, unless they produce written autho rity from

parents or guardians to reside elsewhere. 


2, Persons applying for a license to keep boarding-houses shall 
produce evidence satisfactory to the Principal as to their character 
and fitness, and the suitability of the house for the health and com- 
fort of the Students. They shall also supply him with a statement 


of charges. 


3. The keeper of the boarding-house shall report immediately 
to the Principal the entrance or departure of any Student, and any 
instance of immorality or disorderly conduct. 
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§ VIII. ATTENDANCE AND CONDUCT. 
All Students shall be subject to the following regulations for 


attendance and conduct :— 

1. A Class book shall be kept by each Professor or Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully. noted ; and the said Class-book 
shall be submitted to the Faculty at all their ordinary meetings during the 
Session. 

2, Each Professor shall call the roll immediately at the beginning of the lec- 
ture. Credit for attendance on any lecture may be refused on the grounds of 
lateness, inattention or neglect of study, or disorderly conduct in the class-room. 
In the case list mentioned the Student may, at the discretion of the Professor, be 
required to leave the class-room. Persistence in any of the above offences against 
discipline, after admonition by the Professor, shal] be reported to the Dean of 
Faculty. The Dean may, at his discretion, reprimand the Student, or refer the 
matter to the Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend from 
Classes. 

3 Absence from any number of iectures can only be excused by necessity or 
duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to the Faculty. The 
number of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that shall disqualify for the 
keeping of a Session, shall in each case be determined by the Faculty. 

4. While in the College, or going to or from it, Students are expected to 
conduct themselves in the same orderly manner as in the Class rooms, Any Pro- 
fessor observing improper conduct in the College ‘buildings or grounds may 
admonish the Student, and, if necessary, report him to the Dean, 

5. Every Student is required to attend regularly the religious services of the 
denomination to which he belongs, and to maintain, without as well as within 
the walls of the College, a good moral character.

5. Any volume, or volumes, lost or damaged by any person, shall be replaced > 
or paid for at such rates as the Library Committee may direct; and such rate of 
payment shall be determined by the value of the book itself, or of the set to 
which the volume belongs. 

G. Graduates in any of the Faculties, on making a deposit of $5, are entitled 
to the use of the Library, subject to the same rules and conditions as Students ; 
but they are not required to pay the annual Library fee. 

7. Graduates residing beyond the City limits, and applying for the loan of 
books from the Library} shall not receive such books without the sanction of the 
Honorary Librarian, and depositing the value of the books with the Bursar of the 
College.

The Lectures are illustrated by experiments, and treat of the Elementary 
Constitution of matter, the laws of Chemical Combination by weight and 
volume, the,Atomie Theory, Quantivalence, Chemical Formulw and Equa- 
tions, Chemical Attraction, characteristics of Acids, Bases and Salts, 
Compound Radicals, the preparation and properties of the non-metallic and 
metallic Elements, and many of their compound., &e. <A few Lectures are 
also devoted to the consideration of some of the more important Organie 
Substances, including Starch, Sugars, the Vegetable Acids and Alkaloids, 
Alcohol, &e. During the course attention is called as far as possible te 
the relations of Chemistry to various manufacturing industries. 

Students in Arts may attend the course in Practical Chemistry with the First 
Yearin Applied Science, on payment of a fee of five dollars. 

Text-Book.—Remsen’s Introduction te the study of Chemistry. 

Third Year.—AppirionaL DEPARTMENT. (The Chemistry of the Metals or Organic 
Chemistry).—One Lecture a week. (Practical Chemistry).—Qualitative 
Analysis, as in Thorpe and Muir's Qualitative Chemical Analysis, twe 
afternoons a weck. 

Fourth Year—ApvpitionaL DEPARTMENT, A course of Practical Chemistry, iu 
continuation of that of the Third Year. 

NotE.—New chemical laboratories, capable of accommodating about fifty sta. 
dents, have recently been erected, and afford excellent facilities for practical work.

elementary piinciples of Organic Chemistry. Students taking these lectures must 
also devote one afternoon a week during the first term, and two afternoons a week 
during the second term, to practical work in the laboratory. 

In the Second and Third Years of the Mining Course, instruction will be 
given in Qualitative and Quantitative Analysis, and Chemistry Students of these 
years will attend a Course of lectures on either Organic Chemistry or the Chemistry 
of the metals. In the Fourth Year, Mining Students will devote themselves 
chiefly to Mineral Analysis and Assaying, while Practical Chemistry Students 
may substitute Organic Analysis and the preparation of Organic Compounds 
for these subjects.

The Fifty-Eighth Session of this Faculty will be opened on Wed- 
nesday, October rst, 1890, by an introductory lecture at 3 p.m. 
The regular lectures will begin on October znd, at the hours speci- 
fied in the time-table, and will be continued for six months, 

The new building of the Medical Faculty, which was opened 
in the year 1885, is one of the most complete structures of its 
kind on this continent or elsewhere. It has been found admirably 
adapted for the tulfilment of the great aim of the Faculty—to make 
the teaching of the primary branches as practical and as thorough as 
possible. The facilities now possessed by the Faculty for the above 
purpose are equal to those of the most advanced European medical 
schools. 

In addition to the laboratories and dissecting room, there are two 
large lecture rooms, each capable of comfortably seating 300 stu- 
dents, and one small demonstration room for classes of 50 and 
under, The space allotted to the library and museum has been 
largely increased. 
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The Dissecting Room, which is situated on the second floor, is 76 
feet in length and 31 feet in breadth. It is furnished with twenty 
tables, and is well lighted for work during the day and night. In 
procuring appliances for the comfort and convenience of the stu» 
dents, no reasonable expense has been spared. 

The Physiological Laboratory, which is situated on the ground 
floor, is supplied with the most modern apparatus for the practical 
teaching of this most important branch of the medical curriculum. It 
contains amongst other valuable instruments,— kymographs, various 
manometers, ete., for demonstrating blood pressure; myographs, 
rheocords, moist chambers, etc., and various electrical appliances for 
demonstrating experiments in connection with nerve and muscle; 
special apparatus for illustrating various points in respiration ; appa- 
ratus specially suitable for demonstrating the processes of digestion, 
as well as the chemical composition and nature of the secretions, 
and the chief constituents of the tissues and nutritive fluids. The 
laboratory is arranged in such a way as to permit of students assist- 
ing at and taking part in these demonstrations. During the past 
session important additions have been made to the physiological 
jaboratory. 

The Histological Laboratory is a large, well-lighted room on the 
second floor. Iti; so arranged that over eighty students can be 
present at the microscopical demonstrations. From the large number 
of microscopes employed, students will have special facilities in study- 
ing and making themselves thoroughly acquainted with the speci- 
mens that are the subjects of demonstration. 

The Pharmacological Laboratory is a large room situated on the 
ground floor, and is now furnished with the necessary appliances for 
the practical teaching of pharmacy. 

The Chemical> Laboratory is large, lofty, and well lighted, and 
can accommodate comfortably 76 men at one time. Each student, 
when entering on this course, has a numbered table in the laboratory 
assigned to him for his use during the session. Each table has its 
own gas and water fixtures, and is provided with shelves for its cor- 
responding set of reagent-bottles, as well as a drawer and locker 
containing a modern set of chemical apparatus especially adapted 
for the work. ‘This apparatus is provided by the Professor of 
Chemistry, and supplied to each student without extra charge. 
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The student is only required to pay for apparatus broken or des- 
troyed. : 

In the Pathological Laboratory accommodation will be provided 
for students or practitioners who desire to carry on private patholo- 
gical research. 

The recent additions made to the laboratory include a suite of 
rooms exclusively devoted to the study and culture of Bacteria, fur- 
nished with a complete outfit of the best modern apparatus for this 
purpose, including sterilizer, thermostat, etc., etc. 





The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualifying candidates 
for examination before the various Colleges and Licensing bodies of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and the College of Physiciansand Surgeons of Ontario. The degree 
in Medicine of this University carries with it at the Licensing Boards of Great 
Britain the same exemption in certain subjects as are granted to all colonial 
degrees. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British North Amer- 
ica, where there is no division of the profession into Physicians and Surgeons 
exclusively, the degree awarded upon graduation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery,” in accordance with the general nature and character of 
the curriculum, as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College 


of Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec,

§I. MATRICULATION. 

It is very important that intending Students should note the 
following facts and regulations :— 

(1.) If residents of Ontario, and desirous of obtaining the license 
of that Province, they must conform to the regulations regarding the 
Preliminary Examination, and register before beginning their medi- 
cal studies. 

(2) Ifresidents of the Province of Quebec, and desirous of obtain- 
ing the license of that Province, they must pass the Matriculation 
Examination of the Quebec Medical Board before beginning their 
medical studies. 

In the event of a resident in the Province of Quebec producing a 
Certificate of Matriculation from any of the other Provinces of the 
Dominion, he will be required to make a declaration that he had 
not obtained it with the object of avoiding the examination of the 
Quebec Medical Board. 
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(3) Residents of the Maritime Provinces, Manitoba or British 
Columbia may either pass the Preliminary Examination of their re- 
spective Medical Boards or the Matriculation Examination of this 
University. 


(A).—UNIVERSITY MATRICULATION EXAMINATION, 


The Preliminary Examination in General Education of the follow- 
ing Bodies is accepted by the University in lieu of its own Matricu- 


lation Examination : 

1. he College of Physicians and Surgeons, Ontario. 

2. Ihe College of Physicians and Surgeons, Quebec. 

3. The New Brunswick Medical Board. 

4. Lhe Nova Scotia Medical Board. 

5. The Manitoba Medical College. 

Graduates and Matriculates in Arts of all recognized Universities 
are exempt from examination. Any student who is unable to pre- 
sent proof of having passed any one of the above, or other equally 
satisfactory examination, will be required to undergo the matricu- 
lation examination either in Arts or Medicine of this University. 
These examinations are as follows : 

(1) Zhe Matriculation Examination in Arts is held twice yearly 
on the 1st of June and following days, and on the r7th of September 
and following days. 

Papers for the June examination can be sent to local centres on application to 
the secretary of the University, the September examinations are held in Montreal 
only. 

The subjects for examination are Classics, Mathematics and 
English.

An equivalent amount of other books or other authors in Latin or Greek than 


those named may be accepted in the September examination, on application 
through the Professor of Classics. 
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(2) Zhe Medical Matriculation Examination is the same as that 
required by the Medical Council of Great Britain. 

This Examination will be held on the last Friday and Saturday in March, and 
the third Friday and Saturday in September of each year. Application may be 
made to Dr. Howe, the Examiner, till the evening of the previous day. The 
requirements of the Standard for Matriculation are:—(I) English Language, 
including Grammar and Composition.

¢ III.—_COURSES OF LECTURES. 
ANATOMY. 
PROFESSOR, FRANCIS J. SHEPHERD. 

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible, and its relation to 
Medicine and Surgery fully considered. The lectures are illustrated by the fresh 
subject, moist and dry preparations, sections, models and plates, and drawings on 
the blackboard. 

Special attention is devoted to Practical Anatomy, the teaching being similar to 
that of the best European schools. The Dissecting Room is open from § a.m. to 
Io p.m., the work being conducted under the constant supervision of the Pro- 
fessor and his staff of Demonstrators. Special Demonstrations on the Brain, 
Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are frequently given. Every Student must be 
examined az /eas¢t three times on each part dissected, and if the examinations are 

satisfactory a certificate isgiven. Prizes are awarded at the end of the Session for 
the best examination on the fresh subject. Abundance of material provided. 


CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR, GILBERT P. GIRDWOOD, 


LECTURER, R. F. RUTTAN, 

Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated; a large portion of thé course is devoted 
to Organic Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention of the Class. 
For experimental illustration abundant apparatus is possessed by the College. 


The Chemical Laboratory will be open to the members of the class to repeat ex- 


periments performed during the course, under the superintendence of the Professor 
or Lecturer, 


| PRACTICAL CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR, GILBERT Pp. GIRDWOOD, 
: LECTURER, R. F. RUTTAN, 
The course in practical chemistry includes two hours’ laboratory work three 
times a week for three months, The Students are instructed individually in 
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chemical manipulations, blow-pipe analysis, and qualitative determination of the 
salts, acids, etc., they will require to use in practice. They are required before 
finishing their course to be familiar with the principles of practical Forensic and 
Special attention is directed to instructing the Student in 


Sanitary Chemistry. 
These notes are 


making accurate notes of his experiments and his conclusions, 
examined daily and criticised. 
PHYSIOLOGY. 


PROFESSOR, T, WESLEY MILLS. 


The purpose of this Course is to make Students thoroughly acquainted, as far 


as time permits, with modern Physiology: its methods, its deductions, and the 


basis on which the latter rest. Accordingly a full course of lectures is given, in 
which both the Experimental and Chemical departments of the subject receive 
attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, plates, models, etc., every department of 
the subject is experimentally illustrated. The experiments are free from elaborate 
technique, and many of them are of a kind susceptible of ready imitation by the 
Student. 


Laboratory work for Senior Students. 

(1) During the first part of the Session there will be a course on Physiological 
Chemistry, in which the Student will, under direction, inve tigate food stuffs, 
digestive action, blood, and the more important secretions and excretions, includ- 
ing urine. All the apparatus and material for this course will be provided. 

(2) The remainder of the Session will be devoted to the performance of such 
experiments as are unsuitable for demonstration to a large class in the lecture 
room, and such as require the use of elaborate methods, apparatus, etc. There 
will be no extra fee for this part of the course, 

HISTOLOGY, 
PROFESSOR, GEO. WILKINS. 

This will consist of a course of ten lectures and twenty-five weekly demonstra- 
tions with the Microscope. As the demonstrations will be chiefly relied upon for 
teaching the Microscopic Anatomy of the various structures, the specimens under 
observation will then be minutely described. Plates and diagrams specially pre- 
pared for these lectures will be freely made use of. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS. 
PROFESSOR, JAMES STEWART. 

The course on this subject comprises : 

I, Adescription of the Pharmacology and Therapeutics of the more important 
medicinal agents, 

II. The delivery of a weekly lecture (* Clinical Therapeutics ’’) in the theatre 
of the General Hospital, on some case or groups of cases well < dapted for illus- 
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trating important points in both general and special Therapeutics, The material 
for these lectures is abundant, being obtained from both the wards and the out- 
door clinics. Electro Therapeutics will also be dealt with in this part’ of the 
course, , 


III. The attendance during the summer session of a course on Practical Materia 
Medica, : 


MEDICINE, 
PROFESSOR, GEORGE ROSS, 


While the lectures on this su bject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology and 
Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the genera/ laws 
of disease. With the exception of certain affections seldom Or never observed in 
this country, all the important internal diseases of the body, except those peculiar 
to Women and Children, are discussed, and their Pathological Anatomy illustra- 
ted by the large collection of morbid preparations in the University Museum, and 
by fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy, 


The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomica] plates, illustrative of the 
Histological and Anatomical appearances of disease, and the wards of the General 
Hospital afford the lecturer ample opportunities to refer to living examples of very 
many of the maladies he describes, and to give the results of treatment, 


CLINICAL MEDICINE. 
PROFESSOR, R. L. MACDONNELL. 


Attendance is given inthe Medical Wards of the Montreal Genera] Hospital 
on three days of every week with the 3rd year students, and three days with those 
of the 4th year. Accurate reports of all cases are kept by duly appointed clinical 
Clerks, and are systematically read before the class. Instruction js given 
at the bedside, and every pupil is required to take part in the physical 
examination of patients. The mode of conducting investigations, the use 
of the microscope, the value of the thermometer and ophthalmoscope, ete. 
in medica] diagnosis, are all explained and illustrated. Senior Students are 
called upon in rotation to examine new Cases before the class, and to be examined 
thereon as to their general knowledge. In addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture 


_ is delivered, bearing upon some case or cases of importance which may happen 


to be under observation at the time. Special attention is directed to Medica] 
Anatomy, and candidates for the degree will be examined thereon, 


SURGERY, 
PROFESSOR, THOMAS G. RODDICK. 
~ The first part of this course consists of Surgical Pathology, illustrated by a 
large collection of preparations from the College Museum, also specimens as they 
are obtained frem cases under observation at the Hospital, and contributed to that 


collection by the Hospital pathologist, and from private sources. The second part 
of the course is devoted to the practice of Surgery, in which attention js drawn 





to cases which have been observed by the cl during the previous summer 


session, The various surgical appliances are exhibited, and their uses and appli- 


cation explained. Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery form a special de- 


partment of this course, and Quain’s and Maclise’s plates are used in illustration, 
CLINICAL SURGERY. 
PROFESSOR RODDICK. 
LECTURER, JAMES BELL, 


This course is eminently practical, consisting of bedside instruction and lectures 
delivered weekly, illustrative of surgical cases actually present in the wards of the 
General Hospital. The class is separated into junior and senior divisions, which 
are taken charge of by the Professor on alternate days, when the reports of the 
Clinical clerks are read and criticised, and fresh cases are examined by the senior 
students. The surgical dressings are, as muchas possible, reserved for these occa 
sions, so as to give all present an opportunity of participating in the application 
of splints to fractures, dressing of wounds, minor operations, ete. Major operations 
are performed in the theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so constructed that 
the most distant can obtain a fair view of the operations, All the recently invented 
appliances for the treatment of su rgical disease have been introduced into the Hos- 


pital, 
MIDWIFERY. 
PROFESSOR, J. C. CAMERON. 


This course will embrace: 1. Lectures on the principles and practice of the 
obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and preserved specimens, the artificial 
pelvis, complete set of models, illustrating deformities of the pelvis, wax prepata- 
tions, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc. 2. Bedside instruction in the Montreal 
Maternity, including the management and after-treatment of cases. 3. A com- 
plete course on obstetric operations with the phantom and preserved foetuses. 4. 
The Diseases of Infancy. 5. A course of individual clinical instruction at the 
Montreal Maternity. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a clinical examination 
in Midwifery similar to that held in Medicine and Surgery now forms part of 
the final examination. 


GYNACOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, WM. GARDNER. 


The course on this subject will comprise two lectures a week throughout the 
session. The anatomy and physiology of the parts concerned will be first 
discussed. Then the various methods of examination will be fully described, the 
necessary instruments exhibited, and their uses explained. After this, the diseases 
peculiar to the sex will be considered as fzlly as time will permit, in the follow- 
ing order -—Disorders of Menstruation ; Leucorrhcea, its causes and treatment 5 
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Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis ; Lacerations of the Cervix Uteri and Perineum ; 
Urinary and Fecal Fistulze; Inflammations of the Uterus; Displacements of the 
Uterus; Tumors of the Uterus; Diseases of the Ovaries. 

The lectures will be illustrated as fully as possible by drawings and morbid 
specimens. The Gynecological Clinic of the General Hospital furnishes the Pro- 
fessor with ample material to illustrate the subjects considered in the didactic 
lectures, 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a clinical examination 
in gynecology similar to that held in Medicine and Surgery now forms part of 
the final examination. 


MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE, 
PROFESSOR, GEO, WILKINS, 


This course includes Insanity, the subject being treated of in its Medical as well 
as Medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood 
stains, the Clinical, Microscopic and Spectroscopic tests for which are fully de- 
scribed and shown to the class. The various spectra of bluod in its different con- 
ditions are shewn by Zeiss’ Microspectroscope, so well adapted for shewing the 
reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected material. Recent re- 
searches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood are alluded to. In addition 
to the other subjects usually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of poisoning and classifica- 
tion of poisons are first treated of, after which the more common poisons are de- 
scribed, with reference to symptoms, post-mortem appearances, and chemical 
tests. The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the tests are 
shown to the class, 


OPHTHALMOLOGY AND OTOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, FRANK BULLER, 


Will include a course of lectures on disease of the Eye and the Ear, both Didac- 
tic and Clinical. In the former, the general principles of diagnosis and treatment 
will be dealt with ; in the latter, cases illustrative of the typical form of ordinary 
diseases of these organs will be exhibited and explained to the class, and afterward 
placed under the special care of gentlemen who may show themselves competent 
to take charge of them. A course of Operations on the cadaver will be Open to 
such students as may wish to avail themselves of the same. 


HYGIENE. 
PROFESSOR, ROBERT CRAIK. 


Comprises lectures on Drinking Water and Public Water Supplies ; conditions

§ IX.—MUSEUM. 


For the past fifty years, the rich Pathological Material furnished 
by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected here. The 
Faculty are also greatly indebted to many medical men throughout 
different parts of the world for important contributions to the 





Museum. 

During the past few years, numerous and extremely important 
additions have been made to the Medical Museum. 

It is particularly rich in specimens of Aneurisms. In addition to 
containing a large number of the more common varieties of these 
formations, there are specimens of such rare condition as Aneurism 
of the Hepatic and Superior Mesenteric Arteries, Traumatic Aneu- 

Rane rism of the Vertebral, together with several of the Cerebral and 
ue ne Pulmonary Arteries. The most important collection probably in 
existence, of hearts affected with “‘ Malignant Endocarditis,” is also 
found. The Faculty are indebted to Prof. Osler, late of this 
University, for this collection. 
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Obstetrical Department of the Museum. 

Besides the ordinary pathological preparations, dry and moist, 
usually found in Museums, this departmant contains a complete 
set of models of deformed pelves, a series of preparations in wax, 
illustrating the normal relations of the pelvic organs, the develop- 
ment of the Uterus and its contents during pregnancy, various abnor- 
malities, twin pregnancy, fcetal circulation, etc., a series of colored 
casts of frozen sections, Tarnier’s artificial pelvis, Budin’s bronze 
mechanical pelvis, models of obstetrical instruments, etc. 

Additions are being constantly made, and ere long the department 
will possess a complete collection of models, casts, preparations and 
apparatus for the practical teaching and illustration of Obstetrics, 


Anatomical Museum, 
_ In addition to the already large collection of normal and abnor- 
mal osteology, comparative and human skeletons of various classes 
of animals, moist preparations and frozen sections, the following 
preparations have been recently obtained :— 

(t) A series of articulated skeletons of fore and hind limbs of the 
various domestic animals prepared by the articulator, Mr. Bailly. 

(2) Numerous moist preparations presented by the Professor and 
Demonstrator of Anatomy. 

(3) A complete set of Steger’s beautiful colored casts taken from 
the celebrated frozen sections of Professors His and Braune of 
Leipsig. These preparations have been placed in the Museum, so 
that they can be constantly consulted by the Students.

Montreal General Hospital. 





The Montreal General Hospital is the most extensive clinical field 
in the Dominion. A much larger number. of in-door and out-door 
patients receive treatment there than in any other Canadian Hos- 
pital. Last year’s report shows that 2,565 Medical and Surgical 
cases were treated in the wards, and the great proportion of these 
were acute cases, as may be gathered from the fact that the average 
duration of residence was only 23.6 days. 

The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the Hos- 
supply illustrations of most of 





pital—upwards of 30,000 annually 
the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye and 
ene skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments, which, as they 
[ do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student, 
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The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students 
ample opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections 
of those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye by the Ophthalmic 
Surgeon after the out-door patients have been seen, and Students 
are invited to attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to keep 
such cases under observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

There are now special departments in the Hospital for Gyne- 
cology and Laryngology, presided over by Specialists in these 
branches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special technical 
knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teaching practical 
gynecology for the past five years with marked success has been the 
limitation of the number of Students to two or three, who, in rota- 
tion, assist at the examinations, and receive instruction in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gyneecological 
instruments, 

Recently two additional special clinics have been instituted in 
connection with the Out-door Department : one for diseases of child- 
ren and the other for diseases of the nervous system. 


CLINICAL CLERKs in both medical and surgical wards are appoint- 
ed every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical Professors, 
the reporting of all cases in the ward allottedhim. The holding of 
one of these offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage 
to Students, as affording a true practical training for future pro- 
fessional life. ‘They will be awarded on application at the end of 
each Session to final Students of that year, in order of their standing 
in the primary examination. 


DRESSERS are also appointed to the Surgical wards and -to the 
Out-door Department. For these appointments, application is to be 
made to the Professor of Clinical Surgery and to the assistant 
Surgeons. . 

The Operating: Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to enable the Students to obtain a good view of the 
operations, 
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Montreal Dispensary. 
ST. ANTOINE STREET. 


Over 12,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. ‘The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily 
occurrence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of 
splints and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish Students 
with all possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 12 to2 
daily during the winter session, and from 4 to 6 p.m. during the 
summer session. 

The Montreal Maternity. 


The Faculty have great pleasure in announcing that the Corpora- 
tion of the Montreal Maternity have recently made very important 
additions to their building, and have still further improvements in 
contemplation. Students will therefore have greatly increased facilt- 
ties for obtaining a practical knowledge of obstetrics. An improved 
Tarnier-Baidin phantom is provided for the use of the Students, and 
every facility afforded for acquiring a practical knowledge of the 
various obstetric manipulations. The institution is under the 
direct supervision of the Professor of Midwifery, who devotes 
much time and attention to individual instruction. Students who 
have attended one course of lectures are furnished with cases in 
rotation, which they are required toreport and attend till convales- 
cence. Clinical Midwifery having been placed upon the same 
basis as Clinica] Medicine and Surgery and a final clinical examina- 
tion instituted, Students will find it very much to their advantage to 
pay special attention to their clinical work during the summer session. 
Though only six cases are required to qualify for the license of the 
Ontario and Quebec Medical Boards, twenty cases are demanded by 
the licensing bodies of Great Britain. A sufficient number of cases 


will be assigned to students who contemplate presenting themselves 
for British qualifications. ‘Two resident Accoucheurs are appointed 
yearly from the graduating class to hold office for a periodof six 
months each. By an arrangement with the authorities of the 
Montreal General Hospital, one of the residents acts as Clinical 
assistant to the Gynecologists fora period of six months, a change 
which has greaily enhanced the value of this appointment.

III. STUDENTS OF THE PROVINCE OF QUEBEC. 


In consideration of the annual grant, the Council of Agriculture have the 
privilege of sending thirteen pupils, free of expense, to the whole course— 
Registration and Botany excepted, the fee for which is $5 each. These Bursa- 
ries may be obtained by young men resident in the Province of Quebec, by 
application made to the Dean of the C ollege, in the hand-writing of the applicants, 
accompanied by a recommendation from the Agricultural Society of the district 
in which they reside, provided the Council considers them qualified by education 

and in other respects for entering the College, 

In all cases, except when specially arranged, Bursars will be required to give 
a guarantee that they will attend three Sessions ; and failing to do so, they will 
have to pay the fees for the Sessions which they have attended. 


IV. GENERAL REGULATIONS, 


Students of this Faculty will be graded as of the first, the second, and the 
final year. 


In each year students will take the studies fixed for that year only, unless by 
special permission of the Faculty, 

Persons desirous of entering as Occasional Students shall apply to the Dean of 
the Faculty for admission as such, and shall obtain a ticket or tickets for the class 
or classes they desire to attend. 


All Students shall be subject to the following regulations for attendance and 
conduct :— 

A class book shall be kept by each Professor and Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted ; and the said class-book 
shall be submitted to the Faculty at a meeting to be held between the close of 
the lectures and the commencement of the examinations ; and the Faculty shall, 
after examination of such class- -book, decide which Students shall be deemed to 
have been sufficiently regular in their attendance to entitle them to proceed to the 
examination in the respective classes. 

Punctual attendance on all the classes proper to his year is required of each 
Student. Absence or tardiness, without sufficient excuse, or inattention or 
disorder in the Class-room, if persisted in after admonition by the Professor, will 
be reported to the Dean of the Faculty, who may reprimand the Student or 
report to the Faculty, as he may decide. While in the building, or going to or 
from it, Students are € expected to conduct themselves in the same orderly manner 
as in the Class-rooms. Any Professor observing improper conduct in the Class- 
rooms, or elsewhere in the building, will admonish the student, and, if necessary, 
report him to the Dean. 

When Students are reported to the Faculty under the above rules, the Faculty 
may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, disqualify from competing for 
prizes or honors, suspend from classes, or report to the Corporation for expulsion. 


Any Bieident. injuring the furniture or building will be required to repair the 
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same at his own expense, and will, in addition, be subject to such penalty as the

CATTLE PATHOLOGY AND OBSTETRICS.

SPECIAL COURSE ON DOGS, 


Professor Wesley Mills will give a special course on Dogs, which. will

(2) The principles of training ; the feeding and general management of dogs.

January last, governing the conferring of Degrees on former graduates :— 

Ist.—That the candidate must be found to have conducted himself throughout ef

Ph end.—That he has not been connected with the manufacture or sale of proprie-

; eas 3rd.—That he has been engaged in actual practice for at least one year since

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In estimating the fitness of a candidate for a degree, account will be taken 
specially of work done in professional teaching, original research, publication of 
books or contributions to the journals of the profession.

The Degree may be conferred on absentees.

practice in the Model Schools ; and the arrangements are of such a 


character as to afford the greatest possible facilities to Students from 
all parts of the Province, 


The thirty-fifth session of this school will commence on the first 
of September, 1890, and close on the twenty-ninth of May, 18qr. 


The complete course of study extends over four years, and the 
Students are graded as follows :— 


1.—Lilementary School Class.—Studying for the Elementary 
School Diploma. 


2—Model School Class.—Studying for the Model School 
Diploma. 


3.-— Academy Class —Studying for the Academy Diploma. 


All the following regulations and privileges apply to male and 
female students alike. 





I. TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


(Extracted from the Regulations of the Protestant Committee of 
the Council of Public Instruction.) 


Any British subject who produces a certificate of good moral 
character from the minister of the congregation to which he belongs, 
and evidence to show that he has completed the sixteenth year 
of his age, may be admitted to examination for entrance into the 
Elementary School Class, or, if he has completed his seven- 
teenth year, to the entrance examinations of the Model School 
Class. (See ote a.) 


Previous to admission to the Elementary School Class, every 
pupil-teacher shall undergo an examination as to his sufficient know- 
ledge of reading, writing, the rudiments of grammar in his own 
language, geography, and arithmetic ; before admission to the 
Model School Class he must give proof of his knowledge of the

Candidates shall be admitted to examination for entrance only at 
the times regularly appointed by the Principal of the school at the 
beginning of the session. Candidates exempt from examination can 
only be admitted during the first week of the session, except that 
teachers who may be actually engaged in teaching at the commence- 
ment of the session may, at the discretion of the Principal, be 
admitted to the Elementary School Class not later than the close 
of the Christmas vacation. No teacher-in-training admitted later 
than the first of October shall share in that part of the bursary fund 
which is distributed at Christmas. 

In exceptional cases the Principal of the Normal School may admit 
on trial to the classes persons whose qualifications may be insuffi- 
cient for entrance. Such persons may be excluded from the school 
by the Principal whenever he may judge it best so to do ; but none 
shall be permitted to enter or to remain on trial after the semi 
sessional examinations.

Il. PRIVILEGES OF TEACHERS-IN-TRAINING. 


All teachers-in-training are entitled to free tuition. 

At the close of the semi-sessional examinations, the sum of $400 
from the bursary fund will be divided among the forty most success- 
ful pupils who do not reside at home with parents or guardians 
during their attendance at the school, Similarly the sum of $3800 
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will be divided at the close of the sessional examinations. The 
remainder of the bursary fund will be divided as an allowance for 
travelling expenses among teachers-in-training residing in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, at a distance of more than ninety miles from Mont- 
real, in a proportion determined by the excess of distance above 
ninety miles, it being provided that no allowance for travelling 
expenses shall exceed ten dollars, 

All teachers-in-training who pass the semi-sessional examinations 
in the Normal School with 60 per cent. of the total marks, and who 
have not fallen below 5° per cent. in any one of the groups of sub- 
jects, English, Mathematics, French, and Miscellaneous, nor in any 
one of the subjects required by the Syllabus of Examination pre- 
scribed for diplomas of the grade to which they aspire, shall be 
entitled to continue in their classes after Christmas. Except by the 
special permission of the Principal, none others shall be entitled to 
this privilege, nor to a share in the Christmas bursary. 

All teachers-in-training, who attain the standards defined above at 
the final examinations in the Normal Schools, shall be entitled to 
diplomas of the grade of the class to -vhich they belong, and except 
with the concurrence of the Principal of the school and the professor 
of each subject in which there has been failure, none others -shall 
receive diplomas or share in the bursary fund. 

All holders of Elementary School diplomas obtained by reaching 
the standards defined above shall be entitled to admission to the 
Model School Class ; none others, without the special permission of 
the Principal. Such holders of Elementary School diplomas as 
have taken not less than 75 per cent. of the total marks, nor less 
than 60 per cent. of those in any subject essential to the diploma, 
according to the Syllabus of Examination of the Protestant Com- 
mittee of the Council of Public Instruction, shall be entitled to 
admission among the “selected students” mentioned in the fol- 
lowing parigraph, but others may be so admitted by the Principal

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IV. CONDITIONS OF CONTINUANCE IN THE NORMAL SCHOOL. ; 


Teachers-in-trainihg guilty of drunkenness, of frequenting taverns, 
of entering disorderly houses or gambling houses, or keeping com- 
pany with disorderly persons, or committing any act of immorality or 
insubordination, shall be expelled. (See Vote c.) 

Each professor shall have the power of excluding from his lectures 
any student who may be inattentive to his studies, or guilty of any 


minor infraction of the regulations, until the matter can be reported 
to the Principal. 


V. ATTENDANCE ON RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


"ie Teachers in-training will be required to state with what religious 
ms denomination they are connected ; and a list of the students con- 
nected with each denomination shall be furnished to one of the 
ministers of such denomination resident in Montreal, with the request 
that hé will meet weekly with that portion of the teachers-in-training, 
or otherwise provide for their religious instruction, Every Thursday 
after four o’clock will be assigned for this purpose. 
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In addition to punctual attendance at weekly religious instruction, 
each student will be required to attend public worship at his own 


church at least once every Sunday. 






VI. BOARDING HOUSES. 


1. The teachers-in-training shall state the place of their residence ; 
and those who cannot reside with their parents will be permitted to 
live in boarding houses, but in such only as shall be specially approved 
of. No.boarding houses having permission to board male teachers- 
in-training will be permitted to receive female teachers-in-training as 
boarders, and vice versa. (See lVote g.) 

2. They are on no account to be absent from their lodgings after 
half-past nine o’clock in the evening.

to the work of the school, and are not permitted to engage in any other course of 
study or business during the session of the school. 


There shall be no intercourse between male and female teachers-in-training 
while in school, or when going to or returning from it. Teachers of one sex are 
strictly prohibited from visiting those of the other. 


Teachers-in-training who leave the Normal School in the middle of a session 
+ are expected to assign to the Principal satisfactory reasons, accompanied, in case 
’ of failure of health, by medical certificates. 


(2) The J.C, Wilson prize of forty dollars and a book, annually chosen by the 
donor, shall be given to that teacher-in-training of the Elementary School class 
who passes for a diploma, and takes the highest aggregate of marks at the final 
examination of the year. 
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The Prince of Wales’ medal and prize shall be given to that teacher-in-training 
of the Model School class who passes for the diploma, and takes the highest 
aggregate of marks at the final examination of the year.

having successfully passed their several examinations, without which certificates, 
signed by the Dean of the Faculty or his representative, no bursaries shall be 


paid. 
(f) The date of the examination of graduates in Arts for Academy diplomas 


shall be the 2oth day of May, or the school day next succeeding that date ; the 
hours shall be from I0 a.m. to 12 noon. 

(g) No boarding house is attached to the institution, but every care will be 
taken to ensure the comfort and good conduct of the Students in private boarding 
houses approved by the Principal, who will furnish lists to applicants for admis- 
sion.

Meteorological Observations are made every fourth hour, beginning at gh om 
Eastern standard time; also at 88 om and 20h om. Independent bi-hourly tem- 
perature observations are also made. The principal instruments employed are 
the following :—Two standard mercurial barometers; one Kew standard thermo- 
meter ; two Pastorelli thermometers ; one maximum thermometer ; one minimum

thermometer ; one set of six self-recording thermometers, with controlling clock, 
battery, etc. ; two anemometers ; one wind vane (wind-mill pattern) ; one anemo- 
graph, with battery, etc. ; one sunshine recorder; one rain-band spectroscope ; 
one rain gauge ; and several spare thermometers. 

The Anemometer and Vane are on the summit of Mount Royal, at a point 
about three-quarters of a mile north-west of the Observatory. They are 57 feet 
above the surface of the ground and 810 feet above sea level, 


Lhe Astronomical Equipment consists of :—The Blackman Telescope (6% in.) 3 
a photoheliograph (4% in.); a 3% in. transit, with striding level; two 2-in. tran- 
sits, arranged as collimating telescopes; one sidereal clock ; one mean-time 
clock ; one sidereal chronometer ; one mean-time chronometer ; one chronograph ; 


batteries, telegraph lines and sundry minor instruments, 


Observations for clock errors are made on nearly every clear night. Time 
exchanges are regularly made with the Toronto Observatory. Time signals are 
distributed throughout the city by means of the noon time-ball, continuous clock 
Signals, and the fire alarm bells ; and to the country, through the telegraph lines. 


Observations of sun spots, for position and area, are made with the Blackman 
telescope and the photoheliograph.

THE HONORABLE JAMES McGILL, who was born at Glasgow, 6th Oct., 1744, 
and died at Moutreal, 19th Dec., 1813, by his last will and testament, under 
date 8th January, 1811, devised the Nstate of Burnside, situated near the City 
of Montreal, and containing forty-seven acres of land, with the Manor House 
and Buildings thereon erected, and also bequeathed the sum of ten thousand 
pounds in money unto the “ Royal Institution foe the Advancement of Learn- 
ing,” a Corporation constituted in virtue of an Act of Parliament passed in the 
Forty-tirst Year of the Reign of His Majesty, King George the Third, to erect 
und establish a University or College, tor the purpose of Education-and the 
advancement of learning, in the Province of Lower Canada, with a competent :

The Faculty of Law feels much Satisfaction in being able to an- 
hounce that the important step, so long and earnestly desired by all 
friends of the University, of placing the McGill School of Law on 
such a substantial and permanent basis as to enable it efficiently to 
perform its part in the great work of legal education in Canada, has 
been recently accomplished by the munificent endowment presented 
to the University by Mr. William C. McDonald. This endowment 
places the Faculty in a position to offer to those who desire 
to study the law, either with a view to its practice as a profession 
Or as a means of culture, or as a qualification for the discharge 
of the higher duties of citizenship, a comprehensive and complete 
course of legal study, with the use of library, reading room and other 
aids which have not heretofore been at the command of the Faculty 
The course of study to be pursued, extending over a period of three 
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years, and the ‘nstruction to be imparted, while designed thoroughly 
to qualify professional students for the practice of their profes- 
sion, will also fully recognize the important fact, which, no doubt, was 
a main inducement for the action of the Faculty’s generous benefac- 
tor, that upon the character of the Bar depends that of the Bench 
and of the administration of justice, and toa great extent also the 
character of the public men and public life of the country ; that, in 
fact, from the ranks of no other profession, are so many called to 


fill high positions of trust and to perform duties, the efficient and 
upright discharge of which is of vital importance to the community. 

In reorganizing the Faculty, under the W. C. McDonald 
endowment, a number of well-known names have been added to the 
staff, as shown above, and the courses largely specialized. It was 
felt, that while professional men, engaged in the active practice of 
their profession, might be relied upon to deliver regularly a limited 
number of lectures on special subjects, they could not be expected to 
undertake to submit to the serious interference with their business 
and inevitable interruptions, involved in very lengthy courses. And 
to obviate the difficulties and drawbacks necessarily arising from 
sole dependence, as heretofore, on professional men in active practice, 
for attending to the interests and maintaining the efficiency of the 
Faculty, andto meet a deeply-felt want in this respect, the Dean has 
been appointed as a salaried officer, whose duty it will be primarily 
to devote his whole time to the work. 

Further, the Professor of Legal Bibliography has been appointed 
secretary and librarian, and will have supervision of the Library,— 
comprising at present the law libraries of the late Mr. Griffin, O:C rien 
the late Chancellor Day, and of part of the library of the late Mr. 
Justice McKay, allof which were bequeathed to the University ; and 
also of the law library of the late Mr. Justice ‘Torrance, now the pro- 
perty of the Fraser Institute, of which he was a trustee—the use of 
which has been generously granted to the Faculty by the present 
trustees. The above law books will of themselves afford to the law 
student a hbrary which will generally prove sufficient for his wants, 
and which will be kept up and added to by the expenditure of a sum 
annually in the purchase of books. There will also be provided in 
connection therewith a reading room, in which the leading law 
magazines and literature of the day will be found.

there, the constant sitting of all the principal courts of the Provi ince 


and the large number of first-class law Offices open to stu bait 
while for all students, and es pecially for students of historic and phil- 
osophic jurisprudence, no more interesting or attractive legal system 
exists than that prevailing in this Province, where may be daily seen 
and studied, not simply theoretically, but in active Operation as 
parts of our law, the three famous Systems of — udence,— 
Roman, French and English, with additions and mod ifications intro- 
duced by our own lepiaidsdnes and courts. Thei Imposing features of 
the Roman Law may be recognized throughout the greater portion 
of our Civil Code, often combined with or incorporated into that 
noble system elaborated and perfected by Pothier and other great 
French jurists, both of the ancient and modern « epochs, which is tl 
direct source of most of our civil law ; while nearly the whole body

of English Criminal and C onstitutional law and large portions of 


English Commercial law are equally parts of the law of this Pro- 
vince, 

The importance of the Notaria] profession, and of a knowledge 
of notarial practice and conveyancing, has led to the appointment as 
a full member of the fac ulty of a Professor of Notarial law, whose 
course of lectures will be attended | by all professional students. 

With’ a view to extending as far as possible the usefulness of the 
Faculty, the courses of lec tures on commercial subjects have been sO 
arranged, that young men engaged in banks or other business houses 
can attend them without interference with their regular duties, 
Students of other departments of the University, and, in fact, all who 
may desire to do sO, may attend such particular courses as they may 
see fit to select. It is hoped that the courses delivered will be found 
beneficial to all students, indeed to all who may Gesire to know some- 
thing ofthe constitution and laws by which they are governed, and of 
a science which has been < characterized by Burke, as * the co'lected 
reason of ages, combining the principles of original justice and the 
infinite variety of human concerns,” 
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The classes in Law will begin with an opening lecture in the Hall 
of the Fraser Institute, on Wednesday, the first of October, 1890. 

The Supplemental and Matriculation Examinations will be held 
in the Faculty Rooms, Fraser Institute, on Wednesday, 24th Sep- 
tember, at 4 p.m. | 

While the Faculty accept for matriculation the requirements 
stated in the Regulations below, they nevertheless strongly recom- 
mend students intending to study law to take the B.A. course in 
the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary qualification; and if that be 
not attainable, as much as possible of the Arts course. 

The lectures will be delivered in the Faculty Rooms in two terms ; 
the first beginning on Thursday, 2nd October, 1890, and the second 
beginning on Monday, 5th January, 1591. 

The Examinations will be held in the William Molson Hall, 
McGill College building, at Christmas, and at the close of the ses- 
sion. 

The complete course of study in this Faculty extends over three 
years. 

Two scholarships, each of one hundred dollars, are offered for 
competition among students whose domicile is not in Montreal or 
vicinity. They wiil be awarded, after the Sessional Examinations in 
April, 1891, upon the results of the Examinations of the first year, 
and will be payable during the second year. 

Prizes open to competition of all the students, will also be given 
to the students taking the best standing in each year. 

No scholarship or prize shall, however, be awarded to any student 
unless a sufficiently high standing, in the estimation of the Faculty, 
be attained, to merit it. 

Matriculated students who do not take the whole course are 
classed as Partial Students, and are not entitled to proceed to 
the Degree of B.C.L. 

Occasional Students will be received without matriculation for 
attendance on any particular series of Lectures. 

Students who have completed their course of three years, and 
have passed a satisfactory examination, will be entitled, upon the 
certificate and recommendation of the Faculty, to the Degree of 
Bachelor of Civil Law.

2. The degree of B.A. obtained from any Canadian or other British Univers 
sity ; or a certificate of having passed the examination before the Bar for admis- 
sion to study Law in the Province of Quebec; or the Intermediate Examination 
in the Faculty of Arts in McGill University, shall be accepted in heu of 
Examination for Matriculation in this Faculty.

3. Students in Law shall be known as of the First, Second and Third Years, 
and shall be so graded by the Faculty. In each year, Students shall take the 
studies fixed for that year, and those only, unless by special permission of the 


Faculty. 


4. The Register of Matriculation shall be closed on the Ist November in 
each year, and return thereof shall be immediately made by the Dean to the Re- 
gistrar of the University. Candidates applying thereafter may be admitted on a 
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special examination to be determined by the Faculty ; and, if admitted, their 
names shall be returned in a supplementary list to the Registrar. 

5. Persons desirous of entering as Occasional Students shall apply to the 
Dean of the Faculty fur admission as such Students, and shall obtain a ticket or 


cL 


tickets for the class or classes they desire to attend. 


6. Students who have attended Collegiate courses of legal study in other 
Universities, for a number of terms or sessions, may be admitted, on the produc- 
tion of certificates, to a like standing in this University, after examination by the 
Faculty. 


7. All Students shall be subject to the following regulations for attendance 
and conduct :— 


(1) A class-book shall be kept by each Professor and Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted, and the said class-book 
shall be submitted to the Faculty at each monthly meeting ; and the Faculty 
shall, after examination of such class-book, decide which students shall be deemed 
to have been sufficiently regular in their attendance to entitle them to proceed to 
the examination in the respective classes. 


(2) Punctual attendance on all the classes proper to his year is required of 
each student. Professors will note the attendance immediately on the commence- 
ment of their lectures, and will omit the names of Students entering thereafter, 
unless satisfactory reasons are assigned. Absence or tardiness, without sufficient 
excuse, or inattention or disorder in the Class room, if persisted in after admoni- 
tion by the Professor, will be reported to the Dean of the Kaculty, who may 
reprimand the Student or report to the Faculty, as he may decide, While in the 
building, or going to and from it, Students are expected to conduct themselves in 
the same orderly manner as in the Classrooms. Any Professor observing improper 
conduct in the Class rooms, or elsewhere in the building, will admonish the student 
and, if necessary, report him to the Dean. 


(3) When Students are reported to the Faculty under the above rules, the 
Faculty may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, disqualify from competing 
for prizes or honours, suspend from classes, or report to the Corporation for 
expulsion, 


(4) Any student injuring the furniture or building will be required to repair 
the same at his own expense, and will, in addition, be subject to such penalty as 
the Faculty may see fit to impose. 


(5) The number of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that shall dis- 
qualify for the keeping of a Session, shall in each case be determined by the 
Faculty. 
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(6) All cases of discipline involving the interests of more than one Faculty, 
or of the University generally, shall be reported to the Principal, or, in his absence, 


to the Vice-Principal. 


8. The College year shall be divided into two terms, the first extending to the 
Christmas vacation, and the second from the expiration of the Christmas vacation 
to the end of April following. 

The Lectures will be delivered between the hours of half-past eight and half- 
past nine in the morning and four and half-past six in the afternoon ; and special 
lectures in the evening ; the whole at such hours and in such order as shall be 
determined by the Faculty. Professors shall have the right to substitute an exam- 


ination for any such lecture. 


9. Atthe end of eachterm there shall be a general examination of all the 
classes, under the superintendence of the Professors, and of such other examiners 
as may be appointed by the Corporation ; which examination shall be conducted by 
means of printed questions, answered by the students in writing in the presence of 


the Examiners. The result shall be reported as early as possible to the Faculty. 


After the examinations at the close of the second term, the Faculty shail 
decide the general standing of the students, taking into consideration the examina- 
tions of bothterms, both of which examinations shall be considered the Sessional 
or Final Examinations for the college year, as the case may be. 

to. No Student shall be considered as having kept a Session unless he 
shall have attended regularly all the courses of Lectures, and shall have passed 
the Sessional Examinations to the satisfaction of the Faculty in all the classes of 


his year, 


11, The Faculty shall have the power, upon special and sufficient cause shown, 


to grant a dispensation to any Student from attendance on any particular Course 


‘ or Courses of Lectures, but no distinction shall in consequence be made between 


the Examinations of such students and those of the Students regularly attending 
Lectures. No student shall pass the degree of B.C.L. unless he has prepared 
a Thesis, either in French or English, which shall have been approved by the 


Faculty. 


12, The subject of such Thesis shall be left to the choice of the Student, but 
it must fall within the range of study of the Faculty, and shall not exceed twenty 
pages of thirty lines each. Each Student shall, on or before the first day of 
March, forward such Thesis to the Secretary of the Faculty, marked with the om 
de Plume which he shall adopt, and accompanied with a sealed envelope, bearing 
the same om de plume on it, and containing inside his name and the subject of 
his Thesis, and the envelope shall be opened in presence of the Faculty after the 
final decision shall be given on the respective merits of the several Theses. 
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13. The Elizabeth Torrance Gold Medal, in the Faculty of Law, shall be 

awarded to the Student who, being of the Graduating Class, having passed the 

Final Examinations, and having prepared a Thesis of sufficient merit in the esti- 

mation of the Faculty to entitle him to com pete, shall take the highest marksina 

special Examination for the medal, which examination shall include the subject of 
Roman Law. 


14. Every Candidate, before receiving the Degree of B.C.L., shall make the 
following declaration :—

16. Occasional or Partial students may be admitted into said class on such 
terms as shall be arranged by the Faculty. 


17. Every Candidate for the Degree of D.C.L. in course, under Chap. VIII. 
Section 4, of the Statutes of the University, must be a Bachelor of Civil Law of 
twelve years’ standing, and shall be required to pass, within four years from his 
graduation as B.C.L., such examination as shall be prescribed by the regula- 
tions of the Faculty of Law, unless he shali have graduated as a B.A, of this 
University, either in Course or ad eundem. And not less than two months 
before proceeding to the Degree of D.C.L., the Candidate shall deliver to the 
Faculty of Law twenty-five printed copies of a Thesis or Treatise upon a subject 
selected or approved by the Faculty ; such Thesis to contain not less than twenty- 
‘five octavo pages of printed matter, and possessing such degree of literary and 
scientific merit as shall, in the opinion of the Faculty, justify them in recommend- 
ing him for that Degree. And in addition to the foregoing qualifications, the 
Candidate shall pay to the Secretary of the Faculty annually during term, for the 
retention of his name on the Books of the Faculty, during the said period of twelve 
years, a fee of two dollars, to be added to the Library Fund of the Faculty. 
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Except as regards the Thesis, this regulation applies only to those who have

3- GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


Candidates for entrance into the First Year of the Faculties of Medicine or 
“Applied Science in McGill University may pass in the above examinations. 

Every Student is expected to present, on his entrance, a written intimation 
from his parent or guardian of the name of the minister of religion under whose 
Care and instruction it is desired that the Student should be placed, who will 
thereupon be invited to put himself in communication with the Faculty on the 
subject. Failing such intimation from his parent or guardian, the Faculty will 
endeavour to establish befitting relations. 


Every matriculated Student is required to sign in the Matriculation Book 
the following :—

4. DIRECTIONS TO CANDIDATES FOR ADMISSION.

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§ II. SCHOLARSHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS. 
GENERAL REGULATIONS. 

1. A Scholarship is tenable for 7wo years. An Exhibition for ove year, 

2. Scholarships are open for competition to Students who have passed the 
University Intermediate Examination, provided that not more than three sessions 
have elapsed since their Matriculation ; and also to Candidates who have obtained 
what the Faculty may deem equivalent standing in some other University, pro- 
vided that application be made before the end of the Session preceding the exam- 
ination. 

3. Scholarships are divided into two classes :—(1) Science Scholarships ; (2) 
Classical and Modern Language Scholarships. The subjects of examination for 
each are as follows :— 

Science Scholarships —Differential and Integral Calculus ; Analytic Geome- 
try ; Plane and Spherical Trigonometry ; Higher Algebra and Theory of Equa- 
tions; Botany ; Chemistry ; Logic. (For subdivision, see below.) 

Classical and Modern Language Scholarships.—Greek ; Latin ; English 
Composition ; English Language, Literature, and History ; French or German. 

4. Exhibitions are assigned to the First and Second Years. 

First Year Exhibitions are open for competition to Candidates for entrance 
into the First Year. 

Second Year Exhibitions are open for competition to Students who have 
passed the First Year Sessional Examinations, provided that not more than two 
Sessions have elapsed since their Matriculation ; and also to Candidates for ene 
trance into the Second Year. 


The subjects of examination are as follows :— 


First Year Exhibitions —Classics, Mathematics, English. 

Second Vear Exhibitions.—Classics, Mathematics, English Language and 
Literature, Chemistry and French or German, 

5. The First and Second Year Exhibition Examinations will, for Candidates 
who have not previously entered the University, be regarded as Matriculation 
Examinations. 

6. No Student can hold more than one Exhibition or Scholarship at the same 
time, but four of the First Year Exhibitioners will be granted exemption from the 
Sessional fees throughout their College Course, under Presentation Scholarships 
from the Governor General. (See below.) 

7. Exhibitions and Scholarships will not necessarily be awarded to the best 
answerers at the Examinations. Absolute merit will be required. 

8. If in any one College Year there be not a sufficient number of Candidates 


showing absolute merit, any one or more of the Exhibitions or Scholarships offeres 


for competition may be transferred to more deserving Candidates in another year. 





9. A successful Candidate must, in order to retain his Scholarship or Exhibi- 
tion, proveed regularly with his College Course to the Satisfaction of the Faculty. 

10. The annual income of the Scholarships or Exhibitions will be paid in 
four instalments, viz, :—In October, December, February, and April, about the 
2oth day of each month. 

11. The Examinations wil] be held at the beginning of every session.

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EXEMPTIONS FROM FEES UNDER PRESENTATION SCHOLAR- 
SHIPS,. &c, 
A number of these aye in the gift of Benefactors, and entitle the Students 
holding them to exemption from the Tuition Fees ($30) in the Faculty of Arts. 
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Sixteen have been placed by the Governors at the disposal of His Excellency the 
Governor General. Candidates must pass the usual Matriculation Examination, 
[By command of His Excellency, two of these Exemptions will be offered for 
competition in the First Year Exhibition Examinations of the ensuing session. ] 
Four exemptions from fees may be granted by the Board of Governors, from 
time to time, to the most successful Students who may present themselves as Can- 
didates, By order of the Board one of these is given annually to the Dux of the 
High School of Montreal, and one to the Dux of any other Academy or High 
School, sending up in one year for entrance three or more Candidates competent 
to pass creditably the Matriculation Examination. 


In the event of any Academy or High School in the Province of Quebec 
offering for competition among its pupils an Annual Bursary in the Faculty of 
Arts of not less than $80, the Governors will add the amount of the fees of 


tuition hereto. 


Exemptions from fees, not exceeding three in number, may be given to 
holders of the Academy Diploma of the McGill Normal School, who, on fulfill- 
ing the required conditions, enter in the Second Year, if at the Diploma Exam- 
ination they have taken 75 per cent. of the total marks, with not less than two- 
thirds of the marks in Latin and in Greek. 


By a resolution of the Board of Governors, exemptions are granted to students 
of any affiliated Theological College, recommended by its Principal, and entering 
the Faculty of Arts as Matriculated Students. 


One exemption is given annually to the pupil (boy or girl) of the Montreal 
High School holding a Commissioner’s exemption from the Schools of the Pro 
testant Commissioners, Montreal, who has taken the highest marks at the A, A. 


Examination, and is recommended by the Commissioners. 





§ III. COURSE OF STUDY. 


An Undergraduate, in order to attain the Degree of B.A,, is 
required, after passing the First Year Matriculation Examination 
(see § I), to attend the appointed courses of lectures regularly for 
four years, and to pass two Examinations in each year, viz., at Christ- 
mas and in April. If he fail at any one of these examinations he 
is not allowed to proceed with his course until he has passed it 
subsequently. (See § IV.) Undergraduates are arranged, accord- 
ing to their standing, as of the First, Second. Third or Fourth Year.

and attendance on the classes of the Faculty ; and (2) their standing in the several 
examinations; such reports to be furnished after the Christmas and Sessional 
Examinations severally, if called for. 

3. Undergraduates are allowed no exemptions in the course for the degree of 
B.A. until they have passed the Intermediate Examination; but they may take 
Hebrew in the First or Second Years, instead of French or German. 

4. In the Third and Fourth Years they are allowed exemptions, as stated 
above. 

*Any Student who, under any of the above rules, desires to take Experi- 
mental Physics, is required to take Mechanics and Hydrostatics also, in the Third 


Year. 





§ VI. MEDALS, HONOURS, PRIZES, AND CLASSING. 


1. Gold Medals will be awarded in the B.A. Honour Examina- 
tions to Students who take the highest Honours of the First Rank in

2. Honours of First, Second or Third Rank will be awarded 
to those Undergraduates who have successfully passed the Examin- 
ations in any Honour Course established by the Faculty, and have 
also passed creditably the ordinary Examinations in all the subjects 
Proper to their year. 


The Honour Examinations are each divided into two parts, 
separated by an interval of a few d tys, under the following regula-

10. “ CHARLES G. CosTER MEMORIAL PrizE.”—This Prize, 
intended as a tribute to the memory of the late Rev. Charles G. 
Coster, M.A., Ph.D., Principal of the Grammar School, St. John, 
N.B., is offered by Colin H. Livingstone, Esq., B.A., to the Under- 
eraduates (men or women) from the Maritime Provinces, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island. In April, 1892, 
it will be awarded to that Undergraduate of the First or Second or 
Third Year, from the above Provinces, who in the opinion of the 
Faculty has passed the most satisfactory Sessional Examinations. 


11. SCIENCE SCHOLARSHIPS GRANTED By HER Majesty's Com- 
MISSIONFOR THE EXHIBITION OF 1851.—These Scholarships of £150 
sterling a year in value are tenable for two, or, in rare instances, 
three years. They are limited, according to the Report of the Com- 
mission “ to those branches of Science (such as Physics, Mechanics 
and Chemistry), the extension of which is specially important for 
our national industries.” Their object is, not to facilitate ordinary 
collegiate studies, but “ to enable students to continue the prose- 
cution of science with the view of aiding in its advance, or in its 
application to the industries of the country.” 

A nomination to one of these scholarships for the year 1891 has 
been placed by the Commission, at the disposal of McGill University, 
and another may be granted for the year 1893. 

It is open to students of not less than three years standing in 
the Faculties of Arts or Applied Science, and is tenable at any 
University or-at any other Institution approved by the Commission. 


12. ‘The names of those who have taken Honours, Certificates 
or Prizes will be published in order of merit ; with mention, in the 
case of Students of the First and Second Years, of the schools in 
which their preliminary education has been received. 
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§ VII. LICENSED BOARDING HOUSES. 


1. All Students under 21 years of age, not residing with parents 
or guardians, nor belonging to a Theological College, shall reside 
in licensed boarding-houses, unless they produce written authority 
from parents or guardians to reside elsewhere. 

2. Persons applying for a license to keep boarding-houses shall 
produce evidence satisfactory to the Principal as to their character 
and fitness, and the suitability of the house for the health and com- 


fort of the Students. They shall also supply him with a statement. 


of charges. 

3. The keeper of the boarding-house shall report immediately 
to the Principal the entrance or departure of any Student, and any 
instance of immorality or disorderly conduct. 


§ VIII. ATTENDANCE AND CONDUCT. 


All Students shall be subject to the following regulations for 
attendance and conduct :— 

I. A Class-book shall be kept by each Professor or Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted; and the said Class-book 
shall be submitted to the Faculty at all their ordinary meetings during the 
Session. 

2, Each Professor shall call the roll immediately at the beginning of the lec 
ture. Credit for attendance on any lecture may be refused on the grounds of 
lateness, inattention or neglect of study, or disorderly conduct in the class-room. 
In the case last mentioned the Student may, at the discretion of the Professor, be 
required to leave the class-room. Persistence in any of the above offences against 
discipline, after admonition by the Professor, shall be reported to the Dean of 
Faculty. The Dean may, at his discretion, reprimand the Student, or refer the 
matter to the Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend from 
Classes, 

3. Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by necessity or 
duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to the Faculty. The num- 
ber of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that shall disqualify for the keeping 
of a Session, shall in each case be determined by the Faculty. 

4. While in the College, or going to or from it, Students are expected to 
conduct themselves in the same orderly manner as in the Classrooms. Any Pro- 
fessor observing improper conduct in the College buildings or grounds may 
admonish the Student, and, if necessary, report him to the Dean. 

5. Every Student is required to attend regularly the religious services of the 
denomination to which he belongs, and to maintain, without as well_as within the 
walls of the College, a good moral character. 
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6. When Students are brought before the Faculty under the above rules,

[ Nore,—All Students are required to appear in Academic dress while in or 
about the College building. Students are requested to take notice that petitions 
to the Faculty on any subject cannot, in general, be taken into consideration, 


except at the regular meetings, appointed in the Calendar. |

3. Students may borrow not more than three volumes at one time, except on 
the recommendation in writing of a Professor for specified books, and must return 
them within two weeks, on penaity of a fine of 5 cents a volume for each day of 
detention. An additional deposit of $4 entitles a Student to borrow two extra 
volumes. ; 

4. A Student incurring fines beyond the sum total of $1 shall be debarred 
the use of the Library until they have been paid. 

5. Any volume, or volumes, lost or damaged by any person, shall be replaced 
or paid for at such rates as the Library Committee may direct ; and such rate of 
payment shall be determined by the value of the book itself, or of the set to which 
the volume belongs. 

6. Graduates in any of the Faculties, on making a deposit of $5, are entitled 
to the use of the Library, subject to the same rules and conditions as Students 5 
but they are not required to pay the annual Library fee. 
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7. Graduates residing beyond the City limits, and applying for the loan of 
books from the Library, shall not receive such books without the sanction of the 
Honorary Librarian, and depositing.the value of the books with the Bursar of the 
College. 

8. Members of the McGill College Book Club, on presenting annually a cer- 
tificate of their membership, are by a special regulation of Corporation entitled to 
the use of the Library on the same conditions as Graduates, but they are not 
required to make a deposit, 

9. Students in the Faculties of Law and Medicine, who have paid the Library 
fee to the Bursar, may read in the Library, and, on depositing the sum of $5 with 
the Bursar, may borrow books on the same conditions as Students in Arts, They 
are required to present their Matriculation Tickets to the Bursar and to the Libra- 
rian or his assistant. 

10. Persons not connected with the College may consult books in the Library 
@ obtaining an order from any of the Governors, or from ithe Principal, or the 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts or of Applied Science, or from any of the Professors 
in the said Faculties. Donors of books or money to the amount of Fifty dollars 
may at any time consult books on application to the Librarian, 

11. The Library is kept open from 9a.m. to 4 p.m. daily, and no person 
shall be allowed in the Library, except during these hours. 

12. No person, other than the Librarian and the assistants, is allowed to enter 
the alcoves, or to take down books from the shelves, except members of Corpo- 
ration, and Professors, or those whom any of the above may accompany per 
sonally. 

13. A person desiring to read or to borrow a book, which he has ascertained 
from the Catalogue to be in the Library, will fill up one of the blank forms pro= 
vided for Readers and Borrowers respectively, and hand it to the Library Assis- 
fant, who wil] thereupon procure him the book. 

14. Readers must return the books they have obtained to the Library Assis- 
tant before leaving the Library, 


15. No conversation is permitted in the Library,

II, FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF ENGINEERING. 


Candidates must be Bachelors of Applied Science of at least 
three years* standing, and must produce Satisfactory certificates of 
having been engaged during that time upon bona fide work in either 
the Civil, Electrical, Mechanical, or Mining Branch of Engineering. 

They must pass with credit an examination extending over the 

general theory and practice of Engineering, in which papers will 
be set having special reference to that particular branch upon which 
they have been engaged during the three preceding years. 
‘ Candidates must present applications for Examinations, together 
with the necessary certificates and fees. The Faculty will notify 
the candidates whether their certificates are satisfactory, and also of 
the date of the Examination. 


III. FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF APPLIED SCIENCE. 


Candidates must be Bachelors of Applied Science of at least 
three years* standing, must present certificates of having been em- 
ployed during that time in some branch of scientific work, and must 
Pass with credit an examination on the Theory and Practice of 
those branches of scientific work in which they may have been 
engaged. The other conditions as under the last heading.

5. Students who have failed in a subject in the Christmas or Ses- 
sional Examinations, and who desire to regain their standing, are

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ination is passed, Students will not be allowed to proceed to any 
subsequent examination in that subject.

10. The headquarters of the Canadian Society of Civil Engineers. 

‘The Society holds fortnightly 
meetings, at which papers upon practical current engineering sub- 
jects are read and discussed. Undergraduates joining the Society 
as Students may take part in these meetings, and acquire knowledge 
of the utmost importance in relation to the practical part of the 
profession.

CIVIL ENGINEERING AND APPLIED MECHANICS, 
Professor:—HENRY T. Bovey, M.A., M.Inst.C.E., F.R.S.C,. (William Scott 
Professor of Civil Engineering and Applied Mechanics). 

Theory of Structures. (Yor Laboratory Work, see § X),.

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(¢) A study of the strength, stiffness and resistance of materials, including a 
statement of the principles relating to work, inertia, energy and entropy, together 
with a discussion of the nature and effect of the different kinds of stress, and the 
resistance offered by a material to deformation and to blows, 


(2) The design and proper proportioning of beams, pillars, shafts, roofs and 
bridge trusses, arches, earth works and retaining walls, 


Hydraulics. (For Laboratory Work, see § X)° 


The lectures deal with this subject both theoretically and with reference to ils 
practical applications, 

The Student is instructed in the fundamental laws governing the equilibrium of 
fluids, and in the laws of flow through orifices, mouthpieces, submerged (partially 
or wholly) openings, over weirs, through pipes in open channels and rivers. The 
impulsive action of a free jet of water upon vanes, both straight and curved, is 
‘carefully discussed, and js followed by an investigation of the power and efficiency 
of the several hydraulic motors, as e.g., Reaction Wheels, Pressure-engines, Ver- 
tical Water Wheels, Turbines, Pumps, etc. 


SURVEYING AND GEODESY. 
Professor :-—-C, H. McLeop, Ma.E. 


This course is designed to qualify the student for admission to the practice of 
Provincial and Dominion Land Surveying. It also affords a practical and 
theoretical training in Field Engineering, Practical Astronomy, and in the simpler 
operations of Geodetic Engineering, The instruction js given by lectures ; and 
by practice in the field, drawing-room, laboratory and observatory. The course 
of lectures is as follows : 


The construction, adjustment 
and use of the various instruments. Contour surveying. Underground surveying.

which the Students will perform for themselves experiments, chiefly quantitative, 
illustrating the subjects treated in the lectures. Opportunity will be given to 
acquire experience with all the principal instruments fused in® exact physical and 
practical measurements. Students of Electrical Engineering will be expected 
to continue their work in the Laboratory in the Fourth Year, when they will be 


prepared to undertake, under the guidance of the Professors, advanced measure- 
ments and special investigations bearing on their Technical Studies. 
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The Physical Laboratory, the munificent gift of Mr. W. C. McDonald, is 
now in course of erection from plans specially prepared after inspection of the 
principal Laboratories in England and the United States, and will be one of the 
most perfect buildings of its kind. It contains five storeys, each of 8,000 square 
feet area, and will be supplied with all the usual standard instruments as well as 
the apparatus required for lectures and the practical work of the Students. In 
planning its arrangement and equipment the special needs of original research, 
as well as the requirements of teaching, have been carefully considered. 


MATHEMATICS AND MATHEMATICAL PHYSICS, 


Professor :—G, H. CHANDLER, M.A. 


The work in this department is conducted from the outset with Special reference 
to the needs of Students of Applied Science. A large amount of time is given to 
practice in the use of Mathematical Tables, particular attention being paid to the 
solution of triangles, the tracing of curves, graphical representation of functions, 
reduction of observations, etc. Areas, volumes, masses, centres of gravity, 
moments of inertia, etc., are determined both by calculation and by observation 
or experiment, and each method is made to supplement or illustrate the other . 
ln this connection use will be made, in actual laboratory practice, of a large 
amount of apparatus, such as Attwood’s Machine, inclined planes, chronographs, 
rotation apparatus of various kinds, etc. The different methods of approxi- 
mation, the reduction of results of experiments and observations by least squares, 
etc., will also receive due attention, 


All Engineering Students wil] receive instruction in the following subjects :—

connected so as to allow of single, compound, triple or quadruple 
expansion, condensing or non-condensing, with or without jackets.

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The measurements of heat are made by large tanks, which receive 
the condensing water and the condensed steam. There are two 
hydraulic absorption brakes for measuring the mechanical power 
developed, and an alternative friction brake for the same purpose. 
The Laboratory is further equipped with a variety of apparatus for 
the investigation and illustration of the general principles of ther- 
modynamics, including hot air and other er gines, indicators, pyro- 
meters, pressure gauges, etc. 

ELECTRICAL LABORATORIES.—The equipment of the Electrical 
Engineering Laboratory includes a high speed steam engine coupled 
direct to a dynamo for incandescent lighting ; a slow speed steam 
engine for driving the experimental dynamos. These latter have been 
chosen to represent the best types now in general use, both of high 
tension and low tension direct current dynamos—with various 
methods of winding, and also of alternating current dynamos of low 
tension, and of high tension for use with transformers. 

Arrangements have been made for measuring mechanical power 
supplied to the dynamos and given out by the electro-motors, of 
which there are several types; these arrangements comprise various 
forms of belt, rope and transmission dynamometers, with a very 
perfect form of hydraulic absorption dynamometer, with which the 
accuracy of the others can be checked by readings in absolute 
measure; the well-known form of cradle dynamometer, for dynamo 
testing, finds a place here, and special facilities are provided for 
varying the speed of the dynamos within any required limits. 

The instruments for making the electrical measurements have 
been selected with much care ; these instruments will enable mea- 
surements of current resistance and difference of potential to be 
made with great accuracy, not only in the detached laboratories but 
in the dynamo-room when the machinery is running ; in separate 
rooms there arestandard instruments of extreme precision with which 
the correctness of the working instruments can be readily checked. 
These include, amongst others, two of Sir William Thomson's 
electric balances. There are also a variety of instruments for 
special purposes connected with electrical measurements, such as 
instruments for determining coefficients of self and mutual induction, 
etc, 
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GEODETIC LABoraToRy.—In this Laboratory will be placed a 
Rogers’ comparator for the investigation of standards of length, and 
linear and angular dividing engines for the graduation and investiga- 
tion of standards of length and of angular instruments. The 
Laboratory will also contain absolute standards of length up to one 
hundred feet for standardizing chains, tapes, rods, etc., pendulums 
and other apparatus for the determination of gravity, etc. 
CHEMICAL LABORATORIES.—The Chemica] Laboratories are three 
in number, one for Students of the First Year, one for Students of the 
Second and Third Years, in which it has been found necessary to 
carry on both qualitative and quantitative work, and one which is 
reserved for Students of the Fourth Year and for special Students 
who may wish to carry on original investigations. The fittings of this 
last room were the gift of Mr. W. C. McD onald, and are quite equal 
to those found in the best laboratories abroad. Besides the above 


there is also a special room in the basement which is fitted up for 
fire assaying, 


The Laboratories are supplied with four balances by Becker & 


Sons, one Bunge and a bullion-balance by Troemner. There are also 
a Laurent polariscope, a spectroscope by Dubosque, gas combustion 
and melting furnaces, apparatus for electrolytic work, etc., etc. Dis- 


tilled water is obtained by means of a special boiler placed in the 


basement, which also supplies the steam for drying ovens, steam- 


baths and drying chamber in the upper Laboratories. 
MUSEUMS. 


The Peter Redpath Museum contains large and valuable collec- 
tions in Botany, Zoology, Mineralogy and Geology, arranged in such 
a4 manner as to facilitate the work in these departments. Students 
have access to this Museum, in connection with their attendance on 
the classes in Arts in the subjects above named, and also by tickets 
which can be obtained on application. Students will also have the 
use of a Technical Museum, occupying the whole of the third story 
of the McDonald Building. Amongst other apparatus the Museum 
will contain the Reuleaux collection of kinematic models, pre- 
sented by W, C. McDonald, Esq., and pronounced by Professor 
Reuleaux to be the finest and most complete collection in America, 
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WORKSHOPS. 


The workshops erected on the Thomas Workman Endowment are 
now completed, and have a floor area of more than 25,000 sq. ft. 

The practical instruction in the workshops is solely designed to 
give the Student some knowledge of the nature of the materials of 
construction, to familiarize him with the more important hand and 
machine tools,”and to give him some manual skill in the use of the 
same, For this purpose, the Student, during a specified number 
of hours per week, will work in the shops under the direct superin- 
tendence of the Professor of Mechanical Engineering, aided by skilled 
mechanics. The courses commence with graded exercises and 
eradually lead up to the making of joints, members of structures» 
frames, etc., finally concluding in the iron-working department with 
the manufacture of tools, parts of machines, and, if possible, with 
the building of complete machines.

The Fifty-Ninth Session of this Faculty will be opened on Thurs- 
day, October 1st, 1891, by an introductory lecture at 3 pm. The 
regular lectures will begin on October 2nd, at the hours specified 
in the time table, and will be continued for six months. 

The new building of the Medical Faculty, which was opened 
im the year 1885, 1s one of the most complete structures of its 
kind on this continent or elsewhere. It has been found admirably 
adapted for the fulfilment of the great aim of the Faculty—to make 
the teaching of the primary branches as practical and as thorough as 
possible. The facilities now possessed by the Faculty forthe above 
purpose are equal to those of the most advanced European medical 
schools. 

In addition to the laboratories and dissecting room, there are two 
large lecture rooms, each capable of comfortably seating 300 students 
and one small demonstration room for classes of 50 and under, 


The space allotted to the library and museum has been largely 
increased, 
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The Dissecting Room, which is situated on the second floor, is 76 
feet in length and 31 feet in breadth. It is furnished with twenty 
tables, and is well lighted for work during the day andnight. In 
procuring appliances for the comfort and convenience of the Students, 
no reasonable expense has been spared. 

The Physiological Laboratory, which is situated on the ground 
floor, is supplied with the most modern apparatus for the practical 
teaching of this most important branch of the medical curriculum. It 
contains amongst other valuable instruments,—kymographs, various 
manometers, etc., for demonstrating blood pressure ; myographs, 
rheocords, moist chambers, etc., and various electrical appliances fur 
demonstrating experiments in connection with nerve and muscle ; 
special apparatus for illustrating various points in respiration ; appa- 
ratus specially suitable for demonstrating the processes of digestion, 
as well as the chemical composition and nature of the secretions. 
and the chief constituents of the tissues and nutritive fluids. The 
Laboratory is arranged in such a way as to permit of Students assist- 
ing at and taking part in these demonstrations. During the past 
session important additions have been made to the Physiological 
Laboratory. 

The Histological Laboratory is a large, well-lighted room on the 
second floor. It is so arranged that over eighty students can be 
present at the microscopical demonstrations. From the large number 
of microscopes employed, Students will have special facilities in study- 
ing and making themselves thoroughly acquainted with the speci- 
mens that are the subjects of demonstration. 

The Pharmacological Laboratory is a large room situated on the 
ground floor, and is now furnished with the necessary appliances for 
the practical teaching of pharmacy. 

The Chemical Laboratory is large, lofty, and well lighted, and 
can accommodate comfortably 76 men at one time. Each Student, 
when entering on this course, has a numbered table in the laboratory 
assigned to him for his use during the session. Each table has its 
own gas and water fixtures, and 1s provided with shelves for 1ts cor- 
responding set of reagent-bottles, as well as a drawer and locker 
containing a modern set of chemical apparatus specially adapted 
for the work. This apparatus is provided by the Professor of 
Chemistry, and supplied to each Student without extra charge.

The Faculty of Law feels much Satisfaction in being able to an- 
nounce that the important step, so long and earnestly desired by all 
friends of the University, of placing the McGill School of Law on 
Such a substantial and permanent basis as to enable it efficiently to 
perform its part in the great work of legal education in Canada, has 
been accomplished by the munificent endowment presented to the 
University by Mr. William C. McDonald. This endowment places 
the Faculty in a position to offer to those who desire to study the 
Law, either with a view to its practice as a profession or as a means 
of culture, or as a qualification for the discharge of the higher duties 
Of citizenship, a comprehensive and complete course of legal study, 
with the use of library, reading room and other aids which have not 
heretofore been at the command of the Faculty. The course of 
study to be pursued, extending over a period of three years, andthe 
Instruction to be imparted, while designed thoroughly to qualify 
pro fessional Students for the practice of their profession, will also fully 
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recognize the important fact, seaiciegh no doubt, was a main mduce- 
ment for the ac ctior n of t he Faculty’s generous benefactor, that upcn 
the character of the Bar depends tha of the Bench and of the admin- 
istration of ste and to a great extent also the character of the 
public men and public life of the country ; that, in fact, from the 
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2 
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ranks of no other profession are so many called to fill high positions 
of trust and t to perform duties, the efficient and upright discharge cf 
which is of vital importance to the community. 

the Faculty, under the W. C. McDonald endow- 
ment, a number of well-known names have been added to the stafis 


In reorganizing 
as shown above, and the courses largely specialized. It was felt, 
that while professional men, engaged in the active practice of their 
profession, might be relied upon to deliver regularly a limited num- 
ber of lectures, on special subjects, they could not be expected to 
undertake to submit to the serious interference with their business 
and inevitable interruptions, involved in very lengthy courses. And 
to obviate the difficulties and drawbacks necessarily arising from 
sole dependence, as heretofore, on professional men in active practice, 
for attending to the interests and maintaining the efficiency of the 
Faculty, and to meet a deeply-felt want in this respect, the Dean has 
been appointed as a salaried officer, whose duty it will be primarily 
to devote his whole time to the work. 

Further, the Professor of Legal Bibliography has been ap] ointed 
secretary ar. d librarian, and will have supervision of the Library,— 
ccmprising at present the Jaw libraries of the late Mr. Griffin, Q.C., 
of the late Chancellor Day, and of part of the library of the late Mr. 
Justice McKay, all of which were bequeathed to the University ; and 
also of the law library of the late Mr. Justice Torrance, now the pro- 
perty of the Fraser Institute, of which he was a trustee—the use of 
which has been generously granted to the Faculty by the present 
trustees. ‘The above law books will of themselves afford to the law 
student a library which will generally prove sufficient for his wants, 
and which will be kept up and added to by the expenditure of a sum 
annually in the purchase of books. ‘There will also be prov ided in 
connection therewith a reading room, in which the leading law 
magazines and literature of the day will be found.

man Law may be recognized throughout the greater portion of our 
Civil Code, often combined with or incorporated into that noble 
system elaborated and perfected by Pothier and other great French 
Jurists, both of the ancient and modern epochs, which is the direct 
source of most of our Civil Law ; while nearly the whole body of 
English Criminal and Constitutional Law and large portions of 
English Commercial Law are equally parts of the law of this Pro- 
vince, 


The importance of the Notarial profession, and of a knowledge of 
notarial] practice and conveyancing, has led to the appointmentas a 
full member of the Faculty of a Professor of Notaria] Law, 


whose

With a view. to extendi 


ing as far as possible the usefulness of the 
Faculty, the courses of lectures on commercial subjects have been 
so arranged, that young men engaged in banks or other business

Every Student, previous to his admission, must produce a certificate of educa- 
tional acquirements satisfactory to the Faculty, or submit himself toa matricula- 
tion in writing, reading aloud, dictation, arithmetic (including vulgar fractions), 
English grammar (as a text-book, Miller’s Swinton’s Language Lessons). It 
will be seen that this examination is far from severe; yet it affords a certain 
euarantee that illiterate men will not be admitted.

No College is recognized unless its Students are required to matriculate, 
REGISTRATION AND PAYMENT OF FEES,

The said register shall be closed on the last day of October in each year.

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GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


Students of this Faculty will be graded as of the First, the Second, and the 
Final Year. 

In each year Students will take the studies fixed for that year only, unless by 
special permission of the Faculty. 

Persons desirous of entering as Occasional Students shall apply to the Dean of 
the Faculty for admission as such, and shall obtain a ticket or tickets for the class 
or classes they desire to attend. 

All Students shall be subject to the following regulations as regard attendance 
and conduct :— 


A class-book shall be kept by each Professor and Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted ; and the said class book 
shall be submitted to the Faculty at a meeting to be held between the close of 
the lectures and the coramencement of the examinations ; and the Faculty shall, 
after examination of such class-book, decide which Students shall be deemed to 
have been sufficiently regular in their attendance to entitle them to proceed to 
the examination in the respective classes. 

Punctual attendance on all classes proper to his year is required of each 
Student. Absence or tardiness, without sufficient excuse, or inattention or 
disorder in the class-room, if persisted in after admonition by the Professor, will be 
reported to the Dean of the Faculty, who may reprimand the Student, or report to 
the Faculty, as he may decide. While in the building, or going to or from it, 
Students are expected to conduct themselves in the same orderly manner as in 
the class-rooms. Any Professor observing improper conduct in the class-rocms 
or elsewhere in the building, will admunish the Student, and, if necessary, report 
him to the Dean. 

When Students are reported to the Faculty under the above rules, the Faculty 
may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, disqualify from competing for 
prizes or honors, suspend from classes, or report to the Corporation for expulsion. 

Any Student injuring the furniture or building will be required to repair the 
same at his own expense, and will, in addition, be subject to such penalty as the 
Faculty may see fit to impose. 

All cases of discipline involving the interests of more than one Faculty, or of 
the University generally, shall be reported to the Principal, or, in his absence, to 
the Vice-Principal. 

The College year shall be divided into two terms, the first extending to the 
Christmas vacation, and the second from the expiration of the Christmas vaca- 
tion to the 30th March following. 

Fach lecture shall be of one hour’s duration, but the Professors shall have the 
right to substitute an examination for any such lecture. 

At the end of each term there shall be a general examination of all the classes,

HISTOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The Histological Laboratory is a large, well-lighted room. It is so arranged 
that over eighty Students can be present at the microscopical demonstrations. 
For this purpose it is supplied with thirty-five microscopes, all from the well 
known makers, Zeiss, Hartnack and Leitz. From the large number of micro- 
scopes employed, Students will have special facilities in studying and making 
themselves thoroughly acquainted with the specimens that are the subjects of 
demonstration, 


PRACTICAL MICROSCOPY. 


This is an entirely optional course, in charge of Prof. Wilkins. It is intended 
especially for teaching the technique of Microscopy. Students will be shown 
how to examine blood, etc., fresh specimens and morbid products, also to cut, 
stain, and mount specimens. For this purpose they will have furnished them both 
normal and diseased structures, with which they will be able to secure a cabinet 
of at least 100 specimens, which will be of great benefit when in practice.

COURSES OF LECTURES. 
BOTANY. 
D, P. PENHALLOW. 


The purpose of this course is to give Students a good grounding in the princi 
ples of General Morphology, to advance their knowledge of the Comparative 
Physiology of animals and plants, and enable them to determine readily such 
species of plants as may come under their observation. It comprises,— 

1. A course of lectures on General Morphology and Classification, Histology 
and Physiology. The lectures are illustrated by means of the microscope, and 
by the models and large collections in the Peter Redpath Museum, 

2. Practical work in the determination and classification of Species, for which 
the Botanic Garden of the University offers special facilities. 

3. Studiesin Canadian Botany, This work is prosecuted by means of field- 
excursions, which are held as often as opportunity is afforded during the autumn 
months. } 

4. A special collection of medicinal plants, now being formed at the Gardens, 
offers a valuable preparation in the course of Pharmacology. 
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ZOOLOGY.*

HISTOLOGY.

This will consist of a course of ten lectures, and twenty-five weekly demonstra- 
tions with the Microscope. As the demonstrations will be chiefly relied upon 
for teaching the Microscopic Anatomy of the various structures, the specimens 
under observation will then be minutely described. Plates and diagrams spe- 


cially prepared for these lectures will be freely made use of. 
COMPARATIVE PATHOLOGY. 


Besides lectures and demonstrations in General Pathology and Morbid Ana- 
tomy, the Students will perform autopsies under the direction of the teacher. The 
experimental study of contagious and parasitic diseases will receive special atten- 
tion. 

MEDICINE AND SURGERY. 


D. McEAcHRAN, F.R.C.V.S. 


This course is intended for Students of the second and third years only. 

The course embraces the principles and practice of Veterinary Medicine, 
including the diseases of domestic animals, their nature, causes, symptoms, and 
treatment. It necessarily includes Pathology and Pathological Anatomy, with 
daily clinical demonstrations in the hospital and yard practice of the College, as 
well as illustrations from plates, preserved specimens, and fresh material furnished 
by the Pathologist. 

The course on Surgery embraces Surgical Anatomy and Practices of Surgery, 
and will be illustrated by a large collection of surgical appliances, about to be 
added to the College material for the illustration of lectures. 

The large and varied practice of the College furnishes abundance of cases for 
demonstration purposes. 

Special lectures will be given on Sanitary Science, Quarantine, inspection of 
meat and milk, and also on the examination of horses for soundness. 


ANATOMY.

In this course the Anatomy of the horse is the subject of special study ; while 
the structural differences of all the domestic animals are carefully explained and

SPECIAL COURSE ON STOCK-BREEDING, 


Professor D. McEachran will during the session deliver a special course of 
lectures on the Breeds of Horses, Cattle, Sheep and Swine, embracing their 
breeding and management on farms and on the prairies. This course will also 
embrace inspection and transportation of animals by railroad and steamer, sub- 
jects of general information of great value to Practitioners of Comparative 
Medicine, 


The above special courses are free to all Students. 
THE MUSEUM 


contains a large collection of natural and artificial specimens, consisting of skele- 
tons of almost all the domestic animals, numerous specimens of diseased bones, 
preparations by Dr. Auzoux of all the different organs in the body, natural 
dissections, colored models, diagrams, etc., etc., all of which are used in illus- 
trating the lectures, and to which the Students have frequent opportunities of 
referring. There has been recently added a large and valuable private Mu- 
seum, presented to the Faculty by J. W. Gadsden, M.R.C.V.S., of Philadelphia, 
Penna., U.S. 


THE PHARMACY, 


All the medicines used in the practice of the College are compounded by the 
Students, under the direction of the Professors, from prescriptions for each par- 
ticular case, and most of them are administered or applied by them. For this 
purpose they are detailed for certain pharmaceutical duties alternately. By this 
means they become familiar with the physical properties, compatibilities, doses 
and uses of the medicines, and become expert in administering them to the 


different patients brought for treatment, 
THE PRACTICE. 


The Hospital and Daily Clinics, as well as a very extensive out-door practice, 
including most of the largest stables in the city and numerous farms in the 
vicinity, afford excellent opportunities for clinical observation on horses of all 
breeds and ages.

HINTS TO STUDENTS. 


The Matriculation Examination which you have to undergo is by no means 4 
severe one, and if you are not prepared to pass it, you should begin at once to 
improve your education. 

You had better not commence professional reading till you have become 
familiar with the fundamental subjects. Practice, except under the guidance of a 
thoroughly educated practitioner, is more likely to mislead than aid you. 

It is advisable that you should arrive in Montreal before the opening day, so as 
to give you time to procure suitable lodgings. Endeavor by all means to be 
present at the introductory lectures on all subjects ; you cannot miss one lecture 
without thereby losing valuable preparatory information. Come prepared to 
procure at once the necessary text books and note books. Make your arrange- 
ments so as to enable you to devote your entire time and undivided attention 
to your studies, as the three sessions which the curriculum covers will be found 
none too long to accomplish the necessary proficiency in the various branches of 


study required of you.

ANNOUNCEMENT FOR THE SESSION 1891-92. 


This Institution is intended to give a thoreugh training to teachers, 

by instruction and training in the Normal School itself, and by 
practice in the Model Schools ; and the arrangements are of such a 
character as to afford the greatest possible facilities to Students 
{rom all parts of the Province. 

The thirty-sixth session of this school will commence on the first 
of September, 1891, and close on the thirty-first of May, 1892, 
The complete course of study extends over four years, and the 
Students are graded as follows :— 

1.—Elementary School Class.—Studying for the Elementary 
School Diploma. 

> —Model School Class.—Studying for the Model Schooh 
Diploma. 

3.—Academy Class.—Studying for the Academy Diploma. 

All the following regulations and privileges apply to male and 
female students alike. 
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I. TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


(Extracted from the Regulations of the Protestan# Committee of 
the Council of Public Lnstruction. ) 


Any British subject who produces a certificate of good moral 
character from the minister of the congregation to which he belongs, 
and evidence to show that he has completed the sixteenth year 
of his age, may be admitted to examination for entrance into the 

‘lementary School Class, or, if he has < completed his seventeenth 
year, to the entrance examinations of the Model Schoo! Class, 
(See Note a.) 

Previous to admission to the Elementary School Class, every 
pupil-teacher shall undergo an examination as to his sufficient know- 
ledge of reading, writing, the rudiments of grammar in his own 
language, geography, and arithmétic: before admission to the 
Model School Class he must give proof of his know! ledge of the 
subjects of the previous year, Except as stated below, the exam- 
ination shall take place before the Principal, or before such other 
person as he may specially appoint for the purpose. (See Vote b.) 

All candidates who present certificates of h aving passed in Grade 
III. Model School Course, and all holders of Elementary School] 
diplomas, shall be exempt from Aten for admission to the 
Elementary School Class. All candidates who have passed at the 
A.A, examinations, taking two-thirds of the aggregate marks, and 
who have passed in French, and all holders of Model School dip- 
lomas, shall be exempt from examination for admission to the 
Model School Class.

IV..CONDITIONS OF CON PINUANCE IN THE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


Teachers-in-training guilty of drunkenness, of frequenting taverns, 
of entering disorderly houses or gambling houses, keeping com- 
pany with disorderly persons, or committing any act of immorality or 
insubordination, shall be expelled. (See Vote c.) 

Each professor shall have the power of excluding from his lectures 
any Student who may be inattentive to his studies, or guilty of any 
minor infraction of the regulations, until the matter can be reported 
to the Principal. 


V. ATTENDANCE ON RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


Teachers-in-training will be required to state with what religious 
denomination they are connected; and a list of the students con- 
nected with each denomination shall be furnished to one ofthe minis- 
ters of such denomination resident in Montreal, with the request that 
he will meet weekly with that portion of the teachers-in-training, or 
otherwise provide for their religious instruction. Every Thursday 
after four o’clock will be assigned for this purpose. 


In addition to punctual attendance at weekly religious instruction 
each student will be required to attend public worship at his own 
ehurch, at least once every Sunday. 


VI. BOARDING-HOUSES. 


1, The teachers-in-training shall state the place of their residence, 
and those who cannot reside with their parents, will be permitted to 
live'in boarding houses, but in such only as shall bes ecially approved 
of. No boarding houses having permission to board male teachers- 
in-training will be permitted to receive female teachers-in-training as 
boarders, and vice versa. (See Lote g.) 

2. They are on no account to be absent from their lodgings after 
half-past nine o’clock in the evening. 

3. They will be allowed to attend such lectures and public meet- 


“ngs only as may be considered by the Principal conducive to their 
moral and mental improvement, 
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4. A copy of the regulations shall be sent to all keepers of lodging= 
houses at the beginning of the session. 

5. In case of lodgings being chosen by parents or guardians, a 
written statement of the parent or guardian shall be presented to the 
Principal. 

6. All intended changes of lodgings shall be made known before- 
hand to the Principal or to one of the professors. 

7. Boarding-houses shall be visited monthly by a committee of 
professors. 

8. Special visitations shall be made in case of sickness being 
reported, either by professors or by ladies connected with the school ; 
and, if necessary, medical attendance shall be procured. 

9. Students and lodging house keepers are required to report, as 
soon as possible, all cases of serious illness, and all infractions of 
rules touching boarding houses. 


VII. ACADEMY DIPLOMAS TO GRA DUATES. 


Granted under the Regulations of the Protestant Committee of the 
Council of Public Instruction. 


Graduates in Arts from any British or Canadian University, »who 
have passed in Latin, Greek and French in the Bas gree Examinations, 
or who have taken at least second class standing in these subjects at 
their Intermediate Examinations, shall be entitled to receive first 
class Academy diplomas, provided that they ha ve also taken a reg- 
ular course in the Art of Teaching at the McGill N¢ ormal School, or 
other public training institution outside the Pro vince approved by 
the Protestant Committee. 

Graduates who have not passed in French, as_ prescribed above, 
may, on application, be examined in that subject before the Prin- 
cipal of the McGill Normal School, and, if satisfactory, such exam- 
ination shall be accepted in ‘lieu of the prescribed standing in 
French in the University examinations. 

To meet the requirements of Graduates and U ndergraduates in

ten years, shall, when recommended by the Committee, be entitled to- 
receive first class Academy diplomas. 

Any candidate who presents to the Principal of the McGill Nor- 
mal School, (a) the requisite certificates of age and of good moral 
character, according to Form No, 1 (page 12), and (4) satisfactory 
certificates that he has complied with either of the foregoing regu- 
lations, shall be recommended by him to the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction for an Academy diploma of the class to which he

VIII. NOTES ON THE PRECEDING REGULATIONS. 


Chiefiy extracted from the By-Laws of the McGill Normal School. 


(2) On application to the Principal of the School, candidates for admission will 
be furnished with forms of application, containing the required forms of certifi- 
cate of good character and of agreement to teach for three years in some Public 
School in the Province of Quebec. 

(6) Teachers-in-training admitted to the Elementary School class at the beginning 
of a session must be able to parse correctly a simple English sentence ; to write 
a neat dictation from any school reader, with no more than five per cent. of mis- 
takes in spelling, in the use of capitals, and in the division of words into syllables ; 
to give the names and state the positions of the continents, of the oceans, of the 
greater islands, peninsulas, capes, mountains, gulfs, bays, straits, lakes, and 
rivers, and of the chief political divisions and most important cities of the 
world ; and to work correctly examples in the simple rules of arithmetic and in 
fractions. 

(c) Teachers-in-training are expected to give'their whole time and attention 
-to the work of the school, and are not permitted to engage in any other course of 
study or business during the session of the school. 

There shall be no intercourse between male and female teachers-in-training 
while in school, or when going to or returning from it. Teachers of one sex are 
strictly prohibited from visiting those of the other. 

Teachers-in-training who leave the Normal School in the middle of a session 


are expected to assign to the Principal satisfactory reasons, accompanied, in case 


Of failure of health, by medical certificates. 

(d) The J. C. Wilson prize of forty dollars and a book, annually chosen by the 
donor, shall be given to that teacher-in-training of the Elementary School class 
who passes for a diploma, and takes the h 
examination of the year.

If in any year there are teachers- 
ia-training in two Universities, the Principal of the Normal School, in view of 
the examinations set, and of the number of marks reported for each examination, 
shall determine to whom this medal! shall be awarded. 

(e) In order to be recognized as teachers-in-training for the Academy diploma, 
students who have fulfilled the conditions stated in the regulations of the Protes- 
tant Committee of the Council of Public Instruction must apply at the beginning 
of each collegiate year to the Principal of the Normal School -for enrolment, and 
for certificates of enrolment to be presented to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts. 
Having entered college, they must report to the Principal of the Normal School 
‘from time to time, as he may require, and must furnish him with certificates of 
having successfully passed their several examinations. without which {certificates, 
signed by the Dean of the Faculty or his representative, no bursaries shall be 
paid, 

(f) The date of the examination of graduates in Arts for Academy diplomas 
shall be the 20th day of May, or the school day next succeeding that date; the 

‘hours shall be from Io a.m. to 12 noon. 

(g) No boarding house is attached to the institution, but every care will be 
taken to ensure the comfort and good conduct of the Students in private boarding 
houses approved by the Principal, who will furnish lists to applicants for admis- 


sion, Board can be obtained at from $12 to $16 per month.

Meteorological Observations are made every fourth hour, beginning at 3° 0™ 
Eastern standard time; also at $5 om and 20hom. Independent bi-hourly tem- 
perature observations are also made. The principal mstruments employed are 
the following :—Two standard mercurial barometers; one Kew standard thermo- 
meter ; two Pastorelli thermometers ; one maximum thermometer ; one minimum 
thermometer ; one set of six self-recording thermometers, with controlling clock, 
jhatiery, etc. ; two anemometers ; one wind vane (wind-mill pattern); one anemo- 
graph, with battery, etc.; one sunshine recorder; one rain-band spectroscope ; 


one rain gauge ; and several spare thermometers. 


The Anemometer and Vane are on the summit of Mount Royal, at a point 
about three-quarters of a mile north-west of the Observatory. They are 57 fest 

xbove the surface of the ground and $10 feet above sea level, 
The Astronomical Equipment consists of:—The Blackman Telescope (6% 
in.) 3; 2 photoheliograph (4% in,); a 3 in. transit, with striding level; two 2 in. 
ransits, arranged as collimating telescopes; one sidereal clock ; one mean-time 
clock ; one sidéreal chronometer ; one mean-time chronometer ; one chronograph ; 

batteries, telegraph lines and sundry mifor instruments. 

Observations for clock errors are made on nearly every clear night. Time 
exchanges are regularly made with the Toronto Observatory. Time signals are

distributed throughout the city by means of the noon time-ball, continuous clock 


signals, and the fire alarm bells ; and to the country, through the telegraph lines.

I. Endowments and Subscriptions of the University and of the 
Faculty of Arts. 
1 ORIGINAL ENDOWMENT, 1811. 


THE HONORABLE JAMES McGILL, who was born at Glasgow, 6th Oct., 1744, 
and died at Montreal, 19th Dec., 1813, by his last will and testament, under 
date 8th January, 1811, devised the Estate of Burnside, situated near the City 
of Montreal, and containing forty-seven acres of land, with the Manor House 
and Buildings thereon erected, and also bequeathed the sum of ten thousand 
pounds in money unto the “ Royal Institution forthe Advancement of Learn- 
ing,” a Corporation constituted in virtue of an Act of Parliament pa-sed in the 
Forty-first Year of the Reign of His Majesty, King George the Third, to erect 
and establish a University or College, for the purpose of Education and the 
advancement of learning, in the Province of Lower Canada, with a competent 
number of Professors and Teachers to render such Establishment effectual and 
beneficial for the purposes intended ; requiring that one of the Colleges to be 
comprised in the said University should be named and perpetually be known 
and distinguished by the appellation of “ McGill College.”

2. UNIVERSITY BUILDINGS, ETC,

the munificent donation of the founder whose name it bears,

This endowment, given by the Honorable Sir Donald A. Smith of Montreal, is for 
the education of women in the subjects of the Faculty of Arts, up to the standard 
of the examination for B A., in classes wholly separate, to constitute a separate 
Special Course or College for women,—$120.000,

6. ENDOWMENTS OF MEDALS AND PRIZES. 


In 1856 Henry Chapman, Esq., founded a gold medal, to be named the « Henry 
Chapman Gold Medal,” to be given annually in the graduating class in Arts, 
This Meda] was endowed by Mr. Chapman in 1874, with the Sum of S700. 

In 1860 the sum of £200, presented to the College by H. R.H. the Prince of Wales, 
was applied to the foundation of a Gold Medal, to be called the « Prince of 
Wales Gold Medal,’”’ which is given in the graduating class for Honour 
Studies in Mental and Moral Philosophy. 

In, 1864 the “ An ne Molson Gold Meda] ”’ was founded and endowed by Mrs. John 
Molson, of Belmont Hall, Montreal, for an Honour Course in Mathematics and 
Physical Science. 

In the same year the “ Shakespeare Gold Medal,’’ for an Honour Course, to com- 
prise and include the works of Shakespeare and the Literature of England, 
from his time to the time of Addison, both inclusive, and such other accessory 
subjects as the Corporation may from time to time appoint—was founded and 
endowed by citizens of Montreal, on occasion of the three hundredth anni- 
Vversary of the birth of Shakespeare,

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APPENDIX. 
COLLEGE GROUNDS, 


Under the regulations of the Governors, restricting the use of the exercise 
grounds to College clubs, and until permanent arrangements can be made in 
connection with anew gymnasium on the grounds, the following rules are in 
force :— 


1, The membership of all clubs using the grounds must consist exclusively of 
members of the University. 


2, No damage must be done to fences, trees, grass, etc.

3. All clubs desiring to use the ground in the time of the statutory college 
session, z,¢., from September Ist to May Ist, must register their officers, objects, 
riles and time desired, in the Principal’s office, on or before September 2oth in 
each year, when rights and privileges will be as-igned to them. 


4. Clubs desiring to use any portion of the grounds in the summer vacation, 
that is, from May Ist to September 15th, shall register as above on or before 
April Ist. 


5. No clubs not so registered can be recognized, nor any right of students not 
organized in regular clubs. 


6 Noclub has any right to invite strangers, except by special permission of 
the Board of Governors. 


7. The University Athletic Association mayuse the grounds for the training of 
its members from September Ist to date of the College sports, at such times as 
may benecessary, Tickets shall be furnished to students so in training. 


8. Allthe above privileges are subject to be revoked at any time by resolution 
of. the Governors.

encritl Statement. 


SESSION OF 1892-93. 


The Sixtieth Session of the University, being the Thirty-ninth under the 

amended Charter, will commence in the autumn of 1892. 
By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation 
of the University ; and, under the Statutes framed by the Board of Governors, 
with the approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts 
and Faculties in McGill College and Colleges affiliated thereto.. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training .. 
In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational ; and 
while all possible attention will be given to the character aud conduct of Students, 
no interference with their peculiar views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, 
Montreal, and in the Affiliated Colleges and Schools. 


‘I. McGILL COLLEGE. 


THE FacuLty oF ARTs.—The complete course of study extends over four 
Sessions of eight months each ; and includes Classics and Mathematics, 
Experimental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, 
Natural Science, and one Modern Language or Hebrew. The course of study 
is, with few exceptions, the same for all Students in the first two years ; but in 
the third and fourth years extensive options are allowed, more especially 
in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathematics, Mental and Moral 
Science, Natural Science, English Literature and Modern Languages. 
Cerfain exemptions are also pegs to professional Students, The course 
of study leads to the Degrees of B.A:, M.A. , and LL.D.

§ I. MATRICULATION AND ADMISSION. — Ee acer 
In this University those only who attend Lectures are denom- . ig! be ees 
inated Students, ee 
Students in the Faculty of Arts are classified as Matriculated or oo 
Occasional. Matriculated Students are those who have their names eo! 


entered in the “ Matricula ” of the University ; they are subdivided 
into Undergraduates and Partial Students; Non-matriculated are 
denominated Occasional Students. The conditions of admission inet 
for each and for Students of other Universities are given below, 


1. UNDERGRADUATES, 


Undergraduates alone can proceed to the degree of B.A. Can- 


didates for admission to the First Year, as Undergraduates, are bys sen B 
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required to pass the First Year Entrance Examination. The suc- 
cessful Candicates are arranged as First Class, Second Class, and 
Passed. To the most deserving in the First Class the First Year 
Exhibitions are awarded. For those who aim at passing only, a 
minimum course is appointed, and there are two examinations in 
the year, as follows :— 

(1) That held in the first week of June, concurrently with the 
examinations for Associate in Arts. Schools desirous to take advan- 
tage of this may send their pupils for examination to McGill Col- 
lege ; or, if at a distance, by sending in to the Secretary of the 
University the names of Deputy Examiners for approval, with a 
list of candidates, on or before May 1st, may have papers sent to 
them. (2) That held at the opening: of the session, on September 
15th and following days, in McGill College alone. 

As the examination is intended as a test of qualification for admission to the 
classes of the University, certificates of passing are not granted except to those 
who subsequently attend lectures. Candidates who may have passed the exami- 
nation are not ‘‘ Matriculated’’ until they have paid all the prescribed fees for 
the session and complied with the other University regulations (see ‘* Directions ” 
below).

7. Exhibitions and Scholarships will not necessarily be awarded to the best 
ansWerers at the Examinations. Absolute merit will be required, 

8. Ifin any one College Year there be not a sufficient number of Candidates 
showing absolute merit, any one or more of the Exhibitions or Scholarships offered 
for competition may be transferred to more deserving Candidates in another year. 

9. A successful Candidate must, in order to retain his Scholarship or Exhibi- 
tion, proceed regularly with his College Course to the satisfaction of the Faculty. 

Io. The annual income of the Scholarships or Exhibitions will be paid in 
four instalments, viz. :—In October, December, February and April, about the 
2oth day of each month.

EXEMPTIONS FROM FEES UNDER PRESENTATION SCHOLAR- 
SHIP, ETC. 


Four exemptions from fees may be granted by the Board of Governors, from 
time to time to the most successful Students who may present themselves as Can- 
didates. By order of the Board, one of these is given annually to the Dux of the 
High School of Montreal, and one to the Dux of any other Academy or High 
School, sending up in one year entrance three or more Candidates competent 
to pass creditably the Matriculation Examination. 


In the event of any Academy or High School in the Province of Quebec 
ofiering for competition among its pupils an Annual Bursary in the Faculty of 


Arts of not less than $80, the Governors will .add the amount of the fees of tuition 
thereto, 


Exemptions from fees, not exceeding three in number, may be given to 
holders of the Academy Diploma of the McGill Normal School, who, on fulfill- 
ing the required conditions, enter in the Second Year, if at the Diploma Exam- 
ination they have taken 75 per cent. of the total marks, with not less than two- 
thirds of the marks in Latin and in Greek. (For exemptions from fees to Normal 
School Students, see regulations of Normal School.) 


By resolution of the Board of Govenors, exemptions are granted to students 
of any affiliated Theological College, recommended by its Principal, and entering 
the Faculty of Arts as Matriculated Students. The number of such exemptions 
will be determined from time to time by the Board of Governors. 


One exemption is given annually to the pupil (boy or girl) of the Montreal 
High School holding a Commissioner's exemption from the Schools of the Pro- 
testant Commissioners, Montreal, who has taken the highest marks at the A. A. 
Examination, and is recommended by the Commissioners. 





§ ITI. COURSE OF STUDY. 

An Undergraduate, in order to attain the Degree of B.A., is 

required, after passing the First Year Matriculation Examination 

(see § I), to attend the appointed courses of lectures regularly for four 

years, and to pass two Examinations in each year, viz., at Christmas 

and in April. If he fail at any one of these examinations he is not 
allowed to proceed with his course until he has passed it subse- 
quently. (See § IV.) Undergraduates aré arranged, according 
to their standing, as of the First, Second, Third or Fourth Year.

III. FOR THE DEGREE OF LL.D. 


This Degree is intended as an incentive to and recognition of special study 
bY Masters of Arts in some branch of Literature or Science. The thesis or short 
printed treatise referred to below is regarded as the chief test of the candidate’s 
mastery of the subject he has chosen and of his power of handling it. A very 
wide range of choice is allowed in order to suit individual tastes,

printed copies ofa Thesis on some Literary or Scientific subject p2 e- 
viously approved by the Faculty, and possessing such a degree of 
Literary or Scientific merit, and evidencing such originality of 
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thought or extent of research as shall, in the opinion of the Faculty, 
Justify it in recommending him for that degree. 

N.B.—The subject should be submitted before the Thesis 1s 
written. 

II. Every Candidate for the Degree of LL.D, in Course is 
required to submit to the Faculty of Arts, with his Thesis, a list of 
books, treating of gome one branch of Literature or of Science 
satisfactory to the Faculty, in which he is prepared to submit to 
examination, and on which he shall be examined, unless otherwise 
ordered by vote of the Faculty, For fees see § XI. 


§ V. SPECIAL PROVISIONS FOR CANDIDATES FOR 
HONOURS AND FOR PROFESSIONAL STUDENTS. 


The Honour lectures are open to Undergraduates only, and no Undergra- 
duate is permitted to attend unless (a) he has been placed in the First Class in 
the subject at the preceding Sessional Examination, if there be one, and has (3) 
satisfied the Professor that he is otherwise qualified. (c) While attending lectures 
his progress must be satisfactory to the Professor. If not satisfactory, he may be 


notified by the Faculty to discontinue attendance. 


I. Candidates for Honours in the Second Year. 


Candidates for Honours in the Second Year who have obtained Honours in 
the First Year may omit the lectures and examinations either in Modern Lan 
guages (or Hebrew) or Botany, giving notice of the subject at the beginning of 


the session, 


IT. Candidates for Honours in the Third Year. 


Every Candidate for Honours in the Third Vear must, in order to obtain 
exemptions, have passed the Intermediate Examination, and must in the Examin- 
ations of the Second Year have taken First Rank Honours, if Honours be offered 
in the subjects, or ifnot, First Class at the Ordinary Sessional Examinations in 
the subject in which he proposes to compete for Honours, and be higher than 
Third Class in the majority of the remaining subjects ; such Candidates shall be 
entitled in the Third Year to exemption from lectures and examinations in any 
one of the subjects required by the general rule (see § III), except that in which 
he is a Candidate for Honours. A Candidate for Honours in the Third Year who 
has failed to obtain Honours shall be required to take the same examinations for 


B.A. as the ordinary Undergraduates. 
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Ll. Candidates for B.A. Honours. 


A Student who has taken Honours of the first rank in the Third Year, and 
desires to be a Candidate for B.A. Honours, shall be required to attend two only 
of the courses of lectures given in the ordinary departments, and to pass the two 
corresponding examinations only at the ordinary B.A. Examination. Candidates, 
however, who at the B.A. Examinations obtain Third Rank Honours, will not be 
allowea credit for these exemptions at the end of the Session, unless the 2xaminers 
certify that the knowledge shown of the whole Honour Course (Part II. as well 
as Part I.) is sufficient to justify it. A student who has taken Second Rank 
Honours in the Third Year, and desires to be a Candidate for B.A. Honours in 
the same subject, shall be allowed to continue in the Fourth Year the study of the 
same departments that he has taken in the Third Year, but shall be required to 
take the same number of subjects as in the Ordinary Course. 

Notre —For subjects of Ordinary Course see § III. 


IV. Professional Students. 


Students of the Third and Fourth Years, matriculated in the Faculties of 
Law, Medicine, or Applied Science, of the University, or in any affiliated Theo- 
logical College, are entitled to exemption from any one of the Ordinary subjects 
required in the Third and Fourth Years. (For rule concerning ‘‘ Special Certi- 
ficates,” see § IV.) 

To be allowed these privileges in either year, they must give notice at the 
commencement of the Session to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts of their in- 
tention to claim exemptions as Professional Students, and must produce at the 
end of the Session certificates of attendance on a full course of Professional 


Lectures during the year for which the exemption is claimed. 
V. Students of the University attending Affiliated Theological Colleges. 


1. Such Students, whether entered as Matriculated or Occasional, are subject 
to the regulations of the Faculty of Arts in the same manner as other Students. 

2. The Faculty will make formal reports to the Governing body of the 
Theological College which any such Students may attend, as to :—(1) their con- 
duct and attendance on the classes of the Faculty; and (2) their standing in the 
several examinations ; such reports to be furnished after the Christmas and Ses- 
sional Examinations severally, if called for. 

3. Undergraduates are allowed no exemptions in the course for the degree of 
B.A. until they have passed the Intermediate Examination; but they may take 
Hebrew in the First or Second Years, instead of French or German, 

4. Inthe Third and Fourth Years they are allowed exemptions, as stated 
above. 

* Any Student who, under any of the above rules, desires to take Experi- 
mental Physics is required to take Mechanics and Hydrostatics also, in the 
Third Year. 
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5 VI. MEDALS, HONOURS, PRIZES, AND CLASSING. 


1. Gold Medals will be awarded in the B.A. Honour Examina- 
tions to Students who take the highest Honours of the First Rank 
in the subjects stated below, and who shall have passed creditably 
the Ordinary Examinations for the Degree of B.A., provided they 
have been recommended therefor to the Corporation by the 
Faculty on the report of the Examiners :— 

The Henry Chapman Gold Medal, for Classical Languages and Litera- 

ture, 

The Prince of Wales Gold Medal, for Mental and Moral Philosophy. 

The Anne Molson Gold Medal, for Mathematics and Natural Philosophy. 

The Shakestere Gold Medal, for the English Language, Literature and 

History. 

The Logan Gold Medal, for Geology and other Natural Sciences. 

Maujor Hiram Mills Gold Medal, for a subject to be chosen by the Faculty 

from year to year. 

If there be no Candidate for any Medal, or if none of the Candidates fulfill 

the required conditions, the Medal will be withheld, and the proceeds of its en- 
dowment for the year may be devoted to prizes in the subject for which the Medal 
was intended. For details, see announcements of the several subjects below. 
2. Honours of First, Second or Third Rank will be awarded 
to those Undergraduates who have successfully passed the Examin- 
ations in any Honour Course established by the Faculty, and have 
also passed creditably the ordinary Examinations in all the subjects 
proper to their year. 

The Honour Examinations are each dividéd into two parts, 
separated by an interval of a few days, under the following regula- 


tions :— 
(a) No Candidate will be admitted to Part II., unless he has 
shown a thorough and accurate knowledge of the course appointed 


for Part I. 
(6) The names of the successful Candidates in Part L. will be 


announced before Part II. begins. 
(c) First or Second Rank Honours will be awarded to those 


Candidates only who are successful in Part II. 
(2) Third Rank Honours will be awarded to those who are 


successful in Part I alone.

By an Order of the Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario in Council, Honours in 
this University confer the same privileges in ( ntario as Honours in the Univer- 
sites of that Province, as regards certificates of eligibility for the duties of Public 
School Inspectors, ana as regards exentption from the non-professional Examina- 
tion of Teachers for first-class Certificates Jor Grades ‘ A and Be 

3. SPECIAL CERTIFICATES will be given to those Candidates for 
B.A. who shall have been placed in the First Class at the ordinary 
B.A. Examination. The Candidates must have obtained three- 
fourths of the maximum marks in the aggregate of the studies pro- 
per to their year, be in the First Class in not less than half the sub- 
jects, and have no Third Class. At this examination, no Candidate 
who has taken exemptions (see § V.) can be placed in the First 
Class unless he has obtained First Class in each of the departments 
in which he has been examined. 

4. CERTIFICATES of High General standing will be granted to 
those Undergraduates of the first two years who have obtained 
three-fourths of the maximum marks in the aggregate of the Studies 
proper to their year, are in the First Class in not less than half the 
subjects, and have not more than one Third Class. In the Third 
Year the conditions are the same as for the Special Certificate for B.A. 

5. PRIzEs OR CERTIFICATES to those Undergraduates who may 
have distinguished themselves in the studies of a particular class 
and have attended all the other classes proper to their year. 

6. His Excellency Lord Stanley has been pleased to offer a 
Gop Mepat for the study of Modern Languages and Literature, 
with History, or for First Rank General Standing, as may be 
announced, 

(a) The Regulations for the former are as follows :— 

(1) The subjects for competition shall be French and German, together with 
the History part of the present Honour Course for the Shakspeare Medal. 

(2) The Course of study shall extend over two years, viz., the Third and 
Fourth Years. 

(3) The successful Candidate must be capable of speaking and writing both 
languages correctly, 

(4) There shal] be examinations in the subjects of the course in both the 
Third and Fourth Years, at which Honours may be awarded to deserving Candi - 
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(5) The general conditions of competition, and the privileges as regards ex- 
emptions, shall be the same as for the other Gold Medals in the Faculty of Arts. 

(6) Students from other Faculties shall be allowed to compete, provided they 
pass the examinations of the Third and Fourth Years in the above subjects. 

(7) Candidates desiring to enter on the Third Year of the Course, who have 
not obtained first-class standing at the Intermediate or Sessional Examinations 
ofthe Second Year in Arts, are required to pass an examination in the work of 
the first two years of the Course in Modern Languages, if called on to do so by 
the Professors. 

(8) The subjects of Examination shall be those of the Honour Course in 
Modern Languages. 

(5) The Regulations for the Gold Medal, if awarded for First 
Rank General Standing, are as follows :— 

(1) The successful Candidate must take no exemptions or substitutions of 
any kind, whether Professional or Honour, in the Ordinary B.A. Examinations.

10. * CuHaritrs G. CosteER MemoriAL Prize.”—This Prize, 
intended as a tribute to the memory of the late Rev. Chas. G. 
Coster, M.A., Ph.D., Principal of the Grammar School, St. John, 
N.B., is offered by Colin H. Livingstone, Esq., B.A., to the Under- 
graduates (men or women) from the Maritime Provinces, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island. In April, 1893, 
it will be awarded to that Undergraduate of the First, Second or 
Third Year, from the above Provinces, who, in the opinion of the 
Faculty, has passed the most satisfactory Sessional Examinations. 


11. SCIENCE SCHOLARSHIPS GRANTED BY HER Majesty’s 
COMMISSION FOR THE EXHIBITION OF 1851.—These scholarships of 
£50 sterling a year in value are tenable for two or, in rare in- 
stances, three years. They are limited, according to the Report of 
the Commission, ‘‘ to those branches of Science (such as Physics, 
Mechanics and Chemistry) the extension of which is specially 
important for our national industries.” Their object is, not to 
facilitate ordinary collegiate studies, but ‘to enable students to 
continue the prosecution of science with the view of aiding in its 
advance or in its application to the industries of the country.” 

A nomination to one of these scholarships for the year 1892 
has been placed by the Commission at the disposal of McGill 
University, and another may be granted for the year 1894. 
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[t is open to Students of not less than three years standing in 
the Faculties of Arts or Applied Science, and is tenable at any 
University or at any other I:stitution approved by the Commission. 

12. The names of those who have taken Honours, Certificates 
or Prizes will be published in order of merit ; with mention, in the 
case of Students of the First and Second Years, of the schools in 
which their preliminary education has been received. 


§ VII. LICENSED BOARDING HOUSES. 


t. All Students under 2t years of age, not residing with parents 
or guardians, nor belonging to a Theological College, shall reside 
in licensed boarding-houses, unless they produce written authority 
from parents or guardians to reside elsewhere. 

2. Persons applying for a license to keep boarding-houses shall 
produce evidence satisfactory to the Principal as to their character 
and fitness, and the suitability of the house for the health and com- 
fort of the Students. They shail also supply him with a statement 
of charges. 

3. The keeper of the boarding-house shall report immediately 
to the Principal the entrance or departure of any Student, and any 
instance of immorality or disorderly conduct. 


§ VIII. ATTENDANCE AND CONDUCT. 


All Students shall be subject to the following regulations for 
attendance and conduct :— 

1. A Class book shall be kept by each Professor or Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted ; and the said Class-book 
shall be submitted to the Faculty at all their ordinary meetings during the 
Session. 


2. Each Professor shall call the roll immediately at the beginning of the lec- 
ture. Credit for attendance on any lecture may be refused on the grounds of 
lateness, inattention or neglect of study, or disorderly conduct in the class-room. 
In the case last mentioned the Student may, at the discretion of the Professor, be 
required to leave the class-room. Persistence in any of the above offences 
against discipline, after admonition by the Professor, shall be reported to the 
Dean of Faculty. The Dean may, at his discretion, reprimand the Student, or

refer the matter to the Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend 


from Classes. 

3. Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by necessity or 
duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to the Faculty. The num- 
ber of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that shall disqualify for the keep- 
ing of a Session, shall in each case be determined by the Faculty. 


4. While in the College, or going to or from it, Students are expected to con. 


duct themselves in the same orderly manner as in the Class rooms. Any Pro- 
less or observing improper conduct in the College buildings or grounds may 


admonish the Student, and, if necessary, report him to the Dean. 

5. Every Student is required to attend regularly the religious services of the 
denomination to which he belongs, and to maintain, without as well as within the 
walls of the College, a good moral characte. 

6. When Students are brought before the Faculty under the above rules, the 
Faculty may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, impose fines, disqualify 
from competing for prizes or honours, suspend from Classes, or report to the 
Corporation for expulsion. 

7. Any Student who does not report his residence on or before November 
Ist in each year is liable to a fine of one dollar, 

6. Any Student injuring the furniture or buildings will be required to repair 
the same at his own expense, and will, in addition, be subject to such other 
penalty as the Faculty may see fit to inflict, 

9. All cases of discipline involving the interests of more than one Faculty, or

ofthe University in general, shall be immediately reported to the Principal or, in 


his absence, to the Vice Principal. 

[Nore,—All Students are required to appear in Academic dress while in or 
about the College building. Students are requested to take notice that petitions 
to the Faculty on any subject cannot, in general, be taken into consideration, 


except at the regular meetings appointed in the Calendar.]

Secretary will then forward the Thesis to the Dean of the Faculty. 

*A Bachelor of Arts or a Master of Arts intending to proceed to a higher 
Degree is required, 7 addition to the above, to keep his name on the books of 
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the University, by the annual payment of a fee of $2 to the Registrar of the Uni- 
versity. He may, if he prefer it, compound for the above annual fees, by the pay - 
ment of $6 in one sum for the Master’s Degree, or $30 for the Doctor’s Degree, on 
or before the Cate of application forthe Degree.

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§I. GENERAL STATEMENT. 


The Instruction in this Faculty is designed to afford a complete 
preliminary training of a practical ‘as well as theoretical nature, to 
such Students as are preparing to enter any of the various branches 
of the professions of Engineering and Surveying, or are destined to 
be engaged in Assaying, Practical Chemistry, and the ‘higher forms 
of Manufacturing Art. 

Five distinct Departments of study are established, viz. :— 

(1).—Civil Engineering and Surveying, (2).—Electrical Engi- 
neering. (3).—Mechanical Engineering. © (4). 
ing. (5).—Practical Chemistry. 

Each of these extends over four years, and is specially adapted 
to the prospective pursuits of the Student. The subjects of instruc- 
tion in the several Departments are given in the Table on the 
following page. 

The Degrees conferred by the University upon such undergra- 
duates of this Faculty as shall fulfill the conditions and pass the 
Examinations hereinafter stated will be, in the first instance, 
“ Bachelor of Applied Science,” mention being made ‘in the Di- 
ploma of the particular Department of study pursued ; and, subse.

After entrance, one modern language, viz., FRENCH or GERMAN, 
must be studied. In the former subject an entrance examination 
(to the beginning of Syntax, with easy translation) will be held at 
the same time as the other examinations. The German may be 
taken without previous examination. 

Candidates who produce certificates of having already completed 
a portion of a course in some recognized School of Applied Science 
may be admitted to an equivalent standing, 
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PARTIAL STUDENTS.—Students may be al ullowed to take one or 
more courses of insti ‘uction upon showing by ex xamination or other- 
wise that they are qualified to do so.

§ IV. EXAMINATIONS.

II. FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF ENGINEERING. 


Candidates must be Bachelors of Applied Science of at least 
three years standing, and must produce satisfactory certificates of 
having been engaged during that time upon dona fide work in either 
the Civil, Electrical, Mechanical, - Mining Branch of E ngineering. 

They must pass with credit an examination extending over the 
general theory and practice of Engineering in which papers will 
be set having special reference to that particule? branch upon which 
they have been engaged during the three preceding years. 

Candidates must present applications for Examinations, together 
with the necessary certificates and fees. The Faculty will notify 
the candidates whether their certificates are satisfactory, and also of 
the date of the Examination. (See also § V.)

§ V. POST-GRADUATION COURSES. 


Students who take the Bachelor’s degree in one of the courses 
provided by the Faculty of Applied Science may graduate in any 
of the remaining courses by attending one or more subsequent 
sessions. 

Graduates may also take an advanced course in the branch in 
which they have received their degree. On passing an examination 
at the end of such advanced course, the Master’s degree will be 
given without further examination as soon as satisfactory certi- 
ficates of having been employed for two years in practical work 
have been received. 


§ VI. ATTENDANCE AND CONDUCT. 


The regulations under this head are in all respects the same as 
those in force for Undergraduates in Arts, 


§ VII. LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 


Students in this Faculty have the same privileges with reference 
to the Library and Museum as Undergraduates in Arts. 


§ VIII. FEES. 


The total fees for all Students, excepting Students of the Third and 
Fourth Years who entered previous to September, 1890,will be $100.00 
perannum, of which amount the sum of $63.00 is for tuition, $12,c0 
are University fees (matriculation, library, graduation, etc.), and 
$25.00 are for the use of the machinery and other apparatus, as well 
as the cost of material in the workshops and engineering laboratories. 
The present Fourth Year Students will obtain similar privileges on 
payment of a special fee of $10. 
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Every Student will be required to deposit with the Secretary of 
the University the sum of $5.00, as caution money for damage done 
to the machinery or other apparatus. 

Partial Students may be admitted to the Professional Classes in 
any year by payment of the ordinary fees for that year; or they 
may attend the lectures on any subject by payment of a special fee, 

SPECIAL WORKSHOP FEES.—Partial Students desirous of taking 
the workshop courses will be required to pay the following fees, 
which include cost of materials and use of all tools:

The fees must be paid to the Secretary, and the tickets shown 
to the Dean, within a fortnight after the commencement of atten- 
dance in each Session. In case of default, the Student’s name 
will be removed from the College books, and can be replaced 
thereon only by permission of the Faculty, on payment of a 
fine of $1. 

Students are required to purchase their own chemicals, etc., 
except in the First Year. The larger pieces of chemical apparatus 
will be supplied by the Laboratory, the Students being responsible 
for breakage. 

Graduates in the Faculty of Applied Science may take further 
courses on payment of half the ordinary tuition fees. 

Fee for the Degree of MASTER OF ENGINEERING or MASTER OF 
APPLIED SCIENCE, $10.00. 

If for any special reason the Degree of Ma.E., or M.A.Sc., be 
granted zz absentia, the fee will be $25.00. 


Notre,—For Students of the Third and Fourth Years, who entered previous to 
September, 1890, the fees will be $49.00 for each session in the courses of Civil 
and Mechanical Engineering, and $59 oo for each session in the courses of Mining 
Engineering and Practical Chemistry.

15. SCIENCE SCHOLARSHIPS GRANTED BY HER Majesty's CoM- 
MISSION FOR THE EXHIBITION or 1851.—These Scholarships of £150 
sterling a year in value are tenable for two or, in rare instances, 
three years. They are limited, according to the Report of the Com- 
mission, *‘ to those branches of Science (such as Physics, Mechanics 
and Chemistry) the extension of which is specially important for 
our national industries.” Their object is, not to facilitate ordinary 
collegiate studies, but ‘‘to enable Students to continue the prose- 
cution of science with the view of aiding in its advance or 1m its 
application to the industries of the country.”

§ X. SPECIAL PROVISIONS.

2. Students in Applied Science may, by permission of the Faculty, 
take the Honour Classes in the Faculty of Arts. | 

3. Students and Graduates in Arts will be admitted to such 
standing in the Faculty of Applied Science as their previous studies 
will warrant, but are recommended to take the drawing and shop- 
work during their Arts Course. 

4. Undergraduates in Arts of the Second and Third Years, or 
Graduates of any University, entering the Faculty of Applied 
Science, may, at the discretion of the Professors, be exempted from 
such lectures in that Faculty as they have previously attended as 
Students in Arts. 

5. Students who have failed in a subject in the Christmas or Ses- 
sional Examinations, and who desire to regain their standing, are 
required to make a written application to the Dean of the Faculty 
for a supplemental examination. Unless such supplemental exam- 
ination is passed, Students will not be allowed to proceed to any 
subsequent examination in the subject. 

6. Students may be required to answer satisfactorily a weekly 
Paper on such subjects of the course as shall be determined by the 
Faculty, 

7. Students who fail to obtain their Session, and who, in conse- 
quence, repeat a Year, will not be exempted from examination in 
any of those subjects in which they may have previously passed, 
except by the express permission of the Faculty, Application for 
such exemption must be made at the commencement of the Session. 

8. A Student may obtain a certificate of standing on payment of 
a fee of $2.00. 
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9. Certificates may be given to Students who have passed 
through any of the special courses attached to the curriculum. 


to. The headquarters of the Canadian Society of Civil Engineers 
is at present located in Montreal. The Society holds fortnightly 
meetings, at which papers upon practical current engineering sub- 
jects are read and discussed. U ndergraduates joining the Society 
as Students may take part in these meetings, and acquire knowledge 
of the utmost importance in relation to the practical part of the 
profession.

§ XI. COURSES OF LECTURES. 
1. CIVIL ENGINEERING AND APPLIED MECHANICS. 
Professor :— HENRY T. BOVEY, M.A., M.InsT.C.E., F.R.S.C. (Scott Professor 
of Civil Engireering and Applied Mechanics). 
THEORY OF STRUCTURES. (For Laboratory Work, see § XIL) 

The lectures on this subject embrace :— 

(a) The analytical ani graphical determination of the stresses in the several 
members of framed structires, both simple and complex, as, ¢.g., cranes, roof and 
bridge trusses, piers, etc. 

(6) The methods of ascertaining and representing the shearing forces and bend- 
ing moments to which the members of a structure are subjected. 

(c) A study of the strength, stiffness and resistance of materials, including a 
statement of the principles relating to work, inertia, energy and entropy, together 
with a discussion of thenature and effect of the different kinds of stress, and the 
resistance offered by a material to deformation and to blows. 

(z2) The design and proper proportioning of beams, pillars, shafts, roofs and 
bridge trusses, arches, ea:th-works and retaining walls. 

Text Book.—Bovey’s Strength of Materials and Theory of Structures. 

Hypravutcs, (For Laboratory Work, see § XII.) 

The lectures deal witl this subject both theoretically and with reference to its 
practical applications. 

The Student is instructed in the fundamental laws governing the equilibrium of 
fluids, and in the laws of flow through orifices, mouthpieces, submerged (partially 
or wholly) openings, over weirs, through pipes in open channels and rivers. The 
impulsive action of a free jet of water upon vanes, both straight and curved, is 
carefully discussed, and is followed by an investigation of the power and efficiency 
of the several hydraulic motors, as, ¢.g., Reaction Wheels, Pressure-engines, Ver- 
tical Water Wheels, Turbines, Pumps, etc. 


Text BooKk.—Merriman’s Hydraulics. 
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2, SURVEYING AND GEODESY. 
Professor :—C, H. McLEop, MA.E., M. CaANn.Soc.C.E. 

This course is designed to qualify the Student for admission to the practice of 
Provincial and Dominion Land Surveying. It also affurds a practical and 
theoretical training in Field Engineering, Practical Astronomy, and inthe simpler 
operations of Geodetic Engineering. The instruction is given by lectures, and 
by practice in the field, drawing room, laboratory and observatory. The course 
of lectures is as follows :-— 

SECOND YEAR,—Chain and angular surveying. The construction, adjustment 
and use of the various instruments. Contour surveying. Underground survey- 
ing. Topography, Ranging curves, Levelling and setting out work. 

THIRD YEAR.—Railway locations. Geodetic levelling. Indirect and Baro- 
metric levelling, Hydrographic surveying. Introduction to Practica] Astronomy, 

FOURTH YEAR.—Geodesy. Practica] Astronomy. 

Each Student in this course is required to take part in the following :— 

I. A chain survey. 2. A contour survey based pn ir. 3, Compass surveys 
with and without local attraction, 4. A plane-table survey, 5. The preliminary 
surveys and location of a line of road, the work being afterwards set out for 
construction, 6, The hydrographic survey of a channel in the St, Lawrence 
River. 7.~A triangulation survey from one base, checking on a second base. 8. 
The precise measurement of two base lines. 9. Differences of level by spirit level 
triangulation and barometer. 10, Determinations of latitude by the zenith 
telescope and prime vertical methods, 11. Determination of the meridian, 12, 
Determinations of time by a portable astronomical transit, by sextant, and by the 
solar attachment. 13. Determination of longitude by the telegraphic method 
and by moon culminations. 14. Exercises on the comparison of clocks and chro- 
nometers. 15. Practice in the use of field magnetic instruments, 

Students engaged in these surveys are expected to keep complete notes, and 
from them to prepare all plans and sections required. The necessary instruction 
in topography and mapping is given in the drawing room. 

The large drawing rooms are fitted up with suitable mountings for the various 
instruments, in order to permit of their use and investigation during the winter 
months. The equipment of surveying and geodetic instruments includes _— 

Seven transits and transit-theodolites, Seven levels. Four sextants. Two 
plane tables. Three surveyor’s and three prismatic compasses, Three current- 
meters. A 300 foot steel tape arranged for basework, An Altazimuth. A 
Precision Level, A Zenith Telescope. Astronomical Transits. Break-circuit 
Chronometer, Chronographs, Heliotropes. Hand levels, chains, rods, tapes, 
barometers, pedometers, and other minor instruments, oa. 

The instruction in the Observatory and Geodetic Laboratory (see § XII.) will 
be given in the Fourth Year, 

Examinations for Land Surveyors :—Any graduate in the Faculty of Applied 
Science in the Department of Civil Engineering and Land Surveying may have 
his term of apprenticeship shortened to one year for the profession of Land Sur. 
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veyor in Quebec or Ontario, or fur the profession of Dominion Land Surveyor. 
He must, however, pass the preliminary and final examinations before one of 
the Boards of Examiners. The former examination should be passed before 
entering the University, or in the First or Second Year of attendance. 

Special provisions will be made for Students who desire to pass the Examina- 
tion for Dominion Topographical Surveyor.

7. MINING AND METALLURGY.

The lectures on Mining are given during the Third Year, and among the sub- 
jects taken up the following may be mentioned :—Blasting and the nature and 
use of different Explosives, Quarrying, Hydraulic Mining, Boring ; the Sinking 
Timbering and Tubbing of shafts; Driving and Timbering of Levels, Under- 
ground Conveyance and Hoisting, Drainage and Pumping, Lighting and Ventila- 
tion of Mines, special methods of Exploitation employed in the working of 
Metalliferous Deposits or of Coal Seams, ete. 

Ore-dressing and Underground Surveying will also receive special attention, 
As yet there is no special mining laboratory in which practical operations in ore- 
dressing, etc., can be carried on, but it is hoped that this deficiency will be sup- 
plied in the near future, 
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In the Fourth Year a course of lectures on Metallurgy is given. ‘The generah 
properties of the metals and the nature of fuels, fire-clays, etc., are first discussed, 
and afterwards the more important metals and the methods of obtaining them 
from their ores by wet or dry process taken up in detail. 

Students of the Fourth Year also devote considerable attention to the designing 


of mining machinery, furnaces, etc. 
8. CHEMISTRY AND ASSAYING. 


Professor :—B. J. HARRINGTON, B.A., PH.D. (Greenshields Professor of 


Chemistry and Mineralogy). 
Sessional Lecturer :—NEVIL NorTON EvANs, M.A.Sc. 
Assistant :— 


This course includes lectures and laboratory work. Inthe First Year, Students 
of allsthe Departments attend a course of lectures on the Laws of Chemical Com- 
bination. Chemical Formulz and Equations, the preparation and properties of the 
more important Elements and their ‘ ‘ompounds, etc. They also devote one after- 
noon a week during the first term and two afternoons a week during the second 
term to practical work in the Laboratory, where they learn the construction and 
use of ordinary apparatus, perform a series of experiments designed to cultivate 


the powers of observation and deduction, and begin Qualitative Analysis. 


In the Second and Third Years, Students in the Department of Practical Chem- 
istry attend lectures on the Chemistry of the Metals or on Organic Chemistry, 
and receive instruction in Qualitative and Quantitative Analysis, including gravi- 
metric and volumetric methods and the application of electrolytic methods to the 
estimation of copper, nickel, etc. Blowpipe Analysis and Determinative Miner 


alogy also constitute part of the work of the Third Year.

In the Fourth Year special attention 1s devoted to such subjects as Mineral

Analysis and Assaying, and the Analysis of Iron and Steel; but considerable lati-

Students of the Mining Course take Qualitative and Quantitative Analysis during 

the Second and Third Years, and devote considerable attention in the Fourth 
“Year to Mineral Analysis and Assaying of various ores, fuels, etc. They also 
attend the class in Blowpipe Analysis and Determinative Mineralogy in the Third 
Year. 


The chemical laboratories (see § XII) are open daily (Saturdays excepted) from 
ga.m,. to 5 p.m.

12. EXPERIMENTAL PHYSICS. 
Professor: —JOHN Cox, M.A. (McDonald Professor of Experimental Physics). 


The instruction includes a fully :!!ustrated course of Experimental Lectures 
on the general principles of Physics (embracing, in the Second Year,— Zhe 
Laws of Energy—Heat and Light ; in the Third Year—Sound—Electricity and 
Magnetism), accompanied by courses of practical work in the Laboratory in 
which the Students will perform for themselves experiments, chiefly quantitative, 
illustrating the subjects treated in the lectures. Opportunity will be given to 
acquire experience with all the principal instruments used in exact physical and 
practical measurements. Students of Electrical Engineering will be expected 
to continue their work in the Laboratory in the Fourth Year, when they will be 
prepared to undertake, under the guidance of the Professors, advanced measure- 
ments and special investigations bearing on their Technical Studies. 
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MATHEMATICS AND MATHEMATICAL PHYSICS. 
Professor :—G. H. CHANDLER, M.A. 


The work in this department is conducted from the outset with special reference 
to the needs of Students of Applied Science. A large amount of time is given to 
practice in the use of Mathematical Tables, particular attention being paid to the 
solution of triangles, the tracing of curves, graphical rey resentation of functions, 
reduction of observations, etc. Areas, volumes, masses, centres of gravity, 
moments of inertia, etc., are determined both by calculation and by observation 
or experiment, and each method is made to supplement or illustrate the other, 
In this connection use will be made, in actual laboratory practice, of a large 
amount of apparatus, such as iaianeee Atwood’s Machine, inclined planes, 
chronograph, rotation apparatus of various kinds, etc. The different methods of 
approximation, the reduction of results of experiments and observations by least 
squares, etc., will also receive due attention. 

All Engineering Students will receive instruction in the following subjects :— 

First YEAR.—Euclid, to the end of Book VI., with exercises on Loci, Trans- 
versals, etc. Algebra, including the Binomial Thereom. Elements of Solid 
Geometry and of Geometrical Conic Sections. Plane and Spherical Trigono- 
metry. Elementary Kinematics and Dynamics. 

SecoND YrEAR.—Analytic Geometry. Differential and Integral Calculus, 
Dynamics of Solids and Fluids. 

THIRD AND FourtH YEARS.—Continuation of Analytic Geometry, Calculus 
and Dynamics. 

Classes will also be held for advanced (optional) work in these subjects and 
also in Practical and Spherical Astronomy. 

Students in the Course of Practical Chemistry do not take the Analytic 


Geometry and Calculus.

17, METEOROLOGY. 


Instruction in Meteorological Observations will be given in the Observatory 
at hours to suit the convenience of the Senior Students. 

Certificates will be granted to those Students who pass a satisfactory exam- 
ination on the construction and use of Meteorological Instruments and on the 
general facts of Meteorology. 


§ XII. LABORATORIES. 


In the Laboratories the Student will be instructed in the art of 
conducting experiments, a sound knowledge of which is daily becom- 
ing of increasing importance in professional work. 

1. LABORATORY OF MATHEMATICS AND Dynamics.—The Labor- 


atory connected with the mathematical class-room is fully equipped 
with instruments for the measurement of distance (scales, 
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micrometers), of area (planimeters), of volume (flasks, graduated 
vessels, etc.), of time (clocks, chronographs), of mass (beam and 
spring balances) ; it 1s also provided with specific gravity balances, 
Atwood and Morin machines for experiments on the Laws of 
Motion, inclined planes, a variety of rotation apparatus (gyroscope, 
Maxwell’s Dynamical Top, torsion balance, pendulums, etc.), alr 
pumps, thermometers, barometers, etc. 

>. CHEMICAL LABORATORIES.—The Chemical Laboratories are 
three in number,—one for Students of the First Year, one for Stu- 
dents of the Second and Third Years, in which it has been found 
necessary to carry on both qualitative and quantitative work, and 
one which is reserved for Students of the Fourth Year and for 
special Students who may wish to carry on original investigations. 
The fittings of this last room were the gift of Mr. W. C. McDonald. 
There is also a special room in the basement which is fitted up 
for fire assaying. 

The Laboratories are supplied with four balances by Becker & 
Sons, one Bunge and a bullion-balance by Trcemner. There are also 
a Laurent polariscope, a spectroscope by Dubosque, gas combus- 
tion and melting furnaces, apparatus for electrolytic work, etc., etc. 
Distilled water is obtained by means of a special boiler placed in 
the basement, which also supplies the steam for drying ovens, 
steam baths and drying chamber in the upper Laboratories. 

3, PHYSICAL LABORATORY.—The McDonald Physical Labora- 
tory is nearly completed, and will be ready for occupation in 
October, 1892. It contains five storeys, each of 8000 square feet 
area. Besides a Lecture Theatre and its apparatus rooms, the 
Building includes an Elementary Laboratory nearly 60 feet square ; 
large special laboratories arranged for higher work by advanced 
Students in Heat and Electricity, a range of rooms for optical work 
and photography ; separate rooms for private thesis-work by Stu- 
dents ; and twe large laboratories arranged for research, provided 


oD 


with solid piers and the usual standard instruments. There are also a 
lecture room, with apparatus room attached, for Mathematical 
Physics, a speciai Physical Library, and convenient workshops. 
The equipment is on a corresponding scale, and comprises : (1) 
apparatus for illustrating Lectures ; (2) simple forms of the prin- 
cipal instruments for use by the Students in practical work; (3 


) the 
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most recent types of all the important instruments for exact meas- 


urement, by first class makers, for use in the laboratories for special 
work and research. 


4. TESTING LABORATORIES.—The principal experiments carried out 
in these will relate to the elasticity and strength of materials, friction, 
the theory of structures, the accuracy of springs, gauges, dynamo- 
meters, etc., the efficiency of shafting, gearing, etc. The equipment 
will include a 1oo-ton Wicksteed and a 75-ton Emery machine for 
testing the tensile, compressive and transverse strength of materials. 
For the former, an addition has been specially designed, by means 
of which the transverse strength of timbers up to 25 feet in length 
can be determined. The Emery machine is constructed and gra- 
duated with such accuracy as to render possible delicate experi- 
ments on elasticity, The Laboratories are also provided with an 
autographic torsion machine for testing the torsional strength of 
materials, machines for determining the effect of repeated stresses, 
oil testers, strain extensometers, etc., and a very complete supply 
of gauges, micrometers, and other apparatus for exact measure- 
ments. 

The importance of tests of the strength of mortars and cements 
is very great, and the equipment of the Laboratory for the purpose 
is on a complete plan, including two one-ton dead weight testers, a one 
ton spring tester (Faija), steaming apparatus, special wéighing hop- 
per, spring balances, gun metal moulds, etc. The Laboratory is also 
fitted with cisterns in which the briquettes may be submerged for 
any required time, | 

5. ['HERMODYNAMIC LABORATORY.—The Thermodynamic Labor- 
atory is furnished with an experimental steam engine of 80 I.H.P., 
specially designed for the investigation of the behaviour of steam 
under all possible conditions ; there are four cylinders, which can be 
connected so as to allow of single, compound, triple or quadruple 
expansion, condensing or non-condensing, with or without jackets. 
The measurements of heat are made by large tanks, which receive 
the condensing water and the condensed steam. There are two 
hydraulic absorption brakes for measuring the mechanical power 
developed, and an alternative friction brake for the same purpose. 
The Laboratory is further equipped with a variety of apparatus for 
the investigation and illustration of the general principles of ther- 
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modynamics, including hot air and other engines, indicators, pyro- 
meters, pressure gauges, €tc. 

6. ELECTRICAL LABORATORY.—The equipment of the Electrical 
Engineering Laboratory includes a high speed steam engine coupled 
direct to a dynamo for incandescent lighting, and a slow speed 
steam engine for driving the experimental dynamos. ‘These latter 
have been chosen to represent the best types now in general use, 
both of high tension and low tension direct current dynamos, and 
of alternating current dynamos of high tension for use with trans- 
formers ; there is also a motor generator and a multiphase generator 
and motor. 

Arrangements have been made for measuring the mechanical 
power supplied to the dynamos and given out by the electromotors, 
of which there are several types ; these arrangements comprise 
various forms of belt, rope and transmission dynamometers, with a 
very perfect form of hydraulic absorption dynamometer, with which 
the accuracy of the others can be checked by readings in absolute 
measure ; special facilities are provided for varying the speed of 
the dynamos within any required limits. 

The instruments for making the electrical measurements have been 
selected with care ; these instruments will enable measurements of 
current strength, resistance, and difference of potential to be made 
with accuracy, not only in the detached laboratories but in the 
dynamo room when the machinery is running; in separate rooms 
there are standard instruments of precision with which the correct- 
ness of the working instruments can be readily checked. These 
include, amongst others, two of Lord Kelvin's electric balances. 
There are also a variety of instruments for special purposes connected 
with electrical measurements, such as instruments for determining 
coefficients of self and mutual induction, etc. 

», GEODETIC LARORATORY.—There is in this Laboratory a Rogers 


comparator for the investigation of standards of length, a Rogers 
angular dividing engine for the graduation and investigation of circles, 
a Munro-Rogers linear dividing engine, a standard balance, an 
astronomical clock, and a portable Bessels reversible pendulum 
apparatus. In connection with the Laboratory there are also 
standards of length up to one hundred feet, for standardizing chains, 
tapes, rods, etc. 
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8. Hyprautic LAsoratory.—Here the Student will study prac- 
tically the flow of water through orifices of various forms and SIZes, 
submerged openings, over weirs, through pipes, mouth-pieces, etc. 
For this purpose there are suitably designed tanks, the largest 
having a height of 30 feet and a section of 25 square feet, pressure 
gauges of different kinds, and other apparatus. The Students will 
also themselves carry out tests upon hydraulic motors, é.g., upon 
the different classes of turbines, pumps, the Pelton and other wheels, 


‘etc, ‘The facilities for conducting such experiments are unusually 


great, as from the city water supply there is an. available head of 
Over 200 feet. 


A three-throw experimental pump with a capacity of tooo gallons 
per minute, is also being designed for this laboratory, for the pur- 
pose of investigating the characteristics of the different forms and 
sizes of valves, the effects of variations of speed and stroke, etc. 


9. MECHANICAL LABoraToRY.—In this Laboratory experiments 
will be carried out on the efficiency of belts, shafting, and machine 
tools. Governors of all types will be tested with the chronograph. 
Lubricants by journal friction testing machine. Sliding and rolling 
friction and the stiffness of ropes will also form subjects for experi- 
ment, 


§ XIII. MUSEUMS. 


The Peter Redpath Museum contains large and valuable collec- 
tions in Botany, Zoology, Mineralogy and Geology, arranged in such 
a manner as to facilitate the work in these departments. Students 
have access to this Museum, in connection with their attendance on 
the classes in Arts in the subjects above named, and also by tickets 
which can be obtained on application. Students will also have the 
use of a Technical Museum, occupying the whole of the third story 
of the McDonald Building. Amongst other apparatus the Museum 
will contain the Reuleaux collection of kinematic models, pre- 
sented by W. C. McDonald, Esq., and pronounced by Professor 
Reuleaux to be the finest and most complete collection in America. 





§ XIV. WORKSHOPS. 


The workshops erected on the Thomas Workman Endowment 
have a floor area of more than 25,000 sq. ft. 
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The practical instruction in the workshops is solely designed to 
give the Student some knowledge of the nature of the materials of 
construction, to familiarize him with the more important hand and 
machine tools, and to give him some manual skill in the use of the 
same. For this purpose, the Student, during a specified number 
of hours per week, will work in the shops under the direct superin- 
tendence of the Professor of Mechanical Engineering, aided by 
skilled mechanics. ‘The courses commence with graded exercises 
and gradually lead up to the making of joints, members of struc- 
tures, frames, etc., finally concluding in the iron-working department 
with the manufacture of tools, parts of machines, and, if possible, 
with the building of complete machines. 

The equipment includes the following :—

The Sixtieth Session of this Faculty will be opened on Monday, 
October 3, 1892, by an introductory lecture at 3p.m. The regular 
lectures will begin on October 4th at the hours specified in the time- 
table, and will be continued for six months. 

The new building of the Medical Faculty, which was opened in 
the year 1885, is one of the most complete structures of its kind on 
this continent or elsewhere. It has been found admirably adapted 
for the fulfillment of the great aim of the Faculty—to make the 
teaching of the primary branches as practical and as thorough as 
Possible. The facilities now possessed by the Faculty for the above 
purpose are equal to those of the most advanced European medical 
schools, 

In addition to the laboratories and dissecting room, there are two 
large lecture rooms, each capable of comfortably seating 300 
Students, and one small demonstration room for classes of 50 and 
under. The space allotted to the library and museum has been 
largely increased. | 
_ The Dissecting Room, which is situated on the second floor, is 76 


feet in length and 31 feet in breadth. It is furnished with twenty 
G 
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tables, and is well lighted for work during the day and night. In 
procuring appliances for the comfort and convenience of the 
Students no reasonable expense has been spared, 

The Physiological Laboratory, which 1s situated on the ground 
floor, is supplied with the most modern apparatus for the practical 
teaching of this most important branch of the medical curriculum, 
It contains amongst other valuable instruments,—kymographs, 
various manometers, etc., for demonstrating blood pressure; 
myographs, rheocords, moist chambers, etc., and various electrical 
appliances for demonstrating experiments in connection with nerve 
and muscle; special apparatus for illustrating various points in 
respiration; apparatus specially suitable for demonstrating the 
processes of digestion, as well as the chemical composition and 
nature of the secretions and the chief constituents of the tissues and 
nutritive fluids. The Laboratory is arranged in such a way as to 
permit of Students assisting at and taking part in these demonstra- 
tions. During the past session Importam additions have been made 
to the Physiological Laboratory. 

The Histological Laboratory is a large, well-lighted room on the 
second floor. It is so arranged that over eighty students can be 
present at the microscopical demonstrations. From the large 
number of microscopes employed, Students will have special 
facilities in studying and making themselves thoroughly acquainted 
with the specimens that are the subjects of demonstration. 

The Pharmacological Laboratory is a large room situated on the 
ground floor, and is now furnished with the necessary appliances 
for the practical teaching of pharmacy. 

The Chemical Laboratory is large, lofty, and well lighted, and 
can accommodate comfortably 76 men at one time. Each 
Student, when entering on this course, has a numbered table in the 
laboratory assigned to him for his use during the session. Each 
table has its own gas and water fixtures, and is provided with 
shelves for its corresponding set of reagent-bottles, as well as a 
drawer and locker containing a modern set of chemical apparatus 
specially adapted for the work. This apparatus is provided by the 
College, and supplied to each Student without extra charge. The 
Student is required to pay only for apparatus broken or destroyed. 

In the Pathological Laboratory accommodation will be provided 
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for Students or practitioners who desire to carry On private patholo- 
gical research. 

The recent additions made to the Laboratory include a suite of 
rooms exclusively devoted to the study and culture of Bacteria, fur- 
nished with a complete outfit of the best modern apparatus for this 
purpose.

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualifying candidates 
for examination before the various Colleges and Licensing bodies of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. The degree 
in Medicine of this University carries with it at the Licensing Boards of Great 
Britain the same exemption in certain subjects as are granted to all colonial 
degrees, 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British North Amer- 
ica, where there is no division of the profession into Physicians and Surgeons 
exclusively, the degree awarded upon graduation is that of ‘* Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery,’ in accordance with the general nature and character of 
the curriculum, as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 


§ I. MATRICULATION. 


Intending Students who purpose practising Medicine in Canada, 
are requested to observe that by the Regulations in force in the 
various Provinces of the Dominion they are required to pass the 
Matriculation accepted by the several Registering Boards of these 
provinces before beginning their course of study. 7 

Students holding the degree of Bachelor of Arts are exempted 
from examination for matriculation, but must present their diplomas 
and be registered before beginning their studies. 

The Preliminary Examination in General Education of the follow 
ing Bodies is accepted by this University in lieu of its own Matricu- 
lation Examination :— 

1. The College of Physicians and Surgeons, Ontario. 

2, ‘The College of Physicians and Surgeons, Quebec. 

3. The New Brunswick Medical Board. 

4. The Nova Scotia Medical Board. 

5. The Manitoba Medical College. 
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6 Students who have passed the matricula’ion examination of 
recognized Universities. 

Students not having any of the above qualifications for entrance 
are required to pass one or other of the following examinations :— 

1, The June Matriculations in Arts of this University, commen- 
cing June 1, 1892. 

Papers for the June examination can be sent to local centres on application to 
the Secretary ofthe University. The September examinations are held in Montreal 
only. 

The subjects for examination are Classics, Mathematics and 
English, 

Greek.—Xenophon, Anabasis, Book I.; Greek Grammar. 

Latin.—Ceesar, Bell. Gall., Book I.; and Virgil, Aéneid, Book I,, lines I- 
300; Latin Grammar. 

Mathematics,—Arithmetic, including the Metric System ; Algebra, to Simple 
Equations (inclusive), Euclid’s Elements, Books I., II., III. (InJune, 1893, to 
Quadratics inclusive.) 

English.—Writing from Dictation. A paper on English Grammar, including 
Analysis. A paper on the leading events of English History. Essay on a 
subject to be given at the time of the examination. 

2, The September Examinations in Arts of the University, held 
in McGill College only, on Sept. r5th, 1892, and following days, 
and including the same subjects above stated, except that alternative 
books in the classical subjects will be accepted. 

3, The special Examination for entrance into the Faculty of Medi- 
cine, which is the same as that required by the Medical Council 
of Great Britain. 

This Examination will be held on the last Friday and Saturday in March, and 
the third Friday and Saturday in September of each year. Application may be 
made to Dr. Howe, the examiner, till the evening of the previous day. The 
requirements of the standard for Matriculation are -—(1) English Language, 
including Grammar and Composition. (2) English History. (3) Modern Geo- 
graphy. (4) Latin, including Translation from the original, and Grammar. (5) 
Flements of Mathematics, comprising (@) Arithmetic, including Vulgar and 
Decimal Fractions; (2) Algebra, including simple Equations ; (c) Geometry, 
including the first three books of Euclid or the subjects thereof. (6) Elementary 
Mechanics of Solids and Fluids, comprising the elements of Statics, Dynamics 
and Hydrostatics. (7) One of the following optional subjects :—(a) Greek, (4) 
French, (c) German, (¢) Italian, (¢) Logic, (/) Botany, (g) Elementary 
Chemistry.

§ II. ENREGISTRATION. 


lhe following are the University Regulations :-— 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, at 
the commencement of each Session, enroll their names and residences 
in the Register of the Medical Faculty. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day of October in 
each year. Fees are payable to the Registrar, and must be paid in 
advance at the time of enregistration, 





§ III.—COURSES OF LECTURES. 
ANATOMY. : 
PROFESSOR, FRANCIS J. SHEPHERD, 


Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible, and its relation to 
Medicine and Surgery fully considered. The lectures are illustrated by the fresh 
subject, moist and dry preparations, sections, models and plates, and drawings 
on the blackboard. 

Special attention is devoted to Practical Anatomy, the teaching being similar to. 
that of the best European schools. The Dissecting Room is open from 8 a.m, to 
Io p.m., the work being conducted under the constant supervision of the Pro- 
fessor and his staff of Demonstrators. Special Demonstrations on the Brain, 
Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are frequently given. Every Student must be 
examined af /east three times on each part dissected, and if the examinations are 
satisfactory, a certificate is given. Prizes are awarded at the end of the Session 
for the best examination on the fresh subject. Abundance of materia] provided, 


CHEMISTRY, 


PROFESSOR, GILBERT P. GIRDWOOD. 
ASSISTANT PROFESSOR, R. F, RUTTAN, 


Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated; a large portion of the course is devoted 
to Organic Chemistry and its relations to Physiclogy. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention of the Class. 


For experimertal illustration abundant apparatus is possessed by the College, 
3 
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The Chemical Laboratory will be open to the members of the class, to repeat 
experiments performed during the course, under the superintendence of the Pro- 


fessor or Lecturer. 


PRACTICAL CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR, GILBERT P. GIRDWOOD. 
ASSISTANT PROFESSOR, R. F. RUTTAN, 


The course in Practical Chemistry includes two hours’ laboratory work three 
times a week for three months. The Students are instructed individually in 
chemical manipulations, blow-pipe analysis, and qualitative determination of the 
salts, acids, etc., they will require to use in practice. They are required before 
finishing their course to be familiar with the principles of practical Forensic and 
Sanitary Chemistry. Special attention is directed to instructing the Student in 
making accurate notes of his experiments and his conclusions. These notes are 
examined daily, and criticized. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, T. WESLEY MILLS. 

The purpose of this Course is to make Students thoroughly acquainted, as far 
as time permits, with modern Physiology: its methods, its deductions, and the 
basis on which the latter rest. Accordingly a full course of lectures is given, in 
which both the Experimental and Chemical departments of the subject receive 
attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, plates, models, etc., every department of 
the subject is experimentally illustrated. The experiments are free from elaborate 
technique, and many of them are of a kind susceptible of ready imitation by the 
student. 

Laboratory work for Senior Students :— 

(1) During the first part of the Session there will be a course on Physiological 
Chemistry, in which the Student will, under direction, investigate food stuffs, 
digestive action, blood, and the more important secretions and excretions, includ- 
ing urine. All the apparatus and material for this course will be provided. 

(2) The remainder of the Session will be devoted to the performance of such 
experiments as are unsuitable for demonstration toa large class in the lecture 
room and such as require the use of elaborate methods, apparatus, etc. There 


will be no extra fee for this part of the course. 


HISTOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, GEO. WILKINS. 
This will consist of a course of ten lectures and twenty-five weekly demonstra- 


tions with the Microscope. As the demonstrations will be chiefly relied upon for 
e specimens under 


teaching the Microscopic Anatomy of the various structures, th 
observation will then be minutely described. Plates and diagrams specially 


prepared for these lectures will be freely made use of, 
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PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS, 


PROFESSOR, A. D. BLACKADER, 


The course on this subject comprises :— 


I. A description of the Pharmacology and Therapeutics of the more importan 
medicinal agents. 


II. The delivery of a weekly lecture (“ Clinical Therapeutics’) in the theatre 
of the General Hospital, on some case or groups of cases well adapted for illus- 
trating important points in both general and special Therapeutics. The material 
for these lectures is abundant, being obtained from both the wards and the out- 
door clinics, 


Til. The attendance during the summer session of a course on Practical Material 
Medica, 


MEDICINE. 
PROFESSOR, GEORGE ROSS, 


While the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology and 
Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the general laws 
of disease. With the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed in 
this country, all the important internal diseases of the body, except those 
peculiar to Women and Children, are discussed, and their Pathological Anatomy 
illustrated. by the large collection of morbid preparations in the University 
Museum, and by fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid 
Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates, illustrative of 
the Histological and Anatomical appearances of disease, and the wards of the 
General Hospital afford the lecturer ample Opportunities to refer to living 
examples of very many of the maladies he describes, and to give the results of 
treatment. 


CLINICAL MEDICINE. 
PROFESSOR, JAMES STEWART, 


Attendance is given in the Medica] Wards of the Montreal General Hospital 
on three days of every week with 3rd year Students, and three days with those 
ofthe 4th year, Accurate reports of all cases are kept by duly appointed clinical 
clerks and are systematically read before the class. Instruction is given at the 
bedside, and every pupil is required to take part in the physical examination of 
patients. The mode of conducting investigations, the use of the microscope, the 
value of the thermometer and ophthalmoscope, etc., in medical diagnosis, are all 
explained and illustrated. Senior Students are called upon in rotation to 
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examine new cases before ‘the class, and to be examined thereon as to their 
general knowledge. In addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture is delivered, 
bearing upon some case or cases of importance which may happen to be under 
observation at the time. Special attention is directed to Medical Anatomy, and 
candidates for the degree will be examined thereon. 


SURGERY. 
PROFESSOR, THOMAS G, RODDICK. 


The first part of this course consists of Surgical Pathology, illustrated by a 
arge collection of preparations from the College Museum, also specimens as they 
are obtained from cases under observation at the Hospital, and contributed to that 
collection by the Hospital pathologist, and from private sources. The second 
part of the course is devoted to the practice of Surgery, in which attention is 
drawn to cases which have been observed by the class during the previous summer 
session. The various surgical appliances are exhibited, and their uses and appli- 
cation explained, Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery form a special de- 
partment of this course, and Quain’s and Maclise’s plates are used in illustration. 


CLINICAL SURGERY. 
PROFESSOR RODDICK. 
ASSOCIATE PROFESSOR, JAMES BELL. 


This course is eminently practical, consisting of bedside instruction and lectures 
delivered weekly, illustrative of surgical cases actually present in the wards of the 
General Hosrital. The class is separated into junior and senior divisions, which 
are. taken charge of by the Professor on alternate days, when the reports of the 
Clinical clerks are read and criticized, and fresh cases are examined by the Senior 
Students. The surgical dressings are, as much as possible, reserved for these 
occasions, so as to give all present an opportunity of participating in the applica- 
tion of splints to fractures, dressing of wounds, minor operations, etc. Major 
operations are performed in the theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so con- 
structed that the most distant can obtain a fair view of the operations. All the 
recently invented appliances for the treatment of surgical disease have been 


introduced into the Hospital. 
MIDWIFERY. 


PROFESSOR, J. C. CAMERON. 


The course will embrace: 1. Lectures on the principles and practice of the 
obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and preserved specimens, the artificial 
pelvis, complete set of models, illustrating deformities of the pelvis, wax prepara 
tions, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc, 2. Bedside instruction in the Montreal 
Maternity, including the management and after-treatment of cases. 3. A come

plete course on obstetric operations with the phantom and preserved foetuses. 4, 
The Diseases of Infancy. 5. A course of individual clinical instruction at the 
Montreal Maternity, 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a clinical examination 


in Midwifery, similar to that held in Medicine and Surgery, now forms part of 
the final examination, 


GYNAICOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, WM. GARDNER, 


The course on this subject will comprise two lectures a week throughout the 
session, The anatomy and physiology of the parts concerned will be first 
discussed. Then the various methods of examination will be fully described, the 
hecessary instruments exhibited, and their uses explained, After this, the diseases 
peculiar to the sex will be considered as fully as time will permit, in the follow- 
ing order :—Disorders of Menstruation ; Leucorrhcea, its causes and treatment = 
Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis; Lacerations of the Cervix Uteri and Perineum : 
Urinary and Fecal Fistule ; Inflammations of the Uterus ; Displacements of the 
Uterus; Tumors of the Uterus ; Diseases of the Ovaries. 

The lectures will be illustrated as fully as possible by drawings and morbid 
specimens. The Gynecological Clinic of the General Hospital furnishesthe Pro- 
fessor with ample material to illustrate the subjects considered in the didactic 
lectures, 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a clinical examination 


in Gynzcology, similar to that held in Medicine and Surgery, now forms part of 
the final examination. 


MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE. 


PROFESSOR, GEO, WILKINS. 


This course includes Insanity, the subject being treated of in its Medical as well 
as Medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood 
Stains, the Clinical, Microscopic and Spectroscopic tests for which are fully de. 
scribed and shown to the class. ‘Ihe various spectra of blood in its different con- 
ditions are shewn by Zeiss’ Microspectroscope, so well adapted for showing the 
Teactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected material. Recent re- 
searches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood are alluded to. In addition 
to the other subjects usually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of poisoning, and classifica- 
tion of poisons are first treated of, after which the more common poisons are de- 

_ Scribed, with reference to symptons, post-mortem appearances, and chemica} 


tests, The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the tests are 
shown to the class. 
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OPHTHALMOLOGY AND OTOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, FRANK BULLER. 


Will include a course oflectures on diseases of the Eye and the Ear, both didac- 
tic and clinical, In the former, the general principles of diagnosis and treatment 
will be dealt with, including three lectures on the errors of refraction and faults 
of accommodation ; in the clinical lectures given in the hospital, cases illustrative 
of the typical form, of ordinary diseases of the eye and ear will be exhibited and 
explained to the class. In the out-patient department of the hospital, Students 
have excellent opportunities of gaining clinical experience. 


HYGIENE, 
PROFESSOR, ROBERT CRAIK. 


Comprises lectures on Drinking Water and Public Water Supplies; conditions 
of Soil and Water as affecting health, including Drainage and the various methods 
for the removal of Excreta; the Atmosphere, including Heating and Ventilation ; 
Individual Hygiene, comprising the subjects of Food and Drink ; Physical Exer- 
cise and Bathing ; discussion of the respective merits of the various forms of each, 
precautions, contra-indications, etc., Village Sanitary Associations ; Mutual Pro- 


tective Sanitary Associations for cities,* 
BOTANY .+ 
PROFESSOR, D. P. PENHALLOW. 


The purpose of this course is to give Students a good grounding in the princi- 
ples of General Morphology, and advance their knowledge of the comparative 
physiology of animals and plants, and enable them to determine readily such 
species of plants as may come under their observation. 

It comprises :— 

1. A course of lectures on general Morphology and Classification, Histology 
and Physiology. The lectures are illustrated by means of the microscope and by 
‘he models and large collections in the Peter Redpath Museum. 

2. Practical work in the determination and classification of Species, for which 
the Botanic Gardens of the University offer special facilities. 

3, Studies in Canadian Botany. This work is prosecuted by means of field 
excursions, which are held as often as opportunity is afforded during the autumn 
months. 

4. A special collection of Medicinal plants, now being formed at the Botanic 
Gardens, offers a valuable preparation to the course in Pharmacology. 


*Students may attend the Lectures on Sanitation in the Faculty of Applied Science,—Fee $6. 


+ Exemptions from Botany in the Matriculation, for Arts Students, do not entitle Students to 
exemptions in the First Year. Students may take in their first year either Botany or Zoology, 
subject, however, to the provisions of the law in the Province in which they intend to practise 
medicine, Students desirous to take both subjects in one year must apply to the Faculty for 
permission. 
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ZOOLOGY.*+ 
PROFESSOR, SIR WILLIAM DAWSON. 


This course includes a systematic study of the classification of animals, illustra- 
ted by Canadian examples ard by the collections in the Peter Redpath Museum- 
It forms a suitable preparation for collecting in any department of Canadian Zoo, 
logy and Palzontology, and an introduction to Comparative Physiology. It may 
be taken instead of Botany, or along with it, without any additional fee. Stu- 
dents in Botany or Zoology will receive tickets to the Peter Redpath Museum 
and to the Museum of the Natural History Society of Montreal. 


PATHOLOGY. 

This Course comprises :— 

1. Twenty-five lectures on General Pathology to Students of the third year. 

2, Weekly Pathological Demonstrations to Students of the third year. The 
gross and miscroscopic appearances of specimens collected during the week are 
demonstrated to the final classes. In addition, special demonstrations in Patho- 
logical Histology are given throughout the session, 

3. Instruction in Post-Mortems, The Autopsy Room of the General Hospital 
is in charge of the Demonstrator, The post-mortems are performed by the 
Students in rotation under his direction, and systematic demonstrations of post 
mortem methods, including those to be followed in Medico-Legal cases, will 
also be given, 


PRACTICAL MICROSCOPY. 


This is an entirely Optional Course, and will be conducted by Prof. Wilkins 
It is intended especially for teaching the technique of Miscroscopy. Students will 
be shown how to examine blood, ete., also to cut, stain and mount specimens: 
Everything except over-glasses and cabinet cases provided. Fee $8.00. 


§ IV._QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE. 





The following are Extracts from the Regulations respecting the 
qualifications of Candidates for the Degree in Medicine :— 


Ist. No one entering after October 1st, 1884, will be admitted to the Degree 
of Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery who shall not have attended Lec- 
tures for a period of at least four six months’ sessions and one three months’ sum- 
mer session* in this University, or some other University, College or School of 
Medicine approved of by this University,

* Exemptions from Botany in the Matriculation, for Arts Students, do not entitle Students to 
exemptions in the First Year. Students may take in their first year either Botany or Zoology, 
subject, however, to the provisions of the law in the Province in which they intend to practise 
medicine.

The Candidate must give proof by ticket of having attended during eight- 
een months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of some other 
Hospital approved of by this University, and of having compounded medicines 
for six months.

No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the final or degree 
examination who shall not have attended at least one Session of this University. 

8th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the time 
over which they have extended. 
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gth, Students, except by special permission of the Faculty, must pursue the 
subjects of Anatomy, Chemistry, Histology and Botany in their first session, and 
are advised to take Physiology in addition. 
toth. Candidates who fail to present themselves for to pass in any of the sub- 
jects of the first two years will be granted a supplemental examination at the 
beginning of the following session. 
11th, Supplemental examinations will not be granted except by special per- 
mission of the Faculty, and on written application stating reasons, and accom. 
panied by a fee of $2 for each examinations. 
12th. No Candidate will be permitted to proceed with the work of the final 
year until he has passed all the subjects comprised in the Primary Examination, 
13th. Candidates who fail to pass in a subject of which two courses are required 
may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be required to attend a third course, and 
furnish a certificate of attendance thereon. 
A course in Practical Anatomy will be accepted as equivalent to a third course 
of lectures in General and Descriptive Anatomy. 
14th, The requirements for the summer session, when as at present taken after 
the third winter session, shall be :— 
(2) Daily Hospital attendance ; 
(4) Maternity attendance; and 
(c) Any two weekly clinics, in addition to’the clinics in General 
Medicine and Surgery. 


15th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the first day of March, 
present to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifications, 
entitling him to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to the Regis-

By means of the above arrangement a certain definite amount of work must be 
accomplished in each year, and an equitable division is made between the Pri- 
mary and Final branches. 

With regard to the Primary Examination at the end of the second year, it re- 
mains optional with the Student whether he passes in all the branches or leaves 
two for the third year. In’any case, Chemistry and Anatomy must be taken at 
the close of the second year, except it be otherwise agreed to by the Faculty.

, IX.—MUSEUM. 


For the past fifty years the rich Pathological material furnished 
by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected here. The 
Faculty are also greatly indebted to many medical men throughout 
different parts of the world for important contributions to the 


Museum. 


During the past few years, numerous and extremely important 


additions have been made to the Medical Museum. (See special 
Announcement of the Faculty of Medicine), 
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It is particularly rich in specimens of Aneurisms. In addition to 
containing a large number of the more common varieties of these 
formations, there are specimens of such rare conditions as Aneurism 
of the Hepatic and Superior Mesenteric Arteries, Traumatic Aneu- 
rism of the Vertebral, together with several of the Cerebral and Pul- 
monary Arteries. The most important collection probably in 
existence, of hearts affected with “ Malignant Endocarditis,” is also 
ound. The Faculty are indebted to Prof. Osler, late of this Uni- 
versity, for this collection. 


Obstetrical Department of the Museum. 


Besides the ordinary pathological preparations, dry and moist- 
usually found in Museums, this department contains a complete set 
of models of deformed pelves, a series of preparations in wax, illus 
trating the normal relations of the pelvic organs, the development of 
the Uterus and its contents during pregnancy,various abnormalities, 
twin pregnancy, foetal circulation, etc., a series of colored casts of 
frozen sections, Tarnier’s artificial pelvis, Budin’s bronze mechanical] 
pelvis, models of obstetrical instruments, ete. 

Additions are being constantly made, and ere long the department 
will possess a complete collection of models, casts, preparations and 
apparatus for the practical teaching and illustration of Obstetrics. 


Anatomical Museum. 


In addition to the already large collection of normal and abnor- 
mal osteology, comparative and human skeletons of various classes 
of animals, moist preparations and frozen sections, the following 
preparations have been recently obtained :— 

(1) A series of articulated skeletons of fore and hindlimbs of the 
various domestic animals, prepared by the articulator, Mr. Bailly, 

(2) Numerous moist preparations presented by the Professor and 
Demonstrator of Anatomy. 

(3) A complete set of Steger’s beautiful colored casts, taken from 
the celebrated frozen sections of Professors His and Braune of 
Leipzig. These preparations have been placed in the Museum, so 
that they can be constantly et ss by the Students. 
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(4) (a) A complete set of Steger’s brain sections ; 
(2) Set of hardened brains with the various lobes, convolutions, 


ganglia, etc., in different colors ; 


(¢) Models of the cerebro-spinal and sympathetie nervous systems. 





§X. LIBRARY. 

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards of 
thirteen thousand volumes, the largest special library connected with 
anv medical school on this continent. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together with 
complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. Stu- 
dents may obtain books on making a deposit of $s, which is refunded 
on returning the volumes.

§ XI.—McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY.

A reading room has been established in connection with the 
Society, in which the leading English and American Medical jour- 
nals are on file. 

The leading daily and weekly newspapers of the Dominion are 
also kept on file.

: § XII.—COST OF LIVING, ETC. 


This will, of course, vary with the taste and habits of the Student, 
but the necessary expenses need not exceed those in smaller towns, 
Good board may be obtained from $15 to $20 per month. A list of 
boading houses is prepared annually by the Secretary of the Univer- 
sity, and may be procured from the Janitor at the Medical College. 
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2 XIII.—HOSPITALS. 


The city of Montreal is celebrated for the number and impor: 
tance of its public charities. Among these its public hospitals are 
the most prominent and widely known. Those in which Medical 
students of McGill University will receive clinical instruction are: 
—1I. The Montreal General Hospital; 2. The Royal Victoria 
Hospital ; 3. Montreal Maternity Hospital ; 4. The Montreal Dis- 
pensary. The Montreal General Hospital has for many years 
been the most extensive clinical field in Canada, The old build- 
ings, proving inadequate to meet the increased demand for hospital 
accommodation, have this year been about doubled in size by the 
addition of the Campbell Memorial and Greenshields pavilions and 
the new surgical amphitheatre. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital, at the head of University street- 
will be opened for the reception of patients during the coming ses- 
sion, and will afford exceptional opportunities for clinical instruc- 
tion and practical training. 


Montreal General Hospital. 


During the past year this hospital has been enlarged by the addi- 
tion of two new Surgical Pavilions containing over 100 beds. 

Attached to these wings is a large building containing a surgical 
amphitheatre furnished with all the modern apphances: for the 
carrying out of aseptic methods. This amphitheatre has a seating 
capacity of over 300, 

Besides the amphitheatre and its adjoining rooms for etherizing, 
for instruments and for the preparation of surgical dressings, there 
are on the same flat smaller operating rooms and isolation wards 4 
the story below is chiefly set apart for laboratories for clinical 
chemistry, bacteriology and general pathological work. 

A much larger number of in-door and out-door patients receive 
treatment in the Montreal General Hospital than in any other Can- 
adian hospital. Last year’s report shows that between two and 
three thousand medical and surgical cases were treated .in the 
wards, and the great portion of these were acute cases, aS may be 
gathered from the fact that the average duration of residence was 


only 23, 34 days. 
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The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the 
Hospitalmupwards of 38,000 annually—supply illustrations of most 
of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye and 
skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they do 
not require admission to the wards ofa hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students 
ample opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections 
of those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every Student will thus-seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye by the Ophthalmic 
Surgeon after the out-door patients have been seen, and Stu- 
dents are invited to attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in the 
Hospital. 

There are now special departments in the Hospital for Gyne- 
cology and Laryngology, presided over by specialists in these 
branches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special technical 
knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teaching practical 
gynecology for the past five years with marked success has been the 
limitation of the number of Students to two or three, who, in rota- 
tion, assist at the examinations and receive instruction in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gynzcologi- 
cal instruments, 

Recently two additional special clinics have been instituted in 
connection with the Out-door Department : one for diseases of child- 
ren and the other for diseases of the nervous system. 

CLINICAL CLERKS in both medical and surgical wards are appoine 
ted every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate direction of the clinical professors, 
the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. Students enter- 
ing on and after October next will be required to show a certificate 
of having acted for six months as clinical clerk in medicine or sur- 
gery. The holding of one of these offices is found to be of the great- 
est possible advantage to the student as affording a true practical 
training for his future professional life. They will be awarded on 
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application at the end of each Session to final Students of that year, 
in order of their standing in the primary examination. 

DRESSERS are also appointed to the Out-door Department. For 
these appointments, application is to be made to the Assistant Sur- 
scons or to the Resident Surgeon in charge of the out-patients’ 
department. 

Sessional Tickets entitling Students to admission to the Hospital 
must be taken out at the commencement of each session ; price $8, 
Perpetual tickets, if taken out at the beginning of the first session of 
the Hospital attendance, will cost $20, if otherwise, z.é., if not paid 
for until a later date, $24 will be charged. 


the Royal Victoria Hospital, 


This Hospital is situated a short distance above the University 
grounds, on the side of the mountain, and overlooks the city. It 
was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of Lord Mount- 
Stephen and Sir Donald Smith, who gave half a million dollars each 
for this purpose. 

The buildings, which are nearing completion, were designed by 
Mr. Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate 250 patients. 

The Hospital is composed of three massive buildings connected 
together by stone bridges, an administration block in the centre, 
a Wing on the east side for medical patients, and a wing on the 
west side for surgical patien ts. 

The administration block contains ample accommodation for the 
resident medical staff, the nursing staff and domestics. The 
patients’ entrance, the dispensary and admission rooms are also sit- 
uated in this building, 

The Medical wing contains three large wards each 123 feet long 
by 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 4o feet by 26 feet 6 inches, and 
twenty-one private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet by 12 feet, 
also a Medical Theatre with a seating capacity for 250, and rooms 
adjacent to it for Clinical Chemistry and other purposes. 

The Surgical wing contains three large wards each 122 feet long 
by 26 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 4o feet by 32 feet, and six- 
teen private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet by r2 feet; 
also a Surgical Theatre with a seating capacity for 250, with six 


accessory rooms adjacent for preparation and after-recovery 
purposes. 
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Arrangements for the reception of Students and regulations as 
to Hospital fees, etc., will probably be announced next session. 


Montreal Dispensary. 
ST ANTOINE STREET. 


Over 12,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily 
occurrence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of 
splints and bandages. The attending physicians furnish Students 
with all possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 12 to 
2 daily during the winter session and from 4 to 6 p.m. during the

Summer session. 
The Montreal Maternity. 


The Faculty have great pleasure in announcing that the Corpor- 
ation of the Montreal Maternity have recently made very important 
additions to their building, and have still further improvements in 
contemplation. Students will therefore have greatly increased faci- 
lities for obtaining a practical knowledge of obstetrics. An im- 
proved Tarnier-Budin phantom is provided for the use of the 
Students, and every facility afforded for acquiring a practical 
knowledge of the various obstetric manipulations. ‘The institu- 
tion is under the direct supervision of the Professor of Midwifery, 
who devotes much time and attention to individual instruction: 
Students who have attended one course of lectures are furnished 
with cases in rotation, which they are required to report and attend 
till convalescence. Clinical midwifery has been placed upon the 
same basis as Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and a final Clinical 
examination instituted. Regular courses of Clinical Lectures are 
given throughout the summer and winter sessions. Students will 
find it very much to their advantage to pay special attention to their 
Clinical work during the Summer Session. Though only six cases 
are required to qualify for the license of the Ontario and Quebec 
Medical Boards, twenty cases are demanded by the licensing 
bodies of Great Britain. A sufficient number of cases will be 
assigned to Students who contemplate presenting themselves for 


es 
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British qualifications. Two resident accoucheurs are appointed 
yearly from the graduating class, to hold office for a period of six 
months each. By an arrangement with the authorities of the 
Montreal General Hospital one of the residents acts as Clinical 
assistant to the Gyneecologists for a period of six months, a change 
which has greatly enhanced the value of this appointment.

§ XV.—RULES FOR STUDENTS. 


I, In the case of disorderly conduct, any Student may, at the discretion of the 
Professor, be required to leave the Class-room. Persistence in any offence against 
discipline after admonition by the Professor shall be reported to the Dean of the 
Faculty. The Dean may, at his discretion, reprimand the Student, or refer the 
matter to the Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend from 
classes. 

2. Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by necessity or 
duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to the Faculty. The num- 
ber of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that shall disqualify for the 
keeping of a Session, shall in each case be determined by the Faculty, 

3. While in the College, Students are expected to conduct themselves in the 
same orderly manner as in the Class-room. 

When Students are brought, before the Faculty ‘under the above rules, the 
Faculty may reprimand, inpose fines, disqualify from competing for prizes and 
honors, suspend from Classes, or report to the Corporation for expulsion.

The Faculty of Law feels much satisfaction in being able to an- 
nounce that the important step, so long and earnestly desired by all 

«friends of the University, of placing the McGill School of Law on 

such a substantial and permanent basis as to enable it efficiently to 
perform its part in the great work of legal education in Canada, has 
been accomplished by the munificent endowment presented to the 
University by Mr. William C. McDonald. This endowment places 
the Faculty in a position to offer to those who desire to study the 
Law, either with a view to its practice as a profession or as a means 
of culture, cr as a qualification for the discharge of the higher duties 


of citizenship, a comprehensive and complete course of legal study, 
with the use of library, reading room and other aids which have not 
heretofore been at the command of the Faculty. The course of 
study to be pursued, extending over a period of three years, and the 
instruction to be imparted, while designed so far as possible to 
qualify professional Students for the practice of their profession, 
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will also fully recognize the important fact, which, no doubt, was a 
main inducement for the action of the Faculty’s generous bene- 
factor, that upon the character of the Bar depends that of the Bench 
and of the administration of justice, and to a great extent also the 
character of the public men and public life of the country ; that, in 
fact, from the ranks of no other profession are so many called to fill 
high positions of trust and to perform duties, the efficient and 
upright discharge of which is of vital importance to the community. 

In re-organizing the Faculty, under the W. C. McDonald endow, 
ment, a number of well-known names have been added to the staft: 
as shown above, and the courses largely specialized. It was felt 
that while professional men, engaged in the active practice of their 
profession, might be relied upon to deliver reguiarly a limited num- 
ber of lectures, on special subjects, they could not be expected to 
undertake to submit to the serious interference with their business 
and inevitable interruptions involved in very lengthy courses. And 
to obviate the difficulties and drawbacks necessarily arising from 
sole dependence, as heretofore, on professional men in active prac™ 
tice, for attending to the interests and maintaining the efficiency of 
the Faculty, and to meet a deeply-felt want in this respect, the Dean 
has been appointed as a salaried officer, whose duty it will be pri- 
marily to devote his whole time to the work. 

Further, the Professor‘of Legal Bibliography has been appointed 
secretary and librarian, and will have supervision of the Library,— 
comprising at present the law libraries of the late Mr. Griffin, aR RS 
of the late Chancellor Day, and of part of the library of the late Mr. 
Justice McKay, all of which were bequeathed to the University ; and 
also of the law library of the late Mr. Justice Torrance, now the 
property of the Fraser Institute, of which he was a trustee—the use 
of which has been generously granted to the Faculty by the present 
trustées. The above law books will of themselves afford to the law 
student a library which will generally prove sufficient for his wants. 
and which will ‘be kept up and added to by the expenditure of a 
sum annually in the purchase of books, There will also be pro- 
vided in connection therewith a reading room, in which the leading 
law magazines and literature of the day will be found. 

As a place for the study of Law by professional Students, Mont- 
real affords undoubted advantages, among other reasons, on account 
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of the great variety and extent of the legal business done there, the 
constant sitting of all the principal courts of the Province, and the 
large number of first-class law offices open to Students ; while for 
all students, and especially for students of historic and philosophic 
jurisprudence, no more interesting or attractive legal system exists 
than that prevailing in this Province, where may be daily seen and 
studied, not simply theoretically, but in active operation as parts 
of our law, the three famous systems of jurisprudence,—Roman, 
French and English,—with additions and modifications introduced 
by our own legislatures and courts. The imposing features of the 
Roman Law may be recognized throughout the greater portion of 
our Civil Code, often combined with or incorporated into that noble 
system elaborated and perfected by Pothier and other great French 
jurists, both of the ancient and modern epochs, which is the direct 
source of most of our Civil Law ; while nearly the whole body of 
English Criminal and Constitutional Law and large portions of 
English Commercial Law are equally parts of the law of this Pro- 
vince. 

The importance of the Notarial profession, and of a knowledge 
of notarial practice and conveyancing, has led to the appointment 
as a full member of the faculty of a Professor of Notarial Law, whose 
course of lectures will be attended by all professional Students. 

With a view to extending as far as possible the usefulness of the 
Faculty, the courses of lectures on commercial subjects have been 
so arranged, that young men engaged in banks or other business 
houses can attend them without interference with their regular 
duties. Students of other departments of the University, and, in 
fact, all who may desire to do so, may attend such particular courses 
as they may see fit to select. It is hoped that the courses del ivered 
will be found beneficial to all students, indeed to all who may 
desire to know something of the constitution and laws by which 
they are governed, and of a science which has been characterized 
by Burke as ‘the collected reason of ages, combining the princt- 
ples of original justice with the infinite variety of human concerns.’ 

While the Faculty accepts for matriculation the requirements 
stated in the Regulations below, it nevertheless strongly recom- 
mends Students intending to study law to take the B. A. course in 
the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary qualification ; and if that be 
not attainable, as much as possible of the Arts course.

The Examinations will be held in the William Molson Hall, Mc- 
Gill College building, at Christmas, and at the close of the session, 
and ,as announced below, unless otherwise determined by the 
Faculty. 

The complete course of study in this Faculty extends over three

ERQUIREMENTS FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF CIVIL LAW.

He shall also, 
at least two months before proceeding to the Degree, deliver to the Faculty 
twenty-five printed copies of a Thesis or Treatise of his own composition on some 
subject selected or approved by the Faculty, such Thesis to contain not less than 
fifty octavo pages of printed matter, and to possess such degree of merit as shall 
in the opinion of the Faculty justify them in recommending him for the degree. 

The Candidate shall also pay to the Secretary of the Faculty, annually during 
the period of twelve years, for the retention of his name on the books of the 
Faculty, a fee of two dollars, to form part of the Library Fund of the Faculty, 
Upon cause shown, however, and with the consent of the Faculty, such fees may 
be paid at one time before the granting of the degree.

the Province :— 

ARTICLE 3544 R. S. C.—Examinations for admission to study and to prac- 
tise law in the Province of Quebec are held at the time and place determined by 
the General Council. 

The places and dates as at present fixed are 

MONTREAL, - Wednesday, llth Jan., 1893, 
QUEBEC, - - Wednesday, 5th July, 1898, 
and alternately at Montreal and Quebec every six months, namely—at Montreal 
on the second Wednesday of each January, and at Quebec on the first Wednesday 
of each July. 

All information concerning these examinations can be obtained from the 
General Secretary’s Office. The present General Secretary is W.C. Languedoc, 
Esq., Quebec. 


ARTICLE 3546.—Candidates must give notice as prescribed by this Article 
at least one month before the time fixed for the examination, to the Secretary of 
the Section in which he resides, or in which he has resided for the last six months, 

The present Secretary of tne Montreal Section is Mr. Charles Lanctot, 1608 
Notre Dame street, Montreal. 

ARTICLE 3503a.—Added by Statute of Quebec, 53 Victoria (1890), Cap. 
45, provides that Candidates holding the diploma of Bachelor of Arts, Bachelier- 
es-Lettres, or Bachelier-es-Science from a Canadian or other British University, is 
dispensed from the examination for admission to study. Such Candidates are 
however recommended to give the notice required as above. 


ARTICLE 3548 R. S. Q. (as altered by by-law of the General Council).—On 
giving the notice prescribed by Article 3546, the Candidate pays to the Secretary 
a fee of $2.00, and makes a deposit of $30.00, for admission to study, or of 
$70.00 for admission to practice, which deposit, less $10.00, is returned in case 
of his not being admitted. 


ARTICLE 3552.—To be admitted to practice, the Student must be a British 
subject, and must have studied regularly and without interruption during 
ordinary office hours, under indentures before a Notary, as Clerk or Student, with 
a practising Advocate, during Five Years, dating from the registration of the cer- 
tiftcate of admission to study. This term is reduced to Four years in this case of 
student who has followed a regular law course ina University or College in this 
Province, and taken a degree in law therein. : .

Allowances will be made to Students of Human or Comparative 
Medicine, or others who can produce certified class tickets for 
attendance on any of the subjects embraced in the curriculum from 
any recognized college or university. 

Graduates and Students who avail themselves of the above 
privileges will nevertheless be required to pass an examination in 
the subjects comprised in the three years’ course, unless, from 
satisfactory evidence otherwise produced, the examiners consider it 
to be unnecessary. 

Graduates of recognized Veterinary Colleges, desirous of taking 
the degree, may do so by attendance on the final subjects for one 
full session, but will be required to pass the examinations on all the 
subjects embraced in the curriculum, botany excepted. 

Occasional and Agricultural Students will be received without 
matriculation for attendance on any particular series oflectures, Such 
Students will not be examined, nor will they be entitled to receive 
class certificates, except as Occasional Students, nor will such 
attendance be accepted, should the Student subsequently wish to 
become a regular Student of the Faculty. 


MATRICULATION, 


Every Student, previous to his admission, must produce a certificate of educa- 
tional acquirements satisfactory to the Faculty, or submit himself to an examina- 
tion in writing, reading aloud, dictation, arithmetic (including vulgar fractions), 
English grammar (as a text-book, Miller’s Swinton’s Language Lessons), It 
will be seen that this examination is far from severe ; yet it affords a certain 
guarantee that illiterate men will not be admitted. 

A. N. Shewan, M.A., will hold the matriculation examination on Wednesday, 
30th September, at 9 o’clock, at the College, 6 Union Avenue, when all those 
intending to enter the course should present themselves for examination. 
Candidates possessing certificates of education or of previous matriculation 
should produce them for the inspection and approval of the examiner. Graduates 
of any Faculty in a recognized University or Agricultural College are not required 
to matriculate, 

No College is recognized unless its Students are required to matriculate. 
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REGISTRATION AND PAYMENT OF FEES. 


The following are the College regulations :— 

All Students desirous of attending the classes shall, at the commencement of 
each session, enrol their names and residences in the register of the Faculty, and 
procure from the Registrar a ticket of registration, for which each Student shall 
pay a fee of $5. 

The said register shall be closed on the last day of October in each year. 
The fees are payable to the Registrar, and all class tickets will be issued by him 
and must be paid in advance (except under special circumstances) at the time of 
registration. 

All Students must register, including those who receive free bursaries. 

Fees for the whole course are $180, which may be paid in three annual pay- 
ments of $60 each, which, in all cases, must be paid on entering. Matricula- 
tion fee, $5, which is to be paid prior to the examination ; $5 for registration, 
and $5 for re-registration, payable at the beginning of each of the following two 
Students who are allowed time for

STUDENTS OF THE PROVINCE OF QUEBEC. 


In consideration of the annual grant, the Council of Agriculture has the 


privilege of sending thirteen pupils, free of expense, to the whole course ; such 


students must, however, pay a fee of five dollars for the c>urse in Botany and five 


dollars annually for registration. These Bursaries may be obtained by young 


men resident in the Province of Quebec, by application made to the Dean of the 
Faculty, in handwriting of applicant, accompanied by a recommendation from 
the Agricultural Society of the district in which they reside, provided the Council 
considers them qualified by education and in other respects for entering the 
College. 

In all cases, except when specially arranged, Bursars will be required to give a 
guarantee that they will attend three Sessions ; and failing to doso, they shall be 


required to pay the fees for the Sessions which they have attended. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


Students of this Faculty will be graded as of the First, the Second, and the 
Final Years. 
In each year Students will take the studies fixed for that year only, unless by 


special permission of the Faculty. 
Persons desirous of entering as Occasional Students shall apply to the Dean of 
the Faculty for admission as such, and shall obtain a ticket or tickets for the class 


or Classes they desire to attend. 
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All Students shall be subject to the following regulations as regards attendance 
and conduct ;— 

A class-book shall be kept by each Professor and Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted ; and the said class book 
shall be submitted to the Faculty at'a meeting to be held between the close of 
the lectures and the commencement of the examinations ; and the Faculty shall, 
after examination of such class-book, decide which Students shall be deemed to 
have been sufficiently regular in their attendanee to entitle them to proceed to 
the examination in the respective classes. 

Punctual attendance on all classes proper to his year is required of each 
Student. Absence or tardiness without sufficient excuse, or inattention or 
disorder in the class room, if persisted in after admonition by the Professor, will be 
reported to the Dean of the Faculty, who may reprimand the Student, or report to 
the Faculty, as he may decide, While in the building, or going to or from its 
Students are expected to conduct themselves in the same orderly manner as in 
the class-rooms. Any Professor observing improper conduct in the class-rooms 
or elsewhere in the building will admonish the Student, and, if necessary, report 
him to the Dean. 

When Students are reported to the Faculty under the above rules, the Faculty 
may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, disqualify from competing for 
prizes or honors, suspend from classes, or report to the Corporation for expulsion, 

Any Student injuring the furniture or building will be required to repair the 
same at his own expense, and will, in addition, be subject to such penalty as the 
Faculty may see fit to impose. 

All cases of discipline involving the interests of more than one Faculty, or of 
the University generally, shall be reported to the Principal, or, in his absence, 
to the Vice-Principal, 

The College year shall be divided into two terms, the first extending to the 
Christmas vacation, and the second from the expiration of the Christmas vaca- 
tion to the 30th March following. 

Each lecture shall be of one hour’s duration, but the Professors sball have the 
right to substitute an examination for any such lecture. 

At the end of each term there shall be a general examination of all the classes, 
under the superintendence of the Professors and such other examiners as may be 
appointed by the Corporation, ‘The results shall be reported as early as possible 
to the Faculty. 

The Students have all the privileges of the McGill Medical Faculty’s Labo- 
ratories, which are thus described in their annual calendar :— 


PHYSIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The Physiological Laboratory is supplied with the most modern apparatus for 
the practical teaching of this most important branch of the medical curriculum. 
It contains, amongst other valuable instruments : kymographs, various mano. 
meters, etc., for demonstrating blood pressure ; myographs, rheocords, moist 
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chambers, etc., and various electrical appliances for demonstrating experiments 
‘7 connection with nerve and muscle; special apparatus for illustrating various 
points in respiration ; apparatus specially suitable for demonstrating the processes 
of digestion, as well as the chemical composition and nature of the secretions, and 
the chief constituents of the tissues and nutritive fluids. ‘the Laboratory is 
arranged in such a way as to permit of Students assisting at, and taking part in, 
these demonstrations. During the past session important additions of apparatus 
have been made to the Physiological Laboratory. 


CHEMICAL LABORATORY. 


The Chemical Laboratory is large, lofty, and well lighted, and can accommo- 
date comfortably 76 men at one time. Each Student, when entering on this 
course, has a numbered table in the Laboratory assigned to him for his use during 
the session. Each table has its own gas and water fixtures, and is provided with 
shelves for its corresponding set of reagent bottles, as well as a drawer and locker 
containing a modern set of chemical apparatus specially adapted for the work, 
This apparatus is provided by the Professor of Chemistry, and supplied to each 
Student without extra charge. The Student is required to pay only for apparatus 
broken or destroyed. 

The Laboratory is furnished with a large draught closet for ventilation, sulphu- 
retted hydrogen apparatus, gas and combustion furnaces, etc., giving to the Stu- 
dent unsurpassed ‘advantages for acquiring a sound and practical knowledge of 


medical chemistry. 
PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY, 


In the Pathological Laboratory, accommodation will be provided for Students 
or practitioners who desire to carry cn advanced study or private pathological 
research, upon their obtaining permission from the Faculty. 

The Laboratory has been entirely rebuilt during the past session, and is well 
stocked with the usual apparatus for pathological and bacteriological work. 

The demonstrations in Morbid Anatomy will be given ina small laboratory, 
specially arranged for the work, 

The classes in Pathological Histology will be held in the Histological Labora- 


tory. 
HISTOLOGICAL LABORATORY, 


The Histological Laboratory is a large, well-lighted room. It is so arranged 
that over eighty Students can be present at the microscopical demonstrations, 
For this purpose it is supplied with thirty-five microscopes, all from the well 
known makers, Zeiss, Hartnack and Leitz. From the large number of micro- 
scopes employed, Students will have special facilities in studying and making 
themselves thoroughly acquainted with the specimens that are the subjects of 


demonstration 
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PRACTICAL MICROSCOPY. 


This is an entirely optional course, in charge of Prof. Wilkins. It is intended 
especially for teaching the technique of Microscopy. Students will be shown 
how to examine blood, etc., fresh specimens and morbid products, also to cut, 
stain, and mount specimens. For this purpose they will have furnished them 
both normal and diseased structures, with which they will be able to secure a 
cabinet of at least 100 specimens, which will be of great benefit when in practice. 
Reagents and everything except cover-glasses and cabinet cases provided. Fee

COURSES OF LECTURES. 
BOTANY. 


D. P. PENHALLOW. 


The purpose of this course is to give Students a good grounding in the princi- 
ples of General Morphology, to advance their knowledge of the Comparative 
Physiology of animals and plants, and enable them to determine readily such spe- 
cies of plants as may come under their observation. It comprises :—! 

1. A course of lectures on General Morphology and Classification, Histology 
and Physiology. ‘The lectures are illustrated by means of the microscope, and by 
the models and large collections in the Peter Redpath Museum. 

2. Practical work in the determination and classification of Species, for which 
the Botanic Garden of the University offers special facilities. 

3. Studies in Canadian Botany. This work is prosecuted by means of field- 
excursions, which are held as often as opportunity is afforded during the autumn 
months 

4. A special collection of medicinal plants, now being formed at the Gardens, 
offers 2 valuable preparation in the course of Pharmacology, 


ZOOLOGY.,* 
Sir WILLIAM DAWSsoN. 


This course includes a systematic study of the classification of animals, illus- 
trated by Canadian examples and by the collections in the Peter Redpath 
Museum. It affords suitable preparation for collecting in any department of 
Canadian Zoology or Palzeontology, and as an introduction to Comparative Phy- 
siology. It may be taken instead of Botany, or along with it, without any addi- 
tional fee, 

Students in Botany or Zoology will receive tickets to the Peter Redpath Museum 
and to the Museum of the Natural History Society of Montreal.

* Students may take either Botany or Zoology, but must intimate at the beginning of the ses- 


sion their choice, and adhere to this, except by special permission of the Faculty. 
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CHEMISTRY. 
GILBERT P. GIRDWOOD, M.D. 


Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated ; a large portion: of the course is devoted 
to Organic Chemistry and its relations to Medicine. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention ofthe Class, 
For experimental i]lustration, abundant apparatus is possessed by the College. 

The Chemical Laboratory will be open to members of the Class, to repeat 
experiments performed during the course, under the superintendence of the Pro- 
fessor or his Assistant. 


PHYSIOLOGY. 
WESLEY MILLs, M.D. 


The purpose of this course is to make Students thoroughly acquainted, as far 
as time permits, with modern Physiology : its methods, its deductions, and the 
basis on which the latter rest. Accordingly, a full course of lectures is given, in 
which both the Experimental and Chemical departments of the subject receive 
attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, plates, models, etc., every department of 
the subject is experimentally illustrated. The experiments are free from elaborate 
technique, and many of them are’of a kind susceptible of ready imitation by the 
Student. ; 

Laboratory work for Senior Students :— 

(1) During the first part of the Session there will be a course on Physiological 
Chemistry, in which the Student will, under direction, investigate food-stuffs, 
digestive action, blood, and the more important secretions and excretions, includ- 
ing urine. All the apparatus and material for this course will be provided. 

(2) The remainder of the session will be devoted to the performance of such 
experiments as are unsuitable for demonstration to a large class in the lecture 
room, and such as require the use of elaborate methods, apparatus, etc. 


HISTOLOGY. 
GEO, WILKINS, M.D. 
This will consist of a course of ten lectures and twenty-five weekly demonstra- 
tions with the Microscope. As the demonstrations will be chiefly relied upon 
for teaching the Microscopic Anatomy of the various structures, the specimens 


under observation will then be minutely described. Plates and diagrams spe 
cially prepared for these lectures will be freely made use of, 


COMPARATIVE PATHOLOGY, 


Besides lectures and demonstrations in General Pathology and Morbid Ana. 
tomy, the Students will perform autopsies under the direction of the teacher. 
The experimental study of contagious and parasitic diseases will receive special 
attention,

MEDICINE AND SURGERY. 
D. McEACHRAN, F.R.C.V.S. 


This course is intended for Students of the second and third years only. 

The course embraces the principles and practice of Veterinary Medicine, includ- 
ing the diseases of domestic animals, their nature, causes, symptoms, and treat- 
ment. It necessarily includes Pathology and Pathological Anatomy, with daily 
clinical demonstrations in the hospital and yard practice of the College, as well as 
illustrations from plates, preserved specimens, and fresh material furnished by the 
Pathologist. 

The course on Surgery embraces Surgical Anatomy and Practices of Surgery, 
and will be illustrated by a large collection of surgical appliances, about to be 

‘ added to the College material for the illustration of lectures. 

The large and varied practice of the College furnishes abundance of cases for 
demonstration purposes. 

Special lectures will be given on Sanitary Science, Quarantine, inspection of 
meat and milk, and also on the examination of horses for soundness, 


ANATOMY, 


M. C, BAKER, D.V.S. 


In this course the Anatomy of the horse is the subject of special study ; 
the structural differences of all the domestic animals are carefully exp] 


while 


ained and 
illustrated by fresh subjects. There is a very large collection of classic anatom- 
ical models by Dr, Auzoux, of Paris, natural injections and dissections, and a 
most complete collection of diagrams, including Marshall’s complete set, Mons. 
Achille Comte’s Anatomical and Zoological series, also a large collection of 
drawings, specially prepared for the school by Mr. Scott Leighton, artist, Bos- 
ton, and Mr. Hawksett, Montreal. 
The Dissecting Room is open at all hours, subjects are easily procured, and 
either the Professor or Demonstrator will be in attendance to superintend and 
direct Students in practical dissection. The room is furnished with every con- 
venience, is thoroughly lighted, and affords Students all that can be reasonably 
desired. Students are required to pay for material necessary for practical dis. 
* section. Beforea Student can be allowed to present himself for his pass exam- 
inations, he must produce tickets certified by the Demonstrator that he has 
dissected two entire subjects, that is, one each session. 


MATERIA MEDICA, 
ALEX. D, BLACKADER, B.A., M.D. 


This course comprises :— 
A description of the Pharmacology and Therapeutics of the more important 
medicinal agents, as well as a special course on the properties, preparation, 
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physiological and therapeutic actions of all the medicines used in Veterinary 
practice. 
Students are also required to do practical work, in compoun ding and admin- 


istering medicines in the pharmacy and hospital. 
CATTLE PATHOLOGY AND OBSTETRICS. 


C. McEacHRAN, D.V.S.

‘This course will also 
embrace inspection aud transportation of animals by railroad and steamer, sub- 
jects of general information of great value to Practitioners of Comparative 
Medicine. 

The above special courses are free to all Students. 


THE MUSEUM 


contains a large collection of natural and artificial specimens, consisting of skele- 
seased bones, 


tons of almost all the domestic animals, numerous specimens of di 
preparations by Dr. Auzoux of all the different organs in the body, natural 
dissections, colored models, diagrams, etc., etc., all of which are used in i 
trating the lectures, and to which the Students have frequent opportunities of 
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referring. There has been recently added a large and valuable private Mu- 
seum, presented to the Faculty by J. W. Gadsden, M.R.C.V.S., of Philadelphia,

THE PHARMACY. 


All the medicines used in the practice of the College are compounded by the 
Students, under the direction of the’Professors, from prescriptions for each parti- 
cular case, and most of them are administered or applied by them. Jor this 
purpose they are detailed for certain pharmaceutical duties alternately, By this 
means they become familiar with the physical properties, compatibilities, doses 
and uses of the medicines, and become expert in administering them to the 
different patients brought for treatment, 


THE PRACTICE, 


The Hospital and Daily Clinics, as well as a very extensive out-door practice, 
including most of the largest stables in the city and numerous farms in the 
vicinity, afford excellent opportunities for clinical observation on horses of all 
breeds and ages. Owing to the numbers of cattle kept in the city, and the 
valuable thoroughbred herds in the neighborhood, advanced Students are enabled 
to see and do considerable cattle practice. The dog practice is the largest in 
Canada. All canine diseases can be studied clinically, owing to the large num- 
ber of dogs brought to the College for medical or surgical treatment, 

Senior Students will be appointed to act alternately as dressers in the Hospital, 
and First and Second Year men must assist in administering medicines and at 
operations. 


FREE CLINICS, . 


To afford ‘the Students still more extensive opportunities of clinical observation,. 
an hour a day will be given to free clinics for animals belonging to the poor,. 
which will be duly advertised.

This Association is for the mutual improvement of its members. 

The members are Graduates and Students of comparative medicine, also Gra- 
duates and Students of Human Medicine. 

The meetings are held fortnightly, at which papers are read and discussed, cases 
reported, etc. 

The advantages which Students derive from these meetings are very great. Not 
only do they hear carefully prepared papers on subjects of professional 1mpor- 
tance, but an opportunity is afforded for practising public speaking, which in 
after-life is often extremely useful, The fees of the Association are expended in 
the purchase of books for the Library and the prizes awarded for papers read. 

The Library is owned by the Association, and is under the control of officers 
who are elected annually. It contains nearly 600 volumes, embracing works of 
creat antiquity as well as the modern works on Veterinary Science and collateral 
subjects in both the English and French languages, all of which are available for 
consultation and study by members.

ASSOCIATION FOR THE STUDY OF COMPARATIVE

No one will be permitted to become a candidate for examination who shall not 
have attended at least one full course of lectures in this Faculty, including all 
the subjects embraced in the curriculum. 

Courses of less length than the above will be received only for the time over 
which they have extended. 

Students, except by special permission of the Faculty, must pursue the subjects 
of Anatomy, Chemistry, Histology and Botany in their first session, and are 
advised to take Physiology in addition, 

Candidates who fail to pass in not more than two subjects of the first two years 
may be granted a supplemental examination at the beginning of the following 
session. 

Supplemental examinations will not be granted, except by special permission 
of the Faculty, and on written application, stating reasons, 

Caadidates who fail to pass in a subject of which two courses ave required may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be required to attend a third course, and furnish . 
a Certificate of attendance thereon. 

In addition to the written and oral examinations, Candidates must pass a 
practical clinical test, including examination. of horses for soundness, written 
reports being required ; the clinical reports to include diagnosis, prognosis and 
treatment.

EXAMINATIONS. 


First Year.—Pass Exaniination in Botany or Zoology, and Histology, and 
sessional examinations on other subjects in the course of the year, 
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Second Year.—Pass Examination in Chemistry, Physiology, Practical Histo- 
logy and Anatomy, in addition to Sessional Examinations, 

Third Year.—Pass Examination in Practice of Medicine and Surgery and 
Veterinary Obstetrics, and Diseases of Cattle and Materia Medica. 

N.B.—-Sessional Examinations will be held from time to time during the ses- 
sion, and attendance at these is compulsory, and the standing attained at the 


examinations will be taken into account at the pass examinations. 


AGE FOR GRADUATION. 


Students under seventeen will be received as apprentices, but cannot be entered 
as regular students before attaining that age. 

Minors may pass the examinations, but cannot receive the Diploma until they 
are twenty-one years of age. 


HINTS TO STUDENTS. 


The Matriculation Examination which you have to undergo is by no means @ 
severe one : "and if you are not prepared to pass it, you should begin at once to 
improve your education. 

You had better not commence professional reading till you have become 
familiar with the fundamental subjects. Practice, except under the guidance of a 
thoroughly educated p ractitioner, is more likely to mislead than aid you. 

It is advisable that you should arrive in Montreal before the opening day, so as 
to give you time to procure suitable lodgings. Endeavor by all means to be 
present at the introductory lectures on all subjects; you cannot miss one lecture 
without thereby losing valuable preparatory information. Come prepared to 
procure at once the necessary text books and note books. Make your arrange- 
ments so as to enable you to devote your entire time and undivided attention to 
your studies, as the three sessions which the curriculum covers will be found none 
too long to accomplish the necessary proficiency in the various branches of study 


required of you.

SMcGill Hormal Srhool. 


The McGill Normal School in the city of Montreal is established 
chiefly for the purpose of training teachers for the Protestant popu. 
lation, or for all religious denominations of the Province of Quebec 
Other than the Roman Catholic. The Studies in this school. are 
carried on chiefly in English, but French is also taught. 


GOVERNMENT OF THE SCHOOL. 


The Corporation of McGill University is associated with the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction in the direction of the McGill 
Normal School, under the regulations of the Protestant Committee 
of the Council of Public Instruction, and it is authorized to appoint 
a standing committee consisting of five members, called “* The Nor- 
mal School Committee,” which shall have the general supervision 
of the affairs of the Normal School.

ANNOUNCEMENT FOR THE SESSION 1892-93. 


This Institution is intended to give a thorough training to 
teachers, by instruction and training in the Normal School itself, 
and by practice in the Model Schools ; and the arrangements are 
of such a character as to afford the greatest possible facilities to 
Students from all parts of the Province. 

The thirty-seventh session of this School will commence on the 
first of September, 1392, and close on the thirty-first of May, 1893. 
The complete course of study extends over four years, and the 
Students are graded as follows :— 

1.—Elementary School Class.—Studying for the Elementary 
School Diploma. 

>—Model School Class.—Studying for the Model School 
Diploma. 

3.—Academy Class.—Studying for the Academy Diploma. 

All the following regulations and privileges apply to male and 
female students alike. 
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I. TERMS OF ADMISSION. : 


(Axtractea from the Ltegulations of the Protestant Committee of 
the Council of Fublic Lnstruction.) 


Any British subject who produces a certificate of good rnoral 
character from the minister of the congregation to which he belongs, 
and evidence to show that he has completed the sixteenth year 
of his age, may be admitted to examination for entrance into the 
Elementary School Class, or, if he has completed his seventeenth 
year, to the entrance examinations of the Model School Class. 
(See Vote uw.) 

Previous to admission to the Elementary School Class, every 
pupil-teacher shall undergo an examination as to his sufficient know- 
ledge of reading, writing, the rudiments of grammar in his own 
language, geography, and arithmetic; before admission to the 
Model School Class he must give proof of his knowledge of the 
subjects of the previous year, Except as stated below, the exam- 
ination shall take place before the Principal, or before such other 
person as he may specially appoint for the purpose. (See Note d.) 

All candidates who present certificates of having passed in Grade 
ITI. Model School Course, and all holders of Elementary Schoo! 
diplomas, shall be exempt from examination for admission to the 
Elementary School Class. All candidates who have passed at the 
A.A. examinations, taking two-thirds of the aggregate marks, and 
who have passed in French, and all holders of Model School dip- 
lomas, shall be exempt from examination for admission to the 
Model School Class. Holders of Elementary School diplomas, 


desiring admission to the Model School Class, shall be examined : 
in Algebra, Geometry and French only. af 


Candidates shall be admitted to examination for entrance only at 
the times regularly appointed by the Principal of the school at the 
beginning of the session. Candidates exempt from examination can 
only be admitted during the first week of the session, except that 
teachers who may be actually engaged in teaching at the commence- 
ment of the session may, at the discretion of the Principal, be 
admitted to the Elementary School Class not later than the close 
of the Christmas vacation. No teacher-in-training admitted later 
than the rst of October shall share in that part of the bursary fund 
which is distributed at Christmas, 
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In exceptional cases the Principal of the Normal School may admit 
to the classes on trial persons whose qualifications may be insufh- 
cient for entrance. Such persons may be excluded from the School 
by the Principal whenever he may judge it best so to do; but none 
shall be permitted to enter o to remain on trial after the semi 
sessional examinations. 

No candidate is admitted to the Normal School until the provi- 


sions of the school laws respecting admission have been fulfilled. 


(See Vote c.) 
Il. PRIVILEGES OF TEACHERS-IN-TRAINING. 

All teachers-in-training are entitled to free tuition. 

At the close of the semi-sessional examinations, the sum of $400 
from the bursary fund will be divided among the forty most success- 
ful pupils who do not reside at home with parents or guardians 
during their attendance at the school. Similarly the sum of $800 
will be divided at the close of the sessional examinations. The 
remainder of the bursary fund will be divided as an allowance for 
travelling expenses among teachers-in-training residing in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec at a distance of more than ninety miles from Mont- 
real, in a proportion determined by the excess of distance above 
ninety miles, it being provided that no allowance for travelling 
expenses shall exceed ten dollars. 

All teachers-in-training who pass the semi-sessional examinations 
‘n the Normal School with 60 per cent. of the total] marks, and who 
have not fallen below s0 per cent. in any one of the groups of sub- 
jects, English, Mathematics, French, and Miscellaneous, nor in any 
one of the subjects required by the Syllabus of Examination pre- 
scribed for diplomas of the grade to which they aspire, shall be 
entitled to continue in their classes after Christmas. Except by the 
special permission of the Principal, none other shall be entitled to 
this privilege nor to a share in the Christmas bursary. 

All teachers-in-training, who attain the standards defined above at 
the final examinations in the Normal School, shall be entitled to 
diplomas of the grade of the class to which they belong, and except 
with the concurrence of the Principal of the school and the professor 
of each subject in which there has been failure, none others shall 
receive diplomas or share in the bursary fund. 

All holders of Elementary School diplomas obtained by reaching 
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the standards defined above shall be 
Model School Class, none others without the special permission of 


the Principal. Such holders of Elementary School diplomas as 
have taken not less than 75 per ce 


than 60 per cent. of those in

III. STUDENTS FOR THE ACADEMY DIPLOMA, 


1. The Normal School shall bring up selected students at the end 
of the Model School year to the examinations for the entrance into 
the first year of the Faculty of Arts of the Universities. They may 
be examined either at the examinations for the Associate in Arts in 
June or at those for the matriculation in autumn, and shall take the 
full course of study in the first and second years. 

2. Such students shall be enrolled in the Normal School as stu- 
dents of the Academy Class, and shall be under the usual pledge to 
teach for three years. They shall engage in the practice of teaching 
at such times and in such schools as may. be arranged by the 
Principal from time to time, in consistence with their college work, 
and shall be under the Principal and the regulations of the Normal 
School, 

3. On repcrt of the colleges which such students may be attend- 
ing, that they have passed creditably in the Christmas and sessional 
examinations respectively, they shall be entitled to bursaries, not 
exceeding thirty dollars per session, in aid of fees and board. Such 
bursaries may be paid by the Normal School Committee out of any 
fund available for the purpose. 

4. On passing the intermediate, or equivalent, examination of the 
Universities, such students will be entitled to receive Academy 
diplomas, in accordance with the regulations of the Protestant Com- 
mittee of the Council of Public Instruction for such diplomas, 

5. Such students may, with the advice of the Principal, attend 
classes at McGill or its affiliated colleges, or at Bishop’s College, 
and the Normal School Committee shall make such arrangements as 
may be possible for free tuition at such colleges. 
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6. It shall be competent to the Principal of the Normal School 
to site’ any tutorial assistance that may in his judgment be 
necessary for Academy students. Also, it shall be his duty in the 
case of optional studies to select for the students those required for 


the curriculum of the Normal School. 

». It shall be competent to students who have taken Academy 
diplomas as above to continue for two years longer at the Univer- 
sity, or to return thereto, after teaching for a time, in order to take 
the dia of Bachelor of Arts; but they shail be held bound to ful- 
fill their engagements to teach, and they shall not be entitled to 
bursaries. (See Vote é.) 

Holders of Model School Diplomas of the McGill Normal School, 
who are certified by the Principal of the Normal School to have 
taken 75 percent. of the total! marks at their final examinations, 
with not less than 60 per cent. of the marks in Mathematics, French, 
Latin and Greek respectively, shall be admitted without further ex- 
amination to the first year in Arts of the McGill University; but all 
such Students must make good their standing in the University at 
the Christmas examinaticns. 

Teachers-in-training, who do not attain the standard defined 
above, must, in order to enter the University, pass the usual exam- 
ination for Matriculation. 

Exemption from the payment of fees in McGill College for the 
first year will be granted to the three holders of Model School Di- 
plomas, not being resident in Montreal, w ho, of all those entering the 
University on the conditions stated above, have gained the highest 
aggregate of marks at their final examinations in the Normal School, 
as certified by the Principal of the Normal School. 

Exemption from fees in the second year w ill be granted to the three 
students entering from the Normal School, who, with creditable 
standing in all their examinations at the close of the first year in Arts 
have taken the highest aggregate of marks of any Normal School 


Students of their year. 


IV. CONDITIONS OF CONTINUANCE IN THE NORMAL SCHOOL 


Teachers-in-training guilty of drunkenness, of frequenting taverns, 
of entering disorderly houses or gambling houses, keeping company 
with disorderly persons, or committing any act of immorality or 1n- 
subordination, shall be expelled. (See Vote c.) 
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Each professor shall have the power of excluding from his lectures 
any Student who may be inattentive to his studies, or guilty of any 
minor infraction of the regulations, until the matter can be reported 
to the Principal. 


V. ATTENDANCE ON RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION, 


Teachers-in-training will be required to state with what religious 
denomination they are connected; anda list of the students con- 
nected with each denomination shall be furnished to one of the minis- 
ters of such denomination resident in Montreal, with the request 
that he will meet weekly with that portion of the teachers-in-training, 
or Otherwise provide for their religious instruction, Every Thurs- 
day after four o’clock will be assigned for this purpose. 

In addition to punctual attendance at weekly religious instruction 
each student will be required to attend public worship at-his own 
church, at least once every Sunday. 


VI. BOARDING HOUSES. 


1. The teachers-in-training shall state the place of their residence, 
and those who cannot reside with their parents willbe permitted to 
live in boarding houses, but in such only as shall be specially ap- 
proved of. No boarding houses having permission to board male 
teachers-in-training will be permitted to receive female teachers-in- 
training as boarders, and vice versa. (See Wote g.) 

2. They are on no account to be absent from their lodgings after 
half-past nine o’clock jn the evening, . 

3. They will be allowed to attend such lectures and public meet- 
ings only as may be considered by the Principal conducive to their 
moral and mental improvement. 

4. A copy of the regulations shall be sent to al] keepers of lodg- 
ing houses at the beginning of the session. 

5. In case of lodgings being chosen by parents or guardians, a 
written statement of the parent or guardian shall be presented to the 
Principal. 

6. All intended changes of lodgings shall be made known before- 
hand to the Principal or to one of the professors. 

7. Boarding-houses shall be visited monthly by a committee of 
professors, 
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8. Special visitations shall be made in case of sickness being re- 
ported, either by professors or by ladies connected with the school ; 
and, if necessary, medical attendance shall be procured. 

g. Students and lodging house keepers are required to report, as 
soon as possible, all cases of serious illness and all infractions of 
rules touching boarding houses. 


VII. ACADEMY DIPLOMAS TO GRADUATES. 


Granted under the Regulations of the Protestant Committee of the 
Council of Public Instruction. 


Graduates in Arts from any British or Canadian University, who 
have passed in Latin, Greek and French in the Degree Examinations, 
or who have taken at least second class standing in these subjects at 
their Intermediate Examinations, shall be entitled to receive first 
class Academy diplomas, provided that they have also taken a reg- 
ular course in the Art of Teaching at the McGill Normal School, 
or other public training institution outside the Province approved 
bv the Protestant Committee. 

Graduates who have not passed in French, as prescribed above, 
may, on application, be examined in that subject before the Prin- 
cipal of the McGill Normal School, and, if satisfactory, such exam- 
ination shall be accepted in lieu of the prescribed standing in French 
jn the University examinations. 

To meet the requirements of Graduates and Undergraduates in 
Arts, who, not having previously taken a Normal School course, 
desire to receive Academy diplomas of the first class under regula- 
tion 54, provision has been made for the delivery of a course of 
forty lectures on Pedagogy in the Normal School and for practice 
in teaching in the McGill Model School for forty half days, open to 
Graduates in Arts of any British or Canadian University, to Under- 
graduates of the third year, and, with the permission of the Faculty 
and the concurrence of the Principal of the Normal Schcol, to those 
of the four year. 


Undergraduates will be permitted to teach the forty half days re- 
ferred to above, at times extending over the sessions of the Model 
School, corresponding to the third and fourth years of their college 
course. Graduates will be permitted to teach in the Model Schools 
at such times as may be agreed on with the Principal. 
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All persons taking this course of study in the Normal School 
shall be held to be subject to the regulations of the said school, and 
to be under the supervision of its Principal while in attendance 
thereat, 

Graduates who have taken the above course of study in Pedagogy, 
and the first class Academy diploma, may be entered, if so desired 
by them, in the published lists of the University as holders of such 
diplomas. 

Undergraduates who hold Model School diplomas in course from 
the McGill Normal School, who take at least second class standing 
in Latin and Greek in the Intermediate Examination of the Univer- 
sities, shall be entitled to receive first class Academy diplomas. 

Teachers who hold (@) Academy diplomas ‘granted before the 
first July, 1886, or (2) second class Academy diplomas granted 
under these regulations, and who produce satisfactory proof to the 
Protestant Committee that they have taught successfully for at least 
ten years, shall, when recommended by the Committee, be entitled 
to receive first class Academy diplomas. 

Any candidate who presents to the Principal of the McGill Nor- 
mal School, (a) the requisite certificates of age and of good moral 
character, according to Form No. 1 (page 12), and (8) satisfactory 
certificates that he has complied with either of the foregoing regu- 
lations, shall be recommended by him to the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction for an Academy diploma of the class to which be 
is entitled under these regulations.

(2) On application to the Principal of the School, candidates for admission 
will be furnished with forms of application, containing the required forms of cer 
tificate of good character and of agreement to teach for three years in some Public 
School in the Province of Quebec. 

(6) Teachers-in-training admitted to the Elementary School class at the begin- 
ning of a session must be able to parse correctly a simple English sentence; to 
write a neat dictation from any school reader, with no more than five per cent, 
of mistakes in spelling, in the use of capitals, and in the division of words into 
syllables; to give the names and state the positions of the continents, of the 
oceans, of the greater islands, peninsulas, capes, mountains, gulfs, bays, straits, 
lakes, and rivers, and of the chief political divisions and most important cities of 
the world ; and to work correctly examples in the simple rules of arithmetic and 
in fractions. 

(c) Teachers-in-tra'ning are expected to give their whole time and attention 
to the work of the school, and are not permitted to engage in any other course of 
study or business during the session of the school. 

There shall be no intercourse between male and female teachers-in-training 
while in school or when going to or returning from it. Teachers of one sex are 
strictly prohibited from visiting those of the other. 

Teachers-in-training who leave the Normal School in the middle of a session 
are expected to assign to the Principal satisfactory reasons, accompanied, in case 
of failure of health, by medical certificates. 

(2) The J. C. Wilson prize of forty dollars and a book, annually,chosen by the 
donor, shall be given to that teacher-in-training of the Elementary School class 
who passes for a diploma, and takes the highest aggregate of marks at the final 
examination of the year, 

The Prince of Wales’ medal and prize shall be given to that teacher-in-training 
of the Model School class who passes for the diploma, and takes the highest 
aggregate of marks at the final examintion of the year. 

The Lord Stanley silver medal shall be given to that teacher-in-training of the 
Academy class, who at the University Intermediate Examinations has passed for 
a diploma with the highest aggregate of marks, If in any year there are teachers- 
in-training in two Universities, the Principal of the Normal School, in view of 


the examinations set, and of the number of marks reported for each examination, 
shall determine to whom this medal shall be awarded. 

(¢) In order to be recognized as teachers-in training for the Academy diploma, 
Students who have fulfilled the conditions stated in the regulations of the Protes- 
tant Committee of the Council of Public Instruction, must apply at the beginning 
of each collegiate year to the Principal of the Normal School for enrolment, and 
for certificates of enrolment to be prented to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts. 
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Having entered college, they must report to the Principal of the Normal School 
from time to time, as he may require, and must furnish him with certificates of 
having successfully passed their several examinations, without which certificates, 
signed by the Dean of the Faculty or his representative, no bursaries shall be 
paid, 

(f) The date of the examination of graduates in Arts for Academy diplomas 
Shall be the 20th day of May, or the school day next succeeding that date ; the 
hours shall be from 10 a.m. to 12 noon. 

(zg) No boarding house is attached to the institution, but every care will be 
taken to ensure the comfort and good conduct of the Students in private boarding 
houses approved by the Principal, who will furnish lists to applicants for admis- 
sion. Board can be obtained at from €12 to $16 per month.

3. Candidates will not be considered as having passed in any subject, unless 


they have obtained at least 34 per cent. of the total number of marks obtainable 
in that subject + 


* In connection with the Botany examination, marks will be given for collections of mounted 
specimens made 'in accordance with Penhallow’s Guide to the Collection of Plants. The Head 
Teacher of each school will forward with the answers a specimen from each pupil’s collection, 
and also(on a furnished form) a detailed statement as to the collections made. Not more than

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REGULATIONS. 


The Regulations of Part I., with the following modifications and additions 
will apply to the advanced subjects :— 

1. Candidates who pass in six of the advanced subjects (including one at least 
from each of the four Sections) will receive an Advanced A. A. Certificate. The 
number of marks given to each subject will be the same as in Part I., and addi- 
tional advanced subjects may be taken as in Reg. 2, Part I, 

2. Candidates who fail in one or more of the subjects required for the advanced 
A. A. may, on the recommendation of the Examiners, be given an ordinary A.A. 
certificate, 

3. The examinations in the advanced subjects will be held at the same time 
and in the same manner as those in the ordinary subjects, They will be open to 
all who have already passed in the preliminary subjects, whether they have taken 
the ordinary A. A, or not. The preliminary subjects must be taken either one 
or two years before the advanced subjects, 

4. Candidates who pass the advanced examinations in Greek, Latin, Geometry, 
Algebra, and English Language” shall be considered as having passed the Higher 
Matriculation Examination of the First year in Arts, McGill University. 

5. Candidates must, before May Ist, give notice of intention to present them- 
selves for the examination, specifying the optional subjects in which they wish 
to be examined, 

6. The ordinary fee of $4.00 must be paid before taking the preliminary sub- 
jects, and an additional fee of $10.00 at the time of making application for the 
advanced examinations +

Meteorological Observations are made every fourth hour, beginning at 3h om 
Fastern standard time ; also at 8h om and 20h om, Independent bi-hourly tem- 
perature observations are also made, The principal instruments employed are 
the following :—Two standard mercurial barometers ; one Kew standard thermo” 
meter ; two Pastorelli thermometers ; one maximum thermometer; one minimum 
thermometer ; one set of six self-recording thermometers, with controlling clock, 
battery, etc.; two anemometers ; one wind vane (wind-mill pattern), one anemo- 
graph, with battery, etc.; one sunshine recorder; one rain-band spectroscope ; 
and one rain gauge. 

The Anemometer and Vane are on the summit”of Mount Royal, at a point 
about three-quarters of a mile north west of the Observatory. They are 57 feet 
above the surface of the ground and 810 feet above sea level. 

Lhe Astronomical Equipment consists of :—The Blackman Telescope (64% 
in.) ; a photoheliograph (44 in.); a 3% in. transit, with striding level ; two 2 
in. transits, arranged as collimating telescopes ; one sidereal clock; one mean- 
time clock ; one sidereal chronometer ; one mean-time chronometer ; one chrono. 
graph ; batteries, telegraph lines and sundry minor instruments. 

Observations for clock errors are made ,on nearly every clear night. Time 
exchanges are regularly made with the Toronto Observatory. ‘Time signals are 
distributed throughout the city by means of the noon time-ball, continuous clock 
signals, and the fire alarm bells ; and to the country, through the telegraph lines, 

Observations of sun spots, for position and area, are made with the Blackman 
telescope and the photoheliograph. 

The Blackman telescope is also employed in occasional work and for educa- 


tional purposes.

The Joint Board of Representatives of McGill University and the University 
of Bishop’s College is prepared to organize and superintend courses of Lectures 
and Classes in populous centres for English-speaking audiences in the Province of 


Quebec, 


OBJECT. 


The purpose of the Local Lectures is to provide the means of higher education 
for persons of all classes and of both sexes engaged in the regular occupations of 
life. To obtain this object the Lectures will be organized upon the general lines 
which have been worked out successfully from twenty years experience in 
England. 


PLAN OF THE LECTURES. 


In order to make the teaching at the same time attractive and thorough, a 
special method is followed. 

1. The courses consist of ten weekly lectures, each lecture occupying an hour, 

2. For about an hour preceding or following each lecture a Class is held for 
those students who wish to study the subject more thoroughly. The teaching in 
the class is conversational, and its object is to enable the Lecturer to answer ques- 
tions or solve difficulties which have occurred to students, and to give advice as 
to text-books and other means of studying the subject. 

The ten Lectures and Classes, which may be given in the three months before 
or three months after Christmas, form a continuous course on one subject. 

3. In order to enable Students to follow the lecture readily and to carry away 
the substance of it, a printed syllabus in pamphlet form is prepared beforehand 
by the Lecturer for the use of Students. 

4. Questions (printed in the syllabus) are set upon each Lecture. Those who 
desire to answer the questions write their answers at home during the week, and 
forward them to the Lecturer for correction and comment. 

5. At the end of the Course an examination is held by the Lecturer, and an- 
other Examiner appointed for the purpose by the Joint Board of the Universities. 
The examination is not compulsory, Only those are admitted to it who have 
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attended the Leciures and Classes to the satisfaction of the Lecturer, and have 
done such an amount of weekly paper-work as the Lectuter may have required. 

A list of the Candidates who have satisfied the Lecturer and Examiner is pub- 
lished, the names being arranged in alphabetical order. The list also indicates 
those who are recommended both by the Lecturer and Examiner for special dis- 
tinction, Certificates of Passing and of Distinction are granted, based upon (1) 
the Lecturer’s Report of the weekly work, (2) the final examination. 

It will be seen that this system is adapted at the same time to persons who 
desire merely a general acquaintance with the subjects taught and to Students who 
are anxious to make a more thorough study. The majority of the courses in the 
English system have been given in the evening, as the fundamental idea through- 
out has been education for busy people. The audiences have included persons 
drawn from all ranks of society and of the widest diversity of previous education 
and training. 


SUBJECTS OF THE LECTURES. 


The Universities expect to provide Lectures on subjects connected with 
I, English Language and Literature. 
II, History and Archeology. 
[If. Logic, Mental and Moral Philosophy, and Political Science. 
IV. Chemistry and its applications. 
V. Astronomy. 
VI. Electricity and other branches of Physical Science. 
VII. Botany and Zoology, Animal and Vegetable Physiology. 


VIII. Mineralogy and Geology. 
APPOINTMENT OF LECTURERS. 


In accordance with the requirements of the General Council for the extension 
of University teaching, Lecturers are appointed by the Joint Board only upon 
recommendation by a University and after inquiry as to special qualifications and 
approval of the syllabus submitted. The choice of a lecturer and subject from the 
list approved by the Board is made in each case by the Local Centre concerned. 





ORGANIZATION OF A CENTRE. 


When it is desired to establish a course of Lectures, a Local Committee should 
first be got together, and a guarantee fund formed sufficient to cover the expenses 
ofthe Course. The Local Committee undertakes all responsibility for hire of 
rooms, lighting, printing and sale of tickets, etc.; it fixes the price of tickets 
according to the size and class of audience expected, with a view to making the 


Lectures self-supporting, and chooses the subject and the Lecturer, communicat- 


ing its wishes to the Joint Board through its Secretary. 
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EXPENSES OF A COURSE. 


The payment to the Joint Board fora complete course of len Lectures and 
Classes, with examination, is $150. Incases where a lecturer from a distance is 
chosen, or much apparatus is used, travelling expenses and ,the cost of hiring 
apparatus will be an extra charge.

REGULATIONS 
AS TO COLLEGE GROUNDS. 


Under the regulations of the Governors, restricting the use of the exercise 
grounds to College clubs, and until permanent arrangements can be made in 


connection with a new gymnasium on the grounds, the following rules are in 


ra 


force :— 
1. The membership of all clubs using the grounds must consist exclusively of 


members of the University. 
2. No damage must be done to fences, trees, grass, etc. = 


2, All clubs desiring to use the ground in the time of the statutory college 


session, 7.¢ , from September Ist to May rst, must register their officers, objects, 
rules and time desired, in the Principal’s office, on or before September 2oth in 
each year, when rights and privileges will be assigned to them. 


4. Clubs desiring to use any portion of the grounds in the summer vacation 
that is, from May Ist to September 15th, shall register as above on or before 


April ist. 


5. No clubs not so registered can be recognized, nor any right of students no 


organized in regular clubs. 


6. No club has any right to invite strangers, except by special permission of 


the Board of Governors. 


7. The University Athletic Association may use the grounds for the training of 
its members from September Ist to date of the College sports, at such times as 
may be necessary. Tickets shall be furnished to Students so in training. 


8. All the above privileges are subject to be revoked at any time by resolution 


of the Governors,

I. Endowments and Subscriptions of the University and of the 
faculty of Arts. 
l ORIGINAL ENDOWMENT, 1811. 


THE HONORABLE JAMES McGILL, who was born at Glasgow, 6th Oct., 1744, 
and died at Montreal, 19th Dec., 1813, by his last will and testament, under 
date 8th January, 1811, devised the Estate of Burnside, situated near the City 
of Montreal, and containing forty-seven acres of land, with the Manor House 
and Buildings thereon erected, and also bequeathed the sum of ten thousand 
pounds in money unto the “ Royal Institution for the Advancement of Learn- 
ing,” a Corporation constituted in virtue of an Act of Parliament passed in the 
Forty-first Year of the Reign of His Majesty, King George the Third, to erect 
and establish a University or College, for the purpose of Education and the 
advancement of learning, in the Province of Lower Canada, with a competent 
number of Professors and Teachers to render such Establishment effectual and 
beneficial for the purposes intended ; requiring that cne of the Colleges to be 
comprised in the said University should be named and perpetually be known 
and distinguished by the appellation of “ McGill College.”

2. UNIVERSITY BUILDINGS, ETC. 

Tue Witttam Motson HAL, being the west wing of the McGill College buildings 
with the connecting Corridors and Class Rooms, was erected in 1861, through 
the munificent donation of the founder whose name it bears, 

Tue Peter Redpath Museom, the gift of the donor whose name it bears, was 
announced by him as a donation to the University in 1880, and was formally, 
“opened to the public, August, 1882. 

THe Wittiam C. McDonatp Physics building and equipment of same, the gift of 
William C. McDonald, Esq., announced by him as a gift to the University in 
1890. 

Lots for University buildings adjoining the College grounds fronting on Mc- 
Tavish St. presented by J. H. R. Molson, Esq.—$42,500. 

THe Peter Reppata Lisrary Buitpine, the gift of Peter Redpath, Esq., an- 
nounced by him as a gift to the University in 1891. 


3. THE DONALDA ENDOWMENT FOR THE HIGHER EDUCATION 
OF WOMEN. 

This endowment, given by the Honorable Sir Donald A. Smith of Montreal, is for 
the education of women in the subjects of the Faculty of Arts, up to the standard 
of the examination for B A., in classes wholly separate, to constitute a separate 
Special Course or College for women, —$120 000.

6. ENDOWMENTS OF MEDALS AND PRIZES. 


In 1856 Henry Chapman, Ksq., founded a gold medal, to be named the “ Henry 
Chapman Gold Medal,” to be given annually in the graduating class in Arts. 
This Medal was endowed by Mr. Chapman in 1874, with the sum of $700. 

In 1860 the sum of £200, presented to the College by H. R. H. the Prince of Wales, 
was applied to the foundation of a Gold Medal, to be called the “ Prince of 
Wales Gold Medal,’ which is given in the graduating class for Honour 
Studies in Mental and Moral Philosophy. 








I 
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1864 the “ Anne Molson Gold Medal’’ was founded and endowed by Mrs. John 
Molson, of Belmont Hall, Montreal, for an Honour Course in Mathematics and 
Physical Science. 

In the same year the “Shakespeare Gold Medal,’’ for an Honour Course, to com- 
prise and include the works of Shakespeare and the Literature of Kngland, 
from his time to the time of Addison, both inclusive, and such other accessory 
subjects as the Corporation may from time to time appoint—was founded and 
endowed by citizens of Montreal, on occasion of the three hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of Shakespeare. 

In the same year the “Logan Gold Medal,” for an Honour Course in Geology 
and Natural Science, was founded and endowed by Sir William Logan, LL.D., 
F.R.S., F.GS., &e. 

In 1874 a Gold and Silver Medal were given by his Excellency the Earl of Dufferin, 
Governor General of Uanada, for competition in the Faculty of Arts, and con- 
tinued till 1878. 

In 1875 the “ Neil Stewart prize in Hebrew’’ was endowed by Neil Stewart, 
Ksq., of Vankleek Hill, in the sum of $340, 

In 1880 a Gold ard Silver Medal were given by His Excellency the Marquis of 
Lorne, Governor General of Canada, the former for competition in the Faculty 
of Arts, the latter for competition in the Faculty of Applied Science ; continued 
till 1883. 

11883 a Gold, Silver and Bronze Medal were given by R. J. Wicksteed, Esq., 
M.A., LL.D., for competition in ‘‘ Physical Culture” by Students in the 
Graduating Class and 2nd year, who have attended the University Gym- 
nasium., ‘The Gold Medal was continued to 1889 and the Silver and Bronze 
have been continued to date. 

1 1884 a Gold and aSilver Medal were given by His Excellency the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, Governor General of Canada, the forracr for competition in the 
Faculty of Arts, the latter for competition in the Faculty of Applied Science, 
Continued till 1888.

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SESSION OF 1893-94. 


The Sixty-first Session of the University, being the Fortieth under the 
amended Charter, will commence in the autumn of 1893. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill Colle ‘ge constitute the Corporation 
of the University ; and, under the Statutes framed by the Bord of Governors, 
with the approval of the Visitor, have the power of gr anting Degrees in all the 
Arts and Faculties in McGill Colle ge and Colleges affiliate d thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training. 
In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational : : and 
while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of Students, 
no interference with their peculiar views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, 
Montreal, and in the Affiliated Colleges and Schools. 


I. McGILL COLLEGE, 

THE FAcuLTY OF ARTs.—The complete course of study extends over four 
Sessions of eight months each; and includes Classics and Mathematics, 
E,\ perimental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, 
Natural Science, and one Modern Language or Hebrew. The course of study 
is, with few exceptions, the same for all Students in the first two years ; but in 
the third and fourth years extensive options are allowed, more especially 
in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathematics, Mental and Moral] 
Science, Natural Science, English Literature and Modern Languages. 
Certain exemptions are also allowed to professional Students. The course 
of study leads to the Degrees of B.A., M.A. and LL.D. 

The Degree of B.A. from this University admits the holder to the study of learned 
professions without preliminary examination, in the Provinces of Quebec and 
Ontario, and in Great Britain and Ireland, etc. 

THE DONALDA SPECIAL COURSE IN ARTS provides for the education of women, 
in separate classes, with course of study, exemptions, degrees and honours 
similar to those for men. 

THE FACULTY OF APPLIED SCIENCE provides a thorough professional training, 
extending over three or four years, in Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engi- 
neering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, E lectrical Engineering, and Prac- 
tical C “hemistry, leading to the Degrees of Bachelor of / Applied Science, Master 
of Engineering, and Master of Applied Science. 

THE FacuLry OF MEDICINE.—The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions of six months each, and one Summer Session of a 5 
months in the third Academic Year, and leads to the Degree of M Ds C.M. 

THE FACULTY OF COMPARATIVE MEDICINE AND VETERINARY ScleNcE.—The 
complete course extends over three Sessions of six months each, and leads to 
the Degree of D.V.S 

THE FacuLry or LAw.—The complete course of law extends over three Sessions 

of six months each, and leads to the Degrees of B.C.L. and D.C.L,

§ I MATRICULATION AND ADMISSION. 


In this University those only who attend Lectures are denom- 
inated Students. 

Students in the Faculty of Arts are classified as Undergraduates 
or Partial Students. ‘The conditions of admission for each and for 
Students of other Universities are given below. 

1 UNDERGRADUATES. 

Undergraduates alone can proceed to the degree of B.A. Can- 
didates for admission to the First Year, as Undergraduates, are 
required to pass the First Year Entrance Examination. ‘The suc- 
cessful Candidates are arranged as First Class, Second Class, and 
B 
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Passed. To the most deserving in the First Class, the First Year 
Exhibitions are awarded. For those who aim at passing only, a 
minimum course is appointed, and there are two examinations in 
the year as follows :— 

(1) That held in the first week of June, concurrently with the 
examinations for Associate in Arts. Schools desirous to take advan- 
tage of this may send their pupils for examination to McGill College ; 
or, if at a distance, by sending in to the Secretary of the University 
the names of Deputy Examiners for approval, with a list of candi- 
dates, on or before May ist, may have papers sent to them. (2) 
That held at the opening of the session, on September 14th and 
following days, in McGill College alone. 

As the examination is intended as a test of qualification for admission to the 
classes of the University, certificates of passing are not granted except to those 
who subsequently attend lectures. Candidates who may have passed the exami- 
nation are not * Matriculated ” until they have paid all the prescribed fees for 
the session and complied with the other University regulations. (See ‘* Directions ”

EXEMPTIONS FROM TUITION FEES UNDER PRESENTATION 
SCHOLARSHIPS, ETC. 


Four exemptions from tuition fees may be granted by the Board of Governors 
rom time to time, to the most successful Students who may present themselves as 
Candidates. By order of the Board, one of these is given annually to the Dux of 
the High School of Montreal, and one to the Dux of any other Academy or High 
School, sending up in one year for entrance, three or more Candidates competent 
to pass creditably the Matriculation Examination. 


In the event of any Academy or High School in the Province of Quebec 
offering for competition among its pupils an Annual Bursary in the Faculty of 
Arts of not less than $80, the Governors will add the amount of the fees of tuition 

reto, 
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Exemptions from tuition fees, not exceeding three in number, may be given to 
holders of the Academy Diploma of the McGill Normal School, who, on fulfill- 
ing the required conditions, enter in the Second Year, it at the Diploma Examina- 
tion they have taken 75 per cent, of the total marks, with not less than two-thirds 
of the marks in Latin and in Greek. (For exemptions from fees to Normal 


School Students, see regulations of Normal School.) 


One exemption is given annually to the pupil (boy or girl) of the Montreal 
High School holding a Commissioner’s exemption from the Schools of the Pro- 
testant Commissioners, Montreal, who has taken the highest marks at the A. A. 


Examination, and is recommended by the Commissioners. 


§ III. COURSE OF STUDY. 


An Undergraduate, in order to attain the Degree of B.A., 1s 
required, after passing the First Year Matriculation Examination 
(see $I), to attend the appointed courses of lectures regularly for 
four years, and to pass two Examinations in each year, viz., at Christ- 
mas and in April. If he fail at any one of these examinations, he is 
not allowed to proceed with his course until he has passed it subse- 
quently. (See $ IV.). Undergraduates are arranged, according to 
their standing, as of the First, Seccnd, Third or Fourth Year.

The Honour lectures are open to Undergraduates only, and no Undergra- 
duate is permitted to attend unless (a) he has been placed in the First Class in 
the subject at the preceding Sessional Examination, if there be one, and has (4) 
satisfied the Professor that he is otherwise qualified . (¢) While attending lectures 
his progress must be satisfactory to the Professor. If not satisfactory, he may be 


notified by the Faculty to discontinue attendance. 
I. Candidates for Honours in the Second Year, 


Candidates for Honours in the Second Year who have obtained Honours in 
the First Year may omit the lectures and examinations either in Modern Lan- 
guages (or Hebrew) or Botany, giving notice of the subject at the beginning of 


the session. 
TIT. Candidates for Honours in the Third Year. 


Every Candidate for Honours in the Third Year must, in order to obtain 
exemptions, have passed the Intermediate Examination, and must in the Examin- 
ations of the Second Year have taken First Rank Honours, if Honours be offered 
in the subjects, or if not, First Class at the Ordinary Sessional Examinations in 
the subject in which he proposes to compete for Honours, and be higher than 
Third Class in the majority of the remaining subjects; such Candidates shall be

he is a Candidate for Honours. A Candidate for Honours inrhe Third Year who

A Student who has taken Honours of the first rank in the Third Year, and 
desires to be a Candidete for B.A. Honours, shall be required to attend two only 
of the courses of lectures given in the ordinary departments, and to pass the two 
corresponding examinations only at the ordinary B.A. Examination. Candidates, 
however, who at the B,A. Examinations obtain Third Rank Honours, will not be 
allowed credit for these exemptions at the end of the Session, unless the Examin- 
ers certify that the knowledge shown of the whole Honour Course (Part II. as 
well as Part I.) is sufficient to justify it. A Student who has taken Second Rank 
Honours in the Third Year, and desires to be a Candidate for B.A. Honours in 
the same subject, shall be allowed to continue in the Fourth Year the study of the 
same departments that he has taken in the Third Year, but shall be required to 
take the same number of subjects as in the Ordinary Course.

Students of the Third and Fourth Years, matriculated in the Faculties of 
Law, Medicine, or Applied Science, of the University, or in any affliated Theo- 
gical College, are entitled to exemption from any one of the Ordinary subjects 
required in the Third and Fourth Years. (For rule concerning ‘‘ Special Certifi- 
cates,” see § IV.) 

To be allowed these privileges in either year, they must give notice at the com- 
mencement of the session to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts of their intention to 
claim exemptions as Professional Students, and must produce at the end of the 
session certificates of attendance on a full course of Professional Lectures during 


the year for which the exemption is claimed. 
Y. Students of the University attending Affiliated Theological Colleges, 


t. Such students are subject to the regulations of the Faculty of Arts in the 
same manner as other Students. 

2. The Facuity will make formal reports to the Governing body of the Theo- 
logical College which any such students may attend, as to:--—(I) their conduct 
and attendance on the classes of the Faculty; and (2) their standing in the 
several examinations ; such reports to be furnished after the Christmas and Ses- 
sional Examinations severally, if called for. 

3. Undergraduates are allowed no exemptions in the course for the Degree 
of B.A-until they have passed the Intermediate Examination ; but they may take 
Hebrew in the First or Second Years, instead of French or German. 
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4. In the Third and Fourth Years they are allowed exemptions, as stated 
above. 


*Any student who, under any of the above rules, desires to take Experi- 
mental Physics is required to take Mechanics and Hydrostatics also, in the Third 
Year.

§ VI. MEDALS, HONOURS, PRIZES AND CLASSING. 


1. Gold Medals will be awarded in the B.A. Honour Examina- 
tions to Students who take the highest Honours of the First Rank 
in the subjects stated below, and who shall have passed creditably 
the Ordinary Examinations for the Degree of B.A., provided they 
have been recommended therefor to the Corporation by the 
Faculty on.the report of the Examiners :— 


The Henry Chapman Gold Medal, for Classical Languages and Literature. 

The Prince of Wales Gold Medal, for Mental and Moral Philosophy. 

The Anne Molson Gold Medal, for Mathematics and Natural Philosophy. 

The Shakespere Gold Medal, for the English Language, Literature and 

History. 

The Logan Gold Medal, for Geology and other Natural Sciences. 

Major Hiram Mills Gold Medal, for a subject to be chosen by the Faculty 

from year tO year. 

If there be no Candidate for any Medal, or if none of the Candidates fulfils 
the required conditions, the Medal will be with held, and the proceeds of its en- 
powment for the year may be devoted to prizes in the subject for which the Meda} 
was intended. _ For details, see announcements of the several subjects below. 

2. Honours of First, Second or Third Rank will be awarded 
to those Undergraduates who have successfully passed the Examin- 
ations in any Honour Course established by the Faculty, and have 
also passed creditably the ordinary Examinations in all the subjects 
proper to their year. 

The Honour Examinations are each divided into two parts, 
separated by an interval of a few days, under the following regula- 
tions :— 


(a) No Candidate will be admitted to Part II., unless he has 


shown a thorough and accurate knowledge of the course appointed 
for Part I. 


(2) The names of the successful Candidates in Part I, will be 
announced before Part II. begins. 
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(c) First or Second Rank Honours will be awarded to those 
Candidates only who are successful in Part II. 

(2) Third Rank Honours will be awarded to those who are 
successfulin Part I alone. 


By an Order of the Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario in Council, Honours in 
this University confer the same privileges in Ontario as Honours in the Univer- 
sities of that Province as regards certificates of eligibility for the duties of Public 
School Inspectors, and as regards exemption from the non- v0 fessional Exantin- 
ation of Teachers for first-class Certificates for Grades “* A and B.” 

3. SPECIAL CERTIFICATES will be given to those Candidates for 
B.A. who shall have been placed in the First Class at the ordinary 
B.A. Examination; have obtained three-fourths of the maximum 
marks in the aggregate of the studies proper to their year; are in 
the First Class in not less than half the subjects, and have no Third 
Class. At this examination, no Candidate who has taken exemptions 
(see § V.) can be placed in the First Class unless he has obtained 
First Class in four of the departments in which he has been

examined; he must have no Third Class. 


4. CERTIFICATES of High General Standing will be granted to 
those Undergraduates of the first two years who have obtained 
three-fourths of the maximum marks in the aggregate of the Studies 
proper to their year, are tn the First Class in not less than half the 
subjects, and have not more than one Third Class. In the Third 
Year the conditions are the same as for the Special Certificate for B.A. 

5. PRIZES OR CERTIFICATES to those Undergraduates who may 
have distinguished themselves in the studies of a particular class 
and have attended all the other classes proper to their year.

(a) The Regulations for the former are as follows :— 

(1) The subjects for competition shall be French and German, together with 
a portion of the History prescribed for the present Honour Course for the Shaks- 
peare Medal. Information concerning the History may be obtained from the 
Lecturer on History. 
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(2) The Course of Study shall extend over two years, viz., the Third and 
Fourth Years. 

(3) The successful Candidate must be capable of speaking and writing both 
languages correctly. 

(4) There shall be examinations in the subjects of the course in both the 
Third and Fourth Years, at which Honours may be awarded to deserving Candi- 
dates. 

(5) The general conditions of competition, and the privileges as regards ex- 
emptions, shall be the same as for the other Gold Medals in the Faculty of Arts, 

(6) Students from other Faculties shall be allowed to compete, provided 


they pass the examinations of the Third and Fourth Years in the above subjects. 


(7) Candidates desiring to enter on the Third Year of the Course, who have 
not obtained first-class standing at the Intermediate or Sessional Examinations 


of the Second Year in Arts, are required to pass an examination in the work of 


the first two years of the Course in Modern Languages, if called on to do so by 


(8) The subjects of Examination shall be those of the Honour Course in 


Modern Languages. 


(b) The Regulations for the Gold Medal, if awarded for First 
Rank General Standing, are as follows :-— 

(1) The successful Candidate must take no exemptions or substitutions of any 
kind, whether Professional or Honour, in the Ordinary .A, Examinations. 

(2) He shall be examined in the following subjects :— 

(a) Classics (both languages) ; (4) Mixed Mathematics :—Mechantes 
Hydrostatics, Optics, Astronomy ; (c) Moral Philosophy ; and any 
two of the following subjects, or any ove of them with its Additional 
Course ; (d) Natural Science; (¢) Experimental Physics; (f) 
English and History; (g) French; (4) German. 

(3) His answering must satisfy special conditions laid down by the Faculty. 

(4) The same Candidate cannot obtain the Gold’ Medal for First Rank 

General Standing and also a Gold Medal for First Rank Honours. 

7. THE NEIL STEWART PRIZE of $18 is open to all Undergra- 
duates of this, and also to Graduates of this or any other U niversity, 
studying Theology in any College affiliated to this University, under 
the following rules :— 

(1) The prize will not be given for less than a thorough examination on 
Hebrew Grammar passed in the First Class, in reading and translating the Penta- 
teuch, and such poetic portions of the Scriptures as may be determined. 

(2) In case competitors should fail to attain the above standard, the prize 
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will be withheld, and a prize of $36 will be offered in the following year for the 
same. 

[Course for the present year :—Hebrew Grammar (Gesenius) ; Translation 
and analysis of Exodus ; Isaiah XL. to the end of the book. 

(3) There will be two Examinations of three hours each—one in Grammar 
and the other in Translation and Analysis. 

This Prize founded by the late Rev. C. C. Stewart, M.A., and 
terminated by his death, was re-established by the liberality of the 
late Neil Stewart, Esq., of Vankleek Hill. 

8. EARLY ENGLISH TEXT SocrieTy’s Prize.—The prize, the 
annual gift of the Early English Text Society, will be awarded for 
proficiency in (1) Anglo-Saxon, (2) Early English before Chaucer. 

The subjects of Examination will be :— 

(1) The Lectures of the Third and Fourth Years on Anglo-Saxon. 

(2) Specimens of Early English, Clarendon Press Series, ed. Morris and 
Skeat, Part II., A.D. 1298—A.D. 1393. The Lay of Havelock the Dane (Early 
English Text Society, ed. Sxkeat.). 

9. New SHAKSPERE Society’s PrizeE.—This Prize, the annual 
gift of the New Shakspere Society, open to Graduates and Under- 
graduates, will be awarded for a critical knowledge of the following 
plays of Shakspere :-— 

Hamlet ; Macbeth; Othello; King Lear. 


10. “CHarRLes G. Coster MemoriaL Prize.’’—This Prize, 
intended as a tribute to the memory of the late Rev. Chas. G. 
Coster, M.A., Ph.D., Principal of the Grammar School, St. John, 
N.B., is offered by Colin H. Livingstone, Esq., B.A., to the Under- 
rraduates (men or women) from the Maritime Provinces, Nova

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scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island. In April, 1894, 
it will be awarded to that Undergraduate of the First, Second or 
Third Year, from the above Provinces, who, in the opinion of the 
Faculty, has passed the most satisfactory Sessional Examinations, 
under certain conditions laid down by the donor, 

11, SCIENCE SCHOLARSHIPS GRANTED BY HER MAJEsty’s 
COMMISSION FOR THE EXHIBITION OF 1851.—These scholarships of 
£150 sterling a year in value are tenable for two or, in rare in- 
stances, three years. They are limited, according to the Report of 
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the Commission, “ to those branches of Science (such as Physics, 
Mechanics and Chemistry) the extension of which is specially 
important for our national industries.” Their object is, not to 
facilitate ordinary collegiate studies, but ‘to enable students to 
continue the prosecution of science with the view of aiding in its 
advance or in its application to the industries of the country.” 
I'wo nominations tothese scholarships have already been 
placed by the Commission in 1891 and 1893 at the disposal of 


McGill University and have been awarded. 

When nominations are offered they are open to Students of not 
less than three years standing in the Faculties of Arts or Applied 
Science, and are tenable at any University orat any other Institution 
approved by the Commission. 

12, I'he names of those who have taken Honours, Certificate 
or Prizes will be published in order of merit; with mention, in the 
case of Students of the First and Second Years, of the schools in 
which their preliminary education has been received.

§ VII. LICENSED BOARDING HOUSES. 


1. All Students under 21 years of age, not residing with parents 
for guardians, nor belonging to a Theological College, shall reside 
in licensed boarding-houses, unless they produce written authority 
from parents or guardians to reside elsewhere. 

2. Persons applying fora license to keep boarding-houses shall 
produce evidence satisfactory to the Principal as to their character 
and fitness, and the suitability of the house for the health and com- 
fort of the Students, They shall also supply him with a statement 
of charges. 

3. [he keeper of the boarding house shall report immediately 
to the Principal the entrance or departure of any Student, and any 
instance of immorality or disorderly conduct.

All Students shall be subject to the following re 
attendance and conduct :—- 
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I. A Class-book shall be kept by each Professor or Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted; and the said Class-book 
shall be submitted to the Faculty at all their ordinary meetings during the 
Session. 7 


2, Each Professor shail call the roll immediately at the beginning of the lec- 


ture. Credit for attendance on any lecture may be refused on the grounds of 
lateness, inattention or neglect of study, or disorderly conduct in the class-room, 
In the case last mentioned the Student may, at the discretion of the Professor, be 
required to leave the class room. Persistence in any of the above offences 
against discipline, after admonition by the Professor, shall be reported to the 
Dean of Faculty, The Dean may, at his discretion, reprimand the student, or 
refer the matter to the Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval sus- 
pend from Classes. 


~ 


3. Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by necessity or 


duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to the Faculty. The num- 


ber of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that shall disqualify for the keep- 
ing of a session shall in each case be determined by the Faculty. 

4. Whilein the College, or going to or from it, students are expected to cone 
duct themselves in the same orderly manner as in the class rooms. Any Pro- 
fessor observing improper conduct in the College buildings or grounds may 
admonish the student, and, if necessary, report him to the Dean.

5. Every student is required to attend regularly the religious services of the 
denomination to which he belongs, and to maintain, without as well as within the 
walls of the College, a good moral character. 

6. When students are brought before the Faculty under the above rules, the 
Faculty may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, impose fines, disqualify 
from competing for prizes or honours, suspend from classes, or report to the 
Corporation for expulsion. 

7. Any student who does not report his residence on or before November 
Ist in each year is liable to a fine of one dollar. 

8. Any student injuring the furniture or buildings will be required to repair 
the same at his own expense, and will, in addition, be subject to such other 
penalty as the Faculty may see fit to inflict. 


9. All cases of discipline involving the interests of more than one Faculty, or 
of the University in general, shall be immediately reported to the Principal, or, in 
his absence, to the Vice-Principal. 

[| NoreE,—All1 Students are required to appearin Academic dress while in or 
about the College buildings. Students are requested to take notice that petitions 
to the Faculty on any subject cannot, in general, be taken into consideration, 


except at the regular meetings appointed in the Calendar. ] 
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§ IX. LIBRARY.

Extract from the Regulations. 
<-> 


1. The booksin the Library are classed in two divisions :—1st, Those which 
may be lent ; and 2nd, those which may not, under any circumstances, be removed 
from the Library. ‘The classification shall be determined by the Librarian. 

2. Students in the Faculty of Arts or of Applied Science, who have paid the 
Library fee, may borrow books on depositing the sum of $5 with the Bursar, 
which deposit, after the deduction of any fines due, will be repaid at the end of 
the Session on the certificate of the Librarian or his assistant that the books have 
been returned uninjured. 

3. Students may borrow not more than three volumes at one time, except on 
the recommendation in writing of a Professor for specified books, and must return 
them within two weeks, on penalty of a fine of 5 cents a volume for each day of 
detention. An additional deposit of $4 entitles a student to borrow two extra 
volumes. 

4. A student incurring fines beyond the sum total of $1 shall be debarred 
the use of the Library until they have been paid. 

5. Any volume, or volumes, lost or damaged by any person shall be 
replaced or paid for at such rates as the Library Committee may. direct ; and such 
rate of payment shall be determined by the value of the book itself, or of the set to 
which the volume belongs. And, further, any person found guilty of wilfully 
damaging any book, either by defacement or mutilation, or in any other way, 
sHall be excluded from the Library, and shall be debarred from the use thereof 
for such time as the Library Committee may determine. 

6, Graduatesin any of the Faculties, on making a deposit of $5, are entitled 
to the use of the Library, subject to the same rules and conditions as Students ; 
but they are not required to pay the annual Library fee. 

7, Graduates residing beyond the City limits, and applying for the loan of 
books from the Library, shall not receive such books without the sanction of the 
Librarian, and depositing the value of the books with the Bursar of the College. 

8 Members of the McGill College Book Club, on presenting annually a 
certificate of their membership, are by special regulation of Corporation entitled 
to the use of Library on the same conditions as Graduates, but they are not 
required to make a deposit, 

g. Students in the Faculties of Law and Medicine, who have paid the 
Library fee to the Bursar, may read in the Library, and, on depositing the sum 
of $5 with the Bursar, may borrow books on the same conditions as Students in 
Arts. They are required to present their Matriculation Tickets to the Bursa 
and to the Librarian or his assistant. 
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Io. Persons not connected with the College may consult books in the 
Library on obtaining an order from any of the Governors, or from the Principal, 
or the Dean of the Faculty of Arts or of Applied Science, or from any of the 
Professors in the said Faculties. Donors of books or money to the amount of 
Fifty dollars may at any time consult books on application to the Librarian, 

11. The Library is kept open from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m, daily, and-no person 
shall be allowed in the Library except during these hours. 

12. No person, other than the Librarian and the assistant, is allowed toenter 
the alcoves, or take down books from the shelves, except members of Corporation, 
and Professors, or those whom any of the above may accompany personally, 

13. A person desiring to read or to borrow a book, which he has ascertained 
from the Catalogue to bein the Library, will fill up one of the blank forms pro- 
vided for Readers and Borrowers respectively, and hand it to the Library Assis- 
tant who will thereupon procure him the book. 

14. Readers must return the books they have obtained to the Library Assis- 
ant before leaving the Library. 

15. No conversation is permitted in the Library.

§IV. EXAMINATIONS. 
I FOR THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF APPLIED SCIENCE. 
1. FACULTY EXAMINATIONS. 


There will be a Christmas examination for Students of the First 
Year in all the subjects, and for Students of the Second, Third and 
Fourth Years in Mathematics, and in those subjects which they take 


in the Faculty of Arts. A sessional examination in all the subjects 


will be held at the end of the First and Second Years. 


2. UNIVERSITY EXAMINATIONS. 


(a) There will be a primary examination at the end of the Third 
Year in all the subjects of that year. Candidates must pass this 
Examination before entering the Final Year. 

(2) There will bea final examination for the degree of Bachelor 
of Applied Science at the end of the Fourth Year, in all the subjects 
of that year. 

Successful Students will be arranged in order of merit. 

Il. FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF ENGINEERING. 

Candidates must be Bachelors of Applied Science of at least 
three years standing, and must produce satisfactory certificates of 
having been engaged during that time upon dona fide work in elther 
the Civil, Electrical, Mechanical, or Mining Branch of Engineering. 
They must pass with credit an examination extending over the 
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general theory and practice of Engineering, in which papers will 
be set having special reference to that particular branch upon which 
they have been engaged during the three preceding years, 

Candidates must present applications for examinations, together 
with the necessary certificates and fees. The Faculty will notify 
the candidates whether their certificates are satisfactory, and also of 
the date of the examination. (Seealso § V.) 

[1I. FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF APPLIED SCIENCE. 

Candidates must be Bachelors of Applied Science of at least three 
years standing, must present certificates of having been employec 
during that time in some branch of scientific work, and must pass 
with credit an examination on the theory and practice of those 
branches of scientific work in which they may have been engaged. 
Ihe other conditions as under the last heading. (See also § V.) 


§ V. GRADUATE COURSES. 


Students who take the Bachelor’s degree in one of the courses 
provided by the Faculty of Applied Science may graduate in any 
of the remaining courses by attending one or more subsequent ses- 
sions, 

Graduates may also take an advanced course in the branch in 
which they have received their degree. On passing an examination 
at 'the end of such advanced course, the Master’s degree will be con- 
ferred without further examination as soon as satisfactory certificates 
of having beenemp!oyed for two years in practical work have been 
received. 


§ VI. ATTENDANCE AND CONDUCT. 


The regulations under this head are in all respects tne same as 
those in force for Undergraduates in Arts. 


§ VII. LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 


Students in this Faculty have the same privileges with reference 


to the University Library and Museum as Undergraduates in Arts, 
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§ VIII. FEES. 


The total fees for all Students will be $100.00 per annum, of which 
amount the sum of $63.00 is for aha $12.00 are University fees 
(matriculation, library, graduation, etc.), and $25.00 are for the use 
of the machinery and other apparatus, as well as the cost of material 
in the workshops and engineering laboratcries. 

Every Student -will be required to deposit with the Secretary of 
the University the sum of $5.00, as caution money for damage done 
tothe machinery or other apparatus 

Partial Students may be sabitibed to the Professional Classes in 
any year by payment of the ordinary fees for that year; or they 
may attend the lectures on any subject by payment of a reer res.

THEORY OF STRUCTURES. (For Laboratory Work, see § XII.) : 
The lectures on this subject embrace :— 
(a) The analytical and graphical determination of the stresses in the several 
members of framed structures, both simple and complex, as,¢.g., cranes, roof and 
bridge trusses, piers, etc. 
(6) The methods of ascertaining and representing the shearing forces and bend- 
ing moments to which the members of a structure are subjected, 
(c) A study of the strength, stiffness and resistance of materials, including a 


statement of the principles relating to work, inertia, energy and entropy, together 
with a discussion of the nature and effect of the diflerent kinds of stress and the 





resistance offered by a material to deformation and to blows.

Text Book,—Bovey’s Theory of Structures and Strength of Materials. 
HYDRAULICS. (For Laboratory Work, see § XII.) 


The lectures deal with this subject both theoretically and with reference to it 
practical applications. 

The Student is instructed in the fundamental laws governing the equilibrium 
of fluids, and in the laws of flow through orifices, mouthpieces, submerged (par. 
tially or wholly) openings, over weirs, through pipes in open channels and rivers. 
The impulsive action of a free jet of water upon vanes, both straight and curved, 
is carefully discussed, and is followed by an investigation of the power and 
efficiency of the several hydraulic motors, as, ¢.g., Reaction Wheels, Pressure 
Engines, Vertical Water Wheels, Turbines, Pumps, etc. 


Text Boox.—Merriman’s Hydraulics, 
2. SURVEYING AND GEODESY. 
Professor :—C. H. McLEop, MA.E., M.CAN,Soc.C £4. PIROSR, 


This course is designed to qualify the Student for admission to the practice of 
Provincial and Dominion Land Surveying. It also affords a practical and 
theoretical training in Field Engineering, Practical Astronomy, and in the simpler 
operations of Geodetic Engineering. The instruction is given by lectures and 
by practice in the field, drawing room, laboratory and observatory. ‘The course 
of lectures is as follows :— 

Seconp YEAR.—Chain and angular surveying. The construction, adjustment 
and use of the various instruments. Contour surveying. Underground survey- 
ing. Topography. Ranging curves. Levelling and setting out work. 

THIRD YEAR-—Railway locations. Geodetic levelling. Indirect and Baro- 
metric levelling. Hydrographic surveying. Introduction to Practical Astronomy, 

FOURTH YEAR.—Geodesy. Practical Astronomy. 

Each Student in this course is required to take part in the following :— 

A chain survey. 2. Acontour survey based on I, 3. Compass surveys 
with and without local attraction. 4. A plane-tablesurvey. 5. The preliminary 
surveys and location of a line of road, the work being afterwards set out for 
construction. 6. The hydrographic survey of a channel in the St, Lawrence 
River. A triangulation survey from one base, checking on a second base. 8. 
The precise measurement of two base lines. 9. Differences of level by spirit level, 
triangulation and barometer. 10. Determinations of latitude by the zenith tele- 
scope and prime meridian methods. 11. Determination of the meridian. I2. 
Determinations of time by a portable astronomical transit, by sextant, and by 
the solar attachment. 13. Determination of longitude by the telegraphic method 
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and by moon culminations. 14. Exercises on the comparison of clocks’and chro- 
1 nometers, 15. Practice in the use of field magnetic instruments. 

Students engaged in these surveys are expected to keep complete notes, and 
from them to prepare all plans and sections required. The necessary instruction 
in topography and mapping is given inthe di rawing room, 

The large drawing rooms are fitted up with suitable mountings for the various 
instruments, in order to permit of their use and investigation during the winter 
months. The equipment of surveying aud geodetic instruments includes :-— 

Six transits and transit theodolites. Seven levels. Four sextants. Two 
plane tables. Three surveyor’s and three € prismatic compasses. Three current- 
meters. <A 300 foot steel tape arranged for basework. An Aleasuanaen A. Pre- 

cision Level. A Zenith Telescope. Astronomical Transits. Break- circuit 
Chronometer. Chronographs. Heliotropes. Hand levels, chains, rods, tapes, 
barometers, pedometers, and other minor instruments. 
The instruction in the Observatory and Geodetic Laboratory (see § XII.) will 
be given in the Fourth Year. 
Examinations for Land Surveyors :—Any graduate in the Fac ulty of Applied 
Science in the Department of Civil Engineering and Land Surve >ying may have 
his term of ap prenticeship shortened to one year for the profession of Land Sur- 
veyor in Quebec or Ontario, or for the profession of Dominion Land Surveyor. 
He must, however, pass the preliminary and final examinations before one of the 
Boards of Examiners. The former examination should be passed before entering 
the University, or in the First or Second Year of attendance. 

Special provisions will be made for Students who desire to pass the Examina- 
tion for Dominion Topographical Surveyor.

3. DESCRIPTIVE GEOMETRY. 
Lecturer :—C. H. McLeop, Ma.E., F.R.S.C.

SECOND YEAR.—Problems on straight line and plane. Projections of plane 

: and solid figures. Curved surfaces and tangent planes. Intersections of curved 
surfaces.

THIRD YEAR.—Graphical determination of spherical triangles. Spherical 
projections, Construction of maps. 

4. FREEHAND AND MODEL DRAWING, 
Instructor :— 

This course is designed to give Students facility in observation and in sketch- 
ing objects, both from the flat and from the round. Special instruction is given 
n sketching parts of machinery, structural work, etc. 

p 
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5. ELECTRICAL ENGINEERING. 


Professor :—C. A. CARUS-WILSON, M.A., M.Inst. E.E., A.M.Inst.C,E. 
(McDonald Professor of Electrical Engineering). 


The object of this course is to introduce the Student to the principles underlying 
the practice of Electrical Engineering. Very little time is devoted to the con 
sideration of strictly technical details, which the Student can far better study in 
the factory, where he -is strongly recommended to go after his college course. 
The methods and the instruments used are, in almost every case, those that the Stu- 
dent will have eventually to usein practice. The object of the lectures is not to go 
over ground already covered by the text-books, except in cases where the subjects 
are not clearly put, but rather to direct the reading of the Students and to discuss 
problems arising out of the laboratory work. 

The work in the Electrical Engineering laboratories is not commenced until 
the second term of the Third Year. By that time the Students will have gained 
a fair general acquaintance with Electricity in the Physica: laboratory (see §XIT). 
They will then begin a series of experiments on Electricity and Magnetism on a 
practical scale, using methods and instruments in ordinary practical use, still, 
however, confining their attention to the principles and not to their application. 
Thus the principle of the magnetic circuit will be studied in many different ways, 
but with apparatus put together for each special experiment. This term’s work 
is preparatory to that of the Fourth Year, when the students will, in the Dynamo 
Room, study the practical application of these principles. 

Here they will make experiments on electrical machinery ofall kinds ; series 
shunt and compound dynamos, motors, motor-generators, alternators, &c. They 
will be able to carry out tests of dynamos, transformers and motors under 
practical working conditions, not only on the apparatus in the dynamo room but 
also throughout the building, where there are several motors driving lathes, fans,

Timbering and Tubbing of Shafts; Driving and Timbering of Levels, Under- 
ground Conveyance and Hoisting, Drainage and Pumping, Lighting and Ventil- 
ation of Mines, special methods of Exploitation employed in the working of 
Metalliferous Deposits or of Coal Seams, etc. 

Ore-dressing and Underground Surveying will also receive special attention. 
As yet there is no specia] mining laboratory in which practical Operations in ore- 
dressing, etc., can be carried on, but it is hoped that this deficiency will be sup- 
plied in the near future. 

In the Fourth Year a course of lectures on Metallurgy is given. The seneral 
properties of the metals and the nature of fuels, fire-clays, etc., are first discussed, 
and afterwards the more important metals and the methods of obtaining them 
from their ores by wet or dry process taken up in detail. 

Students of the Fourth Year also devote considerable attention to the designing

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8. CHEMISTRY AND ASSAYING.

This course includes lectures and laboratory work. In the First Year, Students 
of all the Departments attend a course of lectures on the laws of Chemical Com- 
bination, Chemical Formulz and Equations, the preparation and properties of the, 
moie important Elements and their ¢ ‘ompounds, etc. They also devote one after- 
noon a week during the first term and two afternoons a week during the second 
term to practical work in the Laboratory, where they learn the construction and 
use of ordinary apparatus, perform a series of experiments designed to cultivate 
the powers of observation and deduction, and begin Qualitative Analysis. 

In the Second and Third Years, Students in the Department of Practical Che- 
mistry attend lectures on the Chemistry of the metals or on Organic Chemistry, 
and receive instruction in Qualitative and Quantitative Analysis, including gravi- 
metric and volumetric methods and the application of electrolytic methods to the 
estimation of copper, nickel, etc. Blowpipe Analysis and Determinative Miner- 
alozy also constitute part of the work of the Third Year. 

In the Fourth Year, special attention is devoted to such subjects as Mineral 
Analysis and Assaying, and the Analysis of Iron and Steel ; but considerable lati- 
tude is allowed to Students in the choice of subjects, and organic work may, if 
desired, be taken up. 

Students of the Mining Course take Qualitative and Quantitative Analysis dur- 
ing the Second and Third Years, and devote considerable attention in the Fourth 
Year to Mineral Analysis and Assaying of various ores, fuels, etc. They also 
attend the class in Blowpipe Analysis and Determinative Mineralogy in the Third 
Year. 

The chemical laboratories (see § XII) are open daily (Saturdays excepted) from 
9 am. to 5 p.m.

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13. MATHEMATICS AND MATHEMATICAL PHYSICS.

The work in this department is conducted from the outset with special reference 
to the needs of Students of Applied Science. Much time is given to practice in 
the use of Mathematical Tables, particular attention being paid to the solution of 
triangles, the tracing of curves, graphical representation of functions, reduction of 
observations, etc. Areas, volumes, masses, centres of gravity, moments of 
inertia, etc., are determined both. by calculation and by observation or experi- 
ment, and each method is made to supplement or illustrate the other. In this 
connection use will be made, in actual laboratory practice, of a large amount of 
apparatus, such as balances, Atwood’s Machine, inclined planes, chronographs, 
rotation apparatus of various kinds, etc. The different methods of approximation, 
the reduction of results of experiments and observations by least squares, etc., 
will also receive due attention.

§ XII. LABORATORIES. 


In the Laboratories the Student will be instructed in the art of 
conducting experiments, a sound knowledge of which js daily 
becoming of increasing importance in professional work. 

I. LABORATORY OF MATHEMATICS AND Dynamics.—The Labora- 
tory connected with the mathematical lecture-room is fully equipped 
With instruments for the measurement of distance (scales, micro- 
meters), of area (planimeters), of volume (flasks, graduated vessels, 














etc.), of time (clocks, chronographs), of mass (beam and spring 
balances); it is also provided with specific gravity balances, 
Atwood and Morin machines for experiments on the Laws of 
Motion, inclined planes, a variety of rotation apparatus (gyroscope, 
Maxwell’s Dynamical Top, torsion balance, pendulums, etc,), ait 
pumps, thermometers, barometers, etc. 

>. CHEMICAL LABORATORIES——The Chemical Laboratories are 
three in number,—one for Students of the First Year, one for Stu- 
dents of the Second and Third Years, in which it has been found 
necessary to carry on both qualitative and quantitative work, and 
one which is reserved for Students of the Fourth Year and for 
special Students who may wish to carry on original investigations. 
There is also a special room in the basement which is fitted up for 
fire assaying. 

The Laboratories are supplied with four balances by Becker & 
Sons, one Bunge and a bullion-balance by ‘troemner. There are 
also a Laurent polariscope, a spectroscope by Dubosque, gas com- 
bustion and melting furnaces, apparatus for ele trolytic work, etc., 
etc. Distilled water is obtained by means of a special boiler placed

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4. TestinG LABORATORIES.—The principal experiments carried 
out in these will relate to the elasticity and strength of materials, 
friction, the theory of structures, the accuracy of springs, gauges, 
dynamometers, etc., the efficiency of shafting; gearing, etc. The 
equipment includes a too-ton Wicksteed and a 75-ton Emery 
machine for testing the tensile, compressive and transverse strength 
of materials. For the former, an addition has been specially 
designed, by means of which the transverse strength of timbers up 
to 25 feet in length can be determined. The Emery machine is 
constructed and graduated with such accuracy as to render possible 
delicate experiments on elasticity. The Laboratories are also 
provided with an autographic torsion machine for ‘testing the 
torsional strength of materials, machines for determining the effect 
of repeated stresses, oil testers, strain extensometers, etc., and a 
very complete supply of gauges, micrometers, and other apparatus 
for exact measurements. 

The importance of tests of the strength of mortars and cements 
is very great, and the equipment of the Laboratory for the purpose 
is on a complete plan, including three one-ton tensile testing 
machines, representing the best English and American practice, 
steaming apparatus, special weighing hopper, spring balances, gun 
metal moulds, etc. A line of shafting driven by an electric motor 
renders it possible to prepare the mixtures and place them in the 
moulds, mechanically, thus eliminating the personal error. The 
Laboratory is also fitted with copper-lined cisterns in which the 
briquettes may be submerged for any required time, 

5. THERMODYNAMIC J.ABORATORY.—The ‘Thermodynamic Labor- 
atory is furnished with an exp¢rimental steam engine of 80 I.H.P., 
specially designed for the investigation of the behaviour of steam 
under all possible conditions; there are four cylinders, which can be 
connected so as to allow of single, compound, triple or quadruple 
expansion, condensing or non-condensing, with or without jackets. 
The measurements of heat are made by large tanks, which receive 
the condensing water and the condensed steam. There are two 
hydraulic absorption brakes for measuring the mechanical power 
developed, and an alternative friction brake for the same purpose. 
Besides this large steam engine, a high speed automatic cut-off by 
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Robb-Armstrong of Amherst, N.S., an Atkinson cycle and an 
Otto gas engine, a Stirling hot air engine by Woodbury Merrill of 
Ticonderoga, are provided: and completely fitted for purposes of 
measurement and research. Many smaller instruments are pro- 
vided or are in course of construction for illustrating the general 
principles of thermodynamics. Calorimeters, delicate thermo- 
meters and gauges, a mercury column, apparatus for repeating 
Regnault’s experiments on steam, for investigating the properties 
of super-heated steam and other working fluids, draft gauges, 
Pyrometers, fuel testers, indicators, planimeters and a Moscrop 
recorder. 

A 40 horse power, two-stage air compressor of most modern 
make for a central station is under construction in the workshops 
of the College, and will, it is hoped, be added to the laboratory 
during next session. 

Of the five boilers which supply steam, three are fitted for 
experimental purposes. 

6. ELecTricaL LABORATORIES.—These consist of 

(1) Lhe Electrical Laboratory Proper, where the standard 
instruments are kept and experiments made in the electrical course. 
The instruments comprise, amongst others, two of Lord Kelvin’s 
electric balances, a Thomson gal ranometer, four d’Arsonval galva- 
nometers, two Siemens dynamometers, two Kelvin electrostatic 
voltmeters, a complete set of Weston ammeters and voltmeters, 
besides resistance coils, etc. 

Current is supplied to all parts of the room from one of the 
lighting dynamos direct and from the accumulator room. 

(2) Zhe Magnetic Laboratory.—Here are set up a ballistic 
galvanometer, Ewing’s curve tracer, and a variety of apparatus 
made in the College for magnetic tests of various kinds. 

(3) Zhe Dynamo Room.—The apparatus here consists of a 25 
K W Edison dynamo, two 12 K W Edison dynamos, a 12 K W 
Mordey alternator made specially for this laboratory (the coils on 
the armature can be moved -round through any angle and two or 
three currents of any phase differerice obtained), a 7 K W Victoria 
dynamo, a 7 K W Fort Wayne dynamo, a 6 K W Thomson- 
Houston arc-light dynamo, a 15 K W Thomson-Houston incan- 
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descent dynamo, anda 5 K W Brush arc light dynamo. All these 
are driven off magnetic clutch pulleys by an 80 horse power 
MacIntosh and Seymour engine. There are also here several 
different transformers, motors, arc lamps, etc., and a 3 K W motor- 
generator. 

(4) Zhe Lighting Station.—This comprises a 30 K W Edison- 
Hopkinson dynamo, and a 30 K W Siemens dynamo, each driven 
by a Willans high speed engine. The switch board is arranged so 
that the building—containing twelve hundred lights—can be lighted 
by the two dynamos in series, or, if the load is light, by one 
running on two wire system or by accumulators. The whole 1s 
in every respect typical of the best English and American practice. 

(5) The Accumulator Room. — Containing Crompton-Howell 
storage cells of a united capacity of eight hundred ampere houts. 

4. GEODETIC LAsBorATORY.—There is in this Laboratory a 
Rogers comparator for the investigation of standards of length, a 
Rogers angular dividing engine for the graduation and investiga- 
tion of circles, a Munro-Rogers linear dividing engine, an astrono- 
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mical clock and chronograph, a portable Bessel’s reversible pendu- 
lum apparatus, a Whitworth end-measuring machine, level triers, 
etc. In connection with the Laboratory there is also a fifty foot 
comparator and standard of length, for standardizing steel bands, 
chains, tapes, rods, etc. 

8. HyDRAULIC LABORATORY. Here the Student will study prac- 
tically the flow of water through orifices of various forms and sizes, 
submerged openings, over weirs, through pipes, mouth-pieces, etc. 
The laboratory is supplied with several tanks for gauging and other 
purposes, the largest having a height of 30 feet and a sectional area 
of 25 square feet, also with a large number of delicate pressure 
gauges and other apparatus. ‘The Students themselves carry out 
tests upon hydraulic motors, ¢g., upon the different turbines, 
pumps, the Pelton and other wheels, etc. The facilities for con- 
ducting such experiments are unusually great, as from the city 
water supply there is an available head of over 200 feet. 

By means of specially designed apparatus, investigations are 
carried out as to the force with which water, issuing from orifices, 
pipes, nozzles, etc., impinges upon surfaces of various forms and 
SIZeS. 
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This Laboratory is also to be provided with a set of pumps 
specially designed for experimental work and research. They are 
to be adapted to work under all pressures up to 120 lbs. per sq. 
in., and at all speeds up to the highest found practicable. The set 
is composed of three vertical single acting plunger pumps of 7?’ 
diam. x 18’ stroke, driven by one shaft. They are to have two 
interchangeable valve chests, and it is arranged that both the 
valves and their seats may be removed and replaced by others. 

9. MECHANICAL LABORATORY.—In this Laboratory experiments 
will be carried out on the efficiency of belts, shafting, and machine 
tools, Governors of all types will be tested with the chronograph. 
Lubricants by journal friction testing machine. Sliding and rolling 
friction and the stiffness of ropes will also form subjects for experi- 
ment. 


§ XITIT. MUSEUMS. 





The Peter Redpath Museum contains large and valuable collec- 
tions in Botany, Zoology, Mineralogy and Geology, arranged in such 
a manner as to facilitate the work in these departments. Students 
have access to this Museum, in connection with their attendance on 
the classes in Arts in the subjects above named, and also by tickets 
which can be obtained on application. Students will also have the 
use of a Technical Museum, occupying the whole of the third story 
of the McDonald Byilding. Amongst other apparatus the Museum 
contains the Reuleaux collection of kinematic models,  pre- 
sented by W. C. McDonald, Esq., and pronounced by Professor 
Reuleaux to be the finest and most complete collection in America. 


s XIV. WORKSHOPS. 


The workshops erected on the Thomas Workman Endowment 
have a floor area of more than 25,oco sq. ft. 

The practical instruction in the workshops is solely designed to 
give the Student some knowledge of the nature of the materials of 
construction, to familiarize him with the more important hand and 
machine tools, and to give him some manual skill in the use of the 
same. For this, purpose, the Student, during a specified number 
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i of hours per week, will work in the shops under the direct superin- 
| tendence of the Professor of Mechanical Engineering, aided by 
| skilled mechanics. The courses commence with graded exercises 
and gradually lead up to the making of joints, members of struc- 


tures, frames, etc., finally concluding in the iron-working depart- 
ment with the manufacture of tools, parts of machines, and, if 
possible, with the building of complete machines. 

The equipment includes the following :—

DEPARTMENTS.—Carpenters’ and pattern-makers’ benches, wood- 
lathes, a large pattern-maker’s lathe, circular-saw benches, jig and

IN THE MACHINE SHop.—The most improved engine lathes, a 
36-in. modern upright drill, with compound table, universal milling 
machine, with vertical milling attachment, hand lathes, planer, 
universal grinding machine, universal cutter and reamer grinder, a 
16-in. patent shaper, vise-benches, etc, 

IN THE SmitH SHop.—Forges, hand drill, and a power hammer. 

IN THE FounDRyY.—A cupola for melting iron, core oven, brass 
furnace, moulders’ benches, etc.

The Sixty-First Session of this Faculty will be openedon Tuesday, 
October 3rd, 1893, by an introductory lecture at 3 p.m. The regular 
lectures will begin on October 4th, at the hours specified in the 
time-table, and will be continued for six months. 

The Medical School of McGill University was founded in 1822 as 
tne ‘* Montreal Medical Institution” by Drs. W. Robertson, W. if i, ie 
Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, J. Stephenson and H. P. Loedel—all of : 
them at that time members of the staff of the Montreal Genera! 
Hospital, 

Although fourided in 1822, yet no session of the ‘‘ Medical Insti- 
tution” was held until 1824, when it opened with 25 students. 

In 1828, the ‘‘ Medical Institution” was recognised by the 
Board of Royal Institution as the Medical Faculty of McGill 
University. At this time the lectures were given in a building on 
the site of the present Bank of Montreal. Later, the school was 
removed to a brick building still standing near the corner of Craig 
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and St. George streets. 
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In 1846, the lectures of the Faculty were given in the present 
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central building of the University, now occupied by the Faculty of 
Arts. Students could reside in the College, board and lodging being 
charged at the rate of £3 5s. ($13) a month. 

On account of the inconvenience arising from the distance of 
the University Buildings from the centre of the city, it was decided 
in 1850 to erect a Medical school building in Cotté street, provided 
with ample accommodation for Library and Museum, and furnished 
with a large dissecting-room and two lecture rooms ; this building was 
occupied for the first time curing the session 1851-2, and sufficed 
for the wants of the Faculty until 1872-73, when the present main 
building was pzovided for it by the Governors of the University. 

In 1824, the number of students in the Faculty was 25 ; in 1844, 
so; in1851, 64, with1s5 graduates ; in 1872-3, 154, with 35 gra- 
duates; in 1892-3, 315, with 46 graduates. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles from 
1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this gap that the present is the 61st 
session of the Faculty. This is in reality the 65th session of the 
school. which is the direct continuation of the “ Montreal Medical 
Institution.” 

[In 1885, the building in the University grounds, erected by the 
Governors for the use of this Faculty, was found inadequate. Anew 
building was then added, which, at the time, afforded ample facilities 
for carrying out the great aim of the Faculty,—that of making the 
teaching of the primary branches thoroughly practical. 

The laboratories and lecture rooms, then added, have now become 
filled. and so great have been the advances in medicine and in methods 
of laboratory teaching, that it has been necessary again to In- 
crease the number and size of the laboratories. Owing to the tmely 


generosity of Mr. John H. R. Molson, who has already done so 


much for the University, the Faculty are able to announce that their 
present facilities for teaching will, during the coming year, be almost 
doubled. 

The new buildings will be erected as an extension of the old ones, 
towards the northwest, partially facing Carlton road, and convenient 
to the Royal Victoria Hospital. They will comprise a pathological 
wing, consisting of several special laboratories, and rooms for private 


research ; a large modern lecture room, capable of accommodatin 
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450 students, with adjoining preparation rooms and new suites of 
laboratories for Physiology, Histology, Pharmacology and Sani- 
tary Science. ‘The laboraiories, etc., in the older buildings, will be 
greatly enlarged and improved ; the whole of the first floor will be 
devoted to the anatomical department, and will be divided into a dis- 
secting-room, bone-room,preparation rooms, Professors’ and Demon- 
Strators’ rooms, etc. 

On the ground floor the Library and Museum will be greatly en- 
larged: a room adjoining the Library will be set apart as a reading- 
room for the use of students, and the present chemical laboratories 
will be increased by including the rooms now used by the department 
of Physiology. 

Ihe Faculty is glad to be able to announce that, by the liberality 
of the Honble Sir Donald A. Smith in endowing the chairs of 
Pathology and Sanitary Science with one hundred thousand dollars. 
it is able to establish these departments on a footing fully commen- 
surate with their importance and with the advances and require: 
ments of modern medical science. 


§I. MATRICULATION. 

Intending Students who purpose practising Medicine in Canada, 
are requested to observe that by the Regulations in force in the 
various Provinces of the Dominion they are required to pass the 
Matriculation examination accepted by the several Registering 
Boards of these provinces before beginning their course of study. 

Students holding the degree of Bachelor of Arts are exempted 
from examination for matriculation, but must present their diplomas 
and be registered before beginning their studies. 

The Preliminary Examination in General Education of the follow- 
ing Bodies is accepted by this University in lieu of its own Matricu- 
lation Examination :— 


1. The College of Physicians and Surgeons, Ontario. 

2. The College of Physicians and Surgeons, Quebec.

6. Students who have passed the matriculation examination of

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Students not having any of the above qualifications for entrance 

required to pass one OF other of the following examinations :— 

;. The June Matriculations in Arts of this University, commen- 
cing June I, 1593. 

Papers for the June examination can be sent to local centres on application to 
the Secretary of the University. The September examinations are held in Montreal 
only. 

The subjects for examination are Classics, Mathematics and 
English.

The matriculation examination for this Faculty will after that date 
be the junior matriculation in Arts as prescribed above, omitting 
Greek as a compulsory subject and substituting for it one of the 
following optional subjects : (a) Greek as now prescribed, (4) 
Elementary Chemistry and Physics, (c) French, (¢) German. | 

This Examination will be held on the last Friday and Saturday in March, and 
the third Friday and Saturday in September of each year. Application may be 
made to Dr. Howe, the examiner, till the evening of the previous day.

§ III. COURSES OF LECTURES. 


| ANATOMY. 
PROFESSOR, FRANCIS J, SHEPHERD, a ia 


Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible, and its relation to 

Medicine and Surgery fully considered. The lectures are illustrated by the fresh 

subject, moist and dry preparations, sections, models and plates, and drawings 
on the blackboard. 

Special attention is devoted to Practical Anatomy, the teaching being similar 
to that of the best European schools. The Dissecting Room is open from § a.m. 
to 10 p.m., the. work being conducted under the constant supervision of the Pro- 
fessor and his staff of Demonstrators, Special Demonstrations on the Brain, 
Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are frequently given, Every Student must be 
examined at /easf three times on each part dissected, and if the examinations are 


satisfactory, a certificate is given. Prizes are awarded at the end of the Session 





for the best examination on the fresh subject. Abundance of material provided. 
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CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR, GILBERT P. GIRDWOOD. 
ASSISTANT PROFESSOR, R. F, RUTTAN. 


Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated ; a large portion of the course is devoted 
to Organic Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention of the Class,

PRACTICAL CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR, GILBERT P. GIRDWOOD. 
ASSISTANT PROFESSOR, R, F. RUTTAN. 

The course in Practical Chemistry includes two hours’ laboratory work three 
times a week for three months. The Students are instructed individually in 
chemical manipulations, blow-pipe analysis, and qualitative determination of the 
salts, acids, etc., they will require to use in practice, They are required before 
finishing their course to be familiar with the principles of practical Forensic and

Sanitary Chemistry. Special attention is directed to instructing the Student in 
making accurate notes of his experiments and his conclusions, TI 


“hese notes are 
examined daily, and criticized. 
PHYSIOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, T. WESLEY MILLS. 


The purpose of this Course is to make Students thoroughly acquainted, as far 
as time permits, with modern Physiology: its methods, its deductions, and the 


, 


basis on which the latter rest. Accordingly a full course of lectures is given, in 


which both the Experimental and Chemical departments of the subject receive 
attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, plates, models, etc., every department of 
the subject is experimentally illustrated. The experiments are free from elaborate 
technique, and many of them are of a kind susceptible of ready imitation by the 
student. 

Laboratory work for Senior Students :— 

(1) During the first part of the Session there will be a course on Physiological 
Chemistry, in which the Student will, under direction, investigate food stuffs, 
digestive action, blood, and the more important secretions and excretions, includ- 
ing urine, All the apparatus and material for this course will be provided. 

(2) The remainder of the Session will be devoted to the perform ince of such 
experiments as are unsuitable for demonstration to a large class in the lecture 


room and such as require the use of elaborate methods, apparatus, etc, There 


will be no extra fee for this part of the course. 
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HISTOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, GEO, WILKINS, 


This will consist of a course of ten lectures and twenty-five weekly demonstra 
tions with the Microscope. As the demonstrations will be chiefly relied upon for 
teaching the Microscopic Anatomy of the various structures, the specimens under 
observation will then be minutely described. Plates and diagrams specially 
prepared for these lectures will be freely mide use of. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS. 
PROFESSOR, A. D. BLACKADER, 

The course on this subject comprises :— 

I. A description of the Pharmacology and Therapeutics of the more important 
medicinal agents. 

If. The delivery of a weekly lecture (“* Clinical Therapeu ics ’’) in the theatre 
of the General Hospital, on some case or groups of cases well adapted for illus- 
trating important points in both general and special Therapeutics. ‘The materia 
for these lectures is abundant, being obtained from both the wards and the out- 
door clinics, 

\Il. The attendance during the summer session of a course on Practical Materia 
Medica. 

MEDICINE. 


PROFESSOR, JAMES STEWART, 


While the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology and 
Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the general laws 
of disease. With the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed in 
this country, all the important internal diseases of the body, except those 
peculiar to Women and Children, are discussed, and their Pathological Anatomy 
illustrated by the large collection of morbid preparations in the University 
Museum, and by fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid 
Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of A natomicat plates, illustrative of 
the Histological and Anatomical appearances of disease, and the wards of the 
General Hospital afford the lecturer ample opportunities to refer to living 
examples of very many of the maladies he describes, and to give the results of 
treatment. 


CLINICAL MEDICINE. 
PROFESSOR, JAMES STEWART. 
Bedside instruction is given in the Medical Wards of the Montreal General and 


Royal Victoria Hospitals on three days of every week with 3rd year Students, 
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lays with those of the 4th year. Accurate reports of all cases are kept 
appointed clinical clerks, and are systematically read before the class. 
[Instruction is given at the bedside, and every pupil is required to take part in the 


| hy sical examination of patients. The mode of c ynducting investigations, the 


use of the microscope, the value of the thermometer and ophthalmoscope, etc., 


in medical diagnosis are all explained and illustrated. Senior Students are

called upon in rotation to examine new cases before the class, and to be examined 
thereon as to their general knowledge. In addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture 
is delivered, bearing upon some case or cases of importance which may happen 
be under observation at the time. Special attention is directed to Medical 


Anatomy, and candidates for the degree will be examined thereon. 
SURGERY, 
PROFESSOR, THOMAS G., RODDICK. 


ASSISTANT PROFESSOR, JAMES BELL. 


The first part of this course consists of Surgical Pathology, illustrated by a 
large collection of preparations from the College Museum, also specimens as they 
are obtained from cases under observation at the Hospital, and contributed to that 
collection by the Hospital pathologist and from private sources. The second 


part of the course is devoted to the practice of Surgery, in which attention is

The class is separated into junior and senior divisions, which 
are taken charge of by the Professor on alternate days, when the reports of the 
Clinical clerks are read and criticized, and fresh cases are examined by the Seniot 
Students. The surgical dressings are, as much as possible, reserved for these 
occasions, so as to give all present an opportunity of participating in the applica- 
tion of splints to fractures, dressing of wounds, minor operations, etc Major 
operations are performed in the theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so 
constructed that the most distant can obtain a fair view of the operations All 


the recently invented appliances for the treatment of surgical disease have been 


introduced into the Hospital. 
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MIDWIFERY. 2 
PROFESSOR, J.C. CAMERON, 


The course will embrace: 1. Lectures on the principles and practice of the 
obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and preserved specimens, the artificial re ge 
pelvis, complete set of models, illustrating deformities of the pelvis, wax prepara- bia fags f 
tions, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc. 2. Bedside instruction in the Montreal iy. 
Maternity, including the management and after-treatment of cases, 3. A com- 
plete course on obstetric operations with the phantom and preserved foetuses. 4 
The Diseases of Infancy. 5. A course of individual clinical instruction at the Ae 
Montreal Maternity. 
Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a clinical examination 
in Midwifery, similar to that held in Medicine and Surgery, now forms part of 


the final examination. 
GY NACOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, WM. GARDNER. 


The course on this subject will comprise two lectures a week throughout the 
session. The anatomy and physiology of the parts concerned will be first dis- 
cussed. Then the various methods of examination will be fully described, the 
necessarv instruments exhibited, and their uses explained. After this, the diseases 
peculiar to the sex will be considered as fully as time will permit, in the following 
order :—Disorders of Menstruation ; Leucorrhoea, its causes and treatment ; Pelvic 
Cellulitis and Peritonitis ; Lacerations of the Cervix Uteciand Perineum ; Urinary 
and Fecal Fistule ; Inflammations of the Uterus; Displacements of the Uterus ; 
Tumors of the Uterus; Diseases of the Ovaries. 

The lectures will be illustrated as fully as possible by drawings and morbid 
specimens, The Gynecological Clinic of the General Hospital furnishes the 
Professor with ample material to illustrate the subjects considered in the didactic eth 
lectures. OE, 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a clinical examination Bs 
in Gyneecology, similar to that held in Medicine and Surgery, now forms part of 


the final examination. 


MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE. og 
PROFESSOR, GEO, WILKINS, 


This course includes Insanity, the subject being treated of in its Medical-as well 


as Medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood 
stains, the Clinical, Microscopic and Spectroscopic tests for which are fully de- 
scribed and shown to the class. The various spectra of blood in its different con- 





ditions are shewn by Zeiss’ Miciospectroscope, so well adapted for showing the 
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with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected material. Recent re- 

‘hes in the diagnosis of human from animal blood are alluded to. In addition 

to the other subjects usually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. Ihe modes of action of poisons, general evidence of poisoning, and classifi- 
cation of poisons are first treated of, after which the more common poisons are 
described, with reference to symptoms, post-mortem appearances, and chemical 
tests. The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the tests are 


shown to the class.

Students may take in their first year either 
Botany or Zoology, subject, however, to the provisions of the lawin the Province in 
which they intend to praetise medicine, Students desirous to take both subjects in one 
year apply to the Faculty for permission. 
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1. A course of lectures on general Morphology and Classification, Histology 
and Physiology. The lectures are illustrated by means of the microscope and by 
the models and large collections in the Peter Redpath Museum. 

2. Practical work in the determinaticn and classification of Species, for which 
the Botanic Gardens of the University offer special facilities. 

3. Studies in Canadian Botany. This work is prosecuted by means of field

excursions, which are held as often as opportunity is afforded during the autumn 


months. 
4. A special collection of Medicinal plants, now being formed at the Botanic 


Gardens, offers a valuable preparation to the course in Pharmacology. 
PATHOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR, J. G. ADAMI, 


The following courses constitute the teaching in this subject ;— 


A. Obligatory. 


1, A course of General Pathology for Students of the Third Year (optional for 
those of the Lourth). This course extends from October to March, lectures being 
delivered thrice weekly. 

2. A course of Demonstrations upon the autopsies of the week, with instruction 
in the performance of autopsies. These demonstrations are held once a week; 
from October until July. For Students of the Third Year (optional for those of 
the Fourth). 

3. The performance of autopsies. Lach student is required to take an active 
part in at least six autopsies. The autopsies are conducted at the General and 
Royal Victoria Hospitals by the Pathologist* to these Hospitals and his assistants. 
In addition to the actual performance of the sectio cadaveris, students are expected 
to attend the practical instruction given in connection with each autopsy, in the 
method of preparation and microscopic examination of the removed tissues, so as 


to become proficient in methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 
B. Optional, 


4. A practical course in Morbid Histology for Students of the Third Year. This 
class is held once a week during the winter months. Six sections are asa rule 
distributed at each meeting of the class, so that each student obtains a large and 
representative series of morbid tissues, and upon an average twenty minutes are 
devoted to the description and examination of each specimen, Fee $4. 

s. A-course of demonstrations upon Morbid Anatomy (Museum specimens) 
once weekly duing the winter months, for students of the Fourth Year, Free. 

6 A course of Bacteriology, with demonstrations, held thrice weekly during 
the Summer Term. For Students of the final year.

§ XI. McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY.

§ XII. COST OF LIVING, ETC. 

This will, of course, vary with the taste and habits of the Student, 
but the necessary expenses need not exceed those in smaller towns.

The city of Montreal is celebrated for the number and impor- 
tance of its public charities. Among these its public hospitals are 
the most prominent and widely known. Those in which Medical 
students of McGill University will receive clinical instruction are:

been the most extensive clinical field in Canada. The old build- 
Ings, proving inadequate to meet the increased demand for hospital 
accommodation, have this year been about doubled in size by the 
addition of the Campbell Memorial and Greenshields pavilions and 
the new surgical amphitheatre. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital, at the head of University street, 
will be opened for the reception of patients during the coming ses- 
sion, and will afford exceptional opportunities for clinical instruc: 
tion and practical training. 


Montreal General flospital. 


During the past year this hospital has been enlarged by. the addi- 
tion of two new Surgical Pavilions containing over too beds. 

Attached to these wings is a large building containing a surgical 
amphitheatre furnished with all the modern appliances for the 
carrying out ofaseptic methods. ‘This amphitheatre has a seating 
capacity of over 300. 

Besides the amphitheatre and its adjoining rooms for etherizing, 
for instruments and for the preparation of surgical dressings, there 
are on the same flat smaller operating rooms and isolation wards ; 
the storey below is chiefly set apart for laboratories for clinical 
chemistry, bacteriology and general pathological work. 

A much larger number of in-door and out-door patients receive 
treatment in the Montreal General Hospital than in any other Can- 
adian hospital. Last year’s report shows that between two and 
three thousand medical and surgical cases were treated in the 
wards, and the greater part of these were acute cases, as may be 
gathered from the fact that the average duration of residence was 


— 
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The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the 
Hospital—upwards of 38,000 annually—supply illustrations of most 
of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye and 





skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they do 
not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students 
ample opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections 
of those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it 1s hoped that every Student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye by the Ophthalmic 
Surgeon after the out-door patients have been seen, and Stu- 
dents are invited to attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in the 
Hospital. 

There are now special departments in the Hospital for Gyna- 
cology and Laryngology, presided over by specialists in these 
branches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special technical 
knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teaching practical 
gynzecology for the past five years with marked success has been the 
limitation of the number of Students to two or three, who, in rota- 
tion, assist at the examinations and receive instruction in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gynzecologi- 
cal instruments. 

Recently two additional special clinics have been instituted in 
connection with the out-door department : one for diseases of child- 
ren and the other for diseases of the nervous system. 

CLINICAL CLERKS in both medical and surgical wards are ap- 
pointed every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate direction of the clinical professors, 
the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. Students enter- 
ing on and after October next will be required to show a certificate 
of having acted for six months as clinical clerk in medicine or sur- 
gery. The holding of one of these offices is found to be of the great- 
est possible advantage to the student as affording a true practical 
training for his future professional life, They will be awarded on 
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application at the end of each Session to final Students of that year, 
in order of their standing in the primary examination, 

DRESSERS are also appointed to the Out-door Department. For 
these appointments, application is to be made to the Assistant Sur- 
geons or to the Resident Surgeon in charge of the out-patients’ 
department. 

Sessional Tickets entitling Students to admission to the Hospital 
must be taken out at the commencement of each session ; price $8. 
Perpetual tickets, if taken out at the beginning of the first session of 
the Hospital attendance, will cost $20 ; if otherwise, 1.e., if not paid 


for until a later date, $24 will be charged. 
The Royal Victoria Hospital. 


This Hospital is situated a short distance above the University 
grounds, on the side of the mountain, and overlooks the city. It 
was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of Lord Mount- 
Stephen and Sir Donald Smith, who gave half a million dollars each 
for this purpose, and have since endowed it with one million dollars 
in addition. 

The buildings, which are now complete, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate 250 patients. 

The Hospital is composed of three massive buildings connected 
together by stone bridges, an administration block in the centre, 
a wing on the east side for medical patients, and a wing on the west 
side for surgical patients. 

The administration block contains ample accommodation for the 
resident medical staff, the nursing staff and domestics. The 
patients’ entrance, the dispensary and admission rooms are also sit- 
uated in this building. 

The Medical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet long 
by 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 40 feet by 26 feet 6 inches, and 
twenty-one private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet by 12 feet, 
also a Medical Theatre with a seating capacity for 250, and rooms 
adjacent to it for Clinical Chemistry and other purposes. 

The Surgical wing contains three large wards each 122 feet long 
by 26 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 40 feet by 32 feet, and six- 
teen private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet by 12 feet; 
also a Surgical Theatre with a seating capacity for 250, with six 
accessory rooms adjacent for preparation and after-recovery 
purposes. 
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Arrangements for the reception of Students and regulations as 
to Hospital fees, etc., will be announc ed at the opening of the next 


session. 


Montreal Dispensary ,—t. Antoine Street. 


Over 12,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. ‘The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor oper: ations are of daily 
occurrence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of 
splints and bandages. The attending physicians furnish Students 
with all possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 12 to 
2 daily during the winter session and from 4 to 6 p.m. during the 
summer session. 


The Montreal Maternity. 


The Faculty have great pleasure in announcing that the Corpor- 
ation of the Montreal Maternity have recently made very important 
additions to their building, and have still further improvements in 
contemplation. Students will therefore have greatly increased facil- 
‘ties for obtaining a practical knowledge of obstetrics. An im- 
proved Tarnier-Budin phantom is provided for the use of the 
Students, and every facility afforded for acquiring a practical 
knowledge of the various obstetric manipulations. The institu- 
tion is under the direct supervision of the Professor of Midwifery, 
who devotes much time and attention to individual instruc tion. 
Students who have attended one course of lectures are furnished 
with cases in rotation, which they are required to report and attend 
till convalescence. Clinical midwifery has been placed upon the 
same basis as Clinical Medicine and Surgery,'and a final Clinical 
examination instituted. Regular courses of Clinical Lectures are 
given throughout the summer and winter sessions. Students will 
find it very much to their advantage to pay special attention to their 
Clinical work during the Summer Se ssion. Though only six cases 
are required to qualify for the license of the Ontario and Quebec 
Medical Boards, twenty cases are demanded by the licensing 
bodies of Great Britain. A sufficient number of cases will be 
assigned to Students who contemplate presenting themselves for 
British qualifications. lwo resident accoucheurs are appointed

qualify professional Students for the practice of their profession, aay 
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will also fully recognize the important fact, which, no doubt, was a 
main inducement for the action of the Faculty’s generous bene- 
factor, that upon the character of the Bar depends that of the Bench 
and of the administration of justice, and to a great extent also the 
character of the public men and public life of the country ; that, in 
fact, from the ranks of no other profession are so many called to fill 
high positions of trust and to perform duties, the efficient and 
upright discharge of which is of vital importance to the community, 

In re-organizing the Faculty, under the W. C. McDonald endow- 

ment, a number of well-known names have been added to the staff, 
as shown above, and the courses largely specialized. It was felt, 
that while professional men, engaged in the active practice of their 
profession, might be relied upon to deliver regularly a limited num- 
ber of lectures, on special subjects, they could not be expected to 
undertake to submit to the serious interference with their business 
and inevitable interruptions involved in very lengthy courses. And 
to obviate the difficulties and drawbacks necessarily arising from 
sole dependence, as heretofore, on professional men in active prac- 
tice, for attending to the interests and maintaining the efficiency of 
the Faculty, and to meet a deeply-felt want in this respect, the Dean 
has been appointed as a salaried officer, whose duty it will be pri- 
marily to devote his whole time to the work. 

Further, the Professor of Legal Bibliography has been appointed 
secretary and librarian, and will have supervision of the Library,— 
‘comprising at present the law libraries of the late Mr. Griffin, Q.C., 
of the late Chancellor Day, and of part of the library of the late Mr. 
Justice McKay, all of which were bequeathed to the University ; and 
also of the law library of the late Mr. Justice Torrance, now the 
property of the Fraser Institute, of which he was a trustee—the use 
of which has been generously granted to the Faculty by the present 
trustees. The above law books will of themselves afford to the law 
student a library which will generally prove sufficient for his wants, 
and which will be kept up and added to by the expenditure of a 
sum annually in the purchase of books. There will also be pro- 
vided in connection therewith a reading room, in which the leading 
law magazines and literature of the day will be found. 

As a place for the study of Law by professional Students, Mont- 
real affords undoubted advantages, among other reasons, on account 
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of the great variety and extent of the legal business done there, the 
constant sitting of all the principal courts of the Province. and the 
large number of first-class law offices open to Students ; while for 
all students, and especially for students of historic and philosophic 
jurisprudence, no more interesting or attractive legal system exists 
than, that prevailing in this Province, where may be daily seen and 
Studied, not simply theoretically, but in active operation as parts 
of our law, the three famous systems of jurisprudence,—Roman, 
French and English,—with additions and modifications introduced 
by our own legislatures and courts. The imposing features of the 
Roman Law may be recognized throughout the greater portion of 
our Civil Code, often combined with or incorporated into that noble 
system elaborated and perfected by Pothier and other great French 
jurists, both of the ancient and modern epochs, which is the direct 
source of most of our Civil Law ; while nearly the whole body of 
English Criminal and Constitutional Law and large portions of 
English Commercial Law are equally parts of the law of this Province. 
The importance of the Notarial profession, and of a knowledge 
of notarial practice and conveyancing, has led to the appointment 
as a full member of the Faculty ofa Professor of Notarial Law, whose 
course of lectures will be attended by all professional Students. 

, With a view to extending as far as possible the usefulness of the 
Faculty, the courses of lectures on commercial subjects have been 
so arranged, that young men engaged in banks or other business 
houses can attend them without interference with their regular, 
duties. Students of other departments of the University, and, in 
fact, all who may desire to do so, may attend such particular courses 
as they may see fit to select. It is hoped that the courses delivered 
will be found beneficial to all students, indeed to all who may 


desire to know something of the constitution and laws by which 

they are governed, and of a science which has been characterized 

by Burke as “the collected reason of ages, combining the princi- 

ples of original justice with the infinite variety of human concerns.” 
While the Faculty accepts for matriculation the requirements 
stated in the Regulations below, it nevertheless strongly recom- 
mends Students intending to study law to take the B.A. course in 
the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary qualification; and if that be 
not attainable, as much as possible of the Arts course. 
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LECTURES AND EXAMINATIONS. 
The classes in Law will begin in the Faculty Rooms, Fraser 
Institute, on MONDAY, THE 4TH SEPTEMBER, 1893. 
The Supplemental and Matriculation Examinations will be held in 


the Faculty Rooms, Fraser Institute, on FRIDAY, IST SEPTEMBER, at 
4 p.m. 

The lectures will be delivered in the Faculty Rooms in two 
terms: the first beginning on Monday, ath September, 1893, and 
the second beginning on Thursday, qth January, 1894. 

The Examinations will be held in the William Molson Hall, Mc- 
Gill College building, at Christmas, and at the close of the session, 
and as announced below, unless otherwise determined by the 
Faculty. 

The complete course of study in this Faculty extends over three 
years. Attendance at lectures is required of all students proceeding 
to the degree of B.C.L. 

Professors Fortin and Lafleur will deliver their lectures in French. 

SCHOLARSHIPS AND PRIZES. 

Two scholarships, each of one hundred dollars, are offered for 
competition, the preference being given to Students whose domicile 
is not in Montreal or vicinity. They will be awarded, after the 
Sessional Examinations in April, 1894, upon the results of the 
Examinations of the first year, and will be payable during the 
second year. 

Prizes open to competition by all the Students except the medalist 
and: holders of scholarships will also be given to the Students 
taking the best standing in each year. 

No scholarship or prize shall, however, be awarded to any 
Student unless a sufficiently high standing, in the estimation of the 
Faculty, be attained, to merit it. 

CLASSIFICATION OF STUDENTS. 

Matriculated Students who do not take the whole course are 
classed as Partial Students, and are not entitled to proceed to the 
Degree of B.C.L. 

Occasional Students will be received without matriculation for 
attendance on any particular series of Lectures. 

Students who have completed their course of three years, and 
have passed a satisfactory examination, will be entitled, upon the 


certificate and recommendation of the Faculty, to the Degree of 
Bachelor of Civil Law.

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FACULTY REGULATIONS. 


1, Any person desirous of becoming a Matriculated Student may apply to 
the Secretary, Prof. McGoun, 181 St. James St., for examination and entry in 
the Register of Matriculation, and shall procure a ticket of Matriculation and 
tickets of admission to the Lectures for each Session of the Course. 

2. The degree of B.A. obtained from any Canadian or other British Univer- 
sity; or a certificate of naving passed the examination before the Bar for admis- 
sion to study Law in th: Province of Quebec ; or the Intermediate Examination 


_in the Faculty of Arts ir McGill University, shall be accepted in lieu of Examina- 


sion for Matriculation ia this Faculty. For other candidates the Matriculation 
Examination this year vill be in the following subjects :— 
Latin.—Virgil, AEneid, Book I.; Cicero, Orations I. and II. against Catiline. 
Latin Grammar. 
French.—De Fivas’ “ Grammaire des Grammaires ;*’ *Moliére, “ Le Bourgeois 
Gentilhonme ; ” + Translation into French of Macaulay’s Essay on 
Frederick the Great. 
Exercises in Composition and Grammatical Analysis, in English and French. 
Mathematics.— Arithmetic ; Algebra to the end of Simple Equations ; Euclid, 
Books I..

Philosophy.—* Whately’s Logic ; ¢ Logique de Port Royal; + Cousin, Histoire 
de Ja Philosophie; * Stewart’s Outline of Moral Philosophy. 
N.B.—The works mentioned above preceded by an asterisk are for English 
Students only. Those preceded by a cross are for French Students only. The 
remainder are for both English and French. 
3. Students in Lav shall be known as of the First, Second and Third Years, 
and shall be so graded by the Faculty. In each year, Students shall take the 
studies fixed for that year, and those only, unless by special permission of the 


Faculty. 

4. The register of Matriculation shall be closed on the 1st November in each 
year, and return therecf shall be immediately made by the Dean to the Registrar 
ofthe University. Candidates applying thereafter may be admitted on a special 
examination to. be dete-mined by the Faculty ; and, if admitted, their names shall 
be returned in a supplementary list to the Registrar, 

5. Persons desirous of entering as Occasional Students shall apply to the 
Dean of the Faculty fo: admission as such Students, and shall obtain a ticket or 
tickets for the class or :lasses they desire to attend. 

6. Students who have attended collegiate courses of legal ‘study in other 
Universities, for a number of terms or sessions, may be admitted, on the produc- 
tion of certificates, to alike standing in this University, after examination by the 


Faculty. 
7. All Students skall be subject to the following regulations for attendance 


and conduct : 
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(1) A class-hook shail be kept by each Professor and Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted, and the said class-book 
shall be submitted to the Faculty at each monthly meeting; and the Faculty 
shall, after examination of such class-book, decide which Students shall be deemed 
to have been sufficiently regular in their attendance to entitle them to proceed to 
the examination in the respective classes. 


(2) Punctual attendance on all the classes proper to his year is required ofeach 
Student. Professors will note the attendance immediately on the commencement 
of their lectures, and will omit the names of Students entering thereafter, unless 


satisfactory reasons are assigned. Absence or tardiness, without sufficient excuse, 


or inattention or disorder in the Class room, if persisted in after admonition by the 
Professor, will be reported to the Dean of the Faculty, who may reprimand the 
Student or report to the Faculty, as he may decide. While in the building, or 
going to and from it, Students are expected to conduct themselves in the same 
orderly manner asin the Class rooms. Any Professor observing improper conduct 
in the Class rooms, or elsewhere in the building, will admonish the Student, and, 
if necessary, report him to the Dean. 

(3) When Students are reported to the Faculty under the above rules, the 
Faculty may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, disqualify from competing 
for prizes or honors, suspend from Classes, or report to the Corporation for expul- 
sion, 

(4) Any Student injuring the furniture or building will be required to repair the 
same at his own expenses, and will, in addition, be subject to such penalty asthe 
Faculty may see fit to impose. 

(5) Lhe number of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that shall disqualify 
for the keeping of a Session, shall in each case be determined by the Faculty. 


(6) All cases of discipline involving the interests of more than one Faculty, or 
of the University generally, shall be reported to the Principal, or, in his ‘Bierce, 
to the Vice-Principal. 


8. The College year shall be divided into two terms, the first extending to the 
Christmas vacation, and the second from the expiration of the Christmas vacation 
to the end of April following. 

The lectures will be delivered between the hours of half-past eight and half- 
past nine in the morning and four and half-past six in the afternoon, and special 
lectures in the evening; the whole at such hours and in such order as shall be 
determined by the Faculty. Professors shall have the right to substitute an exam- 
ination for any such lecture. 


g. At the end of each term there shall be a general examination of all] the 
classes, under the superintendence of the Professors, and of such other examiners 
as may be appointed by the Corporation; which examination shall be conducted 
by means of printed questions, answered by the Students in writing in the pre- 
sence of the Examiners. The result shall be reported as early as possible to the 


Faculty. 
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After the examinations at the close of the second term, the Faculty shall 
decide the general standing of the Students, taking into consideration the exam- 
inations of both terms, both of which examinations shall be considered the Sessional 
or Final Examinations for the college year, as the case may be. 

to. No Student shall be considered as having kept a Session unless he shall 
have attended regularly all the courses of Lectures, and shall have passed the 
Sessional Examinations to the satisfaction of the Faculty in all the classes of his 
year, 

11, The Faculty shall have the power, upon special and sufficient cause shown, 
to grant a dispensation to any Student from attendance on any particular Course 
or Courses of Lectures, but no distinction shall in consequence be made between 
the Examinations of such Students and those of the Students regularly attending 
Lectures. No Student shall pass the degree of B.C.L. unless he has prepared 
a Thesis, either in I*rench or English, which shall have been approved by the 
Faculty. 

12, The subject of such Thesis shall be left to the choice of the Student, but 
it must fall within the range of study of the Faculty, and shall not exceed twenty 
pages of thirty lines each. Each Student shall, on or before the first day of March, 
forward such Thesis to the Secretary of the Faculty, marked with the nom de plume 
which he shall adopt, and accompanied with a sealed envelope, bearing the same 
nom de plume on it, and containing inside his name and the subject of his Thesis, 
and the envelope shall be opened in presence of the Faculty after the final decision 
shall be given on the respective merits of the several Theses. 

13. The Elizabeth Torrance Gold Medal, in the Faculty of Law, shall be 
awarded to the Student who, being of the Graduating Class, having passed the 
Final Examinations, and having prepared a Thesis of sufficient merit in the esti- 
mation*of the Faculty to entitle him to compete, shall take the highest marks in 
a special Examination for the Medal, which examination shall include the subject 
of Roman Law. 

14. Every Candidate, before receiving the Degree of B.C.L., shall make the 
following declaration :—

The attention of intending Students is called to the following 
provisions of the Revised Statutes of Quebec and amendments, as 
bearing on the requirements for the study and practice of Law in 
the Province :— 

ARTICLE 3544 R.S.Q.—Examinations for admission to study and to prac- 


tise law in the Province of Quebec are held at the time and place determined by 
the General Council. 


The places and dates as at present fixed are 


MONTREAL, - Wednesday, 10th Jan., 1894. 
QUEBEC, - - Wednesday, 4th July, 1894. 


and alternately at Montreal and Quebec every six months, namely—at Montreal 
on the second Wednesday of each January, and at Quebec on the first Wednesday 
of each July. 


All information concerning these examinations can be obtained from the 
General Secretary’s Office. The present General Secretary is W. C, Languedoc, 
Esq., Quebec. 

ARTICLE 3546.——-Candidates must give notice as prescribed by this Article, 
at least one month before the time fixed for the examination, to the Secretary of 
the Session in which he resides, or in which he has resided for the last six months. 

The present Secretary of the Montreal Section is Mr. Charles Lanctot, 1608 
Notre Dame street, Montreal. 

ARTICLE 3503a.—Added by Statute of Quebec, 53 Victoria (1890), Cap. 
45, provides that Candidates holding the diploma of Bachelor of Arts, Bachelier- 
es-Lettres, or Bachelier-es-Science from a Canadian or other British University, is 
dispensed from the examination for admission to study. Such Candidates are, 
however, recommended to give the notice required as above. 

ARTICLE 3548 R.S.Q. (as altered by by-law of the General Council).—On 
giving the notice prescribed by Article 3546, the Candidate pays to the Secretary 
a fee of $2.00, and makes a deposit of $30.00, for admission to study, or of 
$70.00 for admission to practice, which deposit, less $10.00, is returned in case 
of his not being admitted. 


ARTICLE 3552.—To be admitted to practice, the Student must be a British 
subject, and must have studied regularly and without interruption during 
ordinary office hours, under indentures before a Notary, as Clerk or Student, with 
a practising Advocate, during Five Years, dating from the registration of the 
certificate of admission to study. This term is reduced to Four years in this case

The complete curriculum jn this Faculty extends over three 
years. Graduates of recognized Medical Colleges are allowed to 
present themselves for examination after regular attendance on one 
fullsessional course; graduates of rec ognized Agricultural Colleges, 
in which Veterinary Science constitutes a branch of study, after 
regular attendance for two full courses 

Allowances will be made to Readents. of Human. or Comparative 
Medicine, or others who can produce certified class tickets for 
attendance on auy of the subjects embraced in the curriculum from 
any recognized college or university. 


Graduates and students who avail themselves of the above 


privileges will nevertheless be required to Agee an examination in 
the subjects comprised in the three years’ course, unless, from 


satisfactory evidence otherwise produced, the examiners consider 
it to be unnecessary. 
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Graduates of recognized Veterinary Colleges, desirous of taking 
the degree, may do so by attendance on the final subjects for one 
full session, but will be required to pass the examinations on all the 
subjects embraced in the curriculum, botany excepted. 

Occasional and agricultural students will be received without 
matriculation for attendance on any particular series of lectures. 
Such students will not be examined, nor will they be entitled to 
receive class certificates except as occasional students, nor will 
such attendance be accepted should the student subsequently wish 
to become a regular student of the Faculty. 


MATRICULATION, 


Every student, previous to his admission, must produce a certificate of educa- 
tional acquirements satisfactory to the Faculty, or submit himself to a matricula- 
tion examination in (1) writing, (2) reading aloud, (3) dictation, (4) English 
grammar, (5) composition, (6) outlines of geography with special reference 
to North America, (7) arithmetic (including vulgar and decimal fractions ). 

A. N. Shewan, M.A., will hold the matriculation examination on Saturday, 
30th Sept., 9 a.m., at the College, 6 Union Avenue, when all those intending to 
enter the course should present themselves for examination. Candidates possess- 
ing certificates of education or of previous matriculation should produce them for 
the inspection and approval of the examiner. Graduates of any Faculty in a 
recognized University or Agricultural College are not required to matriculate. 

No College is recognized unless its students are required to matriculate,

near future, 
REGISTRATION AND PAYMENT OF FEES. 


The following are the College regulations :— 

All students desirous of attending the classes shall, at the commencement of 
each session, enroll their names and residences in the register of the Faculty, and 
procure from the Registrar a ticket of registration, for which each student shall 
pay a fee of $5. : 

The said register shall be closed on the last day of October in each year. ‘lhe 
fees are payable to the Registrar and all class tickets will be issued by him, and 


must be paid in advance (except under special circumstances) at the time cf 


registration. 

All students must register, including those who receive free bursaries. 

Fees for the whole course are $180, which may be paid in three annual pay- 
ments of $60 each, which, in all cases, must be paid on entering. Matriculation 
fee, $5, which is to be paid prior to the examination ; $5 for registration, and $5 
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for re-registration, payable at the beginning of each of the following two Sessions, 
and $20 on receiving the diploma. Students who are allowed time for previous 


study will be required to pay full fees. Payments must be made in all cases as 
above. 


SCHOLARSHIPS, 


The Faculty offers for competition this session (1893-4) two scholarships of 
fifty dollars each: one for first, and the other for second year students. These 
scholarships will be awarded to the student in each year who has the highest 
aggregate, and who obtains not less than fifty per cent. in any one subject, and 
an average of seventy-five per cent. of the total number of marks attainable. 


STUDENTS OF THE PROVINCE OF QUEBEC. 


In consideration of the annual grant, the Council of Agriculture has the privi- 
lege of sending thirteen pupils, free of expense, to the whole course ; such students, 
however, pay a fee of $5 for the course in Botany and $5 annually for registration, 
These Bursaries may be obtained by young men resident in the Province of 
Quebec, by application made to the Dean of the Faculty in the handwriting of 
applicant, accompanied by a recommendation from the Agricultural Society of 
the district in which he resides, provided the Council considers him qualified by 
education and in other respects for entering the College. 

In all cases, except when specially arranged, Bursars will be required to give a 
guarantee that they will attend three Sessions ; and failing to do so, they shall be 
required to pay the fees for the Sessions which they have attended, 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


Students of this Faculty will be graded as of the first, the second, and the final 
year, 

In each year students will take the studies fixed for that year only, unless by 
special permission of the Faculty. 

Persons desirous of entering as Occasional Students shall apply to the Dean 
of the Faculty for admission as such, and shall obtain a ticket or tickets for the 
class or classes they desire to attend. 

All Students shall be subject to the following regulations as regards attendance 
and conduct :— 

A class-book shall be kept by each Professor and Lecturer, in which the pre- 
sence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted ; and the said class-book 
shall be submitted to the Faculty at a meeting to be held between the close of 
the lectures and the commencement of the examinations; and the Faculty shall, 
after examination of such class-book, decide which Students shall be deemed to 
have been sufficiently regular in their attendance to entitle them to proceed to 
he examination in the respective classes:

Student. Absence or tardiness, without sufficient excuse, or inattention or dis-

The Physiological Laboratory, which is situated on the ground floor, is sup-

instruments : kymographs, various manometers, etc., for demonstrating blood ae 


myographs, rheocords, moist chambers, etc., and various electrical

appliances for demonstrating experiments 
special apparatus for illustrating various points in respiration ; apparatus specially 
: suitable for demonstrating the processes of digestion, as well as the chemical com- 


position and nature of the secretions, and the chief constituents of the tissues and 


nutritive fluids. The laboratory is arranged in such a way as to permit of Stu- 


dents assisting at, and taking part in, these demonstrations, [During the past 
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session, important additious of apparatus have been made to the Physiological 


Laboratory. ] 
CHEMICAL LABORATORY. 


The Chemical Laboratory is large, lofty and well lighted, and can accom- 
modate comfortably 76 men at one time. Each Student, when entering on his 
course, has a numbered table in the laboratory assigned to him for his use during 
the session. Each table has its own gas and water fixtures, and is provided with 
shelves for its corresponding set of reagent-bottles, as well as a drawer and locker 
containing a modern set of chemical apparatus specially adapted for the work. 
This apparatus is provided by the Professor of Chemistry, and supplied to each 
Student without extra charge. The Student is required to pay only for appa- 
ratus broken or destroyed. 

The laboratory is furnished with a large draught closet for ventilation, sulphu- 
retted hydrogen apparatus, gas and combustion furnaces, etc., giving to the 
Student unsurpassed advantages for acquiring a sound and practical knowledgé 


of medical chemistry. 
PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


In the Pathological Laboratory accommodation will be provided for Students 
or practitioners who desire to carry on advanced study or private pathological 
research, 

The laboratory has been entirely re-built recently, and is well stocked with the 
usual apparatus for pathological and bacteriological work. 

The demonstrations in Morbid Anatomy will be given in a smal] laboratory, 
specially arranged for the work. 

The classes in Pathological Histology will be held in the Histological Labo- 


‘atory. 


HISTOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The Histological Laboratory is a large, well lighted room on the second floor. 
It is so arranged, that over eighty students can be present at the microscopical 
demonstrations. For this purpose, it is supplied with thirty-five microscopes, all 
from the wel’ known makers, Zeiss, Hartnack and Leitz. From the large num- 
ber of microscopes employed, students will have special facilities in studying and 
making themselves thoroughly acquainted with the specimens that are subjects of 


demonstration. 
PRACTICAL MICROSCOPY. 
This is an entirely optional course, in charge of Prof. Wilkins, assisted by Dr. 


Gunn, It is intended especially for teaching the technique of Microscopy. Stu- 
dents will be shown how to examine blood, etc., also to cut, stain, and mount 
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specimens. For this purpose they will have furnished them normal structures, 
with which they will be able to secure a cabinet of at least 100 specimens, which 
will be of great benefit when in practice. Reagents and apparatus, except cover- 


glasses and cabinet cases, provided. Tee, $8.

The ccurse embraces the principles and practice of Veterinary Medicine, in- 
cluding the diseases of domestic animals, their nature, causes, symptoms and 
treatment. It necessarily includes Pathology and Pathological Anatomy, with 
daily clinical demonstrations in the hospital and the yard practice of the College, 
ae well as illustrations from plates, preserved specimens, and fresh material fur- 
nished by the Pathologist. 

The course on Surgery embraces Surgical Anatomy and Practices of Surgery, 
and will be illustrated by a large collection of surgical appliances. 

The large and varied practice of the College furnishes abundance of cases for 
demonstration purposes. 

Special lectures will be given on Sanitary Science, Quarantine, inspection of 


meat and milk, and also on the examination of horses for soundness, 


ANATOMY. 
M. C. BAKER, D.V.S. 


In this course the Anatomy of the horse is the subject of special study ; while 
the structural differences of all the domestic animals are carefully explained and 
iliustrated by fresh subjects, There is a very large collection of anatomical 
models by Dr. Auzoux, of Paris, natural injections and dissections, and a most 
complete collection of diagrams, including Marshall’s complete set, M. Achille 
Comte’s Anatomical and Zoological series, also a large collection of drawings 
specially prepared for the school by Mr. Scott Leighton, artist, Boston, and Mr, 
Hawksett, Montreal. 

The dissecting room is open at all hours, subjects are easily procured, and 
either the Professor or Demonstrator will be in attendance to superintend and: 
direct students in practical dissection. The room is furnished with every 
convenience, is thoroughly lighted, and affords students all that can be reasonably 
desired. 

Students are required to pay for the material necessary for practical anatomy, 

3efore a student can be allowed to present himself for his pass examination, he 
must produce tickets certified by the demonstrator that he has dissected two entire 


subjects, that is, one each session. 
MATERIA MEDICA AND THERAPEUTICS, 
A. D. BLACKADER, M.D. 


This covrse comprises a description of the physiological and therapeutic action

THE MUSEUM 


contains a large collection of natural and artificial specimens, consisting of skele- 
tons of almost all the domestic animals, numerous specimens of diseased bones, 
preparations by Dr. Auzoux of all the different organs in the body, natural dis- 
seetions, colored models, diagrams, etc., etc., all of which are used in illustrat- 
ing the lectures, and to which the Students have frequent opportunities of refer- 
ring. Students will also enjoy the privileges of the Museum of the Medical Fac- 
ulty of McGill University, which is rich in pathological specimens. 


THE PHARMACY. 


All the medicines used in the practice of the College are compounded by the 
Students, under the direction of the Professors, from prescriptions for each par- 
ticular case, and most of them are administered or applied by them. For this 


purpose they are detailed for certain pharmaceutical duties alternately. By this 
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means they become familiar with the physical properties, compatibilities, doses 
and uses of the medicines, and becomé expert in administering them to the dif- 
ferent patients brought for treatment. 2 


THE PRACTICE. ial@ 


The Hospital and Daily Clinics, as well as a very extensive out-door practice, | 
including most of the largest stables in the City and numerous farms in the vicin- 
ity, afford excellent opportunities for clinical observation on horses of all breeds 
and ages. Owing to the numbers of cattle kept in the City, and the valuable 
thoroughbred herds in the neighborhood, advanced Students are enabled to see 
and do considerable cattle practice. The dog practice is the largest in Can- 
ada. All canine diseases can be studied clinically, owing to the large num- 
ber of dogs brought to the College for medical or surgical treatment. 

Senior Students will be appointed to act alternately as dressersin the Hospital, 
and first and second year men must assist in administering medicines and at

Candidates who fail to pass in not more than two subjects of the first two 
years may be granted a supplemental examination at the beginning of the fol- 
lowing session. 

Supplemental examinations will not be granted, except by special permission 
of the Faculty, and on written application, stating reasons, 

Candidates who fail to pass in a subject of which two courses are required, 
may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be required to attend a third course, and 
furnish a certificate of attendance thereon.

[t is advisable that you should arrive in Montreal be fore the Opening day, so as 
to give you time to procure suitable lodgings. Endeavor by all means to be 
present at the introductory lectures on all subjects ; you cannot miss one lecture 
without thereby losing valuable preparatory information. Come prepared to 
procure at once the necessary text-books and note-books. Make your arrange- 
ments so as to enable you to devote your entire time and undivided attention to 
your studies, as the three sessions which the curriculum covers will be found none 
too long to accomplish the necessary proficiency in the various branches of study 
required of you.

ANNOUNCEMENT FOR THE SESSION 1893-94. 


This Institution is intended to give a thorough training to teachers, 
by instruction and training in the Normal School itself, and by 
practice in the Model Schools ; and the arrangements are of such a 
character as to afford the greatest possible facilities to Students from 
all parts of the Province. 

: The thirty-eighth session of this School will commence on the first

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[. TERMS OF ADMISSION. 
(Extracted from the Regulations of the Protestant Committee of 
the Council of Public Instruction.) 

Any British subject who produces a certificate of good moral 
character from the minister of the congregation to which he belongs, 
and evidence to show that he has completed the sixteenth year 
of his age, may be admitted to examination for entrance into the 
Elementary School Class, or, if he has completed his seventeenth 
year, to the entrance examinations of the Model School Class. 
(See Vote a.) 

Previous to admission to the Elementary School Class, every 
pupil-teacher shall undergo an examination as to his sufficient know- 
ledge of reading, writing, the rudiments of grammar in his own 
language, geography and arithmetic ; before admission to the 
Model School Class he mUst give proof of his knowledge of the 
subjects of the previous year. Except as stated below, the exam- 
ination shall take place before the Principal, or before such other 
person as he may specially appoint for the purpose. (See Vote d.) 

All candidates who present certificates of having passed in Grade 
IIf. Model School Course, and all holders of Elementary School 
diplomas, shall be exempt from examination for admission to the 
Elementary School Class. All candidates who have passed at the 
A.A. examinations, taking two-thirds of the aggregate marks, and 
who have passed in French, and all holders of Model Schoo 
diplomas, shall be exempt from examination for admission to the 
Model School Class. Holders of Elementary School diplomas, 
desiring admission to the Model School Class, shall be examined 
in Algebra, Geometry and French only, 

Candidates shall be admitted to examination for entrance only at 
the times regularly appointed by the Principal of the school at the 
beginning of the session. Candidates exempt from examination can 
only be admitted during the first week of the session, except that 
teachers who may be actually engaged in teaching.at the commence- 
ment of the session may, at the discretion of the Principal, be 
admitted to the Elementary School Class not later than the close 
of the Christmas vacation. No teacher-in-training admitted later 
than the rst of October shall share in that part of the bursary fund 
which is distributed at Christmas. 
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In exceptional cases the Principal of the Normal School may 
admit,to the classes on trial persons whose qualifications may be 
insufficient for entrance. Such persons may be excluded from the 
School by the Principal whenever he may judge it best so to do; 
but none shall be permitted to enter or to remain on trial after the 
semi-sessional examinations. 

No candidate is admitted to the Normal School until the provi- 
sions of the school laws respecting admission have been fulfilled. 
(See Vote c.) 


II, PRIVILEGES OF TEACHERS-IN-TRAINING. 


All teachers-in-training are entitled to free tuition. 

At the close of the semi-sessional examinations, the sum of $400 
from the bursary fund will be divided among the forty most success- 
ful pupils who do not reside at home with parents or guardians 
during their attendance at the school. Similarly the sum of $800 
will be divided at the close of the sessional examinations. The 
remainder of the bursary fund will be divided as an allowance for 
travelling expenses among teachers-in-training residing in the 
Province of Quebec at a distance of more than ninety miles from 
Montreal, in a proportion determined by the excess of distance 
above ninety miles, it being provided that no allowance for travel- 
ling expenses shall exceed ten dollars. 

All teachers-in-training who pass the semi-sessional examinations 
in the Normal School with 60 per cent. of the total marks, and who 
have not fallen below 50 per cent. in any one of the groups of 
subjects, English, Mathematics, French and Miscellaneous, nor in 
any one of the subjects required by the Syllabus of Examination 
prescribed for diplomas of the grade to which they aspire, shall be 
entitled to continue in their classes after Christmas. Except by the 
special permission of the Principal, none other shall be entitled to 
this privilege nor to a share in the Christmas bursary. 

All teachers-in-training, who attain the standards defined above 
at the final examinations of the Normal School, shall be entitled to 
diplomas of the grade of the class to which they belong, and except 
with the concurrence of the Principal of the school and the Professor 
of each subject in which there has been failure, none others shall 
receive diplomas or share in the bursary fund. 

All holders of Elementary School diplomas obtained by reaching 
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the Principal. Such holders of Elementary School diplomas as 
have taken not less than 75 per cent. of the total marks, nor less 
than 60 per cent. of those in any subject essential to the diploma, 
according to the Syllabus of Examination of the Protestant Com- 
mittee of the Council of Public Instruction, shall be entitled to

Ill. STUDENTS FOR THE ACADEMY DIPLOMA, 


1. The Normal School shall bring up selected students at the end 
of the Model School year to the examinations for the entrance into 
the first year of the Faculty of Arts of the Universities. They may 
be examined either at the examinations for the Associate in Arts in 
June or at those for the matriculation in autumn, and shall take the 
full course of study in the first and second years. 

2. Such students shall be enrolled in the Normal School as stu- 
dents of the Academy Class, and shall be under the usual pledge to 
teach for three years. They shall engage in the practice of teaching 
at such times and in such schools as may be arranged by the 
Principal from time to time, in consistence with their college work, 
and shall be under the Principal and the regulations of the Normal 


School. 
3. On report of the colleges which such students may be attend- 


ing, that they have passed creditably in the Christmas and seszional 
examinations respectively, they shall be entitled to bursaries, not 
exceeding thirty dollars per session, in aid of fees and board. Such 
bursaries may be paid by the Normal School Committee out of any 
fund available for the purpose, 

4. On passing the intermediate, or equivalent, examination of the 
Universities, such students will be entitled to receive Academy 
diplomas, in accordance with the regulations of the Protestant Com- 
mittee of the Council of Public Instruction for such diplomas. 

5. Such students may, with the advice of the Principal, attend 
classes at McGill or its affiliated colleges, or at Bishop’s College, 
and the Normal School Committee shall make such arrangements as 
may be possible for free tuition at such colleges. 





the standards defined above shall be entitled to admission to the 
Model School Class, none others without the special permission of 
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6. It shall be competent to the Principal of the Normal School 
to provide any tutorial assistance that may in his judgment be 
necessary for Academy students. Also, it shall be his duty in the 
case of optional studies to select for the students those required for 
the curriculum of the Normal School. 

7. It shall be competent to students who have taken Academy 
diplomas as above to continue for two years longer at the Univer- 
sity, Or 10 return thereto, after teaching for a time, in order to take 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts: but thev shall he held bound to 
fulfil their engagements to teach, and they shall not be entitled to 
bursaries. (See ote e.) 

Holders of Model School Diplomas of the McGill Norma] School 
who are certified by the Principal of the Normal School to have 
taken 75 per cent. of the total marks at their final examinations. 
with not less than 60 per cent. of the marks in Mathematics, French, 
Latin and Greek respectively, shall be admitted without further 
examination to the first year in Arts of the McGill University ; but 
all such Students must make good their standing in the University 
at the Christmas examinations. 

Teachers-in-training, who do not attain the standard defined 
above, must, in order to enter the University, pass the usual exam- 
ination for Matriculation. 

Exemption from the payment of fees in McGill College for the 
first year will be granted to the three holders of Model School 
Diplomas, not being resident in Montreal, who, of all those entering 
the University on the conditions stated above, have gained the 
highest aggregate of marks at their final examinations in the Normal 
School, as certified by the Principal of the Normal School. 

Exemption from fees in the second year will be granted to the 
three students entering from the Normal School, who, with credit- 
able standing in all their examinations at the close of the first year 
jn Arts, have taken the highest aggregate of marks of any Normal 
School Students of their year. 

IV, CONDITIONS OF CONTINUANCE IN THE NORMAL SCHOOL, 

Teachers-in-training guilty of drunkenness, of frequenting taverns, 
of entering disorderly houses or gambling houses, keeping company 
with disorderly persons, or committing any act of immorality or 
insubordination, shall be expelled. 
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Each professor shall have the power of excluding from his lectures 
any Student who may be inattentive to his studies, or guilty of any 
minor infraction of the regulations, until the matter can be reported 
to the Principal. (See JVote c.)

V. ATTENDANCE ON RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION, 


Teachers-in-training will be required to state with what religious 
denomination they are connected ; and a list of the students con- 
nected with each denomination shall be furnished to one of the min- 
isters of such denomination resident in Montreal, with the request 
that he will meet weekly with that portion of the teache:s-in-training, 
or otherwise provide for their retigious instruction. Every Thurs- 
day after four o'clock will be assigned for this purpose. 

In addition to punctual attendance at weekly religious instruction 
each student will be required to attend public worship at his own 
church, at least once every Sunday. 


VI, BOARDING HOUSES. 


1. The teachers-in-training shall state the place of their residence, 
and those who cannot reside with their parents will be permitted to 
Jive in boarding houses, but in such only as shall be specially 
approved of. No boarding houses having permission to board male 
teachers-in-training will be permitted to receive female teachers-in- 
training as boarders, and wice versa. (See LWVote g.) 

2. They are on no account to be absent from their lodgings after 
half-past nine o’clock in the evening. 

3. They will be allowed to attend such lectures and public meet- 
ings only as may be considered by the Principal conducive to their 
moral and mental improvement. 

4. A copy of the regulations shall be sent to all keepers of lodg- 
ing houses at the beginning of the session. 

5. In case of lodgings being chosen by parents or guardians, a 
written statement of the parent or guardian shall be presented to 
the Principal. 

6. All intended changes of lodgings shall be made known before- 
hand to the Principal or to one of the professors. 

7. Boarding-houses shall be visited monthly by a committee of

Meteorological Observations are made every fourth hour, beginning at 3% om 
Eastern standard time ; also at 8h o™ and 204 om. Independent bi-hourly tem. 
perature observations are also made. The principal instruments employed are 
the following :—Two standard mercurial barometers ; one Kew standard thermo- 
meter ; two Pastorelli thermometers ; one maximum thermometer ; one minimum 
thermometer ; one set of six self-recording thermometers, with controlling clock, 
battery, etc.; two anemometers ; one wind vane (wind-mill pattern), one anemo- 
graph, with battery, etc. ; one sunshine recorder; one rain-band spectroscope ; 
and one rain gauge. 

The Anemometer and Vane are on the summit of Mount Royal, at a point 
about three quarters of a mile north west of the Observatory. They are 57 feet 
above the surface of the ground and 810 feet above sea level, 

The Astronomical Equipment consists of :—The Blackman Telescope (6% 
in.) ; a photoheliograph (4% in.) ; a 34 in. transit, with striding level; two 2 
in. transits, arranged as collimating telescopes ; one sidereal clock ; one mean-time 
clock ; one sidereal chronometer ; One mean-time chronometer ; one chronograph ; 
batteries, telegraph lines and sundry minor instruments. 

Observations for clock errors are made on nearly every clear night. Time 
exchanges are regularly made with the Toronto Observatory. Time signals are 
distributed throughout the city by means of the noon time-ball, continuous clock 
signals, and the fire alarm bells; and to the country, through the telegraph lines, 

Observations of sun spots, for position and area, are made with the Blackman 
telescope and the photoheliograph. 

The Blackman telescope is also employed in occasional work and for educa- 


tional purposes.

The Joint Board of Representatives of McGill University and the University 
of Bishop’s College is prepared to organize and superintend courses of Lectures 
and Classes in populous centres for English-speaking audiences in the Province of 


Quebec, 


OBJECT. 


The purpose of the Local Lectures is to provide the means of higher education 
for persons of all classes and of both sexes engaged in the regular occupations of 
life. To obtain this object, the Lectures will be organized upon the general lines 
which have been worked out successfully from twenty years experience in 
England. 


PLAN OF THE LECTURES. 


In order to make the teaching at the same time attractive and thorough, a 
special method is followed. 

1. The courses consist of ten weekly lectures, each lecture occupying an hour, 

2. For about an hour preceding or following each lecture a Class is held for 
those students who wish to study the subject more thoroughly. The teaching in 
the class is conversational, and its object is to enable the Lecturer to answer 
questions or solve difficulties which have occurred to students, and to give advice 
as to text-books and other means ot studying the subject. , 

The ten Lectures and Classes, which may be given in the three months before 
or three months after Christmas, form a continuous course on one subject. 

3. In order to enable Students to follow the lecture readily and to carry away 
the substance of it, a printed syllabus in pamphlet form is prepared beforehand 
by the Lecturer for the use of Students. 

4. Questions (printed in the syllabus) are set upon each Lecture. Those who 
desire to answer the questions write their answers at home during the week, and 
forward them to the Lecturer for correction and comment, 

5. At the end of the Course an examination is held by the Lecturer, and an- 
other Examiner appointed for the purpose by the Joint Board of the Universities. 
The examination is not compulsory. Only those are admitted to it who have 
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attended the Lectures and Classes to the satisfaciion of the Lecturer, and have 
done such an amount ‘of weekly paper work as the Lecturer may have required. 

A list oi the Candidates who have satisfied the Lecturer and Examiner is pub- 
lished, the names being arranged in alphabetical order. The list alse indicates 
those who are recommended both by the Lecturer and Examiner for special dis- 
tinction. Certificates of Passing and of Distinction are granted, based upon (1) 
the Lecturer’s Report of the weekly work, (2) the final examination. 

It will be seen that this system is adapted at the same time to persons who 
desire merely a general acquain'ance with the subjects taught and to Students who 
are anxious to make a more thorough study. The majority of the courses in the 
English system have been given in the evening, as the fundamenta! idea through- 
out his been education for busy people. The audiences have included persons 
drawn from all ranks of society and of the widest diversity of previous education 
and training.

APPOINTMENT OF LECTURERS. 

In accordance with the requirements of the General Council for the extensi on 
of University teaching, Lecturers are appointed by the Joint Board only upon 
recommendation by a University. and after inquiry as to special qualifications and 
approval of the syllabus submitted, The choice of a lecturer and subject from the 
list approved by the Board is made in each case by the Local Centre concerned. 


ORGANIZATION OF A CENTRE, 

When it is desired to establish a course of Lectures, a Local Committee should 
first be got together, and a guarantee fund formed sufficient to cover the expenses 
of the Course. The Local Committee under akes all responsibility for hire of 
rooms, lighting, printing and sale of tickets, etc. ; it fixes the price of tickets 
according to the size and class of audience expected, with a view to making the 
Lectures self-supporting, and chooses the subject and the Lecturer, communicating 
its wishes to the Joint Board through its Secretary. 
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EXPENSES OF A COURSE. 


The payment to the Joint Board for a complete course of Ten Lectures and 
Classes, with examination, is $150. In cases where a lecturer from a distance is 
chosen, or much apparatus is used, travelling expenses and the cost of hiring 
apparatus will be an extra charge.

REGULATIONS 


AS TO COLLEGE GROUNDS. 


Under the regulations of the Governors, restricting the use of the exercise 
grounds to College clubs, and until permanent arrangements can be made in 
connection with a new Gymnasium on the grounds, the following rules are in 
force :— 


1, The membership of all clubs using the grounds must consist exclusively of 


members of the University, 
2. No damage must be done to fences, trees, grass, etc. 


3. All clubs desiring to use the ground in the time of the statutory college 
sessions, 2z.¢., from Sepiember Ist to May Ist, must register their officets, objects, 
rules and time desired in the Principal’s office, on or before September 20th in 
each year, when rights and privileges will be assigned to them. 


4. Clubs desiring to use any portion of the grounds in the summer vacation, 
that is, fromni May rst to September 15th, shall register as above on or before 
April Ist. 


5. No clubs not so registered can be recognized, nor any right of students 
not organized in regular clubs. 


6. No club has any right to invite strangers, except by special permission, of 
the Board of Governors. 


7. The University Athletic Association may use the grounds for the training of 
its members ‘from September Ist to date of the College sports, at such times 
as may be necessary. Tickets shall be furnished to Students so in training. 


8. All the above privileges are subject to be revoked at any time by resolution 
of the Governors,

THE DONALDA ENDOWMENT FOR THE HIGHER EDUCATION

This endowment, given by the Honorable Sir Donald A. Smith of Montreal, is for 
the educ ition of women in the subjects of the Faculty of Arts,up to the sté andard 
of the examination for B A., in classes wholly separate, to constitute a separate 
Special Course or College for w omen,—$120,000.
